The 1st volume of Tod’s jRaj<%sthan 3 18th chapter, contains many 
details of the mined state of the province of Meywar, when, in a aniiary 
1818, it was rescued from the Mahrattas after fifty years of alternate 
occupancy and harrying*. The f| khalsa” or royal lands were generally 
desolate. Over a space of 140 miles “ only two thinly-peopled towns /;■ 

were seen which acknowledged the liana’s authority/ 1 ' .Boars and 
tigers harboured in the jnngle on what had been the highways. The 
city of Oodeypore was reduced from 50,000 to 3,000 houses, and not 
a vestige remained of Bheelwarra, the principal mart of the country. 

At the Maharana’s first interview with the Political Ageht, His High¬ 
ness \Vas attended by only fifty horsemen, and was indebted for the 
means of subsistence to the Kotah Durbar. Much of this misery was 
owing to the Chiefs, one or other faction of whom had alternately called 
in the common enemy. Many of these traitors had fattened on the 
public ruin. The Mahrattas earned away two millions of money, and 
some of the Thakoors trebled their estates. 

%. Taking advantage of the prestige of our recent victories over Reconciliation 
the Mahrattas, Captain Tod, an enthusiastic admirer of the ' feudal the C MabHvana eu 
system, and a cordial hater of Mahratta misdeeds, threw himself heart cSptain 
and soul into the renovation of Meywar. Within four months from the to«T y 
date of the treaty, lie had re-called long-exiled traders and cultivators, 
and personally went surety for their protection. He had brought. 

Thakoors, who had never paid their respects to their sovereign, and V 
others who had never visited the capital but “ when it suited their con¬ 
venience/' to the feet of the Maharana, and at three in the morning’ of 
the 5th of May, after a great assembly of fifteen hours' duration, he got 
all to sign a quolnamah or agreement, the first articles of which surrender by 
pledged the Chiefs to resign all the lands they had usurped during the 
previous fifty years. By this act one Chief, whose father had not lo’ig usurped. 
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before murdeved the prime minister, and pursued the victim’s brother 
into the Maharaua’s presence, and who, more recently, had himself 
plundered the marriage dower of the Maharanee on its way from Kotah, 
actually surrendered 5-Sths (or more than half) of his estate. Another, 
the ancestor of the Dcogurh Chief, now a leader in recusancy, who had 
sworn “ he might bend his head to woman, but never to his sovereign/’ 
relinquished the levy of transit dirties in the most important outlet of 
r the country, though asserted to have been held during seven generations. 
Others surrendered half or more of their possessions, or, what was even 
dearer to them, strong fortresses with their accompanying privileges. 

3 . Such arrangements could only have been effected without 
bloodshed by an Agent in whom all parties bad perfect confidence, and 
who was doubtless supported by the circumstances of the times and the 
proximity of a successful army. These restorations were the more 
remarkable that elsewhere in Rajpootana, and indeed generally in India, 
the status of the day has been the basis of all our negotiations, and on 
this principle Meywar is still dotted with holdings of Scindia and of the 
descendant of Ameer Khan. 

Prosperity of 4. For four years Captain Tod virtually administered the Meywar 

State, and completely identified himself with its interests. His feel- 
lustration. i n g S were especially with the Maharana, but he never forgot the ryot 
^ran-cd. or the trader, and in all liis proceedings he appears to have been guided 
by precedent and the feeling of the country. By the terms of their 
original puttas (grants), the principal Chiefs, most of whom are descend¬ 
ed from the blood royal, paid no tribute, but served with their retainers 
when needed. Captain Tod’s quolnamah (agreement) decided that during 
three months of every year, they should by turns furnish two horsemen 
and four footmen for every thousand rupees of income. At that time 
he recorded nothing as to tribute; hut, when about to vacate his office, 
he proposed tnat, in addition to the military service, a rate equal to 
1-12th .Of the yearly value of their estates should he levied on all the 
Chiefs, His temporary successor. Captain Waugh, not only earned out 
this measure, hut levied l«6th instead of 1-I2th, and at l-6th it has 
since remained . 

5. During the incumbencies of Colonels Cobbe and Robinson the 
Maharana, forgetting how much the Thakoors had already surrendered; 
desired to double the service, and to levy the l-6th, not on old produce, 
but on the increased cultivation of estates 1 . The Chiefs, however, sought 
to continue their services as fixed by Captain Tod, and to reduce the 
tribute to the sum contemplated by him.. They especially, and very 
naturally, objected to new estimates of their estates. Dissensions and 
Recriminations have in consequence never ceased since Captain Tod’s depar¬ 
ture. Even Maharana Bheem Singh soon forgot what he had gained 
in his disappointment at not recovering Godewar from Jodhpore, and 
Neemuch, Jawud, &e., from the Mahrattas, which by the 7th article 
of the treaty he had hopes of doing. His son and successor, lee wan 
Singh, who as a boy had shared the troubles of the times, shortly after 
his accession earnestly asked for troops to coerce his nobles. Several 
times since like requests have been made by his two successors. In 
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^«^1Coloiiel Sutherland reported that Maharana Sirdar Singh bitterly 
complained of the undutiful conduct of the Chiefs, and offered eighty 
thousand rupees a year to provide a corps to he stationed at Oodeypore 
to aid in subduing them. Fourteen of the sixteen principal Chiefs were 
then in recusancy : and about the same number are so now. The Maha¬ 
rana then stated that he “ apprehended a very troubled reign unless be 
received the direct support of the British Government. ’ The minister 
, was even more anxious for such aid. On that occasion, by desire ol 

the Maharana, Colonel Sutherland* told 
* Colouol Sutherland^ letter th e Chiefs that their rebellious conduct 
Of 30th March 1840. would not be tolerated by the British Go¬ 

vernment, which would be found prepared to support. the Maharana in all 
his legitimate pretensions.” A like tone was assumed by the local 
Agents, Majors Cobhe and Robinson, and the Chiefs, until very lately, 
as shown by Colonel Geo. Lawrence and Captain Brooke, fully expected 
that the Maharana would be supported by British bayonets. 

6. Encouraged by the tone of Major (Colonel) Robinson, during s^uwtra«onoc 
the last year of his incumbency, the Maharana sequestered certain ofthe Kawut of 
villages of the Rawut of Saloomber, who is the first of the sixteen ejection of the 
hereditary councillors, and whose family has been alternately the "Jgj" than ‘ 
support and the ruin of the raj. The founder of the family had ori¬ 
ginally surrendered his right to the guddee of Newar to a younger 
brother, and had in consequence handed down to his successors, privileges 
inconsistent with the position of a subject. After two years’ sequestra¬ 
tion of his villages, finding that no British troops came to the aid of the 
Maharana, the Saloomber and Deogurh Chiefs last year ejected the 
durbar thannahs.

7 . In this state of embittered feeling both parties appealed to my ies 2 a. d. 
predecessor, who g*ave them excellent advice, and warned them of the appo?ntJ r to k ° 
eventual injury to themselves of our direct interference. On being enquire ana to 
further pressed, he directed the Political Agent to hear and record the atKof^ftWrs. 
statements of both parties for submission to Government. Lieutenant 
Colonel G. Lawrence being shortly after appointed to act as Agent,

Finding his efforts vain, he addressed his letter No. 212 of 
me, agreeing generally with. Captain ..Brooke, and giving 
praise to that office. On the absolute^ necessity of inr 
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&atau % ,e nco they are entirely agreed. I have since, as I had previously, 
JKid?)? discussed the several questions with the Meywar vakeel and with special 
by agents from the Maharana, and have also given the Chiefs opportunities 
tu* British of telling me their story, repeating to both parties the oft-given warnings 
of tlie undesirableness of interference. The Maharana, however, tells 
me much the same as in the annexed letter to Colonel G. Lawrence, 
dated 24th April, ciz., that he has done all he cap to reconcile the Chiefs, 
(J)ut that they ** suspect it is my (his) wish to min them, and con¬ 
sequently desire that whatever agreement may now be entered into 
should be guaranteed by the British Government. This is likewise my 
desire, for if the settlement is effected through the medium of the 
British Government, the Chiefs will abide by their agreement. * *■ 

'* -x- When the Chiefs will, have no regard for former quolnaniabs 

mediated by British Agents, how is it possible that they mil now enter 
into agreement with me, and faithfully adhere, to its stipulations? * *“ 
* : ' f The principal object of the Saloomber Chief is to interfere 
with and subvert my authority.”

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9. On nearly similar grounds the Chiefs desire the same arrange¬ 
ment. The fear and mistrust is mutual. If the Maliaran^ is. exacting, 
they are contumacious; but still they perceive that, without a general 
combination rarely to be effected, they are at the mercy 'of their sove¬ 
reign, who may any day treat them with, the same cruelty and injustice 
that he did the Chiefs of Lawah and Bhendeiy whose cases are narrated 
in Captain ^ Brooked 44th paragraph, and referred to in Colonel 
G. Lawrence's letter. The quarrel with Saloomber is mainly on points of 
etiquette, embittered by early friendship, converted into present dislike. 
So delicate a ease can perhaps be best arbitrated either by, or with the 
advice of, some Chief of character, who is independent of both parties, 
and cognizant not only of what is really due to both, but how far each, 
with honor, can yield or compromise, so as to leave both, for the future, 
in a position that need not oblige them to clash. The disputes with the 
other Thakoprs are less difficult of adjustment, as they can at least he 
put on a distinct and intelligible footings There is the broad objection, 
on their part, to pay an enhanced tribute, or to perform extra service, 
both of which points are insisted on by the Maharana, as involving a 
large revenue and an increased efficiency in the internal administration 
of his country. Both parties appeal to the several quolnamahs, the 
CTueld’ffiy.iug in addition on the agreement they entered into with Maha¬ 
rana ■ JeevfVA Singh. There have been no less than five such documents;— 

1st .—Oapkin Tod's, already referred to, dated May 1 $18, bv wduch 
tie Chiefs have by turns to perform service only for three 
months in the year, but with the full quota specified in 
their sunnuds. 

Captain Cobbe's, dated 1827, (not signed by. either of the 
contracting parties) by which ehufound, first demanded in

10. The words “actual produce" of 1827 are directly opposed to 
the demand for “ payment arid service then prevailing" of 1835. The 
additional articles also of 1845 seem to me at variance with the 
agreement of 1841, and, to add to the confusion, this last-named agree¬ 
ment (1841) instead of abrogating all the former ones, recapitulates and 
declares them still in force. 


11. In excuse of his increased demands, the Maharana triily 
observes that he pays the whole Government tribute : but he forgets that tho” 
lie not only paid it from the beginning, but that, far from its having been trSJt^ f ° r 
increased with his increased prosperity, a reduction has recently been 
made of Rs. 40,000, making the Government demand .scarcely l-5tb 
instead of 3-8th of present revenue as originally demanded. Moreover, 
were the periodical appraisement of estates a less invidious measure than 
it is, and were the intention of the quolnamahs as clem* as they are 
contradictory, there is the fact that, in the face of them, the Chiefs have 
paid on the original valuation from the y^ir 1823 up to 1847. In this 
last year the Maharana obtained the written consent of ten of the 
principal Chiefs, but repenting of their consent, they shortly after joined 
the Deogurh and Saloombcr Chiefs in opposition. In vindication of the 
Chiefs, it may be added that the late Colonel Robinson appears to have 
considered the case closed by the additional articles of 1845, as they were 
draw n up in consequence of this very dispute, and that had the "Chiefs 
really agreed to a fresh assessment of their estates, it would doubtless 
have been more prominently mentioned. Its silence on this point, and 
the payment of a large sum of money by the Chiefs at the time, makes 
it appear probable that they purchased exemption from the obnoxious 




measure. 


12. The questions of nuzzuranna on investiture (tulwar bundhai), 
sequestration of Chiefs villages, fines from provincial kutcherries and 
boundary settlements, complained of by the Chiefs, do not require 
particular notice from. me. If interference is forced upon us, it appears 
necessary that the local Agent should have the power of interfering 
authoritatively, as well to curb the sovereign on the one side, as his Chiefs 
on the other. It is, however, very difficult to suggest any means of 
attaining the desired end of preserving the public peace without disgust¬ 
ing the Maharana, and further embittering both parties. 


13. To interfere beneficially in despotic States like Oudli and Nwoss.iv for 
Hyderabad, it would bo necessary to set aside, for the time at least, the 
native authorities; but it. seems to me practicable in a feudal state, such 
as Meywar, where every Thakoor, or at least each of the sixteen" chief' 
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nobles, is a part of the government, so far to mediate as to secure a 
state of things better at any rate than now prevails. Four Maharanas 
of different temperaments, easy men and hard men, the clever and the 
stupid, have equally failed to preserve what they all acknowledge to be the 
constitution. As pointed out by Lieutenant Colonel Lawrence, the raj 
has been reconstructed by us, and exists only by the pressure from 
without. Having since 1818 been propped up by our Political Agents it 
cannot now stand alone. The evil has been that the Maharana has 
fancied our support to have been personal and not for the public good. 
uritiHh iuterter- His Highness now affects to desire one of two things, viz., to have the 
ence um e3irrt c ' loan of British troops to coerce his refractory feudatories, or to be per¬ 
mitted to chastise them himself. I have told him through his agents, 
that there is no objection to the latter step; but I have repeated the 
solemn warnings of my predecessor, that the interference of even a single 
British regiment would probably be attended with results very disagree¬ 
able to him, and could not fail to materially affect his sovereignty. 
Lieutenant Colonel Lawrence has even hinted that he sees no alternative 
but for His Highness to abdicate, or to abide by arbitration, or by the 
agreements made for him by Colonel Tod. When asked what means he 
has of coercing the Chiefs, he refers to his power of enlisting foreign 
mercenaries and of procuring troops from Kotah; but this we have told 
him is contrary to the spirit of the treaty, and were it otherwise, would 
speedily end in the ruin of the country. 

Ouverno^ cicti- H- Lieutenant Colonel G. Lawrence is now on his way to 

erai's AjrenVon Oodeypore, and during the ensuing cold weather I propose to visit the 
SVSatknl capital in company with him •and Captain Brooke, when, if the Maha 
being suecessau. rana an( j Chiefs still desire to let us arbitrate between them, an 
arrangement may possibly be come to, on the basis of the Political Agent's 
suggestions, contained in paras. 13, 14, 15, 16 and 17 of his letter 
herewith enclosed. I feel, however, little confidence that any such settle¬ 
ment will he permanently abided by, and I only suggest the trial, as, 
unless something be done, there are likely to be disturbances in Meywar, 
which will probably spread beyond the principality, and in the wild 
country around Meywar may give much trouble, and at least require the 
employment of a strong brigade of infantry with heavy guns. 

15. Adverting to the above probability, Lieutenant Colonel ■: 
G. Lawrence recently suggested to me the propriety of applying for au 
extra regiment of Native Infantry at Neemuch. I hope the necessity 
for such reinforcement may be obviated; but little disposed as I am to 
interfere in any Native State, I am desirous, under all the circumstances 
of the case, to give the only chance that appears to remain for at least 
prese n t p$ace i n Mey war. S i mil ar mens urea were very successful i n Mar war 
in 1839; and the good effect of arrangements then made, and in a mea¬ 
sure guaranteed by Colonel Sutherland and Major Ludlow, are, to this 
day, seen in maintaining the balance between the Maharaja and his 
Thakoors. 

16. The measure of permitting the Political Agent to sanction but 

* , , r 4 not to guarantee the agreement between the 

oi 7th Jnnv 1827. parties was tried m lb£7* and railed. Hie 

objection to a guarantee was, that it would 
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involve perpetual interference, but the fact is, that the acknowledgment, 
without the guarantee, induced a virtual interference in favor of the 
ruler which, had it been to the same extent exercised in favor of the 
ruled, would have perhaps prevented the disputes that have since prevailed. 
I am altogether opposed to supporting an individual, high or low, and yet, 
under the very non-interference system enjoined twenty-six years ago, the 
present minister of Meywar holds certificates from Political Agents, 
that must be most irritating to the Maharana. One of these documents 
goes so far as to guarantee his jagheer. The Maharana now distrusts 
this very minister, and will not improbably treat him as he did this 
minister's rival and predecessor, that is, mulct him and confiscate all his 
estates. While therefore I would guarantee nothing, I advocate, as the 
least of two evils, that Government shoitld permit the Political Agent to 
mediate with authority, as now desired by all parties, and authorize him, 
with or without the aid of a council of Thakoors, to settle exactly what 
service and what tribute is to be given for the future, and to what extent 
occasional reliefs are to be paid to the Maharana; as well as to determine 
when villages are to be confiscated or other penalties fixed. The Political 
Agent, under advice from this office, or in matters of moment admit¬ 
ting of delay, under orders from Government, being the ultimate arbi¬ 
trator, would probably prevent the quarrels between the Maharana and 
his Chiefs reaching the height they have at present attained. His 
countenance would be sufficient to support the Rana in all legitimate acts, 
whilst it is to be hoped that the dread of reports to Government, and 
withdrawal from all support, would restrain him from arbitrary ones. 


From Captain J. C. Brooke, Officiating Political Agent in Meywar, to the Officiating 

Governor QeneraVs Agent for Rajpootana, —iVb. 42, dated \4sth February 1853. 

Having concluded the enquiries into the merits of the quarrels 
between the Maharana of Oodeypore and the Rawuts of Saloomber 
and Deogurh, ordered in the letter from Colonel J. Low, Governor 
General's Agent, Rajpootana, to your address, No. 732, dated 30th Sep¬ 
tember last, and begun previous to your dejiarture from Neemuch, I have 
the honor to forward the result of these investigations; but before draw¬ 
ing your attention to them, I would beg to lay before you as full, and at 
the same time, as concise, an account as I am able, of the cause and real 
grounds of difference between the parties, which will be found to have 
had its origin in the attempt to revive, on our first acquaintance with 
Meywar, the old and obsolete institutions of a former age, whose decay 
had become inevitable as soon as the feudal system, which had called 
them into being, had passed away, and had been succeeded by a different 
state of society to which they were inapplicable. A hurried sketch, 
therefore, of the attempt to prop up this system, and of the degree of our 
interference between the Sovereign and his Chiefs at various times, will 
be necessary to explain its failure as soon as that interference had been 
withdrawn. 

At the date of our treaty with Meywar, the greater portion 
of the country was in the possession of the Chiefs, and but a small 
part remained to the Maharana. The most fr uitful pergunnahs, from 
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which the crown revenues had been principally derived, had been long* 
previously made over to Holkav and Scindia in payment of assistance 
against those very nobles, whom their own romantic valour, during periods 
of disturbance, had raised to almost an equality with their Sovereign, and 
against whose influence a recurring period of peace and prosperity never 
failed to excite the jealousy of the lianas. Impelled by a generous 
admiration of its former grandeur, the British Government determined 
to raise up the fortunes of this fallen court, and sent, as its representative 
to Oodeypore, an Agent who imbibed with enthusiastic passion the 
romantic feelings of the race to whom he was deputed, and who labored 
with untiring energy to rear again the feudal fabric on the ruins go 
which time had consigned it. 

* 

8. To accomplish his object. Captain Tod was forced to revert to a 
period prior to that of the treaty at Delhi, and by entreaties and threats 
(and in those days, so soon after tlie Mahratta and Pindaree wars, the 
idea of the power of the British Government and of its representative 
was great) he persuaded the Chiefs to restore again to the crown those 
lands and rights which they had obtained either by force or stratagem du¬ 
ring the previous fifty years. In other parts of Itajpootana we contented 
ourselves by leaving things as we found them, and even adventurers, as 
Guffoor Khan and Meer Khan, were confirmed in powder over extensive 
and valuable tracts of country; but in Meywar, by fixing a period so long 
antecedent, we were obliged to take upon ourselves the difficult task of 
re-modelling this old feudality, and to assume the entire management of 
the country. 

4. That Captain Tod effected what he did is to be ascribed to his 
great abilities and his personal and official influence combined, for it was 
no light task to persuade the Chiefs to yield so great a portion of their 
possessions as they did at his desire. For several years tills officer 
having the entire government of the country, the Mahamna may, during 
that period, be regarded more in the light of a pensioner, receiving a 
stipulated allowance (Rs. 1,000 a day) for his household expenses, than 
an independent Sovereign. Captain Tod, recollecting what the Cmeis 
bad sacrificed fox the welfare of the State, used his utmost endeavours to 
cause the Maharana to maintain their rights and dignities, of which 
they had always been tenacious, for the return of security had re-kmdled 
in the mind of the Prince the old jealousies which had broken out 
into rebellion through the wrong-headedness of ITrsee Ban a, and which 
had ended in the dismemberment of its fairest provinces from Meywar, 
and the total prostration of the resources of the country.

in his sanguine expectations of rich fertility of the cou'ntry, and 
the resources of the crown lands, the same officer listened to a 
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suggestion of the Bank's, and recommended, before leaving the country, a. d. 1 S 22 . 
in his last despatch dated 26th May 1822, to the address of Sir Revised terms. ■ 
D. Ochterlony, “a plan for adding to the khalsa and the tribute by 
deducting a few villages from each Chief, or, at least, those deficient- in 
duty/’ This was calculated in the same despatch “to yield two lacs 
annually for a twelfth part of these estates, as the ancient inferior rate 
of assessment would provide this and individually not be felt. Their 
common duties then would be mere attendance on their Prince, and all 
altercation would be avoided/'’ 

6. After Captain Tod's departure. Captain Waugh had temporary 
charge of the Qodeypore Agency. He complained in his despatch to 
Sir D. Ochterlony, dated 27th February 1828, that “the measure of the 
tenth has ever been thwarted and retarded by the Thakoors of this class 
(Choondawuts) ." Captain Waugh's reports on the subject are not in this 
office; but in Captain Cobbe's Tetter to Sir D. Ochteriony, quoted below, 
what had been performed by that officer is distinctly stated. Captain 
Cobbe, on the 21st September 1823, attributes the poverty and misery of 
the country to “the relative situation of the Prince and his Chiefs whom 
he is unable to crush, and they look on him as a tyrant whom they (hire 
not openly defy," and in his report dated 20th February 1825, para. 15, 
he says :—“ On Captain Tod's arrival the whole of the Chiefs were 
summoned to the Durbar, and a mutual agreement contracted between, 
them and the Ban a. His Highness, however, supposing with a true 
Asiatic feeling that treaties were only binding on the weaker party, lias 
taken every means in his power of showing* partiality to particular 
Chiefs by excusing their attendance, &e. The quotas seldom mustered 
more than half the number ordered, and considered themselves entirely 
independent of the Rana's officers." I have ascertained from several 
of the Chiefs themselves, that when first summoned to Oodeypore they 
came prepared to contribute annually a chouik to the support of the 
State, and as the B-ana pays 3-Sths of his income to secure the protection 
of the British Government, the benefits of which they equally share, 
the arrangement was evidently one of justice. I know not the 
grounds which induced Captain Tod to reject all claims on the 
Chiefs either on the part of the Bana or the British Government, but 
it must be considered unfortunate that so favorable an opportunity was 
lost. Shortly previous to that officer's departure, and during the time 
Captain Waugh acted, a collection was made from the Chiefs under the 
name of the “tenths," although in reality the collection amounted to 1-Gth. 

It was, as far as I can trace, levied in the first instance on the occasion of 
the marriages of the Baja's children, and it was subsequently levied 
to fill that void in the Bana's means of profusion, occasioned by the 
demand of Government for the regular paympnt of the tribute. It 
was generally stated to be applied to the internal police of the country, 
bu t I can positively assert none of it was so applied. The Chiefs paid 
the sum, it is true, with great reluctance, and in utter ignorance of the 
ground of the demand or of the appropriation of the cash. 

7. The arrangement above adverted to by Captain Cobbe was finally 
concluded and reported in the letter of that officer to Sir C. Metcalfe of

xhe Ran a it secures as much service as he has ever received and a 
certain regular addition to his income,” &e.; “ to the Chiefs it offers 
the highest Incentive to improving their property by the knowledge 
that such improvements will he their own instead of leading to the 
confiscation of the thriving villages as at present, and the demands of 
the Government being fixed, they will be free from the ruinous extor¬ 
tions practised under the names of rozeena, dhos-dustuk, &c., by 
which the minister provides for liis adherents, and enforces the pay¬ 
ment of all demands, just or otherwise, the expense of the process gene¬ 
rally exceeding the original demands, besides the injury done to the 
villages by the horsemen and kamdars posted there. Since'the recent 
changes both parties have become more solicitous than before to obtain 
a sanction to the covenant. The more powerful Chiefs wish to avoid the 
ruin of endless submission to arbitrary fines and sequestrations, or the 
painful alternative of refusing obedience to their master. The great 
body of Thakoors dread being left without any shield between them and 
the caprice of their Prince, and the avarice of his minister and pass wan s.” 
This quolnamah was sanctioned by the Supreme Government but not 
AboyefiKreernoiu guaranteed ; and as the letter of the Resident of Delhi at this time shows 
• distinctly the course our Government has since uniformly desired to be 

oovermnont. 11 adopted with respect to these agreements, I have appended a copy of it 
to this report. 

hriUsk Ocvctn- 8. Towards the conclusion of the reign of Maharana Bhcem 

SpSo Control Singh, the complete control over the country and its resources, which had 
over Mt-ywar. heretofore been exercised by British Agents, was yielded up on the 
recommendation of the late Lord Metcalfe, then Resident at Delhi. The 
Secretary to Government, in reply to Lord Metcalfe's report, states on the 
19th February 1827, that “ His Lordship feels satisfied that the very 
considerable share taken by the British officers in regulating arid 
conducting the internal concerns of Meywar from the date of our first 
connection with that principality was fully justified and demanded by 
the necessity of the case. It must he here superfluous to observe 
that our interference originated in the extraordinary feebleness and 
disorganization of the Rana's government, country, and resources after 
long prostration under the yoke of the predatory powers.” And in 
para.' 6 “ the Governor General fully recognized the justness of the 
views which have induced you to do all in your power for establishing the 
Rana's complete authority over his subjects and dominions, and although 
the change of system has been rather sudden. His Lordship is willing 
, to hope,” &c. 

9, The hark having been now fairly launched and left to its own 
resources, the old quarrels again broke out with increased virulence, and 
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in it very short period, on occasion of the visit of the Maharana Freeh disacu- 
Jeewan Singh to meet the Governor General at Ajmere, application was tfthe a 5ai^ Jnsr 
made by him for the assistance of a British force to coerce his Chiefs, raua ’ 9 exaction, 
The request of the Mahai-apa, and the reply given to His Highness on 
the occasion, are stated in enclosure 0., No. 1.

This same Maharana Jeevvan Singh, profuse in his expenditure, and 
requiring means to defray the cost of his extravagance, called upon the'/’f 
Chiefs, on his return from a pilgrimage to Gya in Sumbut 1891, A, D. 

1885, to pay him a nuzzurana to cover his expenses. On condition of his 
securing them in their rights, they paid him double chutound, he in 
return granting them a quolnamah, which goes by his name. 

10. Maharana Surdar Singh had the same complaints against a. p. \ sm . 
his Chiefs, and went so far as to endeavour to instil a suspicion into the d£i ^byOoSi 
•mini of Colonel Speirs, the then Political Agent, that some of their li0biU6on v 
members were caballing with the Aifghans. The opening of this Rana*s 

reign having commenced in this' way, the Chiefs besought the protection of 
the late Political Agent, Colonel Robinson, and another quolnamah 
was drawn up and signed by both parties. Colonel Robinson reports 
that the signatures had been affixed two ^years ago (1839) at the 
* Colonel Robinson to Governor request of the Chiefs, and for their satisfaction 
General's Agent, 19th October he had added his own “as a witness merely, 

1841 • but of course without any pledge or guarantee 

on my part to see its conditions fulfilled.”* Colonel Robinson adds that 
he was not then aware of any misunderstanding with regard to its 
provisions, and the Chiefs wished him to witness the document as a 
means to “ save themselves from the exaction of any new or unusual 
demand which they dreaded from the parsimonious disposition of the 
Maharana.” . .. ■ .

11. On the 15th February 1845 Colonel Robinson reverted to the a.i>.isW,

t 12. Notwithstanding all this, the dissensions still continued, and on A . ix im. 
the 81st January 1850 Colonel Robinson repo it. ed again on the subject, 

H & stated that “ the Chiefs of Aseen; Deoguyh, and Saloomher are at'CXe^S^T 
present the obnoxious parties, and that the two last are instigated SSdtoi y Utt ‘ 
fry the first,” Since, however, these quarrels are the ones which still 
agitate the country, and as the present enquiry more particularly ^ ^ I1C0 * 
applies to them, they require a fuller statement than the above hastv 
sketcli. What I have said, however, will suffice to show the unsatisV 
• factory and irregular nature of our interference, and the bad spirit 
which has always agitated the contending parties j and though T have 
quoted largely from the reports of former Political Agents, it was 


wi.visr^ 
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necessary to prove that what we are now engaged in is no new com¬ 
motion sprung up all at once into a formidable rebellion, but the chronic 
ferment of proud and ambitious spirits, wasting their vital energies in 
utter idleness. The same quarrels which existed before our treaty with, 
this State have continued to this period, and will last to the end of the 
chapter. Were we to allay these disputes now, they would break out 
again to-morrow in some other form, and since under our regime the 
Energies of the parties are not likely to be exerted against a foreign foe, 
they will employ them against one another. It will he observed that 
though the Maliaranas had procured all their own deniands from the 
Chiefs, and that their claims upon them had advanced from 1-12-th, then 
to 1-1 Oth, and lastly l-6th of the revenues of the Chiefs in addition 
to service, they had been careful to avoid yielding to them more than 
they were obliged. It has been all along their policy to poison the 
minds of the several Agents with accounts of the turbulence and dis¬ 
affection of the Chiefs, to enable them to confiscate villages, levy lines, 
&c., without let or hindrance, and this the presence of a vakeel in 
attendance on the Agent gives them great facility for doing. 

a d 1352 13- The demands of both parties are all set forth in the lists of 

Prenout aspect complaints which are hereto appended. Many, or rather most, of these 
in il to i ea a fcSi rd * complaints are trivial and frivolous, and at one time I was inclined to 
Brooke. ap ' have struck such olF the lists, but on consideration I determined on retain¬ 

ing them, as otherwise the petty annoyances to which the Chiefs especially 
are exposed would not have been shown, and they consist of little points, 
separately trivial, but collectively very harassing. I had not space in the 
remarks to those complaints, which were really serious, to enter fully 
into the particulars of the disputes or the causes which led to them. I 
have therefore deemed it best to record in this place what lias been 
attempte d for their adjustment up to this date, and shall first begin with 
Saloomber. 

cape of tiie 14. It will be necessary to premise that the present Mnharana, 

Baioojiiber chief. before his accession to the throne, and the Itawut of Saloomber, who 
had not yet succeeded to his patrimony, which, however, he managed in 
consequence of the weakness of intellect and want of energy of his 
father, were great friends. The former, not being the next lineal heir to 
the throne, was in comparatively an inferior position, and the other 
made him life confidant. In this situation the future Rawut would tell 
the future sovereign, how the hereditary honors of the Saloomber house 
had diminished through the imbecility of his father, and explain how 
he would alter matters when he succeeded to his estate : that he would 
take care to recover .all that had been lost, and would see that the 
Kan as accorded him the rights to which he was entitled. These 
speeches were recollected after the Rana^s adoption and ascension to 
the throne, which event occurred before the Rawut. came into his 
patrimony. 

Means adopted 15. The words that he had heard as a young man t-he Maharana 
krke^ili t)- l o u determined to profit by, and adopted the plan of preventing the Rawut 
Hai^mu-rVh;ei’ coming to Oodeypore at all by neglecting the usual honors with which 



it had been the hereditary right of the Saloomber house to be treated 
on the death of its head, and at the same time he doubtless considered it 
would be politic to abolish some of these honors. Circumstances be¬ 
friended him in this. Rawul Puddum Singh (the father of the present 
Chief) being very ill, and the right of sanctuary which he had sur¬ 
rendered, not having been restored to him, could not enter the city of 
Oodeypore, but encamping outside sent for his son and started on his 
return to his own home at Saloomber. The Maharana despatched 
several messages to him to return, but he refused to do so, and proceeded 
on his journey. According to current report, he is said to have died at 
Dakin Kotra, a village about eight miles from the capital, though, it was 
given out that his death took place at Saloomber, in consequence of 
the custom requiring that his widow, who accompanied him, should 
remain one year at the place of decease, and Dakin Kotra, a small Blieel 
hamlet, was very unsuited for a protracted residence. 

16. The Maharana took advantage of this circumstance to ser^trition of 
declare that the dead body of the Chief had been taken to Saloomber to sViV 0 oinber by f 
compel him to visit that place, and decided on not proceeding to escort fch< * Maharana. 
the present Rawut for his investiture. The latter remained quiet at his 

home, and only pressed the question in (be most respectful way, which ber to the late 
rather annoyed His Highness, who, shortly afterwards, on frivolous 1 ohtlca Ageut * 
presences, sequestrated several villages of 'Saloomber, prevented other 
villages from receiving water from the Dheybur Lake to which they had 
been accustomed, and also seized the whole alluvial of the lake, a very 
extensive tract of the richest cultivation. Even this the Saloomber 
Rawut bore patiently, when the Maharana sent a force of 500 or 600 
men towards Saloomber, thus forcing the Rawut either to fight or 
complain. He preferred the latter course, and wrote to the late Political 
Agent on the subject. Affairs were at this stage when that officer deputed 
me to enquire into the state of matters, and to arrange them if possible. 

17. On my arrival at Oodeypore in November 1840, after explain¬ 
ing to His Highness that these were points with which we had nothing . 

to do, and which should not haverequired our interference, the agents 

of the Saloomber Chiefs were sent for, and they attended at the palace 

to confront the Maharana, agreeably to His Highness" orders. Not 

much could be expected from this course, as they were naturally a little 

afraid to speak their minds, but enough was elucidated to prove that 

the alluvial of the Dheybur, and the villages of Cheeboroh and Dewlee, 

which are mentioned in No, 24 of the list of complaints of' the Maha- 

rana against the Saloomber Rawut, belonged of right to Saloomber, 

and for which—as for the alluvial of the Dheybur—the Rawut held suunuds 

signed hv the Political Agent, Captain Cobbe.

T}»o saioomi>«r 18. As the Mahanvaa's proceeding to Saloomber depended on what 
S noVprocfcol had been dofie on former occasions, a paper like the one accompanying 
ing* to Saloomber. the list of complaints showing the precedents on this point was drawn 
out, and it appeared clearly that the Saloomber Chief* had right on his side. 
Of the last seven generations of Rawuts, about whom there had been no 
dispute, on only one occasion had the heir-apparent proceeded to Saloomber, 
and the reason of his going, according to the Saloomber's statement, and 
the unbiassed account of other parties, was in consequence of the illness of 
the Rana. The Rawrits' agents, moreover, agreed to forego the honor 
entirely, if the Maliarana would unite a note to that effect, or if he would 
say the Saloomber Chief was not entitled to the honor, and his declining to 
do this was another point in their favor. His Highness eventually agreed 
to go as far as Dakin Kotra, where the Rawut's father had died, and 
stated that if the Rawut would yield on this point he would enhance the 
honor of the family by escorting him back to his house from the palace 
after the ceremony had been concluded. The other points he proposed 
to settle by accepting a line of Rs. 1,001 (the highest that custom allows 
to be levied on Saloomber) and the nuzzuraima on investiture or f<r tulwar 
bundhai'' he agreed to commute (on my expressing my astonishment at 
his requiring such a charge from Saloomber) to the presentation of 
the customary nuzzur on the occasion of the Maharana's visiting the 
Rawut's house, which His Highness proposed to do. Even these terms 
were not yielded without great hesitation and after many interviews, but 
I did not think them likely to satisfy the demands of the Eawut. When 
I visited the latter at Saloomber shortly afterwards, he t reated the terms 
contemptuously, and sneered at the extreme eagerness for money mani¬ 
fested in His Highness' proposals. 

Failure of Coin- 19. Having informed Colonel Robinson of the circumstances and 
indu(’o ifche Son 10 °£ the failure of the negociation, that officer, who was about to meet the 
s:aoomher chit i Maharana near Oodeypore, desired me to bring the llawut to the place 
IwsombiY. at Kea- of assejably, and addressed a letter to him to the same effect. The 
Kawut’l non-. Rawut accompanied me some distance, but positively declined going near 
: attendance. flic Maharana till the ceremony of investiture had been concluded, as 
being against all etiquette. The real dread was that the Maliarana 
might take advantage of the fact and perform the investiture' in the 
Political Agent's camp, when the very point would have been lost for 
which he was contending, and with which he considered his honor 
inseparably bound. 

Soquosmtiuu of 20. This conduct on the part of the Rawut displeased Colonel 
§JioiSber >f rntta Robinson so much that he wrote, contrary to my opinion, a klmrecta in 
wd i>eo£tu& complete conformity with the wishes of the Maharana, authorizing him 
to sequestrate certain portions of the Saloomber piitta and sundry 
villages of Deog'urb. As this letter is the document on which the 
Maliarana grounds his proceedings against these Chiefs, and to which 
he confidently appeals in his statement that he has done nothing 
without [he auvice of the Agent, and since these very villages, so 
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seqriestrated on this document, are the ones from which Ins attachments 
were ignominiously expelled, the purport of it lias been appended to 
this report. I should here observe that the villages so sequestrated 
were the principal ones in the Saloomber putta, and their value with 
those previously sequestered may be about one-half of the whole 
Saloomber estate. It is but justice to the Chiefs to say that the order order of colonel 


oF Colonel Robinson was not made known to them, and the Saloomber 


Chief, had not been furnished with a copy of the khnreeta till the visit chiefe * 
of v the Governor General's Agent to Oodeypore in February last. For 
this reason the purport of bis answer on the subject addressed to Colonel 
Low is also given. 


The Maharana having acquired all that he desired, having Th0 Mahanma 


kept the Bawnt away from Oodeypore and obtained possession of so by 


large a portion of his estate, had become a great gainer by the dispute. 
In January 18.51 you visited the capital, and bad not the Maharana's 
departure to reach some shrine oh the borders of Mevwar by a particular 
date been so urgent, the proposals then made by you promised the greatest 
chance of success, viz., for the investiture to take place at Chitore after 
the Rawut had been escorted there from Sewah (the ancient capital of 
Saloomber). It is in every wav to be regretted that His Highness was 


so hurried, as I fear the same opportunity of a compromise, saving the Ro-ocfinpati,»n of 
dignity to both parties, will not again occur. Matters remained in thc 0 hff e op? 
statu emo till October 1851, when the Chiefs, having failed to procure nioa of cou»«oi

redress, turned the Mahar ana's attacbments out of the villages, and took Braun /tfSr- 
vpossession of them themselves. T need not refer to the visit of Colonel ou ' e ' 


Low to Oodeypore ; but. I will take this opportunity of bearing my feeble 
testimony to ^^earnestness with which that officer and yourself did not 
fail to'impress oh’ &S Mah a ran a o n every occasion the necessity of his 
settling his own affairs, and tii«t the-interference of the British Govern¬ 
ment, which he so much desired, would only end in a loss of his own 
power and dignity. 






22 . I will only further add, on the subject of the investiture, Local opinion in 


that exclusive of documents, the opinion of the whole country is in sSoombcr^- 


favor of the Saloomber Chief. The matter is not, I believe, doubted 
by any one; and the common question asked by neighbouring princes, 
and by all respectable natives is, “ when is the Saloomber ltawut to 
receive the hereditary honprs of his family?" The neglect of the 
Maharana in this, particular is much felt by all classes of Rajpoots, 
Who know that the power of the British Government is relied upon by 
His Highness for protection from the Chiefs; and aware of the power, 
they naturally* enough hope in the justice of the Government to force the 
party shielded by its power to act with justice itself. One of the sunnuds 
on which the Rawut grounds Ids pretensions was formerly forwarded to 
you. by the Rawut, but has not been appended because its authenticity is 
disputed by the Maharana, and the enquiry on this point would require 
a greater acquaintance with ancient Rajwara modes of speech, than is 
possessed by me.

requires that he should remain at Oodeypore throughout the year, and 
when there, he is attended by his troops. The number of these is not fixed, 
as they are an appendage to his dignity, but they far outnumber what he 
would be by sunnud called on to produce. He cannot be himself in attend¬ 
ance in consequence of the ceremony of investiture not having taken 
place, but he expressed to Colonel Low his willingness to send such 
quota to Oodeypore if required. 1 do not think this measure would be at 
M advisable, as it might lead to collision in case liis troops were not 
treated with proper consideration, which, in the present state of affairs, 
would he more than probable. 

24. The right of hereditary councillorship is often referred to in 
Tod's Rajasthan as well as in that officer's public correspondence. In 
bis report of the 22nd April 1818 to the Secretary to Government, para. 28, 
he describes these pretensions, when speaking of the Rawut's father: ° This 
“ is the chief whom Ajeet Singh described to Mr. Metcalfe as hereditary 
“ premier" &c., and in the 82nd para, of his letter to Mr. Metcalfe, he 
states that: “The founder of the family, in lieu of his birthright and 
“ claim to the throne, retained the privilege of being consulted on great 
“ State occasions, making war, in grants and other matters of import.” 
The endeavours of the Maharanas to free themselves from this yoke had 
led to the employment of the mercenary troops of Holkar, and had 
been the chief cause of the convulsions which agitated Meywar for so 
many years previous to our connexion with the country. The letter of 
Mr/Metcalfe, when the claim was made to him by the Choondawut 
Ajeet Singh, is appended, to show that the desire for the office has been 
always kept in view. This power appears to have been sometimes, exercised 
by the head of the clan, but now and then by some jnymher'of it in his 
name. The party who signed the treaty on the'part of the Lana, viz., 
Thakoor Ajeet Singh, was the in/mctlcial Clioondawnt at the period, and 
after him his adopted nephew, Thakoor Dooley Singh, of Aseen took the 
lead, in consequence of the want of energy and firmness of the present 
Rawut of Saloomber's father, the real head of the house. The last named 
of the above two individuals, previous to his death, which occurred lately, 
had been a thorn in the present Lana's side, and Ilis Highness used to 
attribute the conduct of every one who displeased him to this man's 
machinations. Colonel Robinson went so far as to recommend his banish¬ 
ment to Muttra, though I never heard any specific cause of complaint. 
The exercise of the power of hereditary councillorship of Ajeet Singh 
was exceedingly distasteful to Captain Tod, who writes on the subject:— 
“ Whatever right or whatever extent of power is involved in this 
right should be exercised by the lineal representative of Clioon- 
dajee, the Saloomber Chief, whose name is coupled with the treaty at 
Delhi."

25. The present, Maharana is very anxious that the right here 
anii us iiiat ibis c ^ me< ^ should b n formally yielded by Saloomber, though it is, with the 
riKhi Kboujii hi exception of the liana's proceeding to Saloomber, the only honorary 
bjSaioon?hcn Cd distinction that remains to the family. This request on the part of His 
Highness is not only unjust in itself, being in the present instance uncalled 
lor, but might shortly he followed by greater injustice. His Highness, 
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hfrtvever, desired to make it a sine qua non in any adjustment of. the 
present dispute, and expressed this wish to me on the oce;ision of my visit¬ 
ing* him in November last to learn his wishes regarding* the enquiry then 
about to take place. During the investigation into this right, it appeared 
that on the accession of the late Rana Surdar Singh, the Choondawut 
Chief of Bhudesur had hindered him from performing the part of chief 
mourner at the funeral obsequies of the previous Han a Jeewan Singh, 
which would have prevented his accession to the throne. Surdar Sing!' 
desired the present Rana Suroop Singh (then a lad) to he appointed sue* 
cessor to Jeewan Singh, and wished to waive his own claim in his favor. 
The minister and the Gogooncla Koonwur, in league with the Chainpawut 
Ranee, pressed the adoption of Sadool Singh (the son of Maharaj Shere 
Singh, an elder brother of the Maharana). This was prevented by the 
other Chiefs, headed by the present Saloomber Rawut, who was spokes- . 
rnan on the occasion, persuading Surdar Singh -to ascend the throne 
. himself. On Surdar Singh's death, and the present Rana Suroop Singh's 
succession, the next ostensible heir became the aforesaid Sadool Singh. 

A few years ago, however, Maharaj Shere Singh and himself were accused 


of being concerned with the late minister. Ram Singh, in an attempt to 


take away His Highness' life by incantation. Sadool Singh was east into 
prison, and shortly afterwards died from the effects of his incarceration. He 
left a .son, a fine promising lad, now the first in succession to the throne, 
whom the Maharana is desirous of setting aside in favor of the son of 
Maharaj Dul Singh, a more distant branch. His Highness having no 
prospect of issue himself, prefers the latter, and as a stepping-stone to his 
adoption, feels it necessary to get. rid of the influence exercised by the 
Saloomber Rawut, who would not he likely to give his consent to passing 
over the claims of Maharaj Shere Singh's family. It may he recollected 
also that the Maharana endeavoured to accomplish this object through our* 
Government in R^ruary 1847, when Colonel Robinson reported him as

The claim on the 
It a wut for nuzzurana requires no remark, as it appears to be given up, 
not having been brought forward in the present enquiry, 

27. This Chief's ancestor yielded to his sovereign, at the restoration of 
Meywar, about one-half of his property, of which he had become possessed 
• during the previous fifty years. His father held Sungramgurh, and was 
adopted to the fief of Heogurh by the Chiefs and relations of the bougie, 
in preference to the proper descendant, but without the concurrence 
of the then Maharana. The matter was compromised, and the sovereign, 
pacified Ly his paying one lakh of rupees (c nuzzurana," and Its. 55,000 
for being adopted from an inferior fief, according to the statement 
of the Maharana. The present Itawut succeeded him about five years 
ago, and has been ever since in dispute with the Rana. In January 
1851 he was sent by me to His Highness's camp, as he appeared desirous 
of arranging his disputes. He accompanied the camp and re tinned with 
it to within 40 miles of Oodeypore, hut was not once summoned to the 
presence, and the Maharana not liking to send him away without 
excuse, and not then walling to yield any of his demands iipon him, 
brought an accusation against him of want of respect, and. turned his 
troops and kettle drums away from escorting his flag. 1 cannot say 
positively that there was not want of respect; but no one believes the 
accusation, and as the other charge of disrespect to the Rathomee Ranee 
turned out on enquiry to be completely unfounded, 1 think the above 
was most probably the real cause of the accusation. 

28. The main points of dispute between the Rawut of Deogurlv

In the quolnamali of Captain Tod the Chiefs are by Article 8 bound 
to perform service at Oodeypore for three months in the year, at the rate 
of the whole service specified in their sunnuds, but for one-half the usual 
period. Their quotas are calculated by Captain Tod at 1 horseman and 
2 foot soldiers per 500 rupees of rent, and if we take half this rate for 
the quota with which sendee or rather “ half service agreeably to 
<c Captain Coble*9 quolnamali" lias to be performed, it would be 1 horse¬ 
man and 2 foot soldiers per 1,000 rupees of rent As this calculation 
must guide us throughout the subsequent enquiries, it is very necessary to 
bear it in mind, and I would beg to refer on the subject to the knight's fee 
specified in page 147 of Tod's Rajasthan, to letters of that officer to 
Sir C. Metcalfe, 20th April 1819, para, 27, to Secretary to Government 
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;16th July 1821, para. 26, and to his last report to Sir D. Oclitevlouy, 
dated 28th May 1822, para. 86, in all of which the point is most distinctly 
stated, and most emphatically in the last, viz., u In the listot sunnuds the 
old numbers of valuation are retained, and also the present income, m 
order to establish accurately the service required at the rate of 1 horse¬ 
man and & foot soldiers per each 500 rupees of actual produce,^ I he 
Deogurh rekli having* been reckoned at 42,000 rupees, the Rawut hact by 
this agreement to perform service with 84 horse and 168 foot for three 
months in the year. Captain Tod, it will have been observed, was latterly 
anxious to levy 1-12th or l-10th from the Chiefs in addition to the <c half ' 

service" or rather full service for three instead of six months; hut the 
measure was not carried till after his departure, when Captain Waugh 
made a collection of nominally 1-10th but really l-6tb “ on the'occasion 1 of 
the marriages of the Maharana's children/'' as before remarked. This 
was subsequently continued, though the Chiefs paid the sum with great, 
reluctance. The Deogurh Rawnt's share, as fixed by Captain Waugh and 
affirmed by Captain Cobbers qiiolnamah, was 7,000 rupees cash and captain cobbe*® 
service for three months nominally, with 42 horse and 84 foot, hut really 'i noll,amah * 
with 50 horse and 100 foot, or at half the rate fixed by Captain Tod; and 
these rates have ever since held good. 

29. In Jeewan Singh's quolnamah, or more properly, note to the Jeewan sink's 
Chiefs, the points of (dmfound or “ chout,". as it is there called, and ^ uoInamah ' 
service, are stated to he fixed at what they had hitherto been, and the 
principal demands of the Chiefs are yielded on a very fair and just basis, 

though the quolnamah does not grant such immunities to them as the 
one proposed by Captain Cobbe. There being at this period no accredit¬ 
ed Agent on the part of the British Government at Oodeypore (which 
had been placed under the direct superintendence of the Ajmere Agency) ' 
the document was neither sanctioned nor guaranteed by us at the time, 
though alluded to in some additional Articles added in 1845 to the \ 
succeeding quolnamah. There may perhaps be some record of the agree- % 
ment at Ajmere, but thero is none in the Meywar office, and its 
existence was only brought to my notice towards the close of this 
enquiry. It has been purposely kept in the background by the Maha- 
rana, but it is in reality one of the most important of the whole, as on 
it the Chiefs ground the justice of their cause with respect to the main . 
points of “ chutound and service being fixed” 

30. The quolnamah of Surdar Singh, A. I). 1841, differs materi- Thequninnmah 
ally from Captain Cobbe's, and is worded in so uncertain a manner that a of Suraar 
dispute at once arose on the interpretation of the 3rd Article contained in 
it; the Chiefs contending that the chutound was chargeable only on a 
moiety of their “ rekh," since the other was burdened with the cost of 
maintaining the troops, the Maharana, on the other hand, contending if, 
was chargeable on the whole, and requiring the same service that was 
performed at the time of Captain Tod, on the plea that as it Was per¬ 
formed for only three months it was in reality “ half service." A rigmarole 
preamble was introduced by the Maharana into this 3rd Article on 
purpose to confuse the question, and to open out a demand for extra 
ser vice, by reckoning the service and chutound together at 5 annas in 
the rupee, of which the chutound ie 2% annas and the balance 2£ annas

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was required by calculating pay of horsemen and footmen for three months 
at so much, though the article itself refers distinctly to ( half the quota 
the Chiefs are bound to furnish/ and nowhere does it increase the 
number of troops or period of service. According to the Maharana, the 
Deogurli chutound was as above fixed by Captain Cobbe, but the service 
required was double, that rate; according to the expectations of the Chiefs, 
chutound should have been only Its. 8,500 and service as before, but the real 
terms were as fixed by Captain Cobbe, viz., Rs. 7,000 chutound and 
service as before, with 42 horse and 68 foot for three months. Colonel 
Robinson, i*cporting the above in his letter, 19th October 1844, says that 
the Maharana admits that the late Maharana “ granted a remission to 
four or five Chiefs to the extent of half the fixed chutound/' and 
concludes with stating that it is asserted by the Chiefs, and not denied by 
the IVJaliarana or minister, that " they have regularly made the same 
pecuniary payments to the Durbar that they have been in the habit of 
making for the last seventeen years." Again, in his letter to Major Thoiesby, 
dated 15th January 1844, that officer conceives that in consequence of 
the quolnamah being susceptible of a double interpretation, it may be 
justly viewed as a dead letter; and that as the Chiefs continue to make 
the same payments to the Durbar, which they have been in the habit of' 
making for the last thirty years, I am of opinion, that to disturb the exist¬ 
ing arrangements, or to attempt to enforce the minister's interpretation 
of the quolnamah of .1829, would only serve to create discontent towards 
the Mtiharana's Government, 

81, It is not probable that the Chiefs on signing the quolnamah 
intended to agree to perform service with the same number of troops 
whioh had been originally settled by Captain Tod, and to pay full chu¬ 
tound in addition, nor do the letters either of Captain Cobbe or Sir 
D. Qchteriony express any desire for'so great a demand. It is distinctly 
settled in the 2nd Article of Captain Cobbe's quolnamah, that every 
Surdar accompanied by half the quota he is by sunnud bound to produce 
shall do personal service in his turn for three months ; and all the letters 
at this period refer throughout to a commutation in lieu of half the service 
that had been previously performed during Captain Tod's time. Both 
parties in 1841 referred the question to the Political Agent, Colonel 
Robinson, who drafted the accompanying purport of a ^ khureeta, to 
the Maharana.. in which he entirely sides with the Chiefs. He must 
have thought therefore that the Chiefs wished to pay the same they 
had done from Captain Waugh's time, whereas they wished to reduce 
the chutound. 

82. In the 5th Article of this quolnamah it was also arranged 
that the Chiefs should send their agents for the purpose of making a 
settlement for five years for the payment of this chutound, This they 
neglected to do, and the quarrel about the assessment of their estates 
began at this period. Major Hunter also failed in persuading them to 
yield on this point, When he was deputed in 1848 to Oodeypore for that 
purpose by Colonel Robinson. The quarrels therefore continued without 
intermission till the year 1845, when the additional five Articles were added, 
Rv the 1st Article “ the amount which comes to the Durbar is to be 
paid regularly according to the first quolnamah, and by the 5th all the 
Sirdars shall continue to pay chutound and perform service with 
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and satisfaction, according to the guolnamak and as in Maharana sirdar* should 
Jeewan Singh's time ” 8J5 pS£* U 

33. The matter ' was now considered settled, and for two years • 

nothing* further was said on the subject; hut afterwards the Maharana ^ ao1 " 
demanded a fresh assessment of the puttas of the Chiefs, thus endea¬ 
vouring to unsettle what had been considered concluded, on the plea that 
the assessment mentioned in the 5th Article of the quolnamah of 1841 
had never taken place. Captain Waugh had caused the value of tho 
puttas to be assessed, and that value held good in Captain Cobbc's time. 

A few of the estates have increased since that period, and amongst them 
Deogurh; but the Chiefs having paid double chutound at one time to wee wan 
Singh and so large a nuzzurana as three lakhs of rupees at the period they 
signed the additional Articles, did this doubtless in hopes that some 
corresponding advantage would accrue to themselves, and that by sacrific¬ 
ing this amount at once, the questions of chutound and service would he 
settled for ever. The Maharana too agreed to enter into the agree¬ 
ment whereby, to use Colonel ltobinson’s words in his report on the 
subject, the usage that obtained at the time “ of Maha ^ Jeewan Singh 


was reverted to," and these words were written when drirthe discussions 
on the subject were fresh in that officer's memory, and before any * 
attempts had been made to pervert the simple interpretation of the MaJmmia'g 
settlement. Moreover, the chutound was not originally calculated on v^t 1 !i?ciut°erv?o*. 
the actual incomes of the Chiefs, hut on the revenues of their puttas, 
in which is included the value of their own puttaets, and which may 
average about a fourth of the whole fief ; hut from which they them¬ 
selves only receive an assessment of one-fourth; so that instead of the 
payment having been a sixth part of their actual income it became in 
reality about one-fifth. It would not therefore be consonant with justice 
to order a revaluation at this period, even did the exigencies of M’eywar 
require it; but when it is considered that in place of this the State is 
at present flourishing with an overflowing exchequer, and that the 
British Government has lately lowered its demand of tribute from 3 lakhs 
of Oodeyporo rupees to 2 lakhs of Co.'s rupees, a higher assessment on the 
Chiefs is neither just nor reasonable. It is also to be observed that the 
question of “hall pydaesh" (or real income) of the estates having been 
iu dispute at the time these additional Articles were worded, had there 
been any intention of making a re-assessment it should have been so 
stated in the wording of the agreement fairly and honorably. The 
quibble (for I can call it by no other name) by which His Highness seeks 
to say that the custom that prevailed at the time of Maharana Jeewan 
Singh in the 5th Article does not apply to the payment of chutound in 
the same sentence cannot be supported. If it is true, as is currently 
reported, that the Article was dubiously worded by the late Agency 
moonshee on purpose to leave a loop-hole for reagiiating the question at 
a future date, the deception was on tho part of His Highness, and the 
Chiefs were the victims. The exact words are “ Surbe Sirdar Choutound 
ka roopyea our chakree quolnamah our Maharanajee Sree Jeewan 
Singh jee ke wnkt mafiq rajee khoosee se kea kure." In explaining 
this to the Chiefs what more easy than to leave out the “our" in reading 
quickly, in which ease there could be no doubt as to the meaning of the 
sentence if there were before,

wafafe " 34. I should here remark that the Rana had persuaded some of 

; Snot 0 the the Chiefs to yield to his 'extra demand. Promises were made to 
fulfilled. some of an increase to their puttas, and others were to receive again 
villages which had been sequestrated. By this means, cajoling some 
and frightening others who were individually afraid to refuse compliance, 
they were in various ways induced to sign a paper enhancing their assess¬ 
ment. "When the promises, however, were not fulfilled, and the Chiefs 
became confident of their own strength, they left the court and joined 
the others in opposition. . The extra sums required from the Various 
Chiefs, and what they formerly paid, were given in by His Highness* 
agents, and are appended to this report, and show an increase in 
the demand of no less than Co/s Rs. 87,675, the total sum hitherto 
paid being Co/s Rs. 1,40,669 and the present demand Co/s Rs. 2,21,943. 
It will, therefore, be seen that the sum required on this account, is 
Co/s Its. 21,943 more than the whole tribute paid by His Highness' 
to the British Government, exclusive of “ Service” worth about as 
much more. 

Origin of “tfuz- 35. The rana for tulwar bundhai or “investiture” was an 
inves * ancient custom, which arose from the sovereign sequestrating, on the 
death of any Chief, his estate for one year, pending the investiture of his 
successor. The custom naturally changed to commuting this sequestra¬ 
tion for a sum of money, and hence the “ nuzzurana on investiture.” 
In the course of events many Chiefs, who had displayed extraordinary 
patriotism or great gallantry in action, were excused this charge, so that 
at the time of the treaty at Delhi it was levied on those from whom the 
custom of demanding it had been kept up till the time of the present 
Maharana, who endeavoured to obtain from the whole of the Chiefs a 
, recognition of the charge, whether it had been customary for them to pay 
it or not. Rs. 75,000 were required from the Deogurh Rawut on this 
account. On Lis refusal the Maharana turned his head kamdar out of the 
city, and intriguing with a rival kamdar drew out and obtained this 
individual's signature to a bond for half the amount (after pretending to 
deduct Rs. 25,000 to show his liberality), the payment for which was 
advanced from the Maharana’s own exchequer. The Rawut determined 
to resist payment of a bond taken in this manner. This kamdar was 
then imprisoned by the Rawut, but escaped and was screened against 
custom by the Rana. On the Rawut again visiting Godevpore a sum. 
equal to the balance was forced from him, the old note of hand of the 
kamdar was torn up, and a fresh balance of the sums due by the Rawut 
on this account and for Ram Singh’s security bond were drawn out. The 
Maharana's agents say. that the whole tulwar bundhai is liquidated, as it 
is as much His Highnesses interest to prevent any notice being taken of 
this transaction as it is the interest of the Chief to represent it in the 
light of an exaction. 

36. The conditions of the first quolnamah being that every thing 
should be continued as had been customary before Sum but 1822, A. D. 

1766, and the other quoin amahs, all bearing on the condition that in consi¬ 
deration of the Chiefs paying chutound and performing sendee no fresh 
exactions were to be made upon them, this demand from those who 
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had been excused formerly by sunnud, or whose successors had not paid it 
since the treaty at Delhi, does not appear to me to he just: but the Deogurh 
Bawut's immediate ancestor having been cliarged nuzzurana, though on 
what account, whether as a bribe or for tulwar bundhai, is not exactly clear, 
the demand from the present Bawut on this head might have been 
reasonable, provided it had been urged in an honorable way. 

37. The Bawut and the Chiefs generally complain of the sequestra- Complaint of 
tionof their villages without cause. There is no doubt that in consideva- etS abo!u ti\o 
lion of their paying chutoimd the villages of the Chiefs ought to nation of^tneU 
considered sacred, unless they are guilty of some heinous offence. They villas*, 
themselves trusted to the signature of the Agent appended to the quol- 

naraah to secure them from such a tempting source of exaction: but 
since the interference of the British Government has been withdrawn, 
they have no hope but in the justice of the Maharana, which is rather a 
broken reed to lean upon, the present liana having sequestrated villages 
in every direction. It is very easy for His Highness to say that it has 
been done for some fault, but when the judge ie himself the person that 
benefits by the act, there is little doubt but that the temptation is too 
strong to resist. The villages taken from Deogurh and Saloomber were 
however attached, as before shown, on the Political Agent's orders. 

38. The fines set upon villages and persons An the Maha- nu^aT fines im- 
rana’s elmbqotras are mentioned in the list of the complaints of the 
Deogurh Chieftain as not according to rule, as well as the irregular mode iuhx > 

of settling boundaries. The proper course to be adopted in both cases 
is stated in the quolnamah of Jcowan Singh, and in the additional 
Articles of the last quolnamah, and ought not to be departed from by 
His Highness, the deviation on his part constituting as palpable an in¬ 
fraction of the quolnamah as any complained of by himself. 

89. Having now brought to a conclusion my observations on the condnof. of 
points laid before me in the enquiry, I would beg to add a few words as P rocee(lil ^ 3 - 
to how the proceedings were conducted. You are aware that there was at 
first considerable delay in the appearance of the Chiefs, the Saloomber 
Bawut having pleaded illness in excuse of his non-attendance, the evi¬ 
dent marks of which he bore on his countenance when he did appear, and 
the Deogurh Bawut not liking to come without him. When all had 
assembled each party was called upon to give in a written statement of 
their complaints against the other; copies of these were furnished to the 
opposite parties and their answers required. The complaints and these 
answers are given in the lists in as full a manner as possible. They are 
almost literal translations of the native papers, as I did not like leaving 
out what either party might have to say in its own defence. Bejoinders 
were given to these papers and the notes made on the rejoinders' and on 
a vivd voce conversation on each point separately {brand the basis of 
my own remarks. During the course of the enquiry great care had to be 
taken lest the Maharana's agents should hurt the feelings of the Chiefs, 
who on their part were equally particular to utter nothing disrespectful 
of His Highness. A Chief (the Baidla Bao) was one of His Highness's 
agents, mid it was curious to observe how those in opposition streno-th- 
ened their ease by appeals on particular points to him. He was at such 
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periods whenever possible silent, but when obliged to speak it was 
evident that their nice feelings of honor, in presence of one another, 
prevented liim uttering any thing which might not be thoroughly 
P depended on; and in the same way the opposition Chiefs themselves said 
nothing which the other part)* even once attempted to deny. 

40. Whilst the enquiry was proceeding an attempt was made, at 
<6he desire of the Chiefs, to effect an accommodation with His Highness. 
The Saloomber Bawut expressed his willingness (if the Maharana 
would only affirm the rights of his house, and make an excuse of ill¬ 
ness for not proceeding to Saloomber) to go himself straight to Oodey- 
pore, or to meet the Ran a at Dakin Kotra. The Maharana's agents 
were afraid of entering into negociations till His Highness's orders 
were received. When these came, it was found that the Maharana 
would not abate any of his demands cither in the case of him or the 
other Chiefs, in consequence of which the matter fell to the ground. 
Before my departure from Neemuch, however, the Chiefs again made 
advances and again agreed, if the Maharana would only give them 
a writing to say that he would preserve their ancient customs and agree 
to observe the quolnamahs, that they would go in a body and make their 
submission to His Highness. They were anxious to be allowed a little 
time, to make ’ the preparatory arrangements, and having first ascer¬ 
tained that Hife Highness was willing to see them, I sent them, to 
Oodeypore, and in the meantime, agreeably to your wishes, visited 
Banswarra and Doongerpore before proceeding to Oodeypore. I do not 
expect any favorable result, as the Maharana 
obtaining the assistance of the British Government

not to leave any means untried by which the parties might be brought 
to an arrangement of their own affairs. 


chorafitcrisUca 41. It Would be giving an incorrect idea of the feeling of the 
country and the causes of the general discontent at Ilis Highness's 
fi^uSviuicc Government were I not in this place to allude to the various acts of the 
Netiquette; Ranfl which have made his rule so unpopular. His Highness possesses 
IKSrsf in a mild and placid countenance, with a firm lip and bright searching eyes, 
expressive of an able but unyielding disposition, and though before his 
succession he held no office or rank in the State, his affable appearance 
and the most polished and courteous manners grace his kingly bearing 
and high position. His memory is very tenacious, and his conversation 
highly intelligent and keen, gentlemanly and plausible. His court is 
maintained with a scrupulous regard to etiquette and regularity, and ho 
is most exacting in the performance of all the ceremonies attending* it. 
The least deviation on the part of any one subjects the individual to a 
fine., A. particular kind of turban hound by only one person in the city, 
for which Rs. % is charged each time, has also to be worn on all 
occasions by those attending, and any neglect of these regulations is 
immediately visited with his displeasure. The awnings and carpets being 
spotlessly clean, and he himself dressing in exceedingly good taste and 
enforcing his orders on every occasion, the whole has a peculiarly ueat 
and elegant appearance, which is not often met with elsewhere. He loves 
to spend his money in repairing and beautifying the city, which bis 
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-predecessors hud allowed to (all into decay, and enlarging and adorning 
the palace and its precincts. 

42. With this prepossessing exterior, to quote the words of but cnmUm 
Colonel Robinson, “he is said to conceal much cunning, is naturally reven^Xn!l d 
u of a suspicions temperament, and not easily reconciled to any one ^potation? 
who has once incurred his displeasure”; having at the same time great 
natural talents he is thoroughly conversant with every thing that in¬ 
going on. Suspicious and meddling he maintains a great number of 
hurkaras and spies over the whole country, and no one is safe from the 
calumnies and extortions of these men, who are dressed up in all manner 
of guises us fakeersf vegetable-sellers, &e., and backbite every one. He 
is distrustful of his ostensible advisers and of all who ought to have any 
influence either from their office or position, listening to the lowest 
characters (one of whom was a keeper of birds in the employ of Captain 
Cobbe), whom he has raised to offices of trust about his court and 
person ; he is guided by their advice, and allows them to domineer over the 
highest and most respectable people in the State. So distrustful is he 
of the better classes that they dare not express their opinions to him, or 
even supplicate his mercy in favor of those with whom he ip annoyed, as 
they would be also dragged by these upstarts into the meshes of his 
suspicion. The very agents he deputed to Conduct his cause in the 
present enquiry did r-^c<v>ov . expressed their dread of the calum¬ 
nies the Maharaja's secret adviseTs ta Aoaoypore might instil into His 
Highness's ears > 

48. Notwithstanding his love of magnificence the liana is at 811 ^ un8ci*’jr,iv. 
the same time exceedingly avaricious and grasping. Those who ore 
about ins person and to whose advice as well as to the report of liis spies mon ‘“ y * 
an<l hurkaras he trusts, know well that His Highness's favor' is only 
to be preserved by giving him such advice as will put money in his 
purse. They therefore induce him to confiscate villages, and levy 
hues and imprison people on the slightest pretences; they oppress the 
people themselves even to taking life. Their names are Gopalla, Bustee- 
rani, Chuggnn Lall and Mora. The first named the other day tied a 
nauteli girl to the roof with her head downwards, and smothered her 
with the fumes of red chillies. It would be difficult to prove the case 
but then: is, I believe, no doubt of the truth: every thing is carried 
on with a sole view of bringing as much to the royal coffers as 
possible, and in case any contrary advice is offered, the adviser is at once 
put down m the category of the ill-disposed. In this way. His 
ilghness has been persuaded to seize old-standing grants, on which 
villages have been held for generations, and to resume lands given 
away formerly in gift to brahmins and others, on the idea that the 
sunnuds by which they are held are forged. He is fond of showing these 
so-called forged ‘ tombn puttas" to his visitors, who, in failure of 
enquiry, are bound to take his word for what he avers. Property aud 
houses m like manner are seized from some aud made over to others and 
m the list of complaints now forwarded the seizure of no less a place 
vfy l ie P?laee and its transfer to a brahmin will be remarked 

Added to this His Highness's desire for innovation and improvement hi 
a State whose records of ancient deeds and customs is the food of ito 
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existence, and the life-blood of its ceremonious observances, combined with 
the unscrupulous manner of' obtaining 1 his ends, constitutes altogether a 
character which might have shone in troubled times, hut is unsuited to 
the present peaceful condition of the country, when all that is left is 
the memory of former actions and the natural desire to hand down 
unchanged and xmlessened the hereditary honors gained by former gen¬ 
erations in reward for those actions. 

nepotic conduct 44. I hardly need refer here to the prevention, some years ago, of 
trwrdrt n” a jRao the Mussulmans at Oodeypore and Chittore calling to prayers, but it 
oi i/awaii. caused at the time general dissatisfaction, and the resignation of some 
of the oldest and most respectable Mussulman servants of the State. 
The case of the Lawah Chief must, however, be noticed more fully, as it 
bears on the present enquiry and is illustrative of the condition of liis class. 
His fief was, next to B bender, the most important of those held by the 
Sukhtawut branch of Rajpoots, and though not ranking among the sixteen 
great Chiefs, the Rao of Lawah had an income (Rs. 40,000) superior 
to most of them. A few years ago an outlaw from Lawah was resettled 
in the town, after having murdered and otherwise injured many of its 
inhabitants. Shortly after his return the uncle of the Chief, being irate 
against the man for some of his acts whilst outlawed, caused him to be 
waylaid and murdered. Such is the account given by the Maharana's 
agents. The Rao turned his uncle out of. w ho proceeded 
straight to the late Polite 1 ^ O c^iv,yblonel Kobuison That Officer sent 
. hhn . 4 , letter to Oodeypore for the adjustment ot hi? ,^ ge ^ an j on 
v arrival there, according to common report, he w^is cast into 

Mahanma, instead of first enquiring into the guilt of the parties, sent 
fines and sequestrations on Lawah and troops* to enforce them. These 
were succeeded by stronger parties, and it soon became evident that it. 
was His Highness's intention to sequester the whole putta, and to anni¬ 
hilate the Chief. Lawah was regularly besieged, and the Rao, having 
only some 20 or 30 Rajpoots in his fort, had not made any preparations 
for such a contingency. He defended himself however bravely, and the 
place was taken eventually by stratagem, not however before a consi¬ 
derable loss of men had been inflicted on the captors. The Rao was 
put into irons, and his whole estate confiscated. The real, culprit was 
permitted to go at large, and the property was attached to the crown. 
A small portion of it (Rs. 5,000) has been lately given to a distant branch 
of the former possessors, which was in favor with His Highness, and 
the Chief himself has been released, and has received a few villages for 
his support, but one of the great Meywar families has been obliterated 
in 1 the ruin of Lawah. 

teawr ohicts 45. During these proceedings the other Chiefs stood aloof, and 
nnlfouKib iov fear gaw ^th no satisfactory feelings one of their number crushed, when the 
least assistance from themselves would have saved him. They abided 
then by the terms of the quolnamah, which prevents their banding toge¬ 
ther for one another's support, but they hoped also that some justice 
would have been done by the British Government, whose representative 
had signed that quolnamah. The lesser Chiefs, no doubt frightened 
and awed by the Maharana's proceedings, feared that any refusal to 
his wishes might, be attended with the like consequences to themselves. 
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TMy dare<l not separately, therefore, as the turn of each came round, 
refuse to pay either the nuzzvirana on investiture, or the increased rate ot 


k clmtound"; but the dissatisfaction having at last become so general, and 
this fear being conquered, they made certain demands on His Highness, 
and on his not conceding them they left his court for their own homes, 
and joined the cause of the Saloomber and Deogurh It a waits. 

40. When the investigations commenced their vakeels came to ^ t t t ®p|^ 5Qi t y 
the neighbourhood of Neemueh, but were not admitted at the enquiry. 0 f making. 
Their complaints were received by you, and are being forwarded to His grievances. 
Highness. They are of the same nature as those referred to in the 
Rawut of Deogurh's list, and are consequently not added to this 
report, which is already too long, but it was necessary to mention their 
existence, as they show the general dissatisfaction of the whole body. 

Three or four only are not openly at enmity with His Highness, but 1 
am much mistaken if they are not secretly against him, with perhaps the 
sole exception of his brother-in-law, the Baidla Rao. 1 should in this 
place allude again to the vindictiveness displayed by the liana against the 
late minister. Bam Singh, who threw himself upon Colonel Robinson's 
protection, and his absurd charges against his elder brother, Mabaraj 
Shere Singh and his son Sadool Singh, for plotting by incantations 
against his life. Contrary to the Political Agent's advice, a stone was 
erected near the palace gateway, with an inscription notifying the minis¬ 
ter's expulsion, and that his name should never be mentioned without the 
adjunct u huramkhor," faithless. It was with great difficulty Maharaj 
Shere Sing was prevented a month or two before this affair from 
seeking my protection during a visit to the capital. I would also 
allude in this place to the means used by His Highness for extorting 
from the Chiefs their consent to his acts. It appeared during the course 
of the enquiry, that the Deogurh Iiawut had a sum of Rs. 24,000 
extorted from him by refusal of leave to go to his home to perform the 
funeral obsequies of his grand-mother till this bill had been given. 

Enquiry into the dates of the death and of the payment of the money 
satisfied me of the truth of the ltawut's complaint, which was not denied 
by His Highness's agents. I found subsequently that the complaint on 
this head was very general, Chiefs being refused leave when ill, &c., till 
they have satisfied His Highness's demands upon them. 

47. Other classes of the community are not better satisfied with others, besMcs 
His Highness than his Chiefs. He has established a firm or shop of his 
own for selling cloth and general banking purposes. Those who do not the 

deal at the royal establishments are objects of displeasure, so that the 
branch firms of the Ajmere houses and others have stopped entering 
into any transactions at Oodeypore. The same system of espionage 
under which the Chiefs and all Government officials labor extends over 
the city and into the most private concerns; and as the great object is to 
amass wealth the ryots in the country complain of the exactions of the 
kamdars, who, knowing His Highness's failing, endeavor to find favor by 
pandering to it. The great shrines in Meywar are also the objects of 
interference. Of these there are three that have a peculiarly holy charac¬ 
ter, viz., Rukhubnath for Guzcrat bankers and professors of the ancient 
Jain faith, and Chutterbhooj and Nathdwara for Rajpoots and other 
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v elacss^s of Hindoos. Even whilst 1 am writing* this report, I.have chanced 

to meet one of the head priests of the last named on his way to Baroda. 
He stopped me on the road and begged some means might be found of 
preventing an interference with the shrine which had never been previously 
exercised by any Raha. 

48, Thus the whole country labors under the tyrannical sway of an 
able but unscrupulous ruler. It were better for its happiness that it 
.possessed a supine one, for then its affairs would be directed by a respon¬ 
sible minister, instead of by an irresponsible despot. Professing to be 
guided entirely by the advice of the Political Agent the Maharana 
follows that advice only so far as it is consonant wifh his own desires. He 
confiscated villages of Dcogurh and Saloomber by the advice of Colonel 
Robinson, but for his own purposes and at his own valuation. He followed 
your advice in not retaliating upon Saloomber the expulsion of his 
troops from the Saloomber villages) because he found he was not strong 
enough to cope with that Chief, but he did not follow Colonel Robinson's 
advice in the cases of Bheuder and Lawah, or in relieving the Mussul¬ 
man portion of the population from the restriction he had placed on their 
worship; neither did he seek for your opinion before attaching the villages 
of Korawur, &e., or the advice of any British Officer before imposing 
the nuzzurana on investiture, or the increased rate of “ chutoiind" on 
the Chiefs. His assertions on >this head, which he is so fond of dinning 
into our ears, can have therefore little weight.

.loomher'has ou powerful force of Rajpoots. The former attended Maharana Jeewan 
roepoS 5n°his Sipgh, on his visit to Lord Bentinckat Ajmere, with no less than 600 
opposition. horse and 1,500 foot, and can muster, when occasion requires, about 1,200 
horse and 7,000 foot. The present Rawut of Deogurh is vain and silly, 
and entirely in the hands of an individual called Gropalla, who is shrewd, 
intriguing, and unprincipled. It is such men as this who mislead 
the Chiefs and spread dissension. Their own con sequence is enhanced 
by their master being out of favor, and they are consequently not 
anxious to arrange matters, as they are generally the scapegoats of 
reconciliation. Few of the great Chiefs attend to their own affairs, 
but are guided in all tilings by these understrappers, who are the real 
movers of the show. The Saloomber Rawut is as obstinate as the Rana, 
with a great idea of his own importance, but gentlemanly attd fond of 
managing his own affairs. He is respected by the Chiefs and people, 
and is said t o be mild and equitable ip his rule. Throughout this long 
period of his estrangement from ihe Rana, he has conducted himself 
and caused h is dependants to follow a respectful yet firm course. With the 
single exception of the expulsion of the Maharana's troops from the 
sequestered villages, for which there were many excuses, His High¬ 
ness .has not been able to bring any well-founded complaint against him. 
Two Chiefs of the Choondawut clan lieing so influential and powerful, 
the policy oi former Ranas had always been to play their rivals the 
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StifeliiawutvS against them, but the present sovereign lias driven those 
also into opposition, chiefly by his confiscation of the estate of the 
second Sukhtawut Chieftain (Lawall), and by the demands already 
alluded to. He is therefore left entirely powerless, and has no means 
to contend with his formidable adversaries without the assistance of the 
British Government. The Chiefs, on the other hand, or rather their head ¬ 
man (with the honorable exception of the Saloomber Rawut and Ids 
advisers) take advantage of the knowledge of their own. power and treat 
their sovereign with almost open defiance. They pay no attention to 
his orders or wishes, and may be said to be leading their masters into 
actual rebellion. 

50. 1 have already, in the commencement of this report, sketched 
the policy we had pursued in the commencement of our connexion 
with Meywar. The Chiefs were made to yield their usurpations and 
we screened them from the avarice of the ruler. Captain Tod had 
hoped that the Articles he had embodied in his quolnamah would 
have been “ found sufficiently excursive for all purposes, whether 
as regards the liana, his Chiefs or the subjects at large. The implied 
guarantee of the British Government, under whose auspices it originated, 
has maintained it, and will be sufficient to do so without interference.” 

Captain Tpd wrote this paragraph at the time ouy interference was complet e; 
as soon as that interference was withdrawn. Captain Cobbe appears to have 
anticipated the squabbles that would arise, when he said : “ the Chiefs place 
no confidence in the Sana's promises. The active part taken in the 
affairs of Meywar by the Agent of the British Government gave him 
an uiiderstood influence, never asserted or denied, which has hitherto 
acted as a restraint on both parties, and without exertion .kept them in 
their proper relative situations. This system exists ho longer, and if some 
substitute be not found, I much fear the active and constant interference 
of Government will be necessaiy to preserve the quiet of Meywar.” 

The substitute spoken of by Captain Cobbe has, in most .Rajpoot States, 
been found to consist in the countervailing power of the Chiefs, but in 
Meywar the Chiefs are far more powerful than the sovereign, who only 
heads the small elan of llanawuts, and unless he rules his country with 
impartiality and in conformity with their customs, a collision must sooner 
or later take place. 

51. The interference exercised in Meywar affairs was withdrawn v^ard the 
in as quiet a way as might be. but the quolnamalis in the eyes of all 2 n Siri 
classes under u our implied guarantee” still remained, as a charter of H^hts ^ various tffi 
to which both parties might refer. The subsequent quoinamahs of tm2?tSeI? ar " 
1841 and 1845, and the style of letters written by the late Colonel WghtH; 
Robinson to the Chiefs, in which they were now" and then even threatened 

with the confiscation of their estates, kept up the illusion that the 
British Government was acting the part of an unconditional supporter 
oF the sovereign. This illusion was only dispelled towards the dose of 
Colonel Robinson's career, when the conduct of the Maharana was such 
that the Saloomber Chief could not bear any longer the deprivation of 
the honors with which his family had been for generations treated, and 
when it was seen that the British Government neither concerned itself 
to protect the liana, nor to carryout the threats of its Agent The 
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and whan they 
havo uweised 
forbearance, it 
has .beep through 
fear Of the 
Britislf power.

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confiscation of so large a portion of the Saloomber putta was undou this 
supposition borne by that Chief with patience for nearly two years, and 
his eventual; though tardy, knowledge that it was not our intention to 
interfere in the internal affairs of the country was followed by a league 
amongst the Cliiefs, and the simultaneous and dishonorable expulsion 
of the Maharana^ attachment from * their sequestrated villages. I 
am not speaking unadvisably when I ascribe the forbearance of the 
•Chiefs for so long a period, to the dread of the power of the British 
Government. I heard, on ray visit to Saloomber in December 1849, the 
same sentiments expressed by the Kawut as I have here stated, and 
I would also beg* to refer to your own report to Government of the 1st 
April 1851, wherein you observe that the late Colonel Sutherland had 
informed the Maharana and the Chiefs that the rebellious conduct of 
the latter would not be tolerated by the British G overnment, which would 
be found to support the Bana's authority. This must also have tended in 
no slight degree to strengthen the opinion, and this general belief in our 
interference prevented the quarrels, which have always been smouldering, 
from breaking out into an open flame, and the sudden cessation of this 
tone has inflated the minds of some of the Cliiefs, and induced in some 
an arrogant, and insolent tone in their communications with their soyeiergn, 
little in accordance with their professions 4 of submission, or with that 
respect which it is customary for all feudatories to use towards their 
leige lord. 

52. The state of affairs being as stated, it is not strictly in my pro¬ 
vince to recommend the particular course to be pursued in this emergency, 

■ since I am only in temporary charge of this Agency; hut I cannot at the 
same time refrain from expressing my concurrence in the views of 
Captain Cobbe that the " constant interference of Government will be 
necessary to preserve the quiet of Meywar.'” The period for this interfer¬ 
ence is rapidly approaching, if it has not already come, and the course of 
events is driving us irresistibly towards it. There can be no doubt 
of the result, entailing a loss of dignity to the court of Oodeypore, 
which it little contemplates; for the separation from it of the Chiefs 
whom, it has shown its incompetence to control, would dim the lustre of 
the court, which was maintained by these very Chiefs, whose rank among 
the princes of India is equal to that of sovereigns ■ of petty States. 
Should, however, the period of interference be delayed in the hope that 
affairs will settle down, I fear such a hope would be groundless, not 
less from the disposition of the Rana, who would lose his right hand or 
half his country so that he might gratify his vengeance on the Chiefs, 
than from the overweening confidence of the latter in their own power, 
and in place of a settlement there would arise a gradual but steady 
increase of crimes and heinous offences over the country. The recent 
affrays that have taken place between the Sadree and Loundar Chieftains 
might have been prevented but for these disputes, and another feud 
bar just sprung up between Bliudesur and Tonk.* There is now no 

'* The dispute mentioned in No. 33 of the complaints of the Mnhanuta against tho 
Rawufc of Saloomber will, in a very short period, unless stopped, cause a serious disturbance 
in the Bhcel tracts, as the Rana’s paul of Nattamh is extending its aggressions, which it 
not to Jbe expected the Saloomber villages can long hear. The cattle carried oil' now amount 
to some 800, and tho B heels are supported by the JR a] Kamdars. 
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authority to whom the Political Agent- can refer international complaints, 
excepting to the Chiefs direct. I cannot see, therefore, how our inter¬ 
ference can he longer delayed with safety, or the difficulties attending it 
will he much enhanced, and there will he a daily increasing nsk ol one 
or the other party, most probably the Chiefs, being led on into excesses 
which eventually will cause^fche appliance of a move thorough remedy 
than is now necessary.

P. S.—I regret to say that nothing' has been done towards a settle- of 

ment by His Highness and' the agents of the Chief's, so this report need w» 

not be longer delayed. In place of endeavouring to conciliate the latter, 
fines and dustuks "have been sent on several of their masters without 
application having first been made to the vakeels here; amongst others 
chutound has been demanded from the Eao of Korawur, from whom 
also two rich and flourishing villages have been lately sequestered, though, 
this Chief is exempt altogether from chutound, and holds his putta 
on condition of performing service, in which he had not failed. ^ I 
cannot hut anticipate the worst consequences to Hie Highness from this 
imprudent course- He is not at all inclined to abate in his demands 
on the Chiefs, who are willing to increase somewhat their present pay¬ 
ments of chutound in hopes that matters may he quietly arranged. 


From Captain J. C. Brooke, Off'g. Political Agent in Megwar , to the Ojfy. Govt. GenVs 
Agent for Pajpootana,—1 Vo. 43, dated Camp Person V7th February 1853. 

Since the dispatch of my report on the dissensions between the nneio^ire No. 2 
Maharana of Oodeypore and'his Chiefs, I determined, when taking 
leave of His Highness, which I did yesterday, to speak to him seriously ^^ 10 ^ 
and openly on the various points to which that report refers, with the 1853 . 
view that he might not hereafter say he had not received advice from 
me as to how he was to conduct himself towards his Chiefs. I should 
not have deemed the subject worth troubling you with, had not the 
liana himself expressed a wish to that effect. 

£. On my informing him of my desire for a strictly private con- captain Brooko 
ference every one was directed to withdraw, and I introduced the subject Smto 
of the inquiries at Neemueh by assuring the Rana that the interference ^ fch 

of British Officers would he exceedingly derogatory to his position, and his Chiefs . 
though he was now anxious for it he would afterwards bitterly repeut the 

our interference. He said that he*was now more aware of this than Govcrn ’ 
ever, since I had spoken to him on my previous interview, but he want¬ 
ed to know whether by arranging matters now, I thought the Chiefs 
would cease to annoy him. I told him he should be the best judge 
of this ; my own opinion was that these dissensions had existed long 
before our acquaintance with the country and had continued to the present 
time, and that they were an inherent evil of the feudal system, but that 
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by maintaining the honors and dignities of the Chiefs, and keeping to 
one straight-forward course, I considered that their breaking out into 
such hostility as they had now done had been .entirely his own doing. 
On this he said he had done nothing but by the advice of the several 
Agents, and that he was now so hard pushed that he had no other course 
but to seek the interference of the British Government. He might 
. have exceeded now and then, but he was willing to withdraw from 
any points jn which he was wrong. On this I said that there was no 
doubt but that he should have gone to Saloomber to escort the present 
Chief to Oodeypore, that Colonel Low had advised the same coarse, 
and that the dissensions with Saloomber had their origin in his neglect 
of this customary honor to the head of the Choondawuts; that he had 
brought forward in the inquiries the hereditary councillorship, though 
he was aware to what extent that honor had been exercised in late 
times, and especially in the succession of his predecessor to the throne, 
when Maharana Surdar Singh had leaned on the arm of the present 
Saloomber Rawut as typical of the support on which he relied. The 
Maharana said, he was aware of these circumstances, and desired to 
• know what I advised in the matter. I reminded him that on my road 

to Neeinueli, he had expressed a very strong desire that in any 'settle¬ 
ment which might be made the renunciation of this right might be 
considered a sine qua non ; and I told him that as nothing had been 
brought forward at the enquiry showing the right to have been impro¬ 
perly exercised, I did not see how his wishes on the subject could he 
complied with, but as he expressed the wish, the point would doubtless 
not be either enforced or denied but remain as at present; with this he 
was satisfied. 

injustice of the 3. We then took the subject of chutound and service, in the course 
USSdJ? double of which I pointed out the injustice of his demand of double the service at 
yotvice. present performed, and I showed him the exact wording of Captain Cobbe's 
quolnamah, of the existence of the English copy of which he had been utter¬ 
ly ignorant, and he was consequently forced to yield and to acknowledge 
himself in the wrong on this point as w r ell as concerning the levying of 
fines from the provincial butcheries on the Chiefs, which practice however 
he said he himself had not initiated, but had continued as he found it 
existing . He also consented, in case a settlement were made, to give up 
levying “ tulwar bundhai” on those Chiefs who had not been heretofore 
accustomed to pay it. The point of chutound was not so easy of adjust¬ 
ment, as you will have observed that a revenue of Oodeypore Rupees 
1,18,000 depends upon it. I stated my own opinion concerning it, and lie 
said that when it was first mooted five years ago, he had mentioned to the 
minister the difficulty there would be in enforcing it. His Highness then 
asked me what I had recommended as a punishment for the Chiefs 
turning out his sequestrations, whether that was not a sufficient plea for 
the enhanced assessment. I told him I had recommended nothing at all 
in my report, excepting the necessity of interference, as you were the 
permanent Agent, and the recommendation of what was to be done would 
rest with you entirely; but I certainly thought it would be more advisable 
to punish the conduct of the Chiefs who might deserve it by fine or other¬ 
wise than by raising* the rate of chutound to confound the innocent with 
the guilty.

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4. The Mahaimia told me he would consider what I had said on Proposal* for a 
these points, and then desired to know whether, if a new quolnaniah new quoUxamah ‘ 
were entered into between him and his Chiefs, and if the Agent appended 

his signature, the British Government would consent to interpose so far 
as to see that both parties abided by its provisions. I replied that I could 
not answer his question definiti vely, but that the Agents sigming these 
agreements heretofore, even as witnesses, had caused the diffusion of 
such a wrong opinion of the degree of our interference in independent 
States, that unless under the express orders of Government:, I did not 
think you would consent to sign a fresh agreement, and that were I the 
Agent, I certainly should not, neither did I think the Most Noble the 
Governor General would consent to sanction such an interference as that 
mentioned by him ; the course to be adopted with reference to these 
quolnamahs having been pointed out to Captain Cobbe, and to convince 
him of it, I showed His Highness a translation of the letter of Sir 
C, Metcalfe on the subject which 1 had brought with me on purpose. 

5. I then as a friend advised the Maharana not to trust too much 
to the reports that were brought to him by his lmrkaras, as the sys¬ 
tem he adopted led to a great deal of unnecessary interference in private 
matters, and made his rule very unpopular. He said that it was neces¬ 
sary, if he sent the minister or any one else to me, that he should be 
accompanied by some one who would report what he said. If he spoke 
properly he commended him, and if otherwise he found fault with him. 

I told His Highness that unless he had more confidence in; his minister 
than this implied, he had better turn him out altogether.^ He laughed 
and told me, that excepting three or four people about his person, he had 
no confidence in any one; that since he had come to the throne, ho had 
stopped the perquisites of every one, and that they all were sore on the . 
subject; that be kept more troops than his predecessors; that he had 
greater expenses than any of them, and that he built tanks and repaired 

and ornamented the city. I assumed him that I was well aware lie had 
done all this and exerted himself to the best of his ability, but I thought 
things would go on better if he governed less. 

6. I spoke to him long on this subject as well as on the men in 
whom he said lie had confidence, and mentioned to him the reports I had 
heard about Gopalla having killed a nautch girl, but he said I had been 
misinformed : that the woman was an old woman, and had killed herself 
with intoxicating drugs. I soon saw it was of no use endeavouring to shake 
his opinion of these individuals, so after recommending that he should 
institute further enquiries I tipped the subject and hoped His Highness 
would take all I had said in good part, which I was assured afterwards 
that he had done. 

7. The agents of the Chiefs, whom if had been previously arranged bpovoi^S 

to send for, were subsequently called in. Notwithstanding their submis- $ l SJ Ma a fil5SJ 
sive expressions, not the least advance towards a settlement was made by tfJ tho ° hiofe * 

His Highness but on the contrary opprobrious epithets were applied to 
their masters such as “lmram khor” and ‘‘eating the bread of charity " 
both exceedingly galling to the feelings of a Rajpoot. I took my leave 
when I saw this going on, the conference having lasted about five hours.

The next day I found that even that- opportunity was not permitted to 
pass of insulting the vakeels of the opposite party; the city gates were 
not opened for their exit and they had to dismount, leave their horses 
inside the city, and walk to their tents, which were at some distance. I 
had already spoken to His Highness of the manner in which he had treated 
these men, who had been sent by me at his express desire, but evidently 
without effect. Plausible and courteous to a degree before one's face, 
' he cannot resist the temptation of irritating those whom he considers 
his enemies, and his whole conduct towards these vakeels of the Chiefs 
showed a littleness of mind strangely in contrast with other no less 
noble qualities. 

8. I should not omit to mention that during the course of dis¬ 
cussion I persuaded His Highness to make arrangements for the 
settlement of the eases between his Nuthara Bheels and the Saloomber 
villages, which before promised to cause a disturbance in the Bheel tracts.

coi. 8. The delay in my submitting it has arisen from the necessity 

JccwciHation fttfkher reference to the Maharana and other quarters. You are 
uuBuoceBsfai. aware that I recently sent the Meywar vakeel, in attendance at this 

Agency, to His Highness to point out to him once more the many 
advantages that would attend bis coming to a settlement with his Chiefs, 
and the positive discredit to him of our direct interference, 1 regret to 
say that the mission was unsuccessful. 

4. Opposed as are the interests of the Maharana and his Chiefs, 
it is not wonderful that differences should always have existed between 
them; but it is surprising that even the passive character of natives, 
and their dread of us, should have kept them to mere appeals to our 
authority instead of flying, as of to the Rajpoot remedy of 


arms. 


5. Now, when Central India recognizes no power hut our own, it 
is hardly fair to question the transactions of a period when there were 
Native States able to rival us. It was doubtless under the idea that one 
comparatively powerful principality, with the prestige of an older renown 
than any other Hindoo State, would be a better and trustier ally than a 
congress of petty Chiefships, that Captain Tod strove so manfully to 
build up the Oodeypore State. So far he was right, but in his enthu¬ 
siasm for the Rajpoot character, and for the feudal system, he forgot that 
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ho 1 outward pressure can long hold a Native State together, and that 
proud Chiefs, richer and abler than their sovereign, would not long 
submit to a foreign power stripping them of their lands for his benefit. 
Yet this was what Captain Tod did. He found on his first treaty with 
Meywar in 1818, a sovereign without even the semblance of influence 
or authority over his Chiefs, and towards whom loyalty was absolutely 
impossible. In their mutual squabbles, he and they had alternately called 
in the aid of Holkar and Scindia, &c., paying for their help by the 
cession of their richest villages, and thus utterly undermining their own 
power. To such a pitch of destitution was the Maharana. reduced, that 
he could hardly muster a troop of 50 horse when he met Captain 
Tod, and had not the means of paying his scanty escort. 


6 . The Maharana of Oodeypore, with accustomed Asiatic policy, oppression of 
kept the treaty till he had strength to back it; claims whether justly * n(l 

founded or not, exactions, fines, nuzzuranas, &c., &c., became a fertile 
source of oppression, and the mode of enforcing these claims was 
injurious to both the Chiefs and people. 


7. The liana’s having alone direct communication and influence 
with the Political Agent could and did often represent justifiable resistance 
as sedition, the appeals of the Chiefs as turbulence and intrigue, and thus 
on more than one occasion he obtained British aid for their coercion. 

8 . A careful perusal of the past correspondence induces me to believe infringement of 
that generally, if not invariably, the infraction of the “ quolnamahs” or 
agreements has been on the part of the lianas. Certain it is that ggfrffi th0 
while the rights of the latter have been strictly maintained, periodical 

ruptures have taken place, originating new agreements in which the 
Chiefs have had their contributions raised from l-12th to 1-10th, and 
lastly l-6th, of the revenue of their lands. They have little motive to 
make improvements that would render their property more liable to 
confiscation j this is a serious evil not only to the Chiefs but to the 
cultivators. 


9. It is doubtful whether the lianas of Oodeypore, with no ant ho- The opinion of 
rity except what we give them, should be permitted to oppress their sub- 
jects of all classes. The Chiefs here, as elsewhere throughout, are better rtt hat immediate 
masters than the sovereigns, but their power for evil is also great. The wtimKy™ ls 
present would seem a favorable opportunity for contracting the power 
of both parties. 


10. The privileges accorded to the Chiefs, valueless as we might cause of tie 
deem them, are of consequence in the estimation of these semi-civilized 
nobles. It will appear less singular therefore that the first, and almost sure - 

the only, important grievance, the one which has led to all the others, 
arose from the denial of the IIana to invest with his own hands the 
Bawut of Saloomber with a sword. 

11. Tedious as the foregoing remarks may be, they will reduce the 
accumulated complaints and recriminations to little more than a few 
important points for the decision of Government, leaving the others for 
future adjustment by the local authorities; and in order that I may keep 
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this despatch within reasonable bounds, I will append these complaints 
a separate paper, only dealing with such as from their weight may 
require consideration. 

12 . The proceedings of the present ruler, His Highness Maha- 
rana Suroop Singh, towards the Chief of Lawaii and others from whom 
he wrested their lauds, against all acknowledged right, to transfer them 
to himself or others, prove that some limit must be put to his arbitrary 
measures, which would justify a combination of the Chiefs to resist, and 
which I consider has mainly led to the present movement. 

Tropes a set,- 13. With this view I would therefore beg to suggest that a new 
treaty (quolnainah), based upon Captain Tod's, be entered into, though it 
in should be more consonant with the present political state of the country,

18. The perusal of the cases in Captain Brooke's report will show 
how reckless the Meywar authorities are of human life ; How small their 
consideration for either the protection, or adherence, of their serfs. I 
allude more particularly to those hereditary outlaws, the Bheels and 
Meenahs, though bandits of other classes will likewise be found created 
by a system of oppression scarcely creditable after so many years of 
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supremacy, which could not too soon be cheeked when th 0 Maiumvee neofca* 
Ikyorable moment for its suppression arrives. Some remedy is urgently 
required, though I confess lam at a loss what to recommend, as it would 
be difficult to prove a single ease; and in the mid IiiLls of Meywar we ties.’ 
might sacrifice a score of lives in seeking to punish the loss of one. 

19. If some of the suggestions I have ventured to make may 
appeal* somewhat derogatory to the dignity of the Maharana, and 
subversive of a part of his power as well as of the arbitrary rule of his" 

Chiefs, I can but say that the inevitable consequences of our interference 
have been most clearly pointed out to all parties, both by Colonel Low, 
c. B., the late Agent to the Governor General, and by myself. It should 
be borne in mind that but for our protection the liana would have little 
influence over most of his Chiefs, some of whom, as the Rawut of 
Saloomber, are even now more powerful than himself. The importance 
of our support is fully appreciated by His Highness and his feudatories, 
and the former well knows that of himself he lias no power; the latter 
that our opposition would be their ruin. 

20. In conclusion, 1 would recommend that a small fine should be Pine reemn- ‘ 
levied from all the Chiefs in opposition to their master for their eon- chicfa'coutn- 
tumacy, and I would urge the propriety of making the ensuing arrange- 

ment of their differences a favorable opportunity of introducing a better 
order of rule*in this distracted State, and extending, as far as circum¬ 
stances admit, our protection to the lower orders, whether Itajpoots, 

Bheels, or Meenahs. I cannot close this despatch without expressing my 
sense of the great labor, patience, zeal, and ability which Captain Brooke, 
the Assistant Political Agent, has brought to bear on his very elaborate 
and valuable report.

This 
form, as a dignity to be hereafter alluded to, dates from the time of 
Choondajee, the founder of the Saloomber family, who surrendered his 
right to the. throne in behalf of the lianas of Oodeypore on condition 
of its performance.

No. 19.—The Bana complains that a Bheel, who was on guard 
at Geenglah, had been killed by the Saloomber people, and to this the 
Chief gives the following characteristic reply 


“ What custom is it to talk of killing a Bheel? They are con- 
“ stanfly killed without question being made; and how is a good Bheel 
“ to be known from a bad ? In the present instance the man was a thief." 


The Saloomber Chief in this expresses merely the long-fostered 
feelings of his class and people against an oppressed and degraded and 
therefore predatory tribe; nor does he consider the slaughter of one of 
them more culpable than that of a noxious animal.

23.—The Rana complains that, on his attaching the villages 
of Kaoria, Sawa, and others, the Rawut of Saloomber had seized the 
arms, clothes, &c., of the soldiers by whom they were held, and 
disgracefully turned them out. The attachment of these villages was 
illegal, although sanctioned by the late Agent. The Cliief foreboro for two 
and a half years to assert his rights, but at length, unable to obtain redress, 
he turned out the Ram* guard. This was certainly a great indignity on 
the Rana, whatever the provocation, and while advocating the restoration 
to Saloomber of the villages, I recommend as a fine on the Clnei the 
payment of Rs. 50,000 on investiture.

After Compliments, —I have been favored with a khureeta from 
Lieutenant Colonel Sir Henry Lawrence, K. o. b., to winch I have pre¬ 
pared a reply, and forward it, herewith, for transmission to him. You are 
well acquainted with the affairs of this place, and must have made known 
the same to the Governor General's Agent; on the present occasion I hope 
you will also write to him on the subject of my communication. I am in 
every respect willing to abide by your advice; when both parties have 
referred the matter to your decision, it remains for you to take into con¬ 
sideration what should he done. If you come to this place and invite the 
Governor General's Agent also, I will he prepared to act according to 
your wishes, and any arrangements made shall be duly observed in future. 
You have repeatedly told me to settle the differences existing between 
myself and the Chiefs among ourselves; the fact is, that the Chiefs suspect 
that it is my wish to ruin them, and consequently desire that whatever 
agreement may now be entered into should be guaranteed by the British 
Government.

The present is a favorable opportunity, when I am so fortunate as 
to have an Agent of your superior judgment and talents, and such a 
wise and experienced Agent to the Governor General as Lieutenant 
Colonel Sir Henry Lawrence.

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt*- of your letter No. 5G0 
of 11th instant, conveying the orders of Government regarding Meyvvar, 
on the supposition that my visit to Oodeypore had not been paid. 1 beg, 
however, to state that on the 31st. January I reached the capital, accom¬ 
panied by Lieutenant Colonel G. Lawrence, and there met Captain 
Brooke. We remained a week, visited the Maharana twice, and were 
Visited by him once. Not a single Chief of note, except his brother-in- 
law, was present, and altogether His Highness was in a very humiliating 
position, and offered, if I would interfere in his behalf, to sign a paper 
pledging to abide by my decision. The vakeels of the recusant Chiefs, 
who were all at Oodeypore, made a like request on behalf of their prin¬ 
cipals ; I replied that I could do nothing until the orders of Government 
were received. 

2. Enclosed is a copy of my letter of this date to the Political Agent, 
directing him to carry out the instructions contained in your letter. It 
I have strained the orders of Government, there will be time to correct 
me, as some time must elapse before the agents of the parties can assem¬ 
ble at Neemucli. I am, as before, averse to any positive guarantee, hut I am 
decidedly of opinion that unless the Maharana is restrained by fear of 
Government, he will lose no opportunity of paying off the Thakoors, 
and especially the Saloomber Chief, whose head he would delight to have 
at his feet. And, on the other hand, unless the Thakoors feel that a 
stronger than the Rana may step in, they will deride his authority as long 
as there is unanimity among themselves. 


From Lieut. Colonel Sir II. M. Lawrence, k. c. b.. Governor Generals Agent for the 
States of Rajpootana , to the Political Agent in Meywar,—No. 140, dated 23 rd 
February 1854. 

I have the honor to enclose a copy of Government order on 
Oodeypore affairs, as also of my reply.

You can, however, proceed there, Author!** 
calling on all the Thakoors whose names were on Captain Brooked f 0 i!Jocid to* ' 
list, or who have since petitioned, and getting the Maharana to appoint. commeiioeS 1 ^ 
a confidential agent. In concert with these several persons, all having Nation. 

- full poivirs, and each having* furnished you with a letter from his principal, 
binding himself, under such penalties as may be ordered, to abide by 
your arbitration, you can record the holdings and liabilities of each Chief, 
shewing exactly what he possesses, what tribute, and what service he 
should pay. Also what privileges and honors, &e., he is entitled to 
receive from the Durbar. 

3. The basis of your decision should be Colonel Tod's original Layado*ntiie 
arrangement, modified by what probably would have been that Officer's 
decision after his five years' acquaintance with all parties, and after 
observing the improved condition of the country. 

4. To give the Maharana as much profit as the Thakoor on 
increased cultivation would offer but little inducement to the latter to 
improve his estate, and would furnish a fruitful opportunity for vexatious 
interference. As a general rule, however.* for the present you might fix 
a mean between Tod's rates and present income, declaring that no 
increased demand shall be made for thirty years. At the expiration of 
tins term each estate should be liable to measurement and to payment of 
half the increased income. Proprietors, however, should have the option 
of agreeing* to an increase of 20 per cent, on their tribute, so as thereby 

to escape measurement or other enquiry. After a second term of thirty t 

years an increase of 25 per cent, on measurement, or a commutation 
of 10 per cent, on past tribute should be permitted. After sixty years no 
increased demand whatever should be made by the Maharana. 

5. Something like the above may bring to terms if not satisfy 
all parties. Further, if the Chiefs now record their desire to have the 
boundaries of their estates scientifically surveyed, they may be told that 
the consent of Government will be solicited. The measure would be 
very desirable in many ways for all concerned. 

6. The most difficult part of your mediation will be on questions 
of purictilio. You might suggest that the parties who desire to be 
relieved from, personal services or attendance should pay for the same 
either in cash or by furnishing an increased number of inferior persons 
in lieu of their own attendance. 

t 7- B’ e , Salooinber questions will have to be decided by arbitration. The saloomber 
Let the Maharana and the Eawut Kessree Singh each name one or two ( * ue . s *‘ cn8 to-be 
persons by whose decision he is willing to abide. You can appoint a * **“* 
.President, or, better still, get their two or four men to do so, and in your 
presence they should come to a decision, wiping away as far as possible 
the personal obligations of both parties, and leaving tlie Saloomber Chief 
to reside in his own domain, paying a nominal tribute. Perhaps for 
such virtual independence he would forego his claims as hereditary ' 
councillor, and his right to oblige the Maharana to go to his house and 
on each vacancy to instal the heir of Saloomber in the Chiefship ’ 
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8. I throw out these rough hints to assist, rather than to direct,, 
jour judgment. I will ask Sir It. Shakespear to send you the Jodhpore 
agreement drawn up by Major Ludlow in the year 1839, which has, I 
understand, answered well, though matters had gone even further in 
Marwar than at Oodeypore. 

9. On the whole I think these arrangements can be best made at 
Neemucb, where the agents of the Chiefs will be under no coercion or 
@alarm. "You may hereafter have to proceed to Oodeypore, and if you 
think necessary I can go there towards the end of April. If you require 
Captain Brooke's presence you can call him, but as he has been so little 
with his corps of late, I will he glad of his being able to remain at 
Kherwara for a time. A copy of the Government letter should he sent 
to him.

I have had the honor of the receipt of your letter No. 140 of the 
23rd ultimo, with its accompanying documents, conveying Government 
orders in regard to Meywar affairs. 

2. I shall forthwith prepare to carry into effect the instructions 
therein given, and endeavour to arbitrate between the Maharana and his 

f ' disaffected Chiefs. 

3. "With, no unnecessary fear of responsibility and with eveiy 
desire to carry out the measures approved by the Most Noble the 
Governor General in -Council, the importance of the subject and the 
emergencies to which it may give rise force on me the necessity of making 
a few observations on the Government letter, and I trust that if I err in 
so doing I may be excused. 

Points out that 4. The British Government is not to be committed to any guarantee, 
S)!!w™ovc^ but a Chief* may deny the act of his agent, refuse to abide by the 
'm-not arbitration albeit pledged to it, and defy the penalty. Such is the hitter 
explicitenoug Jin iioosity between the Rana and his Chiefs, that unless each is made 
fully to understand that no evasion will he allowed, and that we are 
prepared to coerce every recusant, I cannot hut be of opinion that no 
permanent peace will he maintained. 
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& This very essential point is scarcely defined in the letter from 
Mr. Secretary J. P. Grant, yet I cannot' understand how to mediate 
with authority unless prepared to enforce niy mediation. To tolerate 
contumacy on the part of all or any of the parties after 1 ha.ye arbi¬ 
trated would be to commit Government without a single beneficial result. 

6. Pending the delay in assembling the various agents, I would 
respectfully request more precise instructions, and before I commit myself 
or the Government I have the honor to serve, I am anxious to ascer¬ 
tain whether the arbitration once accepted, I may maintain its obser¬ 
vance by military force should other means fail; also whether in the course 
of my proceedings I may be authorized to make this known to both sides.

In reply to your letter No. 62 of 4th i nstant, asking for more pre- Answers that 
rise instructions regarding authoritative mediation in Oodeypore affairs, Sow^HoTifn 
I beg to say that I consider that Government will permit recourse to 
coercive measures in the event of flagrant violence of agreements ga^ntsT 
concluded under your mediation. However, to remove all doubts, I will 
submit your letter for further orders, and in the interim you can summon 
the vakeels of parties and tell them generally that their" principals must 
not expect to be permitted at will to break their promises now pledged, 
that the nature of penalties will be declared after receipt of orders from 
Government, but that they may involve the ruin of offending parties. 

2. During your negociations should difficulties arise that I mav be 
able to assist you in, I request you will freely communicate with "me. 

As long as vakeels of both parties consent to "your proposals, and you 
have ascertained from principals that they too are satisfied, you can close 
proceedings; but where doubts or disputes arise you can refer to me.

2. * In reply, I am directed to acquaint you that the Governor 
General in Council thinks it necessary that if the Government of India 
should bring about an agreement of differences between the Maharana 
of Oodeypore and his Thakoors, both parties should be given to under¬ 
stand that the Government will compel, if necessary, the observance 
of that agreement. 

8. But His Lordship in Council does not think it expedient that, 
precise and detailed declarations, such as are contained in the letter 
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Lieutenant Colonel Lawrence, and in the 2nd para, of your despatch 
under acknowledgment, should be made either to the Maharana or to 
the Thakoors,

In obedience to the orders of Government contained in Mr. Secro-fX^C' 
tary J. P. Grant s letter No. o60 of 14th February last, trans- mach in conneo. 
mibted to me with your letter No. 140 of 23rd idem, I called on the Siaram/lnd 
Rfcua and the Chiefs of Meywar on the 25th March to send their- hiaChieft * 
confidential agents to me at Neemuch with a view to coming to an under- 
standing regarding their respective claims. The Maharana wished to 
have the conference at Oodeypore, but under the impression that he 
would there have the Chiefs under his influence, and might intimidate 
them and their people, as also deter others from making their complaints, 

I declined acceding to his request. 

2. His Highness's Minister, Mehta Shere Singh, and liis own brother- 

in-law, the Rao of Baidla, with two agents, reached Neemuch on the 19th to % place of 
April, with full powers, but not until between the 10th and 26th May, JJSd their* ° 
and, after repeated messages and letters, did the agents of the Chiefs Agent8< 
arrive, and even then they had not been empowered to act. On my remon¬ 
strances, backed by your letter to the Chiefs, they coolly replied they 
were coming themselves. On the 9th and lltli June two arrived, but 
the greater number did not make their appearance until between the 
15th and 20t.h June, and the Deoghur and Aniait, two of the principal 
Chiefs, pleading illness, have not appeared at all. 

3. From that time, as reported in my letters to you of June, chiefs' refusal 
July, and August, I have had almost daily interviews with them and t0com ^ tem3 -1 
their agents both separately and collectively. On these occasions tliey 

persisted in refusing to sign an agreement, binding themselves to abide 
by our decision, unless the words “ wajbee dnstoor kudeem ka. raoafiq ” 

(interpreted, according to right and ancient custom,) should be inserted. 

Even your explanatory letter telling them that there was no desire to 
interfere with old privileges, and my verbal and written assurances to 
the same effect did not, in the slightest degree, alter their determination, 
nor did my assurances that, after coming to a decision, I would hear 
their objections and forward them with my report to you, when you 
would submit all the papers to Government for orders. 

4. Eventually they informed me, and wrote to you, that they Repetition of 
desired the status of Colonel Tod and Colonel Cobbe to be maintained, tfScZr!?’ 
then grievances to be redressed, and justice and protection assured, to 

them for the future. At the same time they gave m lists of Griev¬ 
ances, not only of their own, but all they could collect, even fothose 
of the veiy letainers of the Maharana, involving not only resumption 
of estates and villages, but petty quarrels and flues, which latter they 
must have well known were, from of old, the customary means in 
Meywar, as m other Native States, of periodically replenishing the, 
otate treasury.

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5. In like maimer tlie Maharana's agents submitted their demands, 
iiaiaua'^Agents, and complained of the contumacy and disloyalty of the Chiefs, of their 

having signed “ qiioMamahs'' (agreements) which they had never con¬ 
formed to, and now repudiate : they then asked for guarantees for tho 
future loyalty and submission of the Chiefs. After about a month's 
residence with me, th'e latter, on the 6th July, requested leave to return 
to their homes, pleading indisposition and the discomfort of housing 
in tents during the rains. I consented on condition of their leaving 
agents empowered to agree for them to whatever arrangements might 
be made. This was done, and they left Neemuch on the 9th, 

6. I need not repeat the oft-told tale of the last thirty years, of the 
continued contentions between each successive Malmrana and his feuda¬ 
tories. If further information bo required beyond what was given in 
Captain Brooke's arid my reports of February and Jul; 1853, I beg to 

refer to the appended lette nd extracts* 
which contain tlie views and i\ unendationg 
of all the Political Agents since Colonel Tod's time, and sLo, that they 
Had foreseen the present crisis. I beg at the same tinie to point out, 
what may be gathered from my proposed “■ quolnamahs," that my views 
differ materially from those of Captain Brooke, as while he, though 
condemning Colonel Tod's support of the feudal system, himself supports 
it throughout, and argues upon our being pledged for its continuance, 
X consider that it is in no way adapted to the present state of things, 
is entirely opposed to the welfare of the country, and that we are not 
bound fey treaty to support it. It has had a long trial and been found 
to fail, and now that, by calling on us to interfere, the respective parties 
have given us a light to do so effectually, I am of opinion that, whether 
our arrangements prove acceptable or not to the contending parties, we 
ought to avail ourselves of the opportunity of providing for the future 
peace of the country. 

7. It is necessary, however, to state that Colonels Tod and 
Cobbe were the virtual rulers of Meywar. The influence of the former, 
especially, from his position, character, and Rajpoot predilections, 
was great, particularly during the first years of our protectorate, when, 
supported by a British army, he was the instrument of restoring* the 
Rana to Ills throne and many of the Chiefs to their possessions. At the 
same time he had the means of coercing and bringing to reason 
others who for years had lorded it over their sovereign and plundered 
the country. That able officer's influence, however, began to fail before 
he resigned his office after six years' occupancy. Towards the close of 
his Agency he appears to have thought that he had not done enough 

Former a for the Rana. His “■ quolnamah" or bond of agreement of the 
ffiS fSwf] 11th May 1818 pledged the Chiefs to do three months' service at home 
£,irj compared. or abroad. Once a year also a general assembly of the Chiefs was to take 
% place on the festival of the dusserah, commencing ten days previous, 

and continuing twenty days subsequent to it, but no mention is made 
% in the agreement of chutound or money payment; nor does the subject 
appear to have been considered until Colonel Tod was about to leave, 
when he directed Ms Assistant, Captain Waugh, to ascertain the amount 
ot* income of the Chiefs, and to levy 1-lOthjipon it, to bo paid to the 
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Rana. This was clone to the extent of l-6th, but not effectually; 
the real amount of income was never ascertained; and, while one Chief 
paid largely, another, if favored by the liana or his Minister, was * 
lightly assessed. Service, too, was given loosely and unwillingly. 

Captain Waugh showed that such service was valueless, and suggested 
its entire commutation to a money payment, as did subsequent Agents. 

8. Colonel Tod in April 1823 was succeeded in the Agency by w^jfarofth* 
Colonel Cobbvi, who managed Mevwar for three years, rather as the admm?^a^ h ° 
Minister, than as Political Agent, until the year 1826, when, as directed to r C e^iu°th«ir 
by Government, he gave up the management of the country to the acquisitions. 
Maharana, who, for the first time in secure possession of his territory, 

rather sought to increase his own power and property, than to evince 
gratitude for past Savors. Some of the boldest and most powerful 
Chiefs also, remembering that they had been half-cajoled half-forced into 
surrendering their acquisitions of the last fifty years, sought to regain 
them. Thus the Sovereign and the Chiefs mutually suspected and desired 
to encroach upon each otaer. 

9. Colonel CobWs cpolnamali, though drawn out in 1824 and Difference 

acted upon (chutound being taken at assume!: was not formally 

executed by the contracting parties until February 1840, when Colonel 
Robinson, at the request of the - Chief's, caused the omission to be Colonel Tod. 
supplied, adding his signature as a witness. The principal difference 
between this agreement and that drawn up by Colonel Tod is fixing 

the chutound at l~6th of the “actual produce,” and the service at 
half the quota the Chiefs were previously bound to maintain. 

10. In 1835 a quolnamah was drawn up in vague terms between vague wording 
Maharana Jeewan Singh and the Chiefs, which was not signed by an Agent. dmvn U upTn ah 
Captain Brooke rightly observes that this was owing 1 to the Agency JSaK?. 
having been for a time withdrawn from Meywar. Its ist Article states— au ' 1 thc ciikfu. 
“ From henceforth you are to pay cliout and perform services as usual,” 

and its 2nd says—“ On the present occasion you have paid nuzzurana, 
hereafter no unjust demands shall he made on yon.” From this the 
Chiefs appear to argue that the double chutound which they then paid 
as nuzzurana was to exempt them from any further increase, but I 
consider the wording too vague to admit of this interpretation. 

11. The first of these quolnamahs, which in Captain Brooke’s Colonel Robin- 
report are marked A No. 4 and A No. 5, and called Colonel Robinson’s n?»iA q mere a " 
of 1841, appears to me to bo merely a preamble to Colonel Cobbe’s of ^"“'l'cobbo's 
1824, and the 2nd only five additional Articles to it ; for the preamble says, 

—“ This agreement was drawn up several years ago, but was not signed 
either by the Maharana, the Chiefs, or the Political Agent. Now, at 
the request of the Nobles and Chiefs of Meywar, His Highness the 
Maharana Snrdar Singh approves and confirms the said quolnamah, 
without making any additions or alterations to it, and the same has been 
formally executed in the presence of Colonel Robinson, Officiating Politi¬ 
cal Agent, on the 1st February 1840, and has been only signed by the 
Maharana, and Nobles and Chiefs of Meywar.” The principal feature 
in these quolnamahs, if so they may be called, lies ii> the 3rd Article,

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which says—“ His Highness has now resolved that the service of half the 
troops the Chiefs are bound to furnish, agreeably to the rekh or rent- 
roll, to be discontinued, and in commutation of the above half service, a 
money payment, amounting to two annas seven and a half pie in the 
rupee, to- be made, which is termed chutound; that from this fwv/J a 
body of troops shall be raised for the service of thfe State. As several 
of the Chiefs wilfully withhold and delay the payment of the chutound, 
esn which account dustuks of horse and foot are sent to enforce payment 
of the dues to Government, which subjects the Chiefs to a loss of hun¬ 
dreds of rupees, and is by no means profitable to ihe Durbar, His 
Highness has resolved to invite Agents on the part of the whole of the 
Chiefs, and in conjunction with, the Minister, to make a settlement for 
five years, for the payment of the chutound by two instalments. 
By doing so there will’be no occasion to send rozeena or dustuks; 
but if any of the Chiefs fail to pay the chutound ten days after it has 
been due, they would render themselves liable to the confiscation of 
their lands and villages to the extent of the defalcation, which shall not 
he restored to them.” 

12. My excuse for so long an extract is its necessity to. eluci¬ 
date the subject, wluab at j; very confused one. In Colonel Robinson's 
letter to Colonel Sutherland, Agent for the Governor General in Raj¬ 
poot ana, of the 19th October 1841, on this subject, reporting the 
continued differences between the Maharana and Chiefs, especially in 
the 3rd Article, he says that he for months vainly exerted himself to 
get the Chiefs to send Agents to him, to show the amount of their 
estates in order to his taking an average of five years on which to fix 
the amount of chutound. I append an extract from, this letter, paras. 14 
and 15, to show his opinion on the question: also an extract of a 
dispatch of the Hon'ble Court of Directors of the 19th March 1845, 
marked AA, referring to it. 

The last qttoina. 13. On the 8th February 1845, the last quolnomah was mediated 
mah mediated by py Colonel Robinson between the present Maharana Suroop Singh and 
between the pro- }|jg Chiefs. Its first Article continues to enforce the agreements entered 
into at the time of Maharana Blieem Singh (Tod's), and Maharana 
Jeewan Singh (Colonel Spiers), and states—" The Chiefs are to pay the 
chutound regularly at the stipulated periods into the Durbar Treasury; 
the Chiefs shall be called upon to make a money payment in lieu 
of troops should they fail to attend at the appointed time, or lie 
found negligent in the performance of their duties according to the 
terms of agreement. Article 5th shows this agreement lias been 
entered into with the free will and pleasure of the parties concerned, 
and the stipulations therein contained and those of former agreements 
'will he punctually observed. Should any of the Chiefs depart from 
the above they will suffer for theif< imprudence, and the fault will not 
lie with the Durbar.”—Signed in the presence of Colonel Thomas 
Robinson by Maharana, Suroop Singh, Rawuts of Aseen, Deoghur, 
Bhender, Amait, in behalf of themselves and all the other Chiefs.

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would the late Agent have been an attesting witness. It is strange, 
however, that this officer knowing, as his letter of 19th October 1841 
shows be did, that there were misunderstandings upon the chutoxuid 
Article, did not take this opportunity to adjust them, and that he took 
the credit of effecting an amicable adjustment of the long pending 
questions of ehutound and nuzzurana, which was given to him in the 
Court of Directors' despatch No. 2 of the 2nd January 1846. His 
letter and the extract despatch with the four quolnamahs are appended, 
marked BB. The only way this omission can be accounted for is to 
suppose that the Chiefs then really made no objections. 

15. It is worthy of remark that this very nuzzurana. of three Principal points 
lakhs, which the Court observes “ as payable by the Chiefs to the Maha- at issue ’ 
raua on his accession/' and respecting which Colonel Robinson writes, 

para. 3—“ The details of the settlement of the amount of nuzzurana to 
be paid by the Chiefs, consequent on the Maharana's accession, were, 
as before reported, left to the Chiefs themselves; my interference in that 
affair, extending no further than fixing the total amount that was t«o be 
paid, is now brought forward among fc their principal grievances, and its 
refund required by the Chiefs, on the ground that it was an unjust 
demand and taken by compulsion; some even allege they were not 
permitted to leave the palace till they signed an agreement to pay it. 

Such tyranny under the very eye of the Political Agent was impossible. 

The plea that it occurred, coupled with the present tone of the Chiefs, 
only prove the recklessness of their assertions. A statement of the 
sums paid by each Chief on this occasion is appended, marked G," 

16. It has been shown that Colonel Robinson wished to ascertain 
the actual produce of each Chiefs jagheer on an average of five years, 
but he never succeeded in so doing, for the Chiefs would not send their 
Agents, and to this day no returns have been produced, and I regret to 
say that I have been equally unsuccessful, for, though during this 
enquiry I have repeatedly called for such returns, none have been fur¬ 
nished. The Maharana obtained a statement on oath of the amount 
of each jagheer from all the Chiefs, except Saloomber. Deoghur, and 
Bynsvrora. On these statements of “•actual produce /' which the 
Chiefs now declare w r ere extorted from them, does the Rana demand 
ehutound, while the Thakoors only desire to pay as much as they did for 
seventeen years, or up to 1847, since which date they have for the most 
part paid the extra demands. Statements of both are appended marked 
D. The Rana says that in consequence of the payment above adverted 
to of the tliree lakhs on his accession, lie agreed for two years to take 
the ehutound at the old rate. 

17. In my proposed quoin amah I have fixed the “ ehutound” at 
two and a half annas in the rupee on actual produce , as I consider 
such was Colonel Cobbe's intention. This question with those of 
nuzzurana and tulwar bundhai are the real points at issue. 

In regard to the two latter, both Colonels Tod and Cobbe asserted The Rantf! right 
that they were the Rana’s right, and themselves levied them in his name. ^ n le a v n y d TS

reference and in order not to swell this already voluminous dispatch, I 
have drawn up brief remarks giving my authorities and also statements 
showing the amount of these aids, and on what occasions they have been 
paid, marked E. 

Thesdoombor 17. It will be seen that I have not allowed the claim of the 

toThf heSaary Saloombcr Rawut to the hereditary councillorship, considering that it was 
disallowed by Colonel Tod, and that it has been in abeyance since our 
c.aa o, . | rea |y w ith Meywar. Further, that if once admitted it would make the 
subject the rival of his master, which even now is too much the case. I 
have also not touched upon the original grievance of this Chief in regard 
to the Maharana's not having paid him the usual honor of repairing to 
Saloomber to invest him with the sword, conceiving that it would be 
preferable verbally to tell the Rana to do so, than to insert it in the 
quolnamah which would involve a loss of dignity to His Highness, as I 
know the desire of the British Government is to uphold, as much as 
possible, the dignity of native princes. I have therefore informed the 
Rana and the Chiefs that the former will be required to perform the usual 
ceremony, and failing to do so tlie*Saloomber Rawut will not be expected 
to attend at Oodeypore, though lie will have to furnish the quota of 
troops. 

18. The foregoing remarks will show what an ample field for dis¬ 
pute exists; indeed, from a careful perusal of the records of my office, 
I cannot find that a single year during the last thirty has passed, without 
insubordination or violent recriminations involving at times a prospect 
of the necessity of employing British troops to preserve the public 
peace. Each year of the last twenty has further embittered the 
feelings of both parties. The Maharana Suroop Singh has more ability 
than any of bis predecessors, and has done much to check the bribery 
and corruption of his Agents and to retain the Chiefs. He has paid off 
a large amount of the State debt; to the British Government alone, five 
lakhs of arrears of tribute, which he has not allowed to fall again into 
arrear. He has likewise expended considerable sums in restoring the 
walls of his capital, forts and tombs of his ancestors, &c. He is, 
however, most suspicious and jealous of alt around him, grasping, exact¬ 
ing, and arbitrary, and of late years has been guided and influenced by 
men of mean extraction, viz., Chuggun Lall, Gopalla, and others, 
who have led him to commit many tyrannical acts, such as confiscating 
villages, lands, grants of money, &c. He pleads in excuse that he has 
in this hut followed the custom of his country, and often with the 
concurrence of the Political Agent. Acknowledging the justice of this 
plea, I have not introduced into the quolnamahs the necessity of His 
Highness's restoring at once all lands and money, &c\, thus unjustly ac¬ 
quired, lest it should be prejudicial to his authority, but at my suggestion 
be has promised to do so, if not unduly pressed. If authorized by 
Government I will see to bis fulfilling his promise. 

The Maharana’s 19. The Maharana is personally hostile to the Chiefs of Saloomber, 
towSthe lings Heogurh, and Gogoonda, and I consider not without cause; they amply 
Chief* not with- reciprocate his feelings. Were the two first brought to a sense of their 
out vauae. duty there would be little difficulty’- in bringing the other Chiefs to terms ; 
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ni Tactj when Colonel Low and myself visited the Ranain March 1852, 
the Saloomher and Deogurh Chiefs alone were ostensibly at variance 
with His Highness; most of the others being with us in Durbar. Since 
that time the Saloomber Chief has banded them together. 

20. This Chiefs only complaint, when I assumed charge of this 
Agency in .November 1850, was, that the Rana had refused, or rather chief, 
neglected, repairing to his castle, according to custom, to instal him • 
that this not having been done he had not been to Oodeypore to pay 

his respects, and that the liana had in consequence confiscated several of 
his villages. Colonel Low, without admitting the validity of his plea, 
pointed out to him that both he and Deogurh, though they absented 
themselves from Court, should have sent their quotas for service. It 
seems to me that the Saloomber Chief is himself to blame; his father 
was contumacious, mainly at his instigation, and he quarrelled with 
the Maharana before His Highness's accession; no wonder then that 
his sovereign should scruple to give him the usual honors; his and the 
Deogurh Chiefs expulsion of the Rana's troops from their confiscated 
villages, thus putting the greatest indignity in their power on their 
sovereign, must be also borne in mind. 

21. With the other Chiefs, including Deogurh, the principal ques- Hopea outer- 
tion being rather of money than etiquette' (though they have also tun* the *riev- 
brought that forward) is more easily settled. They are now loud in Jy^JcMafc. 
demand, anxious to recover resumptions, fines, &c., made since A. D. 1818 

by the Maharana, and to prevent future oppressions. They also desire 
to pay as little tribute, and perform as little service, as possible; but if 
once they know that Government will authoritatively step in, I believe 
they will submit to any orders which may be given, though it is not 
to be expected that they will be satisfied with any arrangement that affects 
their power or property, or which keeps them to their position as vassals. 

The Maharana will be as little pleased with my proposals, but he is 
tired of contention and recusancy, and will prefer peace to his present 
position. 

22. My proposed quolnamah is founded as much as possible upon Colonel Ltur- 

eustom and the several previous ones, and, if approved of,. it will T q ZinamIh P ° 9id 
naturally cancel them. The Maharana's Agents have given in their lho 

concurrence, but not so the Chiefs, who desire to have everything gents' but 
their own way, and while calling for the status of Colonels Tod and dSBooAe 1 ® 
Cobbe, really do not know what that status was. I consider that Chiefe * 
there can be no prospect of future peace unless Government takes this 
opportunity of effectually curbing them. Their little regard for obliga¬ 
tions renders concession of no value, and they would now consider any 

such a sign of our fearing to interfere) with them; while on the other 
hand, a show of our strength and a determination to put down all factious 
opposers of the public peace would, I feel confident, soon bring all to 
reason, and to their duty to their sovereign, and the paramount power. 

23. The letters, lists of grievances, accusations and rejoinders which Great efforts 
will be found appended to this letter, will afford the Most Noble the ilwroSeto 
Governor General in Council the means of judging of the claims and 
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counter-claims of both parties; but they will only faintly pourtray the 
violent and bitter feelings prevailing, rendering it difficult to confront 
parties, and to allow them to argue their causes in each other's presence. 
My letters to you since the investigation commenced will have shown 
that I have done all in my power to bring the adverse parties to reason¬ 
able terms, and knowing through them the ungracious manner in which 
the Chiefs have met my endeavours, you will be prepared to hear that 
they have been quite unsuccessful. This is also shown by the accompanying 
translation, copy marked F, of the Saloomber Chief's letter (nearly 
similar ones having arrived from Budum, GogOonda, Bhender, Bunera, 
Bhynesrora, Amait, Deogurh, Kotana, Korawur, and Kanore) received 
on the 26th instant, in which he refuses to agree to my quolnamah, 
on the ground that I have favored the Maharana throughout it, and 
lost sight of ancient customs and agreements. A translated copy 
of the Eana's reply is also annexed, marked G, in which he agrees to 
the quolnamah, but expresses a wish to see me before I forward it. His 
Agents have also given His Highness' notes upon the said, document, from 
which it will be seen that, although in accordance with his agreement, he 
has consented to it, he, too, is not altogether satisfied, being of opinion 
that I have shown too much favor to the Chiefs. 

24. In conclusion I would venture to suggest that should my 
view of the chutound question not he approved of, the entire service 
be ’ commuted to a payment of five annas in the rupee on the actual 
produce of each jagheer, and to ascertain which an officer be appointed. 
I would not, however, recommend the Chiefs being absolved from 
attendance at the dusserah. The commutation of service, though not 
pleasing to the Maharana, would, I consider, limit in future the 
grounds of difference between His Highness and the Chiefs; and this plan 
has the merit of having been already recommended by previous Agents. 
Should the Government concur with the Chiefs in disapproving of the 
entire quolnamah I have drawn up, which, however, I hope, will not be 
the case, I would further respectfully suggest that it would.be dangerous 
to allow matters to continue in their present state, and as it is but natural 
that I being* the local Agent, the Chiefs would imagine me disposed 
to favor the Bana, you, as the highest authority in Rajpootana, may 
be directed to reassemble the Chiefs at Oodeypore, and there in conjunc¬ 
tion with the Rana, and aided by myself and Captain Brooke, or other 
officers, if deemed advisable, draw up a new agreement, which should 
be at once enforced. Perhaps also you would agree with me in thinking, 
from the had spirit evinced by the Chiefs, that our proceedings at 
Oodeypore would he materially assisted by the support of a body of 
troops, ready for action, for the present race of Rajpoots have only heard 
of our power, never seen nor felt it. The display of actual force 
might' thus obviate any chance jor the .necessity of having recourse 
to it, for although from first to last the Chiefs affect to say that they 
have no intention whatever of disobeying our orders, yet the History 
of India is so replete with instances of ‘ sudden impulse driving native 
States on their own destruction, that I consider it is desirable, in order 
to prevent the possibility of any such collision, which I know the 
Government would deprecate, to show them that though we desire 
peace we are prepared for war.

As the voluminous correspondence submitted with my lettef 
No. 1029, dated 17th October 1853, placed the Most Noble the Governor 
General in Council in hill possession of the particulars of Meywar dis¬ 
putes, I will endeavour to he brief while now forwarding the Political 
Agent's report, No. 463 of 31st October, giving cover to his draft 
quolnamah, &c. 

2. For some months past I have been in almost daily communicva-Mtvharana’sbo- 
tion with Colonel Geo. Lawrence regarding these documents, and agree more temperate 
with him that while the Maharana has behaved well, and has evinced an chiefs!' at 01 U * 
earnest desire to abide by the arbitration, which he has so long sought, 

the Chiefs have from, the beginning acted with a disrespect and contu¬ 
macy only to be accounted lor by their supposing that their combination 
would command success; and all this notwithstanding their having 
been as loud and as importunate in their calls for interference, as was 
the Maharana. 

3. The thirty rules proposed by the Political Agent* have * seepp. bo-si, 
been very carefully prepared; and are all, more or less, founded on 

special cases, and are required by the present condition of Meywar. 

Some of these articles are unpalatable to the Maharana, yet he submits; 
while to others, which tend to protect the poor from the tyranny of the 
Chiefs, they reply :—“ These are new, we will not agree." Indeed, they New rules 
agree to little but what is decidedly to their own advantage. I there- Snottou. 
fore beg for general sanction to the terms herewith submitted, with per¬ 
mission to discuss the whole matter with the Rana and Chiefs de novo 
at Oodeypore, and, having heard their objections, to say, that the Supreme 
Government is determined to enforce distinct rules for the future, and 
that it simply rests with the parties concerned whether these rules shall 
be in the form of an agreement or of definite orders. I say definite orders, 
for past agreements have failed in their purpose, because they were not 
distinct, and because there was no power to enforce, or to authoritatively 
interpret, them. The consequence has been that, though all the rules were 
made by British officers under authority of Government, they have all 
been alternately broken by the Maharana or by the Chiefs. When he 
was strong or had them in his power separately, he tyrannized over them, 
and for slight causes confiscated their estates or villages; when he was 
weak, or they could combine, they treated him with contempt, and neglected 
or refused to pay tribute or to perform service. In this manner affairs 
have been transacted for more than thirty years, and the only surprise 
is, that the public tranquillity has not been disturbed. I concur with the 
Political Agent that the present quiet cannot last. The Maharana must 
be set aside, or the Chiefs, especially those of Salqomber and Leogurh, 
he reduced to submission. In this opinion I am quite agreed with 
Colonel G. Lawrence. 

L But on one point I have doubts. The Political Agent, while vi^ 3 0 f Gov- 
proposing to reduce the service by half, is decidedly of opinion that A^^tTthc 
chutound (tribute) should he paid on the present produce of estates, which le *y of ehutoumi 
would nearly double the payments of Chiefs and increase that of .“jimost Stion of SSSee, 
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"all. Captain Brooke is as decidedly of opinion that the old rate only 
should be paid. If there were any fixed old rate, I should agree with 
Captain Brooke, But I know of none. If there was any law, neither 
party can or will show it. The practice was to give service, not to 
pay tribute. This service appears to have been one sowar and two 
footmen during the year for each 1,000 rupees of income. Bating 
the first at Bs. 192, and the two latter at Bs. 144, the annual cost would 
he Bs. 836, whereas Colonel G. Lawrence 
# Comparative Statement s l 0W s* that his proposal only involves service 
No. 5 of I, page 103. 0 f one horseman and one footman for three 

months in the year, at Bs. 66, with commutation at 2^ annas in the 
rupee, being 11s. 156-4 per 1,000, making a total of Bs. 222-4 per 
1,000, or Bs. 113-12 less than the commutation on the old rate. Blink¬ 
ing, however, the question of positive profit or loss between the proposed 
and the old arrangements, and failing to show what was the definite law or 
practice 50 or 100 years ago, if indeed there was either, or if the sword 
had not always decided the rates of the year, the Chiefs obstinately 
adhere to the naked fact that Colonel Tod demanded no commutation* 
and that his successors and the Raj, until very lately, collected it on 
one assumed rate, which, being estimated on their estates when ruined 
by Maharatta ravages, is now extremely beneficial to tbein. 

5. In urging the above argument, they altogether ignore their 
own agreement of the year 1824 with Colonel Cohbe, and their more 
recent confirmation of the same. They simply reiterate, “we have not 
paid on present produce, and any promise we made to do so was forced 
from us.” In the main they are right. Force Was the instrument 
throughout. Hie Maharana, aided by the Political Agent of the day, 
under orders of Government, was strong enough to induce them to 
sign papers, and they were strong enough until the year 1847 to neglect 
and ignore their own agreements. I am not aware that they pretend 
to other than moral pressure, and I observe that it is a common practice 
in Raipootana to ignore, deny, or excuse signatures and agreements. 
Rut no Settlement could ever he effected if such quibbles were attended 
to. Losers would interminably re-open questions. 

6. Both parties thus have practice, precedent, and documents 
in their favor The old practice of the raj, as also the older quolnamah, 
seems to me to favor the Maharana. The opinions and intentions 
of the several Political Agents appear also to incline the same way: 
as also does Colonel Tod’s theory of tenths or feudal reliefs. Yet 
Colonel Cohbe insinuates that for popularity’s sake that officer betrayed 
the Rana’s cause; the fact being that he did more for him than, probably, 
any other man in India could or would have done. Having at the 
outset deprived the Chiefs of their ill-got gains, he spared their im¬ 
poverished estates. He took not all he thought the Maharana entitled 
to, but what could be collected, -without endangering the whole. The 
theory and the abstract justice, then, is with the Maharana; but viti 
an interval of three or four years, the practice of the last thirty years 
is in favor of the Chiefs. The change of times and the misconduct 
of the Chiefs necessitate partial commutation for service. Lnure

7. In the spirit of the above suggestion, then, I recommend tha t 
clmtoimd be now levied on an average between present produce and tb\e 

' value of estates in Colonel Tod's time. Also that the assessment noyw' to 
be made last for thirty years, when the Chiefs should have the option 
of a new assessment for a further term of thirty years, or should paj r 
it) per cent, increase. Further, that the Chiefs should have the option of 
commuting the whole service of their followers at Rs. 192 a year for each 
horseman, and Rs. 72 foreaeh footman. Colonel Geo. Lawrence recom¬ 
mends that, if entire commutation be ordered, the Chiefs be made to pay 
five annas on the rupee, and that they be not exempted from personal 
service. The commutation seems to me high, and I question whether, if 
one part of the feudal practice be broken through, it would not be better 
to abrogate the whole, Especially as the personal attendance of a hostile 
subordinate could lead to no good. I will, however, be glad of an expres¬ 
sion of the views of the Most Noble the Governor General in Council 
on this part of the subject, with general sanction to carry out such 
modification of Ae rules now proposed as the Political Agent and myself 
may agree upon. His Lordship may rely on it that nothing shall be 
done without the fullest deliberation. 

8. In conformity with the Political Agent's concluding para., I 
beg permission to move up a body of troops to Oodeypore while the 
settlement is pending. I do not expect any disturbance, but in the 
present temper of parties a very slight spark might raise a flame. 

9. In conclusion, I earnestly recommend that, as we have.been 
so unanimously called in to mediate, and as it is proved that authori¬ 
tative mediation only can be effectual, I be authorized to act 
offensively against any party that breaks or refuses to abide by 
the rules that may be now laid down. I entirely agree with Colonel 
G. Lawrence that the present opportunity should not be lost to put 
Meywar on an improved footing. Our treaty is with the Maha- 
rana, and if he is satisfied to submit to internal interference, 
I can perceive no reason why subordinate Chiefs should not do so, espe¬ 
cially as all that is desired is to oblige them to keep their engagements 
with their sovereign, and prevent them, from treating their ryots as cattle, 
and Bheels, &c., as dogs. While I write, intelligence has reached me of 
four women having been swung to death as witches, and of a suttee 
having been openly performed. Whatever be the Rana's wishes, he has 
no power to prevent such atrocities. 

10. I am quite satisfied from what'I have seen in Rajpootana and 
on the Guzerat Border, during the last eighteen months, that in Mey¬ 
war no scheme will permanently maintain tranquillity that does not 
provide for interference whenever necessary. The system appears to 
work well at Pahlunpoxe and in the Mahee and the Rwa Kanta. In 
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// those quarters the Chiefs seem to be quite as well affected to Govern¬ 
ment as in this neighbourhood, while their ryots have an appe&l for 
justice, quite closed upon the ryots of Rajpootana. 

11. I would rather not have Political Agents at Native Durbars 
hut where one is required; if he be altogether quiescent, his presence wall 
enable the sovereign to perpetrate and permit tyranny, which, unsupported 
bj r our name, could not for any length of time be carried on. The 
correspondence herewith annexed, marked No. I, also A A, proves that 
the system of the last thirty years has not answered. The Agents have 
br^en able and earnest men, yet there has been constant discontent, con¬ 
siderable bloodshed, and perpetual threatening of general disturbance. 
1 have no confidence that either party will maintain the rules now 
suggested, unless by outward pressure. Insulted by his Chiefs the 
Rana at present consents f but no sooner shall he recover his ascendancy 
by our means than lie will neglect our advice. Our interference must 
he judiciously and rarely used;’ but, to be effective, must have all the 
authority of law. When it is known that the Most Noble the Governor 
General in Council has definitely authorized such a system, there will 
probably be little further trouble : there cannot be more than at present. 
Whatever expense may be incurred in putting down future insubordina¬ 
tion can be paid by the party in fault; and the Maharana might he 
enjoined, as recommended many years ago by the Agents, and as 
approved by the Court of Directors, to spend part, or all, of the 
chutound in providing for the efficient police of the country.

1 *a Lawrence to ance during this very troublesome investigation, and has taken every 
Imrnt th ° possible means of reconciling parties and inducing them to come to an 
amicable arrangement. That he has not succeeded has not been his 
fault.

Extract of a letter from Lieut. Colonel Robinson, Political Agent in Meywax, to 
the Governor GeneraVs Agent , Rajpoot ana,—dated 19 th October 1841. 

p AllA . 14. —Considering that the quolnamah in question has 
rf'osomtbie-dc- remained so long in abeyance, it is by no means clear to me that toe 
ndoptiS on^ Maharana has now any right to call upon us to adopt and enforce 
his interpretation of it, opposed as such interpretation is to the sense . 
of tbe whole body of the Chiefs who are the other contracting party. It 
is asserted by the Chiefs, and, the assertion is not denied by the 
Maharana or his Minister, that they have regularly made the same 
pecuniary payments to the Durbar that they have been in the habit of 
making for the last 17 years, and under these circumstances I should 
consider it a very ill-judged course to comply with the Maharana's 
suggestion “ to direct the Chiefs in a peremptory manner to abide by 
their agreement/' until much better satisfied what that agreement really 
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'"is, though as ho has made the request, the time seems now arrived when 
the state of the case should be submitted for the instructions oi 
Government. 

15.—The parties have now been so long estranged thafc it is ^ c ®^ : ^ u n of 
not easy to suggest any course by which a cordial reconciliation is ever tiitj parties. 011 ° 
likely to be effected; but as it appears to me that their disputes have 
originated principally from the foolish system of favoritism practised by 
the Maharana’s predecessor in disturbing the original tenure by which 
the Chiefs held their estates, perhaps the best plan, in the event of our 
Government being willing to interpose its authority or good offices for 
the removal of the internal dissensions, would be to authorize an en¬ 
quiry into the real value of each Chiefs estate with a view qf imposing 
a fixed tribute or money payment on all in proportion to their value, 
and dispensing altogether either with the personal attendance of the 
Chiefs or the system of maintaining troops for the service of the Baj. 

This would greatly limit the ground of difference between them, and 
be in accordance with the usage of the neighbouring petty States. It 
seems somewhat strange that tho Maharana should wish for the attend¬ 
ance of Chiefs who appear to be personally so obnoxious to him, and 
whom he accuses of disloyalty and a desire to ruin the State.

Extract of a Despatch from the Hon* hie the Court qf Directors,- 

mh March 1815. 

Paua. 24.—The Maharana is desirous that you should mediate CMoncinoMn^ 
between him and his Thakoors on the question of the chutound, a JegQrS g tb« on 
pecuniary commutation which the Thakoors formerly agreed to pay m 
lieu of one-half of the number of troops, which by tho tenure of their. iu < 
lands they were previously bound to furnish. This agreement, which 
was negotiated by Captain Cobbe in 1824, but first formally executed 
at the request of the Chiefs themselves in 1839, fixes the contribution at 
2-J annas in the rupee on the rekh or rent-roll of their estates; but 
in as much as they were relieved from only half the burden of their 
Military service, they allege that the contribution should be levied only on 
half their lands, a pretension which, if the translation furnished by 
Lieutenant Colonel Kobinson of the agreement be correct, is entirely 
untenable under the terms of that document, though it appears to derive 
much support from actual practice. We think with Lieutenant Colonel 
Bobinson that the most desirable course would be to cancel the agree¬ 
ment and adjust the payments demandable from the Chiefs in commuta¬ 
tion from service by a fair compromise.

%. As the agreement in question refers to two former ones executed 
in the time of the Maharana's predecessors, and would he deficient 
in the information required by the Hon'ble Court, unless these were for¬ 
warded also, copies of them are likewise transmitted herewith, with 
translations of their contents. 

3. The details of the settlement of the amount of nuzzuramxa 
to be paid by the Chiefs consequent on the Maharana's accession were, 
as before reported, left to the Chiefs themselves, my interference in that 
affair extending no further than fixing the total amount that was to be 
paid, viz., 3 lakhs, and as the Chiefs promised to produce the money in a 
few days, a promise with which the Maharana expressed himself 
perfectly satisfied, it was not thought necessary by either party that 
any mention should be made of nuzzuranna in the written agreement to 
be prepared for their respective signatures. 

4. That the amount was realized by the Maharana very soon 
after my departure there can be little doubt, otherwise he would most 
assuredly have complained to me had any considerable delay taken place, 
but be it as it may, we have recently seen his formal acknowledgment of* 
the receipt of the money and of other contingent sums, and his assurance 
of the whole having been appropriated towards the discharge of his 
debts in the khureeta addressed by His Highness to the Eight Hon’ble 
the Governor General. 

5. I beg to express the great gratification I have derived to find that 
the tenor of my proceedings at Oodeypore, on the occasion above referred 
to, has been deemed worthy of the Hoifble Court’s approval. 


Extract of a Despatch from the Hon’ble the Court of Directors, — No. 2, dated 2nd 

January 1846. 

Paha. 14. —We are very glad to learn that Lieutenant Colonel 
Bobinson, when on a visit to Oodeypore, being requested by the Maharana 
to mediate between him and his Thakoors, succeeded in effecting an 
amicable adjustment of the long pending questions of chutound and 
nuzzuranna. 

15. —The nuzzurana payable by the Chiefs to the Maharana, 
consequent on his accession, has been fixed at 3 lakhs of Oodeypore rupees, 
which we hope the Maharana will have devoted to the liquidation of debt. 

16. —The particulars of the settlement, which has been accom¬ 
plished, are not stated; and we desire that this omission be supplied. It 
is, however, satisfactory to learn that the settlement has received the 
formal written assent both of the Bana and his Chiefs. 

17. —On these and other topics of discussion between Lieutenant 
Colonel Robinson and the Maharana, that officer deserves commenda¬ 
tion for the tenor of his proceedings.

6iL —According to command, at home or abroad, service shall 
be performed; the Chiefs shall he formed in four divisions, each shall 
remain in attendance on the Durbar for three months, and then be 
dismissed to their homes. Once a year a general assembly of the Chiefs 
shall take place, it shall be on the festival of dusserah, commencing ten 
days previous, and twenty days subsequent; with the exception of the 
Omrahs on duty, they shall be permitted to retire to their homes 
on urgent occasions, or, when their services are required, all shall 
obey the summons to the presence. 

7tA >—All feudatories (puttaet), relations and kindred, holding by 
suimud from the Durbar, shall perform separate service. They shall not 
perform with, or remain united in, the larger fees (puttas) of others, 
relations and inferior vassals of Chiefs from whom they hold in fee, to 
them shall their services be rendered. 

Sl/i .—No Chiefs shall oppress or commit violence on their ryots; 
there shall be no exactions or fines, this is ordained. 

9 th .—What has been executed by Ajeet Singh, sanctioned and 
approved of by the Durbar, all shall agree to. 

10 th, —Whoever shall depart from the above, the Prince shall punish, 
in this the fault will not lay in the Durbar; whoever fails on him be the 
oath (an) of Eeklungjee and the Sree Durbar.

7. If any Chief shall offend, the punishment shall be proportioned 
to the crime.

9. Dhouse, rozeena, dustuks, &c., shall not be sent on any Sirdar 
from the provincial butcheries, but when requisite shall be issued by the 
minister. 

Surna (or sanctuary) shall remain on the established footing, 
but shall not extend to murderers. 


—Thif» was not signed by the contracting parties nntil 1839, when it was signed 
by both and countersigned by Colonel Robinson, Political Agent, as witness of its having 
been duly executed in his presence. 


Additional Articles to Colonel Cobbe’B Quolnamah of 1824. 

Further provi- 1. In the 9th Article of the first quolnamah it is written that no 

cobb|V4tt?£“ d Chiefs shall oppress and commit violence on their ryots, impose fines 
namah. ' or . exactions, but as they have acted contrary to this engagement, and 
through their oppression driven many ryots from Meywar, it is ordained 
that they shall in future desist from such proceedings and treat their 
ryots with mildness and consideration and give them every encourage¬ 
ment, which will tend to the increase of the revenue of their putta and 
the prosperity of the country. 

8. It is customary for every Chief to remain in attendance on the 
Durbar for three months in the fear; should the Durbar he pleased to 
excu.se the attendance of any Chief, he will not send for another in his 
room until the expiration of the period the Chief thus excused from 
duty was to attend ; if any of the Chiefs, while in attendance on the 
Durbar, are found to have a less number of followers than they are bound 
to maintain, they will subject themselves to the displeasure of flis 
Highness. 
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3. The three-eighths on account of tribute of Government is paid 
solely from the revenue collections made from the khalsa lands, not a 
fraction is taken from the jagheerdars on this account, tins tribute is paid 
for the protection of the country as the troops of the Chief's are wholly 
inadequate for this purpose. In former times a chouth was paid to 
the dukhnees, who were a source of great annoyance and trouble to the 
country. As the Durbar pays the tribute from the revenue of his 
khalsa possessions to the British Government, it was but fair for the 
Chiefs to have adopted a similar course by paying three-eighths of the 
proceeds of their estates to the Durbar, but in consideration of the heavy 
expenses most of the Chiefs are subject to and as a mark of favor His 
Highness has thought proper to discharge it from the revenue collections 
of the khalsa lands. His Highness has also been pleased to discontinue 
the attendance of half the troops the Chiefs are bound to furnish 
agreeably to the rekh or rent roil of their respective estates, and to 
commute the same to a money payment to be termed chutound as a 
contribution towards the support of a body of troops raised for the 
service of the State. The Chiefs are clearly to understand that the 
amount to be paid by them is exclusively for the above-mentioned pur¬ 
pose, and not on account of tribute payable to the British Government. 
The payment of the chutound will not L ;ar hard upon the Chiefs, it 
being only two annas and a half in the rupee; when the troops of any 
of the Chiefs are detached on duty beyond the Mey war limits a remis¬ 
sion will be made in the chutound of the Chief furnishing such troops.

has been due, they would render themselves liable to the confiscation of 
their lands and villages to the extent of the defalcation.

j Purport in English of an Agreement between MaiiARANA Sunoor Singh of Oodeypwe 
and his Nobles and Chiefs mediated by Lieutenant Colonel Robinson, Political 
Agent in Mcyioar,—dated Mah Sooddee dooj, Sumbut 1901 or 8th February 1845. 

Article 1st. —The agreements entered into in the time of Malia- 
rana Bheem Singh and Maharana Jeewan Singh are to continuo in 
force. In conformity with the conditions of those agreements a general 
assembly of the Chiefs shall take place once a year, which will be on the 
festival of the dusserah, commencing ten days previous. With the excep¬ 
tion of the omrahs who may be retained by the Durbar for duty, the 
others shall be permitted to retire to their homes; the Durbar shall name 
the Chiefs and the period they are to attend on His Highness, and it 
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will bo the duty of each of them to pay implicit obedience to the wishes 
and orders of His Highness. Should the followers of any of the Chiefs fail 
to attend at the appointed time or be found negligent in the performance 
of their duties according to the terms of the agreement, the Chief 
in whose service they may be shall be called upon to make a money 
payment in lieu of troops. 

Article 2nd. —The Chiefs are to pay the chutound regularly at the 
stipulated periods into the Durbar's treasury. 

Article 3rd. —The Chiefs are to use their best endeavors * for the 
suppression of thefts and robberies in their respective puttas; they are 
not to harbour outlaws, quzzaks, or dacoits belonging to a foreign jurisdic¬ 
tion, but to apprehend all such offenders who may attempt to enter their 
elaqas and make them over, together with such plundered property as 
may be found in their possession, .to the State whose subject they may 
be, agreeably to the course adopted with the concurrence of this 
Durbar by the Governments of Jeypore and Jodhpore. 

Article 4th. —At the request of the Chiefs His Highness the 
Maharana has signed his as ent that whenever any dispute may arise 
among the Chiefs concerni ng boundary or other matters, a punchayet 
will assemble at the scene of dispute, consisting of four persons on the 
part of the Chiefs, and one to be nominated by the Durbar. It will be 
their duty to enquire into and settle the dispute according to the dictates of 
justice and equity, and their decision must be considered binding on 
both parties. 

Article 5th. —This agreement has been entered into with the 
free will and pleasure of the parties concerned, and the stipulations 
herein contained and those of former agreements will be punctually 
observed. Should any of the Chiefs depart from the above they will 
suffer for their imprudence, and the fault will not lay in the Durbar.

19. This has been done hitherto 
by the Rana,%nd heavy fines impos¬

Of late years the Chiefs 
have been vexed by small managers 
sending “ chitties" (orders) on them;

fS*0$ort of a letter from Kao Kgstiee Sutoii of Saloomler, to ifa address of Colonel 
G, St. P. Lawbenoe, Political Agent in Meg tear,-^-dcUcd 14 th October 1864. 

You have made a new quoin amah according to the wishes of the Thcncwqnoi- 
Dnrbar's servants, of which my Agents have received a copy, and have 
given it to me, and ordered that on both sides objections, if any, should S^ b 8 e ^ h 
be made; these objections would be sent to the Agent, Governor General, 
Rajpooviua, and from him to Governor General, whose orders would be 
read . This is right. On the part of the Durbar why should there be 
objections, as whatever of tyranny the Rana wished to enforce is in this 
quolnamah allowed ? A statement of this will be made known to you 
through my vakeel, what my complaints were so they remain. If you 
wish to do justice, first, as I said, keep my ancient customs, and have no 
new ones. In place of this you have made a new quolnamah, how can 
I agree to it ? If you do justice, if you hear one side and give orders, 
what power have I ? You are the Ruler, what objections can I make ? 

If you wish to decide on one side, so you can do, we came to you to 
redress our grievances, as you see fit for the best, and your own name 
and justice to be known, so do. On these Articles what shall 1 object? 

This quolnamah is new, not old. I have made no disturbances in Mey war, 
what of tyranny has been done, has been done on me; on this account I 
have come to your Government. My petition is, that since Tod's and 
Cob be's time whatever has. been customary I agree t>, but do not agree 
to anything new. Why should you give out rrew custom ? God has made 
you powerful, the strong and the weak are alike with the British Govern¬ 
ment, and justice will be done to me; on both sides the grievances, whether 
just or unjust, have not been told to me, and new rules have bee^ 
duced. Old quolnamahs were made at the requisition of lotK parties, 
to those I agree, why therefore make a new one ? My wishes arc, that 
my oppression should cease, and that if I have made false cum plaints I 
should be told so, and that the Rana's oppression, if proved, should cease. 

I want jfflfitific. The former report of my grievances, on which you told 
me here that orders had arrived, 1 hdve not yet heard; this I want to 
know, it is not the custom, perhaps, that such should be delayed in being 
communicated. 

The Bhynesrora letter has in addition, " that the extra chutound 
should cease, instead of which all new rules are written; how can I agree 
to this? Old customs should be remembered." 

Korawur : “ to this day, chutound and tulwar bundhai and nuzzurana 
have uevev been levied on me, and rny villages have not yet been 
restored." _ ,

Neglect of 9. It is written thajfc the Durbar has overlooked the faults of 

d^scororio^tbe several Chiefs who have befcn guilty of contumacy and disobedience. This 
^vowrchieii. i s no ^ right; there is no mention that the Chiefs have been unjustly dealt 
with, and. made to pay more than what was due. Saloomber and Deo- 
gurh are to pay a fine of Rs. 25,000 each, for turning out the State 
troops from their confiscated villages; they were seized without fault, and 
when the Chiefs represented their grievances they were desired to agree to 
new rules. They made kno^u their case to the Agent, who refused to r ttend 
to their complaints. The produce or xnret* o* four seasons, to the value of

It is written, that in future if any one comnnits a 
faulty such punishment will be inflicted on Ixim as may be awardeii by 
the Adawlut. Prom Colonel Robinson's time, to this day, the Chiefs 
never said that they were dissatisfied with their modes of justice, o r 
applied for the establishment of an Adawlut. What has been custom¬ 
ary since the time of Colonels Tod and Cobbe should continue in force. 

10. The Chiefs did not complain about lands, &c,, which are 
in possession of the present holder, but of those which have been taken 
away from individuals.

11. All new dan and biswa (transit duty) were relinquished in 
Colonel Tod's time, and what has since been collected by other parties, 
the same should be realized by them. Khurlakur (wood and forage), 
house tax, Rewaree camels, &c., do not belong to the Durbar, if it was 
so, all claims on that account would have been renounced in Colonel 
Tod's time. 


12. All new demands, lagut of dati (customs), burar (taxes), levied 
of late years are abolished; this is according to the old quolnamah and 
is right. 

13. The arrangements regarding jails, witches, &e., as recommend¬ 
ed by the Governor General's Agent, if approved of by the Durbar, 
why should the Chiefs object to ? Charuns, Bhats, &c., derive their liveli¬ 
hood from the Rajpoots, they must be supported by them as hitherto. 

14. A code to be prepared for the settlement of Deewanee and 
Foujdareo cases. The Chiefs will not act against the wishes of the 
Agent, but this is contrary to the ferms of the former quolnamah. 


b 15. Since Colonel Tod's time the Chiefs possess authority in 
their puttas. If thi^ privilege is denied them, it would be disregarding 
the old custom ; the Chiefs never said that the;y were unable to manage 
the internal concerns of their putta.

27. In former quolnamahs Chiefs are prohibited from uniting 
themselves. This does not show that they are prevented from petitioning 
for the restoration of their bread, and honor. It is written in the 
quolnamah that no one's villages will be confiscated without fault, many 
have been deprived, and no attention paid to their complaints. 

28. The ryots may settle in whatever parts of the country suit 
them convenience. Old rules on this head should be observed. 

29. An Agent from each Chief to remain at the Durbar, should 
he treated with consideration as of old. 

30. Chowkees to be established on the post roads. If this is done,

our comp 1 01 acts of oppression on the part of the Durbar, nor has 
it been pointed out to us whether our complaints have been considered 
right or unreasonable. The new quolnamah is contrary to the terms of 
thr former one, it is favourable only to one party. If we agree to it, we 
v ould be ruined, if we do not, we would incur your displeasure. We 
therefore beg* you will see justice done to us, if not, you would grant us 
permission to appeal. You are great, it is our bad luck that such an 
equitable dispenser of justice as yourself should not see our grievances 
redressed.

As this is an affair of great importance, I am 
very anxious to have .<m interview with you before your submitting the 
report to Government, &e. 


Purport of a memo, from the Maharana of Oodeypore, presented by the Minister on the 
30 th October, in regard to the proposed new Quolnamah . 

The Chiefs complained to the Agent of oppression on the part of the Contumacious 
Maharana, while they were charged with disloyalty and disobei 7 ’ bjy^ th,J 
the Durbar. Both parties expressed a desire that the Agent shoii ti¬ 
trate between them. After a long and patient enquiry, which la isted for 
six months, th^ Agent i&wle a quolnamah, a copy of which was given to 
the Chief*, and another sent to the; Durbar. As the Mahan ma gave 
his cor^ent to abide by the decision of the Agent, he has no obje ctions to 
the quolnamah. The Chiefs have been gainers by it, who, instead of 
being thankful, arc not likely to agree to the measures proposed, d will * 
still cause trouble and annoyance to the Agent. The Durbar wonL ve 
refrained from entering into the following detail, had it not been for the 
contumacious and wayward conduct of the Chiefs:—•

PJ8 RELATIONS OF MET WAR CHIEFS 

It was customary for the Chiefs to pay interest at the rate of 24 per 
cent, per annum, on arrears of ehutound, in place of which 12 per cent* 
has been fixed. On account of kaid on investiture one year’s actual pro¬ 
duce was taken, and ehutound excused of one season, according’ to the 
rate shown in Tod 7 8 Tin jut an. It has now been reduced to 12 annas in 
the rupee, and the Chiefs have been exempted from the payment of one- 
year’s ehutound. On Rs. 1,000 produce the sum of Rs\ 921-14 
formerly taken for kaid. According to the rates how fixed, the Chiefs 
will have to pay only Rs. 598-12, a reduction of Rs. 328-2 per 1,000. 

Nuzzurana was taken from the Chiefs according to the pleasure of the 
Durbar from those who do not pay kaid; now Its, 8 percent, is fixed. 
Formerly, Amait paid Rs. 9,000; now, according to the new rate, Rs, 
3,000 will be taken. 

The Chiefs had to pay interest to the Treasurer at 12 per cent, per 
’ annum, on account of sums advanced for losses frop* thefts and robberies ; 
now it has been reduced to 6 per cent. The Chiefs had to pay 24 per 
cent, for interest and 24 per cent, discount on amount due by them to the 
Durbar and the bankers; now they will have to pay only 12 per cent, 
interest. This will effect a saving of thousands of rupees to the Chiefs, 
while the Durbar and the bankas will be losers. 

Only five nuzzuranashave been allowed; the rest are abolished. This 
has been of great advantage to the Chiefs, as they were called upon to 
pay jiuzzura.ua- on every trifling occasion. All past offences have been for¬ 
given—excepting murder. In consequence of the offences committed by 
Sa? her and lAw^urh, they have been fined Rs. 25,000 each. Formerly 
th jar fined the Chiefs at pleasure, which caused serious loss to them. 

it has been decided that bhoom lands should continue to remain in 
the possession of the present holder. Had an enquiiy taken place into 
the right® of each holder, the State would have gained about Rs. 7,000, 
now it has sustained a loss to that amounts 

If dan, or biswa (transit duty) had been retained by the Durbar, as 
allow by the quolnamah, the following sums would have been realized 
by - State :— 

From Sawa of Saloomber ... ••• Rs. 10,000 

Ditto Bhynesrora ... „ 2,000 


Now, according to the new quolnamah, the above sums will be collected 
by Saloomber and Bhynesrora. 

Lagut (or taxes) on camels, house tax, &c., belonged to the Durbar; 
now it will be taken by the Chiefs in their respective puttas, who will 
r eceive about Rs. 1,000 per annum in addition to their present income., 

Formerly fines on murder and other offences tvere levied according to 
the pleasure of the Durbar, now such cases will be decided by the 
, Adawlut, which will cause loss to the State. 

Dhous (summons) was formerly issued from every Mofussil butchery, 
which subjected the Chiefs to loss and hardship; now it will be issued by 
- the Purdhan only.

It was usual for the Chiefs to pay nuzzurana on adoption to the 
Durbar, now this has been discontinued. 

Houses belonging* to Chiefs were always at the disposal of the 
Durbar, now they will not be permitted to be given away. 

The Chiefs have not performed service of late. If they are charged 
with the pay of the troops they are bound to furnish, for the period ser¬ 
vice has not been rendered, according to the terms of the quolnamah, it 
would amount to about 4 lakhs of rupees, but this is not allowed in the 
quolnamah. 

Out of four nuzzuranas due by Saloomber, only one has been allowed 
by the Agent. This saves the Chief from the payment of Bs. 36,000. 

The Chiefs in the neighbourhood of Oodeypore furnished buffaloes on 
the festival of the dusserah. This will be discontinued in future. 

The new quolnamah iu every respect is beneficial to both the Chiefs 
and ryots. 


Proposed Quolnamah for Meywar , revised upon that of the 2nd October , and now sub• 
milted to Government for approval . 

For 84 years the Maharana and his Chiefs , have been at variance, provisions of 
The first has perpetually complained of disloyalty, the latter as often of 
tyranny. Meywar. 

With no other motive than the peace of the country, and the 
happiness of all ranks, the various representatives of the Supreme Gov¬ 
ernment have been, from time to time, permitted to arbitrate between 
the parties. 

Several quolnamahs have been accordingly prepared, signed, and 
agreed to; yet all, by each side, have been continually broken. 

The Maharana's answer (No. 21) to the Chiefs' complaints of 
encroachment on their lands, proves that he lias not only encroached on 
their estates, hut even established villages in them. His Highness' 
treatment of Lawa also shows he has punished guilt with undue severity. 

On the other hand, it is not denied that the Chiefs have been disobedient, 
and many of them even rebellious. 

Such conduct must cease on both sides, and as it is the desire of the 
Government of India that all subjects of Meywar should know that it 
will support the legitimate authority of the Maharana, so long as he 
acts justly and to their satisfaction, .and in accordance with the counsel 
and advice of the Political Agent, the Governor General in Council 
directs the promulgation and enforcement, of the following " quolnamah," 
which is founded on previous ones. Whoever does not adhere to it 
will be considered an offender against the British Government and liable 
to punishment; but an appeal in any dispute may be made to the 
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Political Agent and the Agent, Governor General, whose decision will be 
final, and in accordance with the present qnoluamah and with the spirit 
of ancient customs. 


Article 1.—-Chutound at the rate of 21 annas per rupee of actual 
produce to be paid to the State of Meywar at two periods, December and 
June, through a banker or vakeel. 

If any Chief fails in doing this, he must pay interest at the rate of 
‘ yjj per cent, per annum, after 12 months, lands to be confiscated to the 
extent of defalcation. 


Those who neglect to give in a statement of actual produce, to be 
arbitrarily assessed, but no increase to be hereafter demanded. 

Saloomber does not pay cliutound, but performs service at the 
capital for 12 months. 

In addition to the 2£ annas cliutound, the Chiefs are to furnish 1 
Horse and 1 Foot soldier, for three months, at home or abroad, (that is 
within Meywar) in lieu of the 2 Horse and 4 Foot at present furnished, on 
each 1,000 rupees of actual produce. Should any extra service he requ ired, 
the Rana will pay for it at Rs. 10. a month for a Horse and Rs. 6 
for a Foot soldier, any failure of service will be charged to the duels 
at the same rate. All Chiefs, with their quotas, will attend at Oodcj poie 
for ten days before, and five days after, the dusserah, to pay their respects 
to the Maharana, at which period their turns of service and their posts 
will be allotted. On any emergency all Chiefs on receipt of the Kana s 
sign manual will attend with their quotas. 

Those holding separate jagheers from the Rana will pay chutound 
and perform service separately. 

2. Raid, or fees paid on tulwar bundhai, i, e., investiture of fief, 
to be 12 annas per rupee on the actual produce of one year; this will 
exempt the payment of that year's chutound. The Chiefs of Amait, 
Gogoonda, Kanore, and Bunera and the Kishnawuts are exempt from 
these fees, but in lieu of them they pay nuzzuvana, which, instead of 
being left to the will of the Rana, is now fixed at 8'25 per cent, on the 
actual produce. 

8 All sums which the Rana has paid, or may yet pay in indem¬ 
nifications for thefts and robberies proved to have occurred within their 
fief's, to be repaid by the Chiefs with interest at 6-4 per cent, lor the 
past and 12 per cent, for the future. 

4 Thieves, dacoits, Thories, Basrees, Mogheas and outlaws are 
not to be harboured by the Chiefs. All participators in the proceeds of 
robbery, receivers of stolen goods, or protectors of thieves will be held 
as guilty as the thieves; they will, with the concurrence of the Political 
A "•eat, be punished by fine or imprisonment-. A1 1 merchants, tiadeis, 
caravans, bunjaras and travellers, are to be protected in passing thiough 
the territories of the Chiefs, who will be answerable it plundered, pioYided 
they have given notice of their arrival, and taken reasonable precautions 
for their own protection. Plunderers of nil kinds are to be apprehended 
and made over to the Maharana; if the Chiefs are liable to do this, 
they must report it to Ilis Highness, and the Political Agent } 
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conjointly with the M ah a ran a will settle upon the responsible party; 
all claims for thefts traced into Mey war villages will have to be paid by 
the villages where the tracks cease. 

5. All monies borrowed from the Maharana by the Chiefs, or on 
His Highness* guarantee, to be liquidated, the former at 6 per cent, and 
the latter at 9 per cent., unless a rate was fixed at the time of guarantee, 
in which case that rate must hold good. The Political Agent will fix 
the instalments to be paid in such liquidation. 

0. AH nuzzurana except the following are abolished— 

1^.—On accession to the Throne and on the first marriage of the 
Kan a or heir-apparent: from the sixteen Chiefs and two Rajas of the 
first rank, Rs. 500 and one or two horses, as is customary. Lesser 
Chiefs and others : 2 per cent, on the preseht actual produce will be given 
to the State. 

2nd. —On the marriage of the Rana’s sisters or daughters, 2\ annas 
in the rupee on the present actual produce, for one year, and horses as 
in Rana Bheem SingVs time, will be given to the State. 

3rd ,—On the Rana*s proceeding on a pilgrimage, anna in the 
rupee on the present actual produce of one year will be given to the State. 

7. Arrears due by Chiefs on account of the marriage of the present 
Rana*s sisters to be paid at the rate of 2\ annas per rupee on the present 
actual produce of one year. 

8. The Chiefs are not to levy larger sums from their ryots on 
occasions of investiture nuzzurana than they themselves pay the Rana. 

9. Many Chiefs have of late been guilty of contumacy and dis¬ 
loyalty, thus rendering themselves liable to be fined. The Mabarana 
has, however, with the advice of the Agent, overlooked their offences, 
except those of the Chiefs of Saloomber and Deogurh. These latter 
forcibly resumed their confiscated villages, and ejected the State troops, 
for which they are each to be fined Rs. 25,000. The Maharana has 
forgiven all past offences with the exception of murder. In future all 
offenders shall be punished as the Courts of Justice may decree. 

10. Bhoom lands (allodial allotments), houses, jagheers, villages, 
pieces of mortgaged land, deeds, grants, charity lands, &e., to continue 
in the possession of the present holders, those which are held by grants 
dating from Bheem Singles reign or written deeds of Captains Tod and 
Cobbe, will not be resumed without good grounds, and their rights will 
be investigated by the Political Agent, aided, if he thinks advisable, 
by four or six Chiefs who are known not to be hostile to their sovereign. 

Bhoomeas (or landholders) from the Maharana are, as hitherto, 
to be responsible for the protection of their villages, and for all losses 
by theft and robbery. 


II 
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11. Dan, biswa (transit duties), lagut (taxes), kburlakur 
(wood and grass), Hewaree camels, house tax (khans humari), all 
belong to Government, but those who have had the right of collecting 
such since Tod's and Cobbers time, and who possess the necessary, deeds 
(sunn uds) will continue to collect them. 

VI. All demands (cesses) in force in Captains Tod and Cobhe's 
■ time to continue, all others levied ol late years are abolished, viz., 
lagut of dan (customs), burar (taxes), fines, &c. Deeds (sunnuds) of 
exemption by former Maharanas and by the present Maharana will 
be respected and continue in force. 

13. Tbe orders about jails, witches (dakuns) <( bhopas” (witch- 
informers), IVag bhat charun, fixed by the Governor General's Agent 
in ltajpootana and concurred in by the Maharana, are to he obeyed by 
all classes in Meywar. Prisoners are to be maintained according to their 
condition, but not at a less rate than one anna, or at a greater than eight 
annas, per diem for each man; none are to be tortured or ill-treated. 

14. The Maharana, the Political Agent, and the Chiefs will each 
appoint three Agents of character and knowledge, and these will name a 
seventh to draw up a code of rules consonant to ltajwara customs aud 
justice for the future settlement of all criminal and civil cases, and by 
which in future all parties must be adjudged, the code to be approved of 
by the Political Agent. 

15. The constituted Courts will settle all eases of importance 
and any that may come before them. 'The Chiefs may adjudicate suits 
of minor consequence between their retainers and ryots, aud may lm- 
prison culprits for one month, though not ill-treat or fcortuie them. An 
appeal in any case may be made from their decision to the Minister, and 
from him to the Political Agent. 

16. Surna, or sanctuary, except for murder, dacoity, or treason, 
will continue with those who have hitherto held it. 

17. Bhanguiria, or hereditary couneiflorship was not allowed by 
Captain Tod, nor has it since been admitted ; it rests on the pleasure of the 
Maharana, who, in future, in matters of importance, will be guided by the 
advice of the Political Agent, and that of four or five loyal ana well dis¬ 
posed Chiefs. 

18. The ancient usages and privileges of Chiefs, temples, religious 
establishments, &c., to continue. The an or oath of allegiance to be ob¬ 
served as of old. 

19. No person to be seized on the plea of sorcery, witchcraft or 
incantations. In charges of poisoning or of cri’ninal intercourse, (both 
cognizable by the Courts) the Durbar is in no way to interfere. 

20. The Maharana is only to levy fines through a writ ten order of 
the Minister, in which must be shown the reasons fin levying and the 
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aik^unt, which must be in accordance with justice and moderation. 
The same rule to prevail with the Chiefs, who may levy small lines as here¬ 
tofore, recording their scale and rate in,the Agent'sOffice; dhouse tustuk 
(or summons) only to be sent by the Minister's written order, or by those 
who did so in Tod's and Cobbe's time. 

21. A British Officer, or other.official, will be appointed to settle 
all boundary disputes (kankur or seem-ki-jugra,) present and future. 
Both parties to share the costs, unless one may be proved to have de¬ 
stroyed boundary marks, when that party will pay the whole, and be 
further punished as deemed expedient. 

22. Adoption of the next heir male by Chiefs or others is allowed/ 

with the knowledge of the Maliarana, and iu consonance with custom 
and Hindi law. On the demise of Chiefs, their widows, with the 
counsel of respectable well-wishers of the family, may adopt. In cases 
of disagreement appeal to lie to Political Agent. \ 

23. Grants of lands or villages to Eklungjee, Nathdwara, Puu- 
ehowlee, Beharee Dass, and Chobee to continue to the holders, all custom¬ 
ary collections as “ Naig" or Court fees to be paid to those entitled to 
them, and not to be collected with tlic chutound. 



24. The houses of Chiefs in the city of Oodeypore not to be re¬ 
sumed or given to others while inhabited and kept in order, and uever 
without a reference to Political Agent. Their gardens to be watered from 
the lake “ Peechola " free of charge. 

25. The Rana will not interfere in mortgages of houses, lands, &c., 
though he may discourage them as much as possible. He will not take 
interest from, his troops for advances, but pay them regularly every four 
months; nor will he permit his name to be used in shops or in any way 
in trade. 


26. The Chiefs were prohibited in former <f quolnamahs" from 
uniting or banding together. This has not been attended to. All such 
combinations are now unnecessary, as every one can, if he has a real 
grievance, immediately obtain redress, and they will therefore, in 
future, subject those entering into them to be treated as enemies to 
the State. 

27. An Agent from each Chief to reside at Court through whom 

business will be transacted. Persons of respectability only to be deputed, 
and they will be treated according to custom and the rank of their 
master. * 


28. All ryots (cultivators) whether of the Crown of of the Chiefs' 
lands can settle wherever they please unmolested; any suits against them 
must be referred to the Courts of law. All people, high or low, can 
appeal to the Political Agent. 
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29, The Crown lands being responsible for the protection of the 

British Government d&ks and uangbies, the Chiefs must be equally 
responsible in their jagheers, and in like manner make good all losses by 
plunderers. \ 

30. After the execution cf this quoin am ah)>whieh abrogates all pre¬ 
vious ones, any disputes that may arise at any time between the Durbar 
and Chiefs on points not mentioned, or that may be doubtful, must be 
brought to notice within three months for the decision of the Political 
Agent in Meywar and the Governor General's Agent in Rajpootana, whose 
decision will be final; any case not submitted within the above period will 
be dismissed ns groundless.

2. Unusual demands have been made for 
chutound, tulwar bundhai and fines 
taken, which should be given back and 
a stop put to the same in future.

Chutound for 17 years was taken at an 
assumed rate. In 1845, after the list 
quolnamah, the present Maharana 
took it on the actual produce, as was 
directed in Captain Cobhe’s quolnamah. 
Extra demands for tulwar bundhai 
have been taken and heavy fine which 
will not be done in future; nevertheless 
both these cesses are acknowledged by 
Captains Tod and Cobbe to be valid. 


3. Dhous, chittee, dustuks, Ac., have been 
issued contrary to custom. Houses, 
lands, bhooin, &e., have been confis¬ 
cated, the same should he restored. 
In some cases lands and houses have 
been given up, their rents received 
by the Durbar should be also refunded, 
and such houses as have been de¬ 
stroyed should be re-built. 


It lias been customary to issue orders from the kutchery of the 
Purdhan. In Captains Tod and Cobbed time chittees were 
issued from thannas and chubootras, new chittees shall be 
discontinued. The custom of taking possession of houses 
from one person and bestowing the same on another has been 
usual from ancient times, if such was not the practice how 
the Chiefs could have obtained them in the city ? If this 
custom does not suit the Chiefs no house shall be confiscated 
nor any conferred on any one in future. The Chiefs complain 
that lands belonging to them at Oodeypore have been made 
khalsa; should this be found correct on enquiry the lands of 
which the party may have been deprived shall be given back; 


The Chiefs’ complaint is true, the Maha¬ 
rana has agreed to give up all unjustly 
taken though not in excess as he our 
acted as his forefather had done. In 
regard to chittees and dustuks, he will 
act as in Captain Tod’s time.

the gardens belonging to Chiefs are watered from the lake 
free of charge, but if water is required for irrigating their 
fields, payment must be made for the same. No bhoom lands 
have been confiscated. Those who hold bhoom lands must 
perform service and be held responsible for the protection of 
travellers and beoparees and the security of roads according 
to the quolnamah. No houses belonging to Chiefs from 
ancient times have been made khalsa, if such has been the 
case, let the Chiefs give in a detailed list of the same. The 
Chiefs require that houses which have been destroyed should 
be re-built. Such houses are property of the crown, they are 
merely assigned for the accommodation of Chiefs, they should 
be kept in repair, otherwise they will be taken away by the 
Durbar. 


4. Property and houses belonging to sirdars, 
passwans, sahookars and ryots have 
been confiscated; those that have com¬ 
mitted no offence should receive back 
the property and goods they have been 
unjustly deprived of. 

The Chiefs complain that parties have been dispossessed of their 
household goods and property. Those who have committed 
themselves have been punished. Why should the Chiefs 
meddle iu such matters ? 

The Rana will restore all which have 
been taken without good cause. 

5. Ryots and cbakurs belonging to sendees 
have been forced to quit their homes 
and settle in the khalsa villages; this 
is an unjust proceeding and should be 
discontinued. 

The ryots should be allowed to settle wherever it may suit 
their convenience.

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Bhyuesrora are- not allowed to do so by the Chiefs of those 
places, they should be made to pay the same. The Chiefs 
object to perform service at thauas, &c. They hold their 
estates on tenure of service, why should they object to do 
what is their dnty ? In regard to dan or customs former 
usage must be observed. All new demauds must cease. Com¬ 
plaints have been made that lands belonging to Chiefs have 
been taken possession of by the Durbar, that new villages 
have been established thereon. Should this prove to be the 
case, the rent of such lands will be deducted from the amount 
of ehutound payable by the Chief whose lands may have 
been taken away. The removal of new villages would cause 
considerable loss to the Durbar, besides, by the occupation of 
waste grounds, thefts and robberies are suppressed. In future 
the lands belonging to jaglicerdars and others shall not be 
encroached upon. The Chiefs complain that the Durbar has 
taken possession of lands which were set aside for the grazing 
of cattle. It is optional with His Highness to do what he 
pleases with the crown lands, either to preserve grass or 
convert it into fields.

The Chiefs are bound to protect travellers, beoparees and others 
passing through their estates; losses from robbery are to 
be made good by them, according to the terms of the quol- 
namah. In obedience to the orders of the Political Agent 
chow kies are established fn the klialsa on the dak line 
for the protection of runners and banghy parcels, the Chiefs 
have withdrawn those in their putfcas, although they have 
been repeatedly desired to post chcwkies for the said 
purpose. 


The Chiefs have always been held res¬ 
ponsible and should continue to be so. 
Both Captains Tod and Cobbe hold 
them responsible, and in the time of 
the latter, who had chuprassees in every 
village, a much stricter surveillance 
was kept on them than has since pre¬ 
vailed ; it ceased in 1826.

Comdaints of the Chiefs regarding Chutound demanded bj the Durbar • 



Abstract of complaints of the Chiefs, 
and questions put by the Agent. 


1. ftukbub Doss, Moatmidof the Bben- 

der Chief, with reference to a peti¬ 
tion from his master to the Dur¬ 
bar, dated Assojebud 12th Sumbut 
1907 A. D. 1850, agreeing to pay 
the chutound, complains that the 
document in question was forced 
from the Maharaj; that the 
amount of two instalments was 
paid from the Bhundar or the 
State Treasury, that the paper 
was sent tq. Bbender, to which 
the Maharaj refused to affix his 
signature. Six months afterwards 
w hen the Maharaj visited Oodey- 
pore the extra chutound was de¬ 
manded, the usunl amount was paid, 
aud what was demanded in excess 
was advanced from the State 
Treasury. Mehtajee was present on 
the occasion. 

2. Bhyra Singh, Sfoatmid of the Hotha- 

rva Chief, complains that his mas¬ 
ters soil was detained at Oodey- 

pore for about 14 months when 

he signed the chutound agreement. 


Replies of the Moatrnids of the 
Durbar. 


It is not customary for the Maharaj to 
sign public papers. It is the duty of 
the kamdar to do so. The receipt 
granted to the Bhender people will 
show w hat amount they paid on account 
ot chutound. Mehtajee says that he 
was not present at the time the chu- 
tound was paid. On Kartik hud Amawas 
Sumbut 1908, the Maharaj addressed 
a petition to the Durbar containing 
professions of loyalty and submission 
and expressive of bis readiness to pro¬ 
ceed against the Saloomber Chief. A 
letter on the same subject was also 
WTitten by the Maharaj to Mehtajee 
dated Kartick Sood 8th Sumbut 1908, 
aud requesting to know what fault he 
(the Maharaj) hud committed that the 
Durbar was displeased with him. 


The Moatmid should be asked if the 
Kotharyea koomvur had any other busi¬ 
ness at Oodeypore besides what he 
alludes to.

Oomjee, Moatmid of Korawar, com¬ 
plains that the villages of Thoree 
and Seemal of Baidla, mortgaged 
to Korawar, have been resumed 
by the Durbar. Kamkur -seema 
confiscated, as also the huwelee 
and the Dave chowkey at Bulhoo- 
ree. A demand is made for mak¬ 
ing good losses sustained from 
robbery. When a person makes an 
adoption during his life-time, no 
nuz/.urana is levied. The Durbar 
contrary to custom demands nuzzur- 
ana from the Chief of Korawar for 
having made an adoption. 


Luchmun Singh Dhabhaeo, of Go- 
goonda, complains that the village 
of Koomvurpoora of Thana has 
been confiscated by the Durbar. 


Replies of the Moatmids of the

The state of the case is this: Thoree 
and Seemal of the Baidla putta were 
mortgaged to Korawar, the Chief of the 
latter place fraudulently included it in 
the list of his putta. When this was 
represented to His Highness by the 
Baidla Rao, the Durbar, to remove all 
cause of dispute, took the villages, and 
in their place gave two other villages to 
Korawar, the Chief of which place col¬ 
lected the rents for two seasons and then 
gave them back, which were made over 
to the Baidla Rao. Kamkur-seema was 
given by Malmrana Jeewan Singh in 
lieu of service to Luchmun Singh Raj¬ 
poot ; the latter having failed to restrain 
the excesses of thieves and plunderers. 
Kamkur-seema was taken from him and 
another village “ Moomee” given to 
him. The Rajpoot at the instigation of 
the Korawar Chief performs no service. 

This village was given by Maharana 
Jeewan Singh, when he was a Koonwur, 
before liis accession to the guddee. As 
the holder possessed no putta from the 
Durbar, it was confiscated by the pre¬ 
sent Maharana.

Captain Tod's time > A. D. 1818. 

In Mahabana Ereem Sinchi’6 time. 

1. A dispute took place between Burd Singh and Urjun Singh of 
Bussyc about succession, on which occasion Bussye was sequestrated 
and not given up till the Chief had paid a fine of Rs. 18,000. 

2. On the occasion of British troops pursuing the Pindarecs 
(in Meywar), the latter had left some property with the Saoola Thakoor. 
On the circumstance being reported to the Durbar, the Thakoor was 
fined Rs. 5,000. 

8. The Rajah of Shalipoora having attacked the village of Jul- 
lundree was fined Rs. 9,000. 

4. The Rao of Kotharyea was fined Rs. 3,000 for being concerned 
in a dispute with certain inhabitants of Nathdwara. 

5. It is usual for the Dailwara Chief to give a feast to the Durbar 
on his proceeding to Eklungjee. On his failing to do so, he was 
lined Its.

6. The Rao of Parsolee having refused to attend to the requisi¬ 
tion of the Kamdar of Chittore was fined Rs. 1,100. 

7. The Rajah of Shahpoora having removed the summons sent by 
the Durbar was fined Rs. 18,000. 

8. The Chief, of Bijolia having given shelter in his jagheer to the 
family of Zalim Singh of Rawurda, an outlaw, was fined a considerable 
sum. (Amount not known). 

9. The Rao of Beygoo was fined Rs. 7,000 for removing the 
summons sent by the Durbar. 

10. The Chief of Beygoo having pulled down the flag set up by 
Semdiah's Officers in Beygoo without the orders of the Durbar, was 
fined Rs. 86,000. 

11. On the occasion of the restoration of 32 villages to Beygoo, 
which were in the possession of Scindiali, a nuzzurana of Rs. 22,000 
was taken from the Beygoo Chief. 

12 . The Humeergurli Chief was fined Its. 7,000 for having removed 
the summons sent by the Durbar. 

13. The Thakoor of Bijeypore was fined Rs. 7,000 for having failed 
to perform service at Chittore. 

14. The Thakoor of Bhudesur was fined Rs. 2,200 for giving 
refuge to Baorees, thieves, in his jagheer. He was again fined Rs. 4,500 
for having* married the daughter of the Rajah of Secta Mhoo against 
the wishes of the Durbar.

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15. The Chief of Humeergurh having removed a second time 
the summons sent by the Durbar was deprived of his jagheer. 

16. Rawut Gokuldoss of Deogurh was fined Rs. 7,000. 

In Mahabana Jeijwan Sino-h’s time. 

1. Rawut Puddum Singh of Saloomber was fined Rs. 18,000 for 
having forced the daughter of a muhajun to marry another person than 
the one she was affianced to; as also for having quarrelled with Ckaoreejee, 
(the Hamit's wife), a relation of the Durbar. 

2. The Saloomber Rao was fined Rs. 1,100 for having neglected 
to wear kuljee (an ornament) on his turban. 

8. The Deogurh Chief fined Rs. 4,000 for giving refuge to a thug 
in his putta, 

4; A dispute existed between the Chief of Budnore and his son— 
the former having disobeyed the orders of the Durbar, he was fined 
Rs, 20,000. 

5. Dhangurmow was confiscated in consequence of the Chief of 
that place having harboured outlaws. 

6. Neemree was confiscated, and the Chief of that place put to 
death for having given refuge to plunderers. 

7. The Jharole Chief having failed to attend in the performance 
of his duties was fined Rs. 11,000. 

In Mahabana Sttedab Sino-h’s time. 

1. The Jharole Chief having turned out a summons sent by the 
Durbar for the settlement of a claim preferred by Bukhia Mussanee 
was fined Rs. 85,000. 

2. A dispute existed between Rao Dooleb Singh of Ascen and 
Koonwur Lall Singh of Gogoonda, the latter sought to effect the de¬ 
struction of the former by means of sorcery; on the circumstances being 
reported to the Durbar, the Koonwur fled to Marwar, and was not 
allowed to return until he paid a fine of Rs. 22,000.

Statement of the Durbar Authorities. 


Replies from the Agentu of the Chiefs. 


The accredited Agents of the Chiefs 
state that eleven of the Kishnawnt 
Chiefs and ten others of different 
clans do not pay kail or nuzzurana ; 
that they hold perwannahs exempting 
them from the payment of these 
demands. The state of the ease is 
this, that it has been customary 
of old to levy tulwar bundhai,, kaid 
and nuzznrana: one year's full 
revenue is taken on account of kaid, 
and for nuzzurana only a portion of 
the annual produce is taken. Tulwar 
bundhai or investiture is considered 
to be a mark of great honor and 
dignity. When a Chief dies, his son 
or heir sends notice of the occurrence 
to the Durbar, zubtee is then sent, 
the successor of the deceased Chief 
attends on the Durbar, after the 
ceremony of investiture, the zubtee 
is withdrawn, and the Chief returns 
to his estate. On the arrival of 
Captain Tod in Meywar in Surnbut 
1874 or A.D. 1818, be re-established 
the rights and privileges of the 
"Raj, since that time on the occasion 
of the death of any Chief, his son 
pays nuzznrana, and then the zubtee 
is withdrawn. The sunnuds said to 
bo in possession of the Chiefs were 
never acted upon. It depended on 
the pleasure of the Durbar either 
to take full, or a portion, or remit 
the whole of the nuzzurana payable 
by the Chiefs. 

1. Saloomber .—It is usual for the 
heir apparent; of Meywar to proceed 
to Saloomber and perform the cere¬ 
mony of tulwar bundhai. It is 
not customary to send zubtee to 
Saloomber. 


The Durbar Authorities state that 
the custom of tulwar bundhai is 
ancient; this is not the case. In 
Maharana Uraur Singh's time it 
was first taken from some of the 
Chiefs, the demand, however, is not 
made when a Chief loses his life in 
action or happens to die at the 
capital. The custom of kaid and 
nuzzurana consists of a Chief oi 
the first grade making a present of 
a gold mohuv and 5 rupees. Inferior 
Chiefs make a present of one rupee. 
Those who are accustomed to pay 
kaid do so according to their means 
and not pay one year's full revenue 
as alleged by the Durbar Authorities. 
Zubtee is also sent on tbe estates of 
those Chiefs who pay kaid. In 
addition to the above-mentioned 
nuzzurana, naig is also taken from 
tbe Chiefs. The Durbar cannot 
interfere with the Chiefs puttas, the 
latter descends from father to son, 
even those who die without issue 
their nearest relations succeed to 
their estates. 


Saloomber .—The usual nuzzurana 
is taken from Saloomber on the 
occasion of tulwar bundhai.

Statement of the Durbar Authorities. 


2. Bhynesroragurh .—In Sumbut 
1800, or A. D. 1884, Rawut Rugh- 
natlx Singh of Bhynesrora died, when 
a zubtee was sent. On the Durbar's 
return from Gyajee, Hls Highness 
visiled Bhynesroragurh, and after 
taking nuzzurana from Rawut 
Umur Singh brought him to Oodey- 
pore, where he remained and per¬ 
formed service for 12 months. 


3. Korawar .—In consideration of 
the Chief of Korawar having ac¬ 
companied His Highness on his 
pilgrimage to Gyajee, no zubtee was 
sent to his estate, nor any kaid or 
nuzzurana taken from him. 


4. Bhudesur .—Humeer Singli, 
the Chief of this place, is alive. In 
case of casualty, tulwar bundhai 
will be taken from his successor. 
The Saloomber Chief says that no 
demand is made on the Kishnawuts; 
this is not the case, whatever may 
be proved to be customary the same 
should be paid. 


5. Aseen .—Rawut Khooman 
Singh of Aseen paid Rs. 5,000 on 
account of tulwar bundhai. 


Replies from the Agents of the Chiefs. 


Bhynesroragurh .—Zubtee was never 
sent to this place. For the last 
four generations no nuzzurana has 
been paid. There is no truth in 
the assertion of the Durbar Au¬ 
thorities that the Rawut performed 
12 months' service at Oodeypore. 


Korawar .—For the last live 
generations no kaid or nuzzurana 
was ever, taken from Korawar, a 
subordinate of course is bound to 
perform service. On the occasion 
of Lord Bentinek's visiting Ajmere, 
all the Chiefs attended at that 
place with the Maharana. 


Bhudesur .—Bhyro Singh and 
Ilumeer Singli never paid tulwar 
Imndha. It has been taken in the 
present Maharana's time, which 
should be returned, 


Aseen .—Ajeet Singh, son of Vv~ 
jun Singh of Korawar, was deputed 
to Delhi to negociate a treaty. Ajeet 
Singh's son, Dooleh Singh, paid 
no tulwar bundhai, his son Kooraan 
Singh, the present Chief, might 
have paid this demand as the Maha¬ 
rana restored his jagheer yielding 
Rs. 20,000 per annum,, which had 
been confiscated.

19. Bhender .—Maharaj Humeer 
Singh paid a lakh of rupees ‘on 
account of tulwar bundhai and

Kotharyea .—Rawut J odh 
Singh paid Rs. 5,000 on account of 
nuzzurana. 

21. Bunera .—It is customary 
for the Rajah to'pay 11s. 5,000 on 
account of nuzzurana. Rajah Bheem 
Singh, Rajahs Oomeyd Singh and 
Sungram Singh have paid the 
above amount.

Bliender .—A dispute existed in 
the family j Humeer Singh obtained 
the assistance of the Raj, and it 
was decided by the Political Ag'ent 
that Ilumeer Singh should succeed 
to the guddee, on which occasion 
the amount was paid, not on account 
of tulwar bundhai, but for naig. 

Kotharyea .—This was paid on 
account of naig and not nuzzurana. 


Bunera .—The Rajah pays no 
nuzzurana. It is customary, when 
the Durbar sends a khiilut and 
sword, for the Rajah to make a 
present to the Durbar people (who 
are bearers of the khiilut) of his 
own free will and pleasure. 
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Purport of a DurMuut from the JDurl'xr Authorities given in to ConoNEl, 

G. Sr. P. Lawrence, Political Agent in Megivar. 

1. The Chiefs object to pay fall chutound, neither do they perform 
full service. It is therefore the Durbar J s request that a permanent 
arrangement be made to remove existing disputes on these points. That 
according to the terms of the quolnamah they should render service and 
pay chutound or one-sixth on the actual produce, by two instalments, 
regularly in the year, through a Sahookar, to whom assignments, equal 

■ to the amount of the chutound, can be made. This measure will prevent 
the necessity of sending dustuks and rozeena. on the estates of the 
Sirdars. Service should he performed with 2 horse and 4 foot soldiers 
on the value of Rs. 1,000 of actual produce for three months, with 
good horse and Rajpoot at home or abroad. Should they fail in doing 
so they must pay in money for the troops. The Chiefs of Saloomber, 
Deogurh and JBhynesrora have not given in the actual produce of their 
estates; they should be made to do so, and pay chutound as others do. 
The Chiefs as customary should attend ten days previous to the dusserah, 
and after that festival take their leave from the Durbar, and return to 
their homes, excepting those whose ten of duty may require their attend¬ 
ance; on urgent occasions all should attend with their quotas of troops. 

2. All arrears of chutound due to the-Durbar should be paid up 
by the Chiefs. 

8. The zubtee* sent on certain villages of Saloomber and Deogurh, 
with the concurrence and advice of the Agent, in consequence of their 
having failed to perform service and pay chutound, was forcibly turned 
out by those Chiefs; they should be fined each separately for disobedience 
and opposition to authority. 

4. The Chiefs complain about their villages, lands and houses; 
no rules formerly existed on this head. Now the Sirkar has come forward 
to mediate the differences, a firm arrangement should be made for the 
future, all former complaints on both sides to cease. Whatever villages 
are in khalsa to remain so, and others to remain in the possession of 
the holders; those in charity no one should interfere with. The Durbar 
is not to take any one's village nor give any to any one. The Chiefs 
in their putta should neither give nor take villages. 

5. Bhoom, rukhwalee, okur, &c., prior to Sumbut 1822, to be 
continued; a rate should be fixed for the payment of burar and per¬ 
formance of service on the actual produce. 

6. Dan, biswa and lagut belong to the State and have been received 
by the Durbar since Colonel Tod's time; no one should advance any 
claim to it. 

7. Whatever amount has been paid by the Durbar and may in 
future be paid on account of losses from robbery in the putta of the 
Sirdars, the latter should discharge with interest. They should take 
care that no outlaw, murderer, dacoit, thug, mogea, baoree and thoree 
is allowed to remain in their putta. They should make over all 
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feers and baroatea to the Durbar authorities. Should any prefi? 
complaint to the Durbar, or the Political Agent, and the same referred 
for settlement to the Chiefs, the latter must attend to such orders. 

8. Every Chief to perform separate service and pay chutound, and 
not to unite himself with others. 

9. The Chiefs in the first instance ask the Durbar to give khatree 
■ or assurances of protection to their kamdars, dhabhaees; chakurs, &c., 

and afterwards on being dissatisfied with their conduct they (the Chiefs), 
without the knowledge of the Durbar, treat them harshly, and when His 
Highness interferes, the Chiefs say that they are at liberty to deal with 
their servants as they like. This is not right. Kamdars, servants, 
puttaels, patwarrees, &c., should be made to give their accounts and what¬ 
ever is due from them they should pay. It is not proper to oppress or 
ill-treat the ryots; they should he allowed to settle wherever it suits 
their convenience. 

10. When complaints are made to the Durbar, or the Political 
Agent, the Chiefs are required to send their agents for the settlement 
of the same, which they refuse to do; this leads to dustuks and rozeenas 
being sent on them, which they also object to pay. Rules should be fixed 
by the Polical Agent for the settlement of civil and judicial cases, that 
no injustice or oppression he exercised over the ryots. 

11. Parties deputed by the Chiefs to act as agents on their part 
should be respectable, intelligent and honest men, not people of low 
character. Such agents should possess full authority and be capable of 
affording satisfaction to the Durbar and giving good advice to their 
masters; evil advisers ought to he removed. 

12. All sums borrowed by the Chiefs from the Durbar, or under 
liis guarantee, they should be made to liquidate. 

13. Rawut Puddmn Singh of Saloomber and other Chiefs having 
agreed to do away with surna the same should be observed. 

14. It is customary to pay nuzzurana on the accession of the 
Prince to the guddee, on the occasion of marriage, pilgrimage, &c., &e., 
all the Chiefs paid nuzzurana in Colonel Robinson's time with the 
exception of the Saloomber Chief. Nuzzurana, neota, horses, on account 
of the marriage of His Highness' sisters, which took place some time 
ago, remains to be realized. 

15. G ardens, houses, &c., granted by the Durbar to Chiefs at Oodey- 
pore should be kept up in good order. 

16. It is customary not to give the An or oath of the Durbar, 
which should be observed in fixture. 

17. A British Officer, with the consent of both parties, to be 
appointed for the settlement of boundaries. Land marks destroyed by 
the Chiefs should be rebuilt at their expense. 

18. The amount of nuzzurana for tulwar bundhai and adoption 
should be fixed. 
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19. The Chiefs complain that old usages have been upset, the 
Durbar has not done so. In order to ascertain this the Chiefs should 
give in writing to what honors and dignity each of them are entitled, 
their holdings, &c., that the same may be compared with the State records, 
and a rule fixed which may not be departed from in future. 

20. Rewarees or owners of camels always pay hasil to the Durbar, 
a few of the Chiefs (three or four) object to this; the matter should be 
enquired into and settled. 

21. The Durbar has adopted the suggestions of the Political 
Agent regarding jails, witches, bhopas, tyag of bliats and charuns, 
the Chiefs should act in the same manner as far as it may concern their 
puttas. 

22. The Durbar has caused to be engraven on stones certain rules 
for the good of the Chiefs and ryots, the same should be observed. 

23. The lagut on accoimt of khurlakur, naig, neota, &c., to be 
levied as usual. 

24. It is optional with the Durbar to make over the ghanjgur to 
any one he pleases. 

25. The Political Agent has often remarked that His Highness* kam- 
dars are in the habit of receiving a share of stolen goods from thieves 
and plunderers, as also of extorting money from them. This encourages 
them to commit depredations with impunity, the kamdars are fined, who, 
in order to make up their loss, take bribes and fine from the ryots. The 
practice of taking fines from the kamdars should be discontinued, and a 
rule fixed that whenever they are found guilty, they should suffer imprison- 
ment for a defined period, that they should he allowed subsistence 
during the time of their incarceration. The Durbar is willing to adopt 
this measure, and as the puttas of the Chiefs abound with thieves and 
plunderers, they should also agree to act up to this proposition. 

26. Those who hold villages and hands in charity in the puttas of 

Sirdars, and possess tamba putturs and sunnud, same should be 
continued to them. Parties who have been deprived L \ thym should 
have provision made for their maintenance. If one commit a fault he 
should be punished according to the extent of his crime, but noc deprived 
of liis bread. Parties should not be accused of sorcery, incantations, 
poisoning. If any one is suspected the same should be made known to the 
Sovereign. ' * 

27. ^ All cases of serious crime which may occur in the pntta of 
the Chiefs should be tried by the Durbar, and all parties required to give 
evidence in any case, and who may belong to the puttas of the Chiefs, 
should be directed to attend to the summons of the Durbar authorities 
without demur,

Memo, by Colonel G. St. V. Lawrence, Political Agent, Meywar. 

From the grievances of 52 Chiefs and others which were recorded 
at the several meetings I had with the Chiefs and Agents, as they are so 
voluminous, and many so trifling, I have thought it best to take the first 
six, and send them for the information of Government, reserving the rest 
for future despatch if deemed necessary. 

No. 1. — Saloomber. 

1. Tire alluvial lands of the Dhebur Lake belong to me. One or 
two of my villages have been made khalsa, which should be restored. 

2. My huwalee at Oodeypore has been pulled down and the 
materials taken possession of by the Durbar. The house should bo 
re-built. 

3. During my stay at Oodeypore for 12 months, it is usual for the 
Durbar to allow me Rs. 200 per diem. 

4. The Purdhan takes his seat on my guddee, which should be 
discontinued. 

No. 2. — Korawar. 

1. A boundary dispute existed between Mudaisur of Korawar and 
Durolee of Oodeypore; the latter by force erected boundary pillars, put 
the patail of Mudaisur to death, and extorted Its. 70, which should 
be refunded. 

2. The villages of Thoree and Semal, confiscated by the Durbar, 
should be restored. 

3. Boundary dispute between Mudaisur and Goopra be settled. 

4. The village of Kanku rseema belonged to my uncle, Luchmun 
Singh. The Durbar has taken possession of the village and given 
another less pro'’ .uive. Kankurseema should he restored. 

5. lazing of cattle belonging to the Durbar in my putta should 
be discontinued, as it has never been usual. 

6. My ryots should not be forced to cut grass. 

7 and 8. The bheer of tbe villagers of Sakroda, confiscated by 
the Durbar, should be released. 

9 and 10. From Sumbut 1907 the Durbar has commenced taking 
chutound from me, which should be discontinued. 

11. A villager of Sakroda was seized and fined by the Shulma of 
Khunuk. 

12. Grass bheer of Kurget, taken possession of by the Durbar, 
should be given up. 

13. The Durbar authorities issue orders on the villages of my 
putta, which should be put a stop to. 
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14. My kamdar, Cliimunjee, who is at Oodeypore, be allowed to 
.return to me. 

15. Part of the ground attached to my premises at Oodeypore has 
been given away to Morejee and Dheekuryea which should be restored 
tome. 

16. The road leading to my garden at Oodeypore has been shut up 
should be opened. 

17 and 18. Shah Kobaira and Shah Poonja of my putta having 
been forced to give in a writing that they are inhabitants of Meetooree 
in khalsa. 

19. The pressing of workmen from my village of Sugwaryea 
for,the building work at Nahur Mugra, should be discontinued. 

20. The sum of Us. 1,300 which has been extorted from my ryots 
from time to time by the Oodeypore authorities, should he refunded. 

21 and 22. The kn.mdar at Nahur Mugra demands nuzzurana 
grass and wood from my villagers, should be put a stop to. 

23. A new lagut of Es. 5 is levied on each village }delding 
Es. 500. 

24. The Durbar has removed my sayur chowky from Bulwaree 
and established its own. 

25. The nuzzurana demanded by the Durbar on my making an 
adoption, being unusual, should not be allowed. 

26 and 27. My villages of Sukurwass Humee and Jurrcej, 
confiscated by the Durbar, should be restored to me. 

28. The camels belonging to my Eewaree Nunda, seized by the 
Durbar, should be given up. 

29. The sum of Es. 200 on account of the wife of Heera 
Bhoee (bearer) taken by the Durbar, should be refunded. 

30. The village of Jurrec belongs to my putta, the Durbar requires 
that lands belonging to it should he given up to the Thakoor of Jugut, 
which cannot he done. 

31. The camels belonging to my Eewaree khemraj, forcibly taken 
away by the Durbar, should be restored. 

32. Property stolen from my ryots by the khalsa Bheels and 
traced in their possession, should he restored. 

No. 3 .—Bhumoea. 

1. Five of my villages confiscated in Sumbut 1877 or A. D. 1821 
after Colonel Tod's settlement, should be restored. 

2. It is not customary to pay anything on the occasion of 
u tulwar bundhai." The amount now taken by the Durbar should be 
refunded. 
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3* My house at Oodeypore, seized by the Durbar, should be 
gi ven up. 

4. My kamdar Sah Pirthee, who has ran away to Oodeypore, 
should be made over to me. 

5. The kamdar of the khalsa villages of Meetooree has levied a 
fine of Rs. 150 from my villagers of Khurka, which should be 
refunded. 

6. The kamdar of the khalsa village of Lussaryea levied a fine 
of Rupees 40 from the Bheels of Hateeda, which should be refunded. 

7. The kamdar of Ugud extorted the sum of Rs. 200 from my 
kulal of Khoorka, which should be refunded. 

8. Claiming restoration of 150 buffaloes carried off from my village 
of Khurka by the khalsa villagers of Deolee. 

9. The kamdar of the khalsa village of Meetooree extorted the 
sum of Rs. 100 from Lukhmee Cliand of Ehumora. 

10. The Durbar has stationed a danee at my village of Khuruk, 
which was not the ease before. The danee should be withdrawn. 

11. The chutound was fixed on the aggregate number of the 
villages of my pirtta, although five of my villages have since been confis¬ 
cated. I am still made to pay the original amount of chutound, which 
should be reduced. 



No. 4 .—Kanore. 

1. The brahmins of Roonaera, at the instigation of Datta Ram 
Teewaree, cultivated 7,000 beegahs of my land, which caused a deficiency 
of Rs. 7,000 in my revenue collections, the amount should be made 
good. 

2. My village of Nagulea was plundered, and the whole of the 
cattle carried off. Koonwur Sowaee Singh took Rs. 1,800 on account 
of Poonchee, but did not give back the cattle ; the losses sustained on 
this occasion amounted to Rs. 7,000 

8. It is not usual for me to pay tulwar bundliai. The sum of 
Rs. 12,000, taken on this account by the Durbar, should be refunded 
to me. 

4. Double chutound was taken before, which the Durbar was made 
to give back by the Agent. Three-fold of chutound has now been 
taken, which I should receive back. 

5 and 6. The villages of Bhutwar, Jar sum and Mundufyea have 
been confiscated by the Durbar. 

7 and 8. No extra demands for dan, or customs, be levied on my 
putta and those of my brother Chiefs. 

9. Boundary disputes to be enquired into and fairly settled, 
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10. It is usual for the Durbar to make provision for the main- 
tenance of the younger branches t>f my family. If this is not clone, it 
is out of my power to support them. 

11. My servants, after embezzling mv money, go and make false 
complaints against me to the Durbar, who orders me to re-entertain 
them: this is not fair and should be put a stop to. 

12. The Blieels of the khalsa villages commit thefts in my putta, 
which are not made good by the Durbar authorities, but they make 
me responsible for all losses sustained from robbery by the khalsa villagers 
from the depredations of the Blieels of my putta; the practice should 
be reciprocal. 

13. The Durbar should not listen to the complaints of my ryots. 

14. No chittees or orders should be issued on my putta. The 
Durbar levies fine on the Eewarees of my putta, which should be prevent¬ 
ed, that I may not be called upon to make good the losses of beo- 
parees robbed in my putta. 

15. Objections are made to allow a seat to my brother, the Chief 
of Kuehair, in the duree khana, which was always formerly the case. 

16. That the usual ulqab be observed in addressing letters to me 
by the Durbar. 

17. My kamdar be allowed a seat as usual. 


No. 5.—Bhendeii. 

1. No chutound was formerly paid by Bhender, it was first 
demanded bv Colonel Tod, who said that as the other Chiefs had agreed 
to pay, Bhender should also do tlie same for the present, and that it will 
not be demanded afterwards. A note to this effect is in my possession. 

2. It is usual to perform three months' service at Oodeypore, which 
I am willing to do. 

3. The villages of Lussaryea and Chargoda have been confiscated 
subsequent to the establishment of British authority in this country, 
which should be restored to me. 

4. It is usual for the Durbar to give choukra of pearls to the 
patwee koonwur (or heir) of this Chiefship, which should be granted. 

5. It is usual for the Durbar to grant a putta to the second 
koonwur of this family, which should be given. 

6. All laguts of burar to be discontinued, as I have a sunnud 
exempting me from such exactions. 

7. Dan, or transit duties of this putta taken by the Durbar in 
Colonel Tod’s time be restored to me. 

8. It is usual for the Durbar to give a suroopa on the festival of 
Gungour; of late years, sometimes it is given and sometimes not, it 
should be granted regularly. 
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2-'''^ 9. The village of Kherlee has been made khulsa, which should he 

restored to me. 

10. No orders or cliittees were formerly issued on my putta. This 
is done now, the practice should be discontinued. 

11. Extra duties have been levied from the beoparees of my putta, 
which should be refunded, and the demand in future be confined to the 
usual rates. 

12. The village of Nugaolee, given in charity to Babajee Oodey 
G ir, has been made khalsa, it should be restored. 

13. That I may not be insisted upon by the Durbar to alter the 
fashion of my turban, which is according to what has been customary 
of old. 

14. The Durbar has taken away one of my camels, which should 
he restored. 

15. My kamdar, Mehta Chunder Blian, was seized and made to 
pay a fine, the amount thus extorted from him, should be refunded. 

16. The Durbar levied a fine of Rs. 200 on me on the occasion 
of several brahmins of Bhender having made a false complaint against 
me, which should he paid hack to me. 

17. The Thalcoors of Heeta Koontwass, Kulwul, Maudkuro and 
Bapeela performed service with me. The Durbar demands separate 
service from them, which should be prevented. 

18. Koonwur Suwaee Singh, son of Mehta Shere Singh, has forci¬ 
bly taken a promissory note of Rs. 500 from my kamdar, which should 
be given back to me. 

19. In Maharana Bheem Singh's time double chutound was 
taken from Bhender, which His Highness was made to give back by order 
of the Agent. The Durbar has now levied chutound three-fold which 
should be given back. 

20. All villages, bhoom lands, property, &e., belonging to my 
brother Chiefs, confiscated by the Durbar, should be given up. 

21 and 22. My kamdar, Eukhub Doss, after embezzling my 
money has removed to the khalsa village of Sera. He should he either 
given up to me or the amount he has embezzled made good. 

23. The stones of my hawelee at Oodeypore have been taken 
away by the Durbar. 

24. The rent of my tank at Dubuke should he made over to me. 

25. The amount borrowed by me, through the Durbar, has been 
liquidated, but my bond is retained by the Durbar, it should he given 
back to me. 

26 My kamdars held lands in mortgage belonging to khalsa 
and jagheerdaree villagers, who neither pay the rent of their villages, nor 
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redeem their lands ; they should be called upon to take back their lands 
by paying' the amount due from them. 

27. Mykamdar is allowed a seat in the dureeldiana, which should 
be continued. 

No. 6 . — Btjdnore. 

1. Twenty-six of my villages were made khalsa in the time of 
Maharana Bkeern Singh; the Durbar promised to restore them, but has 
not done so. 


2 . 


In Maharana Jeewan Singh's time the amount of ehutound 


taken from me at the instigation of Rao Doolek Singh, should be given 
back to me. 

8. A new village called Bheemgurh has been established by the 
Durbar within the joint boundaries of my three villages, viz., Jowanpoora, 
Sapola and Entalee. 

4. In Maharana Surdar Singh's time a fine was levied oh me, 
as I was unable from indisposition to accompany His Highness on his 
pilgrimage to Gya. 

5. In Maharana Jeewan Singh's time I used to pay Us. 4,000 
on account of ehutound. For the last three years I pay 5000. Justice 
should be done that I may be exempted from the payment of this 
demand. 

6. Formerly I paid in the Oodeypore currency, now Suroop Saliee 
sicca is demanded from me, which should be put a stop to. 

7. A new village called Dooda Kliera has been established within 
the boundary of my village Sungnee. 

8. The transit duties levied at the Patton-gh&t has always been 
collected by my danee, the Rampoora Sayurdar now only allows half 
to me. 

9. Boundary disputes to be enquired into and settled. 

10. Lagut on account of offerings to the different temples in 
Meywar should be confined to the old and established rates. 

11. Formerly the nuzzurana at the zenana deoree was taken at 
one place, now it is demanded at five different places, which should be 
discontinued. 

12. No ehittees or orders were formerly issued on my putta. At 

present the kamdars of Hoorra and Raiepore do so, which should be put 
a stop to. 4 

13. That all my hereditary honors should be preserved to me. 

14. That the Rewarees of my putta may not be interfered with.

Mealies front the Durbar Authorities to the Complaints from the Chiefs of Saloomber, 
Kormeaw B humor a, Kanore, Bhender, and Budnore . 

N O. 1.—SALOOMBER. 

1. Whatever lands or villages have been in possession of the 
Saloomber Chief since Colonel Tod's time in Sumbut 1883, A. D. 1826, 
he continues to hold the same; no villages and lands have been confiscated 
since that time. 

2. The hawelee still stands, only two hackery loads of stones 
which were in the premises were removed. 

3. It has never been usual to make any allowance since the time 
of Colonels Tod and Cobbe. 

4. It is usual for the Purdhan to take his seat on the Saloomber 
Kao's guddee. 

No. 2. — Koeawar. 

1. When an enquiry takes place into the boundary disputes exist¬ 
ing in Meywar, this case will be settled. 

2. Thoree and Seemal originally belonged to Baidla, and were held 
in mortgage by Korawar; in order to settle the disputes between Korawar 
and Baidla these villages were made khalsa, and others given to Baidla; 
the Durbar is willing to assign two other villages in lieu of Thoree and 
Seemal to Korawar, but the Chief declines receiving them. 

3. The dispute between Modaisur and Goopra will be settled when 
an adjustment takes place of other boundary disputes. 

4. Kankurseema was confiscated, as the Thakoor was unable to 
control thieves and plunderers. 

5. It has been usual for the Durbar's cattle to graze in the putta; 
should the Agent order this practice to be discontinued it will he done. 

6. The ryots always cut grass and are paid for their trouble. 

7 and 8. The Beerh of Sakroda has not been confiscated. 

9 and 10. Korawar pays chutound for Sumbut 1880, A. D. 1824, 
When the Chief performed 12 months' service it was discontinued; if he 
renders service for that period he will be exempted from the payment of 
chutound. 

11. The villagers who were fined belong to the khalsa; they took 
up their abode temporarily at Sakroda. 

12. Kurgut belongs to the khalsa, the interference on the part 
of Korawar is uncalled for. 

13. It is usual for the Durbar authorities to issue orders on the 
Korawar putta; should it be proved that new ones have been issued they 
will be put a stop to. 
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14. Chemun Singh is an old servant of the Durbar. 

15. The ground in question belongs to Uchueljee Suheewala. 

16. The old road leading to the garden of the Korawar Chief has 
not been.shut up. 

17 and 18. Ryots are at liberty to settle wherever they like. 

19. It is usual for the villagers of Sugwarea to he employed in 
building work at Nalmrmugra. 

20. Tlie ryots were fined on their having been found guilty. 

21 and 22. Grass and wood are furnished when the Durbar visits 
Nalmrmugra; no nuzzurana is taken by the kamdar. 

23. The lagut is not new, it is paid according to the former sunmid. 

24. Dan and biswa belong to the Durbar. 

25. It is usual to levy nuzzurana on adoption. 

26 and 27. The three villages were confiscated in Maharana 
Bheem Singhs time. 

28. Nun da Rewaree is a ryot of the khalsa and does not belong- 
to Korawar; the Rao should not interfere in the matter. 

29. The case was decided according to the rules of justice prevalent 
in Rajwara. 

30. An enquiry will be made into the matter. 

31. The camel was not taken forcibly, the Rewaree belongs to 
the khalsa. 

32. Complainants should attend in person and prefer their claims, 
when the same will be enquired into. 

No. 3.—Bhumora. 


1. The villages were confiscated in Colonel Tod's time, as admitted 
by the complainant himself. 

2. It is usual for the Bhumora Chief to pay tulwar bundhai. 

3. Complainant should prove his claim to the hawelee. 

4. The claims of the Rao against Pirthee Shah have been settled. 

5. This claim requires proof. 

6. The Bheels who were fined belonged to the khalsa, and not to 

the Bhumora putta. # 

7. The Kulal was made to pay the sum due by him, as he had 
opened a distillery in the khalsa village of IJgud. 

8. The complainant should prove his claim, when the same will 
be decided. 
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9. Lukhmee Chund on being found guilty was fined. 

10. Dan and Biswa belong to tbe Durbar, it is optional with the 
Durbar to station a danee wherever it thinks proper. 

11. Chutound has been taken aecording* to the quolnamah. 

No. 4. — Kanore. 

1. The dispute is between the brahmins and the Itao, the parties 
should settle it among themselves, the Durbar has nothing to do with it, 
as half the village of lioonairo belongs to Kano re. 

2. The Bheels of Nagulea were in the habit of committing depre* 
dations in the neighbourhood, on which account they were attacked and 
punished; the Rao's claim is unfounded. 

3. The Itao pays no kaid but nuzzurana for investiture; what he 
paid was on the latter account. 

4. Chutound was taken from Kanore as from other Chiefs. 

5 and 6. Bhutewur and Jarsurna were confiscated in Maharana 
Bheem Singh's time. Mundufyea was given by Maharana Suroop Singh 
in Sumbut 1906, A. D. 1848, to Kanore, and resumed after two years on 
account of disobedience. 

7 and 8. Dan or customs has been taken as in Colonel Cobbe’s 
time, which will continue in future. 

9. Boundary disputes will he enquired into. 

10. It is not usual to grant jagheer to the junior branch of the 
family. 

11. The Durbar never gave orders for the re-entertainment of 
servants of Chiefs against the wishes of the latter. 

12. The complainants should prove their claims, when the same 
will be enquired into and settled. 

13. The Durbar must listen to complaints preferred by the ryots. 

14. Chittees, or orders, have been issued as customary since 
Colonels Tod and Cobbe's time. 

15. If it is proved on enquiry that the Thakoor of Kuchaer is 
entitled to a seat, it will be allowed in future. 

16 and 17. What has been the usual custom shall be observed. 

No. 5.— -Bhender. 

1 and 2. Chutound and service taken according to the terms of the 
quolnamah. 

3. Lussaryea and Charguda have been confiscated since the time 
of Maharana Bheem Singh. 
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4, Let the Bhender Chief prove his assertion. 

5. It is not usual for the Durbar to grant a putt a to the second 
koomvur. 

6 and 7. What has been customary since the time of Maharana 
T3heem Singh should be observed. 

8. It depends on the pleasure of the Durbar to give a suropa, 
or dress of honor, on the festival of Gungour. 

9. The village of Khorbe has not been confiscated. 

10. It has always been usual to issue chittees, or orders, on the 
Bhender putta. 

11. Duties have been levied from beoparees as customary since the 
time of Colonel Cobbe. 

12. The village of Nugaolee was taken and another given in lieu 
to Balm Bodeygur. 

13. The Bhender Chief should adopt the ancient style of 
turban. 

14. Other Chiefs gave camels as well as the Bhender man, 
according to custom. 

15. The karadar was fined on being found guilty, in accordance to 
the custom prevalent in the Raj war a. 

16. The complaints of the Brahmins were proved to be correct, 
and the Bhender Chief being in fault he was fined. 

17. The Thakoors of Heeta, Koontwass, Kobwul, Mandkaro, 
and Bejeelahokl separate jagheers and perform separate service. 

18. Those who harbour thieves and plunderers, and take a share of 
the plundered property, are liable to punishment. 

19. Nuzzurana was taken according to the custom of the country. 

20. A detailed list of villages, &c., should be given, when the 
complaints will be enquired into and settled. 

21 and 22. Ryots are at liberty to settle wherever they like. 

23. The stores were not taken by order of the Durbar. 

24. Doboke belongs to the temple of Elungjee, the Bhender 
man has no right to the tank. 

25. When the full amount is liquidated the bond will be returned. 

26. Let the complainants prove their claims. 

27. The Bhender kamdar is allowed no seat in the dureekhana 
since Maharana Bheem Singh's time.

No. 6 .—Btjdnore. 

The villages were confiscated in Colonel Toil's time. 

Chutound has been taken since the last twenty-four years. 
Bheemgurh was established inMaharana Teewan Sing Vs time. 
The Budnore Chief was fined on account of disobedience. 
Chutound has been taken according to the quoin amah, 
Chutound is paid in Oodeypore currency and not in Suroop 


7. An enquiry will be made into this matter, 

S. Transit duties have been levied at the same rates as in Colonel 
Cobbed time. 

9. Boundary disputes will be enquired into and settled. 

10. Laguts are paid according to the sunnud. 

11 . Nuzzurana has been taken as usual. 

12. It is usual to issue cliittees > or orders, on the Budnore putta. 

13. Let the Budnore Chief present a statement of the honors he 
is entitled to, when an answer will be given. 

14. The Rewarees belong to the khalsa.

Purport of a communication from the Chiefs of Meyioar to the address of Maharana 
Suroop Singh of Oodeypore,—dated 5th Cheyt Sumbut 1903, or March 1847. 

We have been honored with your Highness' khas rooqqa wherein 
we were required to perform service, and pay chutound on the present 
Movvvar chiefs produce of our estates. According to the quolnamah we are bound to 
ehatomufon the pay chutound on the actual produce, but this was not carried into 
actual produce. e 0 * ec ^ . ^ y 0ll y Highness has expressed a wish that we should do so now, 
we will pay chutound in future on the real income of our estates; 
as for service we will of course perform the same. In obedience to your 
commands we shall furnish good horse and Rajpoot as well as foot 
s / soldiers. If they are not found efficient we will make a money pay¬ 

ment, half in lieu of service, and half chutound, as well as perform personal 
service according to the terms of the quolnamah.

in English of a Statement from the Minister of Oodeitpore , given in 
October 1854. 



The Saloomber Chief writes that bhanjgurea or couneillorshi p be- Terms on which 
longs to him from the time of Lakhajee. This is nob correct. ^ Blianj- 
grirh rests on the good conduct and loyalty of the person holding that ship rests, 
office and on the pleasure of the Durbar. Rawut Choondajee, not having 
conducted himself to the satisfaction of the Durbar, was expelled the 
country and went away to Mando. Afterwards Rao Rudh Mull acted 
as bhanjgurea. Subsequently the Chiefs formed a conspiracy with the 
Boondee Chief and got the latter to assassinate Maharana Ruttun 
Singh. Maharana Bikurmadeetjee was afterwards put to death by his 
natural son Bunbeer, at the instigation of the Chiefs, who placed 
Bunbeer on the throne. Subsequently Rawut Khanjee of Kotharyea 
put Oodey Singh on the guddee and punished the rebels. During the life¬ 
time of Khanjee he held the office of bhanjgurea, which afterwards 
devolved upon the kamdars of the State, who were able and competent 
men. When such efficient people no longer existed, the duties of blianj- 
gurh were conducted by the following individuals :— 

Thakoor Gopee Nath of Ghanerao ; Rao Kesree Singh of Parsolec ; 

Khooman Singh of Jehazpore; Raj Raghodeojee of Dailwara; Baba 
Bharut Singh of Khyrabad; Soor Heera Rao of Boondee; Dodyea 
Sirdar Singh of Law a; Dhahhaee Nugjee, Roopjee, Barwa Umer Chund, 

Maharaj Futteh Singh, of Bhender; Manokjee Seemur, Rawutjee of 
Kanore; Puncholee Behareedoss; Pmieholee Rae Chund; Damodur Doss; 

Puncholee Deo Kuren; Mehta Ugurjee; Soomjee; Suttee Dossjee; Dewan 
Rae Chund of Jeypore; Raj Zalem Singh; Jhala Solunkhee; Ram Singh; 

Toolsee Doss; Rawut Sungra Singh; Maharaj Sheodan Singh; of 
Bagora; Puncholee Jeswunt Rae; Sab Seo Lol; Ajeet Singh, who ^spired 
to the office of bhanjgurea was expelled the country by Colonel Tod, 
and took up bis abode in Benares. Rawut Kesree Singh of Saloomber 
acted as bhanjgurea to the satisfaction of the Durbar; the next Chief 
of that place, named Koomber Singh, having given offence to the Maha¬ 
rana was removed from the office, and Rawut Jeswunt Singh of Deogurh 
appointed in his room. The Saloomber Chief was not sent for during 
the reign of Maharana Pertab Singh, in consequence of his having 
incurred the displeasure of the Durbar. In the time of Maharana Raj 
Singh a reconciliation took place and the Saloomber Chief attended at 
Oodeypore. 


JRooqqafrom Hahaeana Bheem Singh to Rao Ambajee, Soobeh of Sc India. 

I have fully explained matters to Oomeyd Ram, who will make The bhanjjror 
known the same to you. I have received a letter from Bhaeejee (brother— chlond^wSl 10 
meaning Scindia) which I send you in original ; he writes to me about 
the bhanjgur of Choondawuts; they are my enemies and seek my life. 

I was about to proceed to Bhaeejee with a party of 500 Sowars, but 
having received no letter from you, I have thought proper to Avail till 
I hear from you, write to me fully, and I will do as you advise me. Let 
him be a burnu sunker (or bastard) whoever entrusts the bhanjgur to 
Choondawuts. “ Chor mare bena gaum ka koosul naheen,” unless thieves 
are destroyed, there is no safety for the village.

servant, granted me Saloomber and its fort without a tamba putter or 
sovereign, deed. From Choondajee*s time the Durbar knows that we have been 
loyal and submissive to his will. Every one, who is a true descendant 
of this house, will place the commands of the Sovereign and the heir- 
apparent on his head,. and will not hesitate to perform any service that 
niay be required at home or-abroad among* Hindoos or Mahomedans. 
If any disobey the orders of the Sovereign, we shall do our best to bring 
such men to their senses. 1 call Eklungjee (the guardian deity of 
Meywar) to witness that my descendants will not fail to perform their 
duty ; whatever the dliunee (master) orders, we shall attend to. Poos 
sood 13th, Sumbut 1823, A. D., 1767. 


From Rawut Puiiar Singh of Saloomber, to Maharana XJrsee Singh. 

Reiteration of My only und chief desire is to act in obedience to the wishes of my 

the same. Sovereign. I am willing to serve in his cause with my whole heart and 
everything 1 possess. If I fail to do so let me be answerable to Eldiing- 
jee. The walls round the city of Saloomber were built with the 
permission of the Durbar; should it be His Highness* pleasure, I will 
have them pulled down.

A full enquiry has been made into the differences existing between 
His Highness and the Chiefs, and the matter is well known to the Most

Agent for Bajpootana. The Chiefs and their mookhtears have been now 
‘ summoned by order of Government merely for the settlement of the 
dispute, and that rules be made for the guidance of both parties in future, 
I therefore send you the accompanying draft of an ikrarnamah (agree- 
ment) which I request you will prepare, and after signing the same 
return it to me that the settlement of the question may he com¬ 
menced on. 



In these days, we, the undersigned Chiefs and mookhtears, have att end¬ 
ed at the requisition of Colonel Lawrence, Political Agent, Meywar. The 
differences pending between His Highness the Maharana and ourselves, 
being about to be adjudicated by arbitrators, we do hereby engage that 
whatever may be decided upon by the tribunal appointed for the adjust¬ 
ment of the matter with the advice of the Political Agent, and whatever 
may appear right to the Agent, we shall agree to and shall not deviate 
therefrom but act up to it.

Since 
the time we have been oppressed by the Durbar, we have been urging* 
that our right old custom be observed. If this .is not agreeable to 
you, why should we trouble you again on the subject. 

You say that the agreement has not been prepared according to the cfcfc dc-^ 
draft you sent us, and that you intend sending a copy and translation ° r 

of it with your letter to the Governor General's Agent for Bajpootana, Sid^Sdbs 0 ^ 
whoso instructions on the subject will be communicated to us. This is maintained, 
right ) when you receive a reply we hbpe to be made acquainted with its 
contents. You add that if the Chiefs have anything to say you are 
ready to see them or their accredited Agents and hear their representa¬ 
tions. We shall attend on you and state what we have to say. The 
fact is our rights and privileges, as of old, should he maintained. You 
are wise, and we trust that whatever you will do will prove beneficial to 
the country and gain you a good name.

On the contrary, it 
is my wish that whatever has been customary of old, and beneficial to 
both parties, be continued, and all vexatious disputes injurious to their 
interests be mutually relinquished. 

In the list of grievances given in by the Durbar and Chiefs there 
are many frivolous complaints not woith notice. It is advisable that 
they should be thrown out, and arrangements made which may tend to 
the benefit of the Durbar and the Chiefs, as well as conduce to the happi¬ 
ness and prosperity of the country.

I have received your letter in reply to mine forwarding the draft of 
the agreement and copy of a roobokaree from the Governor General's 
Agent, Rajpootana, On the 3rd July, when you were all present, the 
purport of the said roobokaree was fully made known, and on the 4th, 
when the Chiefs of Saloomber and Bhynesrora, came to visit me I spoke 
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fully on the subject, and gave them distinctly to understand that it w as 
not the wish of the British Government to do'away with the usages of 
any one. In the letter under reply you object to sign the agreement, and 
although it is written in the name of all the Chiefs, their signatures are 
not affixed to it, nor do you make any allusion to the roobokaree sent to 
you from the Governor General's Agent, Rajpootana. I therefore write 
to you again, and request that if you still object to sign the Agreement, 
each of you find the accredited Agents should sign the letter, saying you 
object, and add that every one has understood the contents of the 
roobokaree. 


Letter from Colonel Lawrence, to the Chiefs of Meywar,—dated 4 th My 1854. 

On Assar bud 10th, or 19th June, I wrote to you calling for a list 
of villages and lands held by the Chiefs, their produce, bhoom, burar,

made by Colonel Tod. It is now a fortnight and I have received no 
reply.

Colonel Tod's time. This is right. We will show you the sunnud of our of l their r puUaa 
possessions, Colonel Tod's time an average was made of the produce by tho Durbdr ‘ 
of our puttas for five years, and the ehutound fixed; what was then settled 
wc agree to abide by, the Durbar wished us to show the actual produce of 
our puttas which we declined to do. It is now our request that you will 
cause a stop to be put to our being called upon to do so by the Durbar. 

If you wish to know whether the paper containing 10 Articles is 
meant to be from the Saloomber Rao or from other Chiefs it is meant to 
be from all the Chiefs. We hope you will see justice done to us. 


Purport of a Tchureetci from Maharana Scroop Singh of Oodeypore to Lieutenant 
Colonel G. St. P, Lawrence, Political Agent in Meywarl — dated Assar sood 7th, 

Sumhut 1910, or 2nd July 1854 

After compliments : —The Chiefs of Meywar hav -vade known their Ma harass 
complaints to you; their disloyalty, perverseness, and gratitude you must JSSSfSf. 

ha\e already observed, and the more you deal with them the more you Mtvwar chiefs, 
will see. They have been guilty of misdeeds, separate lists of which can 
be prepared should you wish me to do so. I how^i desire that the 
dispute be settled, and an arrangement made on/ &%rm basis for the 
future. The Chiefs speak of their fidelity to the f J&: they were loyal 
they would not have girded their loins to act in so discreditable a manner; 
and to debase themselves, they have preferred complaints of the last 
four generations. In Maharana Jugut Singh's time, the Chiefs with 
their troops went to Jeypore to place on the guddee Madho Singh, 
nephew of the Maharana; before the battle commenced they fled and 
took shelter in their estates. On a third occasion Sowaee Mulliar was 
sent for, who placed Madho Singh on the guddee, the title of Rawut was 
then given to low tribes of Khants, and a dancing/ girl named Umartee 
performed the ceremony of tulwar bundhai. In Maharana Ursee Singh's 
time the Chiefs joined the standard of revolt and ruined the country , 
in consequence of which the Maharana proceeded with troops against 
them, and confiscated the puttas of several of them, when they intrigued 
With the Boondee Rajah and had their sovereign assassinated. ^The

RELATION'S OF MEYWAR CHIEFS 


Chiefs ought to have made known this instance of violence on their 
part. Humeer Singh succeeded to the guddee, who w m also deprived 
of life, having been poisoned ; they put the infant Bheem Singh on the 
guddee who was kept as a prisoner. Subsequently Rawut Bheem 
Singh of Saloomber, haring taken the management of Chittore affairs, 
requested Maharaj Bheem Singh of Bagore to ascend the guddee, which 
he declined to do, on which he was poisoned, and Chittore and other districts 
were taken possession of by the Rawut, who now commenced 
performing the ceremony of investiture and other functions of the 
sovereign, carried on depredations, invited foreign troops from time 
to time, and laid waste the country. The Choondawuts had Bala Raojee 
seized, on which Raj Zalem Singh sent a message to the Durbar, begging 
the release of Bala Rao; the Chiefs, however, would not allow the Durbar 
to listen to the overtures of Zalem Singh, and thus caused a disagreement 
between Bheem Singh and Zalem Singh; the latter entered Oodeypore at 
the head of Ms troops, put all the Chiefs to flight, and rescued Bala 
Bao. Such is the attachment and fidelity of the Chiefs, instances of which 
are recorded in the todnamah. When British authority \y$s established 
in this quarter, measures were adopted for the prosperity and improve* 
raent of the State and country; this was unpalatable to the Chiefs, who 
still tried to foment quarrel and disturbance, and would have succeeded 
in their evil designs had not this raj been taken under the fostering care 
of the British Government. I have every reliance on you, and hope 
you will do that which will strengthen my authority. I am willing to 
follow your advice, 

The Chiefs have given in complaints in the name of Charuns, Bhats, 
P<aswans, and my d pendants, of their having been deprived of villages 
and lands, and punishment inflicted on them. What authority have they 
to interfere in matters which concern me ? When people behave to my 
satisfaction they meet with rewards and indulgence; when they act other¬ 
wise they merit displeasure. My moatmids write to me that you 
,have called for a c iled list of all villages and lands and houses con¬ 
fiscated since my .a jeession to the guddee, as also fines levied, property 
taken possession of, and violence done to people—the Chiefs ought to have 
confined their compiai > ts to their own case. Why have they complained 
on the part of others^ What business have they to meddle in matters 
which concern the raj ? ' ^ 

I administer justice according to the custom ol rajwara. The 
Most Noble the Governor General of India lias given me full authority 
over my country. Chiefs, kamdars, ryots, and others, and I am autho¬ 
rized to act as I think most advisable. It is for the settlement of the 
dispute with the Chiefs only that I have solicited the interference of the 
British authorities. If y ou have, however, observed any acts oi violence 
or oppression on my part, you can point out the same to my moatmids 
or write to me on the subject, and I am willing to follow your advice, 
but to listen to the artful and interested representations of the Chiefs, 
and at their request to citfl for a list, is not proper. 

I have forwarded a, list of villages, which I had good cause to 
confiscate, as also a separate list of villages winch I have bestowed on 
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whose conduct merited the indulgence. If a; ny of my depend¬ 
ants, servants, and others have preferred complaints aga inst me, . I request 
you will let me know and I will answer the same. What business have 
tlie Chiefs to meddle* with my dependants and comp on their part? 

“The Chiefs have shown copies of their old sunnuds of Choondajee's time, 
transcript which have alto been received by me ; they should be 
called upon to prpdp.ce the original Stfnnuds, to prove whether they are 
genuine or otherwise . The Chiefs have expressed to you their desire 
of conforming to the rules fixed in Colonels Tod * nd Cobbers time, this 
is merely a subterfuge which I hope you will consider well. What was 
customary since the time of Colonels Tod and Cobbe and Colonels Speirs 
and Robinson continued in force up to Suml- a t 1901^ or A. D. 1845, 
when the last quolnamah was concluded.

Wliat I wnsh to convey to you is, that the Chiefs formerly made a Maharaua- 
durkhast for a quolnamah to Colonel Cobbe, which that gentleman gSct'of; 0n the 
submitted to Government; it was sanctioned but not guaranteed, and the ^ 

matter remained in abeyance. In Colonel Robinson's time the Chiefs 
renewed their solicitation for a quolnamah as proposed by Colonel Cobbe, 
which was carried out. The Chiefs having subsequently failed in some 
instances to observe the stipulations, fresh articles were added to the 
quolnamah in Sumbut 1H01 at Nuhur Mugra to ensure the due fulfilment 
of the original agreement. After two years the whole of the Chiefs, with 
their own consent, gave in writing the actual produce of their respective 
puttae, with the exception of two, viz., Saloombev and Deogurh. Colonel 
Robinson, after taking into consideration the conduct of these Chiefs, 
recommended the confiscation of their villages to the extent of the 
demand for ehutound at the rate of 5} annas in the rupee, which was 
done. Some time after the two Chiefs forcibly turned out my ldialsa. 

I beg you will take into consideration how the representative of the 
British Government could have signed the agreement without the con¬ 
sent of both, parties, and obtain the sanction of his Sircar. The quol¬ 
namah is in existence, but the Chiefs object to act up to it; unless the 
Sircar calls on them to adhere to their agreement, they will not do so. 

The Sircar, at the joint request of both parties, has now come forward to 
mediate the mutual differences. Whatever the Chiefs have agreed to in 
the quolnamah, and the Agent reported to Government, they should be 
made to abide by the same. You have often said that whatever the 
representatives of Government do, it is newer altered. The quolnamah in 
question has been concluded with the approval of Government. How 
can it be changed now ? If you are inclined to be lenient towards the 
Chiefs and recommend a reduction, this will be in breach of the former 
agreement and orders of Government, and will render doubtful the 
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stability of any quorinamah that may now be conclude.’^' It would, therefore, 
be advisable to let the former agreement stand, and add any fresh Articles 
which may appear to you right and proper for the observance of both 
parties, that in futu: re neither party he allowed to devote from the same.

} July 1854. | 

Your Highness' letter has l>een received and ,'understood; you have 
dwelt at length on the’ dislpyalty^Qj:* the Chiefsf ancestors; tliis was* 
unnecessary. You have s-‘ nci a l biive l et ^ em bring 

forward other people's grie vanc< jf > ,X, , |4ve confined themselves 

to their own, and that it is for the settl^ent ^ ^ ^ the 

Chiefs only, that you have' so 101 V . . * i f ference of the British 
Authorities, and that you e -j justiee, r according to the 

custom of rajwara. You forget j°w, Sir Henry Lawrence, 

and I, repeatedly recommended b ^jle among yourselves these 

differences; that the British (> 0 Vv iad no desire to interfere, but 

that if it did interfere we^natist h full enquiry, and that both 

parties would fe'fc'orry that they had called upon us to mediate. Your 
reply was that whatever the result might be, you will be satisfied, and 
that you had now no power, no control over your people. Upon this I 
have been ordered to mediate between you. How can I do so without 
enquiring into all complaints ? If you are afraid of such enquiry, I advise 
you to redress all grievances; by doing so you will save me much trouble, 
and gain credit to yourself. From my first arrival I heard much of your 
zoolm (tyranny), and much more since, but I did not interfere as you were 
the Elder of your own State. But since you, by your misrule and 
oppression, have got into difficulties from which you cannot extricate 
yourself without our help, and have called for our interference, you must 
be prepared to let us take our own measures. Our mode of administering 
justice and those of rajwara are very different, and this you full well 
know, and in these days the voice of the people must be beard. *We 
cannot shut our ears and let you oppress at pleasure. Colonel Low in 
my presence repeatedly told you to think of' this before you called upon 
us to interfere. Having attended to your call, and you have said and 
written that you will abide, be it for good, or he it for had, by our 
decision, you must trust to Providence and the justice of your cause. I 
have called for lists of villages resumed, fines exacted by you from your 
accession. This has not come, what has come is only partly what I want; 
oblige me by referring* to my durkhast to the Baidla Eao . and Minister, 
and quickly send the full detailed statement. 

Proclamation issued by the Political Agent in Meywar on the 10 th August 1854. 

Whereas in these days complaints of* aggressions and disputed 
boundaries have been made by Durbar kamdars and those of the 
Chiefs, and when they are called upon for explanation they deny having 
committed any violence, all parties are hereby warned to keep the 
peace, that on the Occurrence of any aggr ession or acts of blood-shed an 
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«33tqriiiy shall be made, and the matter reported to Government with the 
view of severe punishment being inflicted on the offender. 


Ordered— 

That copies be furnished to the Durbar Authorities and the Chiefs 
of Meywar, with a request to act up to the proclamation ; any one 
offending' would he treated as a disturber of the public peace. 


Purport in English of a hhwreeta from Lieut. Colonel G. St. P. Lawrence, Political 
Agent in Meytoar, to Mahaiiana Soroop Stnoh of Oodeypore,—dated Vlth Septem¬ 
ber 1854. 

After Compliments .—Previous to this I have on several occasions 
explained to your agents here the advisability of settling* all complaints 
of oppression on the part of your Highness, but they have given me 
no distinct answer up to this day. They have presented papers in some 
cases, but not with the view of meeting my wishes, although they possess 
authority to settle all cases; I therefore trouble your Highness on the 
subject, and request that all grievances of late years be removed, and that 
all villages, bhooms, lands, houses, tambaputter, &c., which may have 
been resumed since your accession to the guddee, excepting those for 
serious dimes, be restored; that all new demands for bhoom and customs 
should cease; all new kheras or hamlets established on lands forcibly and 
unjustly taken from your subjects be restored. That the practice of 
falsely accusing men and women of criminal intercourse, merely with 
the view of extorting money, dispossessing them of their property and 
tinning them out of the country, be put a stop to in future. 

It is advisable that your Highness should see even-handed justice 
done to your subjects, and that you adopt this measure before I meet 
your Highness. If you delay so doing I shall he obliged to attend to all 
complaints which may be preferred, and arrange matters according to 
the orders of Government, which will tend to interfere with and lower 
your authority. I have written this as a friend to give you notice, 
and trust you will act up to my advice, and cause the grievances of the 
poor, who have suffered from the oppressive acts of your Highness, to 
be redressed. 


Purport in English of a Jchureeta from the disaffected Chiefs of Meywar , to COLONEL 
G. St. P. Lawrence, Political Agent t Meywar—dated Assoje sood teej , or 25 tk 
September 1854. 

We are informed that on every occasion you tell our Agents that 
they do not mind you, and that both parties will be ruined, hegur jaoge . 
It is the Sreejee's (liana's) people who make objections, and our people 
are censured in their presence, which is unaccountable to us. It is our 
desire that if our Agents fail to attend to your orders, you will let us 
know, explaining your wishes, and if the same be light and proper we 
shall attend to them. If we find that any one bras misrepresented matters 
you we shall Write to you on the subject. It is not proper that our Agents 
should be censured. We look up to you for justice. 
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Purport in English of a Roobokaree of the Meytvar 4.gency> — dated 5th October 185L 

In order to remove the differences which have existed for a consider¬ 
able time past between the Maharana and his Chiefs, the Agent repeatedly 
# “Agents” called on the Mullet admees* of the Chiefs 

to point out a reasonable mode for the settle¬ 
ment of the question, but they on all occasions repeated the same thing 
that they wished for a continuance of their “ wajbee dusfcoor qudeem" 
or right old custom, and made no proposition whatever of a conciliatory 
nature. The Chiefs lately addressed a letter to the Agent with reference 
to his roobokaree of the 19th August, written in rude and disrespectful 
terms, a copy of which was submitted for the information of the 
Governor General's Agent, Itajpootana. 

The latter, after mature consideration, and judging of the conduct of 
the Chiefs in the same light as the Agent, recorded his sentiments in his 
roobokaree of the 13th September, to the effect that the Chiefs should 
not be allowed to act collectively, and if the Agent deemed proper the 
attendance of their accredited Agents might be dispensed with; that it 
was a matter of regret that the Chiefs did not appreciate the for¬ 
bearance and consideration shewn them, and failed to attend to the good 
counsel and advice given them from time to time; that a report of the 
proceedings would now be submitted to Government. 

Attempt fit With the-view of again explaining matters to the Agents of the 

py?ho AgSte of Chiefs, they were twice and thrice summoned to meet the Agent. On 
the chief*. the last occasion they presented papers said to contain the replies of the 
Durbar to the requests of their masters at the meeting held at Oodeypore 
on the occasion of Colonel Low's visit. These replies being in favor of 
the Chiefs, the Agent was somewhat astonished that they had withheld it 
so long and applied for information to the Durbar Authorities. A copy 
of the answers given by the Durbar to the requests of their Chiefs was 
furnished by the minister, which, on being compared rvith that received 
from the Chiefs, at once shewed that an attempt at deception had been 
made by the Agents of the Chiefs. On this subject a roobokaree was 
written on the 29tlx September. On the 2nd October the proposed 
quolnamah was read and explained to both parties, and the Agents of the 
Chiefs were desired to take their leave. The next day, the 3rd October, 
they again attended and made known their objections, which, being the 
same as repeatedly urged before, served no other purpose, but to waste 
time and cause unnecessary trouble to the Agent,

Ordered—- 

That it be explained to the Chiefs' agents that the Agent has 
carefully examined all the records of the time of Colonels Tod, Cobbe, 
and Robinson; that jsw necessity exists now for making further 
enquiries ; that a copy of this roobokaree be furnished separately to the 
Agents of Salootnber, Deogurh., Kanore, Bhentler, Budnore, Gogoonda, 
Korawsr, Bhyse&rora, Kotharea, Btmera, and Amait, and they be called 
upon to write to thoir masters, that il t$ey have any objections, to make 
known the same in writing separately for submission to Government, 
within fifteen days from this date, The despatch of the import shall not be 
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beyond that time, and that until the receipt of orders from 
Government, each Chief, or his Agent, will be held individually respon¬ 
sible for his words and acts. 


Purport in English of a Roobokaree of the Mcyivctr Agency,—dated 29 th September 1854. 

Yesterday the accredited Agents of the Chiefs gave in a paper said 
to contain the replies of the Durbar to the several requests of their 
masters while assembled at Oodeypore on the occasion of Colonel Low’s 
visit. The Agent made full enquiry into the matter, and at last dis¬ 
covered that the replies of the Durbar as given by the Chiefs’ agents 
were not genuine. 

It is a source of much regret to the Agent that after a long and 
patient enquiry for the last five months, during which period he spared 
no trouble to settle the dissensions between the parties, an attempt 
should have thus been made to impose upon him by the Chiefs’ agents. 

The minister of Oodeypore was called upon to shew the paper con¬ 
taining the questions of the Chiefs and the answers given by the Dur¬ 
bar at the meeting which took place at Oodeypore, On the receipt of the 
paper it was compared with that given in by the Chiefs’ agents, from 
which it appeared that their version of the Durbar’s replies is a fabrica¬ 
tion of their own. Their motive in acting as they did was to deceive 
the Agent, and they would have probably succeeded in their attempt had 
the Agent given credit to their assertions, and made no enquiry in the 
matter, and which might have involved the necessity of making a fresh 
investigation. 

The Agent is of opinion that it is useless to prolong the enquiry, the 
Chiefs’ agents being unwilling to adduce anything new to facilitate the 
settlement of the question. He deems it advisable that the proposed 
quolnamah be read and explained to both parties, and they he called upon 
to give in the replies of their employers in the course of a fortnight; that 
the several Cliiefs without consulting with Saloomber and Deogtirh send 
in their replies separately to the Agent, as directed in the roobokaree of 
the Governor General’s Agent, Kajpootana, of the 13th September. 

Ordered— 

That a copy of this roobokaree, together with the purport in Eng¬ 
lish of the paper presented by the Chiefs’ Agents and the Minister of 
Oodeypore, be forwarded for the information of the Agent, Governor 
General, Kajpootana.

Why should 
the Chiefs object to pay it ? In the quolnamah which 
JJ® 8 P r .°P 0s ed by Captain Cobbe, with the consent of 
the Chiefs, it is written that chutound was to be paid 
on the actual produce. 


Give in a list of the names of the Chiefs who have 
been deprived of their lands, and the necessary orders 
will be given. It has been usual to establish kheras 
on waste grounds j the Chiefs have also done so in 
many instances. 


Let. the Chiefs name the parties who have been de¬ 
prived of their lands without cause. Those who 
offend must be punished according to the terms of 
the quolnamah. 
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Should any complaints be made against us by 
:>ur people, the same to he referred to our 
bhulla admees. If we are thought bo have 
acted imprudently in any case, our faults 
should be pointed out to us privately instead 
of taking public notice of the same. 

The Durbar says that if any of your 
people complain against you without 
cause, no attention will be paid. If 
you are in the wrong, the complaints 
must he heard. 

The complaints of our servants and those who 
have been guilty of embezzlement should not 
he listened to. 

Sreejee says that whatever may be just 
and proper shall be done. 

Lands in sasneek or charity in our puttas, 
which have been in possession of parties since 
the establishment of British authority, to be 
continued to the holder: such portion of the 
lands as may have been encroached upon sub¬ 
sequently shall be resumed, and no complaints 
on the subject to be listened to. 

Sreejee says that lands encroached upon 
or seized shall not be allowed to remain 
in the possession of parties. 

Tulwar bundhai to be paid only by those who 
have hitherto paid it. 

Sreejee says that those who have not 
hitherto paid shall not be made to pay, 
and those who have done so will pay 
at the rate of 8 annas in the rupee. • 

Dan, or customs not to be levied on grain re¬ 
quired for the consumption of our villagers, 
kaindar and dhabhaee. Those who traffic 
to pay as customary.

Sreejee says that, customs will be levied 
according to usage.

When the Cliiefs oppress their ryots and complaints 
are made, how can the aggrieved party be made over 
to the Chiefs, unless their grievances are redressed ? 
Formerly Maharana Jeewan Singh, at the request of 
the Chiefs, gave assurances of protection to the ryots, 
and in the 4th article of the quolnamah His High¬ 
ness directed that whenever any of the Chiefs would 
come to complain, their agents in attendance would 
be ordered to enquire into and see justice done to 
them; the same course should now be observed. 


In the 8th article of the quolnamah of' Maharana 
Jeewan Singh, it is writte that the servants of the 
Cliiefs charged with embezzlement will be made to 
render their accounts. 


No one will dispose of the lands belonging to the 
Chiefs* khalsa but those given to parties by the 
Durbar; in the puttas of the Chiefs the latter are 
not to meddle with. 


Let the Chiefs produce the perwanna exempting the 
payment of kaid. The custom of tulwar bundhai 
as of old has been in force since the establishment 
of British authority, which myst continue. / 


Customs will he levied as usual. No new demands have . 
been made; if such, however, has been the case, let 
instances of it be given by the Chiefs, and measures 
will be adopted to put a stop to the same.

The Chiefs who have no male issue, to adopt 
whom they please with the advice of five res¬ 
pectable men; no nuzzurana to be levied on 
that account. 

Sreejee says that the Chiefs may adopt, 
but a proper rate of nuzzurana will he 
fixed. 

The tax called bhoom burar was formerly 
taken after every three years, afterwards the 
chubootra (motussil) kamdars used to take 
annually, and now it is levied according to the 
measurement of the lands; this should be dis¬ 
continued.

If the Chiefs object to it, the 
same tiling will happen as took place formerly at 
Bijeypore, Bussye, Bbender, Deogurb, Ac. (alluding 
to adoptions being set aside in favor of others). No 
one to adopt during his life-time. 


Let the Chiefs give in separate lists of bhoom burar, 
and what has been usually paid since Snmbut 1875 
or A. D. 1818, when a rate would be fixed. 


Wood and grass must be supplied. Any portion chat 
may be left unexpended can be taken back by the 
Chiefs’ people who may have furnished the same.

Ti'e OLiefft are We have received a copy of your roobokaree dated 13th September 

newndea Bbouid containing observations on our disrespectful Conduct. The state of the 
be made, 1 case is this, that we' have come to represent our grievances ; if in giving 
answers to the questions put to us we are thought to be rude, we are 
helpless. It is written in the roobokaree that the Sirdars require that 
their right old custom should be preserved, otherwise they would not 
abide by the decision, and that whatever they are asked they do not reply 
to distinctly. We presented a list of our grievances ; the questions put 
to us were answered. It has not been pointed to us in what instances 
our complaints are right, and in what respect we have erred. It is not 
our wish that new rules should be made; our requisitions and those of 
the Durbar be taken into the consideration of two persons, one on our 
part, and another on that of the Durbar, and let them see what is old 
and what is new; those that are new should cease. 

You say that three quolnamahs have been executed. One was first 
made in Coionel Tod's time, the other in that of Colonel Cobbe, founded 
on the former, which was observed during the reign of Bheem Singh and 
Jeewan Singh. In Surdar Singh's time new demands were made, and 
Colonel Cobbe's quolnamah was signed by both parties in Colonel 
Robinson's time. We are not aware of any other quolnamah, nor did we 
apply for any other, then how can we agree to a new quolnamah? We 
gave in our requisitions containing 11 articles according to the old custom ; 
the delay in the arrival of the Chiefs was owing to their having asked 
permission for their personal attendance; when they received a reply they 
lost no time in attending. 

On the subject of Bhangur, it is said that people should be loyal and 
well-wishers of the State. It rests with you to decide in the matter ; we 
like to be well-wishers, but who cares for us? When representations of 
grievances were made by the Saloomber Chief to the Durbar, lie incurred 
His Highness' displeasure. We therefore came to you. We leave you 
to judge from what we have represented whether or not we wish for the 
well-being and prosperity of the State. The present Minister wishes to 
take two rupees instead of one, and to cause our ruin; that he may have 
the full authority, many have been dispossessed of their houses, lands and 
villages, and many lost, their lives and expelled the country. These people 
wish that if the Chiefs are also turned out there will be no one excepting 
themselves to administer the affairs of the State. The ryots suffer under 
oppression. Where the produce is Rs. 1,000 they take Rs. 2,000, The 
Seebundees are made to discharge their debts in the Suroop Sahee currency, 
while they ate paid in Oodeypore .rupees; they are thus put to the loss of 
two annas in the rupee. 

The Durbar has a dookan, and engages in traffic to the detriment 
and loss of the bankers and • traders. Those that had returned to Mey- 
war on assurances of protection in. the time of Maharanas Bheem Singh 
and Jeewan Singh have left the country. By the advice of the kamdars

Memorandum on Meg war affairs, toiih Extracts, Letters, showing views of former 

Political Agents, 

That the present state of affairs in Meywar was foreseen is on it is thought 
record; Colonel Tod writes:—“ The Chiefs have enjoyed a degree of power S^lttnau- 
and importance in troubled times which they may not feel at all anxious 
to forego for the sake of preserving tranquillity.” The baneful influence original *uie, 
of the Rajpoots is most hurtful to the civil administration of the 
country. The members of Government, who do not meet their wishes, 
are utterly powerless. It is for this reason highly desirable that the 
Rajpoot influence should revert to what it originally was, viz., consulta¬ 
tion on the most momentous affairs of State, but a total abstinence from 
its inferior details, particularly revenue and the distribution of justice, 
which is bartered to avarice. 

This annuls the Saloomber .Chiefs claim to bhanjguria, or hereditary The saioomber 
councillorship, as does the following extract:— bhiajguda Ua t0 

“ The founder (Choondawut), while resigning his claim to the 
throne, retained certain privileges,—-that of being consulted on State 
occasion, of making war grants, and other important matters. His des¬ 
cendants of the present day arc utterly unworthy of him, and it is need¬ 
less to expect a thorough reformation in Meywar, so long as they con¬ 
tinue in their present position.” 

“ The Chiefs are now poor, but were they to become rich they might 
become troublesome 

“ Consultations of the Chiefs at any of their own residences is objec¬ 
tionable ; these, if necessary, ought to take place at the liana's palace. 

The Ilona's, commands should be implicitly obeyed.” 

Captain Waugh, who acted as Agent on Tod ’s departure on the 
30th June 1822, writes to Sir 1). Ochterlony: “ The Rana has not 
the power of compelling either the submission or duty of his feudatories.

A sequestration of a portion of the Saloomber Chiefs estate may compel 
attention to the Rana's authority when a sense of duty is wanting/’ to 
which the General assented. Captain Waugh proceeds: "The Chiefs 
are now poor, but should they become rich they may become troublesome 
both to the Rana and his allies. It should be a maxim never to allow 
the Rajpoot Thakoors to become rich. The experience of each succeeding 
day teaches us that unless the government of the State be strengthened 
by having at its disposal a sufficient military force to make its decrees 
respected, and to enforce obedience from its feudatories and subjects, the 
period is approaching when advice may no longer be taken, and it may 
become necessary for us to have recourse to military force. 

" The little regard of the Chiefs of all obligations, renders concessions 
to them of no value, and their deficiency in their duty towards their 
Prince may throw him more on the .British Government for assistance 
than is either convenient or desirable. ’This feudal association increasing 
in value may some day give both the Rana and his allies more trouble 
than is at present apprehended; they systematically disregard the Rana s 
authority, they perform none of those services which they engaged to do. 
The most palpable proof, however, of their disobedience is afforded in the 
contemptuous manner in which they have lately treated the Rana s 
summons to attend the dusserah and to grant the subsidy required in 
equivalent for their non-performance of military duty. The growing 
wealth and influence of the feudal body ought to he regarded with a 
jealous eye/' 

Extracts from Colonel Cohhe's letters have been given in Captain 
Brooke's report. In a letter to Sir David Ochterlony in 1848, he writes 
“ From a desire to conciliate the Chiefs, Colonel Tod often admitted their 
claims, to the prejudice of the Ranas; some were rendered independent of 
hin^ so much so that a summons from him to attend the dusserah festi¬ 
val (to which they are bound by treaty) would in all probability not be 
regarded, were it not accompanied by a letter from the Agent.'' Again he 
writes a that the origin of the present discontents on the part of the Rana 
and Chiefs, he apprehends, will he found in the settlement made by 
Colonel Tod in the first instance. He can see no explanation of these 
arrangements but in that officer's strong desire to purchase popularity at 
any price; it will be evident that in a few years the Maharana’s situa¬ 
tion must be infinitely less desirable than that of any of his Chiefs. 


Extract of a Despatch from Colonel Cobbe, to Resident, Delhi,—dated 20th 
February 1825. 

v c Para. 15.—-" The Chiefs ar<> divided into three classes, the first eon- 

Spianatio’J of* listing of the 15 most powerful heads of families, the second of 82 Tha- 
koors, and the third of the descendants of the other classes who have settled 
themselves in the small villages set aside for their maintenance. All 
these classes ave bound to produce, for the service of the State, a certain 
number of horse and foot in proportion to the value of their jagheers. 
The right of the Sovereign to resume these lands has always been 
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distinctly recognized, and on the decease of a Chief, his jagheer is formally 

taken possession of by the liana, until the heir has paid the usual mizzur, 
and received his investiture; in short, it much resembles the renewal of 
a Bishop's lease in Ireland. This form of government nearly assimilates 
with that called the feudal, and has all the vices of that system in addi¬ 
tion to those arising from the natural disposition of Rajpoots. The 
Prince, who has no regular force, is, on the moment of invasion, deserted 
by his feudatories, who have each their own possessions to defend, nor 
is he ever able to punish a disobedience to which every one is a party; 
and as each Chief has from two to ten wives, they are so intermarried 
and connected with each other that no dependanee could be placed on 
their exertions against their relatives. Such a machine could not work 
well or long, and under a head and hand so weak as the present liana, 
the ruin of the country was inevitable even in better times. The feelings 
of the Chiefs and their line of conduct during the time of disturbance 
of the last 50 years, I cannot better explain than in the words of Rawut 
Humeer Singh of Bliudesur, a man of some notoriety, when speaking to 
me of his being abused as a plunderer: ‘ Moywar was then divided into 
f two classes, the plunderers and the plundered. I should have been 

< content to abstain from robbing if I could have secured my own 
c . exemption from being robbed; to defend myself* I was obliged to keep 
‘ more men than I could maintain; to feed them I was compelled to 
( plunder my weaker or less courageous neighbours, and the klialsa of 

< the liana being the least protected was my most frequent prey; 

< besides he is our father and should feed us; but now I am ensured the 

< enjoyment of my own property, I have no wish to interfere with that 

< of others.' As habits are not, however, so rapidly changed, the latter part 
of this declaration may be cautiously received. On Colonel Tod's arrival, 
the whole of the Chiefs were summoned to the Durbar, and a mutual 
agreement contracted between them and the Ran a, a copy of which is 
annexed (marked No. 2). His Highness, however, supposing (with a truly 
Asiatic feeling), that treaties were only binding on the weaker party, has 
taken evert means in his power of showing partiality to particular 
Chiefs (generally those of the worst reputation) by excusing their attend¬ 
ance, dispensing with their service and quotas, giving them higher 
places in the Durbar than entitled to, &c., &c., &e. Those who felt them¬ 
selves aggrieved naturally complained to the Agent, at whose recom¬ 
mendation they signed the contract, and this reference completed their 
disgrace. Two parties were thus formed, the one looking up to the protec¬ 
tion of the British Government through the Agent, the other, styled by 
Captain Waugh the “ pernicious Tactions," the private friends of the 
Rana and the encouragers of his vices, 

“ 16. As the quote of the Chiefs are usually paid in grain, &o., they were 
(when required for thanna duties) generally employed in the immediate 
neighbourhood of their jagbeers; but without a stricter supervision and-a 
more decided command over them than could be exercised, the serv ice lia- 
turallv became little more than nominal; the men frequently remained at 
their Iiouses until summoned after a robbery, seldom mustered more than 
half the number ordered, and considered themselves entirely independent hri* 
the Rana’s officers, I have ascertained from several of the Chiefs them- 
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selves; 'that when first summoned to Oocleypore, they came prepa/reato 
contribute annually a ehout to the support of the State, and as the liana pays 
three-eighths of his income to secure the protection of the British G overn¬ 
ment, the benefits of which they equally share, the arrangement was evident¬ 
ly one of justice. I know not the grounds which induced Colonel Tod to 
reject all claims on the Chiefs, either on the part of the liana or the 
British Government, but it must be considered unfortunate that so favor¬ 
able an opportunity was lost. Shortly previous to that officer's departure, 
and during the time Captain Waugh acted, a collection was made from the 
Chiefs under the name of the “ tenths," although in reality it amounted 
to one-sixth. It was, as far as I can trace, levied, in the first instance, on 
the occasion of the marriages of the liana's children, to the expense of 
which it is usual for all dependants to contribute, and it was subsequently 
levied to fill that void in the Buna's means of profusion occasioned by the 
demand of Government for the regular payment of the tribute. It was 
generally stated to be applied to the internal police of the country, but 
I can positively assert none of it was so applied. On the contrary, one of 
Captain Waugh's last letters to you contained a proposal for mortgaging 
these collections to the banker, in payment of the Kana's debts; the 
Chiefs paid, the sum it is true, but with great reluctance, and certainly 
in utter ignorance of the ground of the demand or the appropriation of 
the cash. They considered it as a fresh task to supply the liana's extrava¬ 
gance, whilst His Highness, to induce compliance, assured them it was 
demanded by, and given to, the British Government. Besides the utter 
falsehood of this assertion, it was calculated to alarm the Chiefs and in¬ 
duce them to suppose Government had, in their demand, exceeded the 
terms of the treaty. I therefore, as soon as made acquainted with the 
state of things, addressed tlie more powerful and respectable among the 
Chiefs individually, and hope on my return to Oodeypore to conclude an 
arrangement just to all parties. The ground of my proposal is the justice 
of calling on the feudatories to afford their help to maintain the internal 
quiet of the country, whilst the Bana has, by a heavy pecuniary sacrifice, 
secured them from all external enemies. The inefficiency of their quotas 
being undeniable, it becomes desirable that a portion of tfib service to 
which they are bound by the tenure of their jagkeers should he com¬ 
muted for a sum of money which will enable the liana to maintain a 
force to execute those duties, nor can they consider £ or 2$ annas in 
the rupee as a heavy contribution in lieu of half their service, when 
the Bana pays | or 6 annas in- the rupee to tlie British Government, 
the benefits of which they all participate in. 

17. “It would have been advantageous to the Bana to have com¬ 
muted the whole of their military service for money, but such a measure 
would have borne hard on the Chiefs who have numbers of retainers and 
relations for whose support they must have provided., notwithstanding 
the commutation, and who will now be sufficient to perform all the ser¬ 
vice for which they will be called on; the sum raised by these collections 
averages one lakh and eighty thousand rupees per annum."

From Ooloxel J. A. Cobbe, Political Agent, Oodeypore Agency, to the Resident at 
Delhi,—dated 23rd April 1827. 

I beg to solicit the orders of Government on a point of much 
importance to the future well being, of Meywar. 

%. Previous to my arrival, an endeavour was made under the 
orders of the late Resident and the sanction of Government, to effect a 
commutation of a part of the personal feudatory service of the Chiefs 
for a ready money payment oi cession of land. Captain Waugh's efforts, 
however, failed of success. I 

3. By the treaty with the British Government the whole weight 
of the tribute falls on the Rana, although the Chiefs equally participate 
in protection it purchases ; and in the covenant between the Rana and his 
Chiefs, which received the sanction of Government, no provision is made 
for calling on these Chiefs to bear any portion of the public burthen. 

4. The subject is minutely entered into in the 15th, 16th and 17th 

paragraphs of my letter of 20th Febrtiary 1825 (copy annexed), and Gov¬ 
ernment was pleased to approve of the principle which I had assumed as 
the basis of an arrangement between t Rana and his Chiefs, as well as 
of my proceedings towards the latter g ally. It was not, however, so 
easy a task as I had hoped, to recor the jarring interests of two 

parties, the one determined to extort, an* s other to withhold, as much as 
possible. It was however at length a mplished, and a covenant was 
drawn out to which both parties agreed, d which is indeed advantageous 
to both. (A copy is annexed). 

5. To the Rana it secures as much service as he lias ever received and 
a certain regular addition to his income, more than sufficient to maintain 
a very respectable establishment for police. 

6. To the Chiefs it offers the highest incentives to improving 
their property, by the knowledge that such improvements will be their 
own, instead of leading to the confiscation of the thriving villages 
as at present; and the demands of the. Government‘being fixed, they will 
be freed from the ruinous extortions practised under the names of 
rozeena, dhous, dustuk, &c., by which the Minister provides for his 
adherents, and enforces the payment of all demands, just or otherwise j the 
expense of the process generally exceeds the original demands, besides 
the injury done to the village by the horsemen and kamdars posted 
there. 
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7. The measure has been so often and so strongly dwelt on by 
Government that, under the former system of management, I should 
have confidently anticipated its meeting with approbation, it being of 
obvious and extensive advantage, and earnestly desired hv both parties; 
but under the recent changes I know not how far it may accord with the 
views of Government to sanction any agreement between the liana and 
hie Chiefs, which at first sight may be supposed to involve an interference 
between the parties. I am however confident that none will be necessary; 
the advantages of the arrangement to the Chiefs are too deeply felt to 
leave a doubt of that adherence to it j and the knowledge that it lias been 
sanctioned by Government will prevent any deviation on the liana’s part 
beyond what can be instantly rectified. 

8. The Chiefs place no trust in jthe Rana's promises; even when 
supported by the Koonwur’s. This distrust of the latter does not proceed, 
I believe, from doubts of his sincerity, hut from a knowledge of his timid¬ 
ity and inability to oppose his father*’ The active part taken in the affairs 
of Meywar by the Agent of the British Government gave him 
an understood influence, never asserted or denied, but which has hitherto 
acted as a restraint on both parties, and without exertion kept them 
in their proper relative situations. This exists no longer, and if some sub¬ 
stitute be not found, I much fear the active and constant interference 
of Government will be necessary to preserve the quiet of Meywar, 

9. Since the recent ch^°oof both parties have become more 
solicitous than before to obtsr ° r /?£ sanction to the covenant; the more 
powerful Chiefs wish to avoi* °[foe ruin of endless submission to arbi¬ 
trary fines and sequestration/ 0 ^ the painful alternative of refusing 
obedience to their master. Tlic^eat body of the Thakoors dread being 
left without any shield between them and the caprice of their Prince 
and the avarice of his minister and pass wans; and the Rana himself 
is desirous to secure an arr jment which ensures him money and 
obedience, which he could enforce and which would often be 
withheld. 

10. In submitting the bject for the orders of Government, 
I am fully aware of the obje ions which may exist to ratifying the 
agreement. I yet feel it my duty to express my conviction that a 
refusal to sanction it will occasion much confusion and distress to all 
parties, and by removing the only bond which keeps both parties in 
their proper relative positions, will lay the foundation for very serious 
disturbances in future. 

. 11. If Government should he disposed to sanction this arrange¬ 

ment (proposed under their approval and satisfactory to both parties), 
I beg to submit that the opening is a fair one for binding His Highness 
to apply the income thus raised to its legitimate purpose, by keeping 
up an establishment equal to the due support of his diginity and govern¬ 
ment throughout his dominions.

Feudal Incidents. 

These were six in number; 1, reliefs; 2, fines of alienation; 3, 
escheats; 4, wardship; 6, marriage. 

Belief .—The first and most essential mark of a feudal relation Definition of 
exists in all its force and purity here; it is a perpetually recurring mark a relief ‘ 
of the source of the grant, and the solemn renewal of the pledge which 
originally obtained it. In Meywar it is a virtual and bond fide surrender 
of the fief and renewal thereof. It is thus defined in European polity ;—* 
a relief is a sum of money due from every one of full age taking a 
fief by descent. It was arbitrary, and the consequent exactions formed 
a ground, of discontent; nor was the tax fixed till a comparatively, 
recent period. By Magna Charta, reliefs were settled at rates propor¬ 
tionate to the dignity of the holder. In France the relief was fixed 
by the customary laws at one year's revenue. Ibis last has long been 
the settled amount of nuzzurana or firie of relief in Meywar. On the 
demise of a Chief, the Prince immediately sends a party, termed the 
znbtee (sequestrator), consisting of a civil officer and a few soldiers, who 
take possession of the estate in the Prince's name. The heir sends his 
prayer to Court, to be installed in the property, offering the proper relief. 

This paid, the Chief is invited to repair to the presence, when he perforins 
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liomage and makes protestations of service and fealty. He receives a fresh 
grant, and the inauguration terminates by the Prince girding him with 
a sword in. the old forms of chivalry. It is an imposing ceremony, 
performed in a full assembly of the Court, and one of the tew which Has 
never been relinquished. The fine paid, and the brand buckled to his 
side, a steed, turban, plume, and dress of honor given to the Chief, the 
investiture is complete; the sequestrator returns to Court, and the 
Chief to his estate, to receive the vows and congratulations of his 
vassals. 

In this we plainly perceive the original power (whether exercised or 
not) of resumption. On this subject more will appear in treating of 
the duration of grants. The kharg bundhi or “binding of the sword'” 
is also performed when a Rajpoot is fit to bear arms, as amojigst the 
ancient German tribes, when they put into the hands of the aspirant 
for fame a lance. The Kana himself is thus ordained a knight by 
the first of his vassals in dignity, the Chief of Saloomber. 

In the demoralization of all those estates, some of the Chiefs 
obtained renunciation of the fine of relief, which was tantamount to 
making a grant in perpetuity and annulling the most overt sign of 
paramount sovereignty. But these and many other importaut encroach¬ 
ments were made when little remained of the reality, or when it was 
obscured by a series of oppressions unexampled in auy European State. 

It is in Meywar alone, I believe, of all Rajasthan, that these marks of 
fealty are observable to such an extent. But what is remarked elsewhere 
upon the fiefs being moveable, will support the doctrine of resumption, 
though it might not be practised,—a prerogative may exist without its 
being exercised* 

Rajasthan never attained this refinement, indicative of the dis¬ 
memberment of the system, so vicious and self-destructive a notion 
never had existence in these States. Alienation does not belong to a 
system of fiefs ; the lord would never consent to it, but on very peculiar 
occasions. We see in the remonstrance of the Deogurh vassals the opinion 
they entertained of their lord's alienation of their sub-fees to strangers, 
and without the Rana's consent, which, with a similar train of conduct, 
produced sequestration of his fief till they were re-inducted. 

The fiefs which were only to descend in lineal succession, reverted 
to the Crown on failure of heirs as they could not be bequeathed 
by will. This answers equally well for England as for Meywar. I 
have witnessed escheats of this kind, and foresee more, if the penpeious 
practice of unlimited adoption do not prevent the Rana from regaining 
lands alienated by himself at periods of contention. Forfeitures for 
crimes must of course occur, and these are partial or entire, according 
to the delinquency. 

There is, or rather was, a class of lands in Meywar appended to the 
Crown, of which it bestowed life-rents on men of merit. These were 
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'•'filmed chnr-ootar, atul were given and taken back, as the name implies, 
in contra-distinction to grants, wiuch, though originating in goodjx?- 
Labour, not only continued for life bat descended in perpetuity. Such 
places are still so marked in the rent-roll, but they aTe seldom applied to 
the proper purpose. 

Aids, implying “ free gifts” or benevolences as they were termed Aids, 
in a European Code, are well known. The burar (war tax) is well 
understood in Meywar, and is levied on many occasions for tlie necessities 
of the Prince or the head of a clan. It is a curious fact that the dusooird 
or “ tenth” in Meywar, as in Europe, was the stated sum to be levied in 
periods of emergency or danger. On the marriage of the daughters of the 
Princes, a benevolence or contribution was always levied. This varied. A 
few years ago, when two daughters and a grand-daughter were married 
to the Princes of Jessulmeer, Bikoneer and Kishengurh, a schedule of one- 
sixth to portion the three was made out, but it did not realize above an 
eighth. In this aid the Civil Officers of Government contribute equally 
with the others. It is a point of honor with all to see their Sovereign's 
daughters married, and for once the contribution merited the name of 
benevolence. 

But it is not levied solely from the coffers of the rich; by the Chiefs 
it is exacted of their tenantry of all classes, who of course wish such 
subjects of rejoicing to be of as rare occurrence as possible. 

* The great Chiefs, it may be assumed, were not backward on like 
occasions to follow such examples, but their gifts were more voluntary. 

In Amber the most extensive benevolence or burar is on the marriage 
of the rajeumar or heix-apparent. 

There are two classes of Rajpoot landholders in Meywar, though the j 

one greatly exceeds the other in number : one is the Grasya Thakoor, or 
lord* the other the Bhoomia. The Grasya Chieftain is he who holds cw^S r • j 
(grds) bv grant (putta) of the Prince, for which he performs service with 
specified 1 quotas at home and abroad, renewable at every lapse, when all 
the ceremonies of resumption, the hue of relief and the investiture take 
place. 

The Bhoomia does not renew his grant, but holds on prescriptive 
possession. He succeeds without any fine, but pays a small annual quit- 
rent, and can be called upon for local service in the district which he 
inhabits for a. certain period of time. He is tlie counterpart of the 
allodial proprietor of the European system, and the real “ zemindar” .of 
these principalities. Both have the same signification from bhoom and 
zemin (“land”), the latter is an exotic of Persian origin. 

Geasya. —Grasya is from grls, “ a subsistence ” literally and fami- of 

liarly “ I mouthful,” whether it may have a like origin with the Celtic* 
word “ gwas,” said to mean a servant, and whence the word vassal is 
derived,' I shall leave to etymologists to decide, who may trace the 
resemblance to the Grasya, the vassal Chieftain of the Rajpoots. All the 
chartulari.es or puttas commence. “ To gras has been ordained.” Whether 
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.resumable. It has always been a subject of doubt whether grants were 
resum able at pleasure, or without some delinquency imputable to the 
vassal. 

The whole of the ceremonies in cases of such lapse are decisive on 
this point in Meywar. The right to resume, therefore, may be presumed 
to exist, while the non-practice of it, the formalities of renewal being 
gone through, may be said to render the right a dead letter. But to 
prove its existence, I need only mention that so late as the reign of Rana 
Singh Ram the fiefs of Meywar were actually moveable, and little more 
than a century and a half has passed since this practice ceased. Thus 
a Rahtore would shift with family chattels and retainers from the 
north in the wilds of Choppun, while the Sukhtawut relieved would occupy 
the plains at the foot of the Araoolli, or a Choondawut would exchange 
hi-' abode on the banks of the Chumbul with a Pramara or Chohan from the 
table mountain, the eastern boundary of Meywar. Since these exchanges 
were occurring it is evident the fiefs (puttas) were not grants in perpetuity. 
Hence it may be pronounced that a grant of an estate is for the life of 
the holder, with inheritance for his offspring in lineal descent, or adoption 
with the sanction of the Prince, and resumable for crime or incapacity, 
this reversion and power of resumption being marked by the usual cere¬ 
monies on each lapse of the grantee of sequestration (zubtee of relief), 
nuzzurana of homage and investiture of the heir. Those estates held by 
foreign nobles differ not in tenure, though for the reasons specified, they 
have not the same'grounds of security as the others, in whose welfare the 
whole body is interested. Feeling the case to be their own, and their 
interests certainly have not been so consulted since the rebellions of 
Sunibut 1822, A. D. 1766, and subsequent years, witness the Chohans 
of Baidla and Ivataro (in the Oodeypore valley) and the Pramar of the 
plateau of Meywar, all Chiefs of the first, rank. 

The difficulty and danger of* resuming an old established grant 
in these countries are too great to be lightly risked. Though in all These 
estates there is a mixture of foreign Rajpoots, yet the blood of the Chief 
predominates, and these must have a leader of their own or be incorpo¬ 
rated in the estates of the nearest of kin. This increase might not be 
desirable for the Crown, but the sub-vassals cannot be turned adrift, a 
resumption therefore in these countries is widely felt, as it involves many. 
If crime or incapacity render it necessary the Prince inducts a new head 
of that blood, and it is their pride, as well as the Prince's interest, that a 
proper choice should he made. If, as has often occurred, the title be 
abolished, the sub-vassals retain their sub-infeudations and become attached 
to the Crown. 


Proclamation isstted by Colonel Robinson, Political Agent, to the Chiefs of Meywar,— 
dated 10 th January 1845. 

It is now six years since I have been in charge of the Meywar 
Agency, during which time I have seen from the records, as well as heard 
from intelligent and respectable people, as also from what has come 
under my personal observation, that dissensions have always existed 
between the Durbar and the Chiefs for service and chuioimd; that the 
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quoinamahs executed in the time? of Colonels Tod and Cobbe have not Durbar's 
^ ^ ^~ ^ the Chiefs are not ffigggS 


been duly observed. The Durbar complains that me urners are not a ^ Bt tto 
punctual in the payment of chutound, or in the performance of service; obKf 8. 
that they have been, remiss and inattentive to such a degree Co the terms 
of the quolnamah that many of them do not attend at the dusserah, and 
those who come are generally unattended with their quotas of troops, 
nor do they seem to care for the displeasure of their Sovereign, as they 
often return to their homes without Ilis Highness' knowledge or permis¬ 
sion. If the Chiefs are so negligent and deficient in the performance of 
their duties in Meywar, how is it possible that they will be ^ useful or 
perform good service in a foreign country' ? It is owing to such conduct 
on the part, of the Chiefs that great disorder prevails in Meywar, and 
cases of theft and gang robberies are of frequent occurrence. The Chiefs 
and Jagheerdars take no notice, and are quite indifferent; on this account 
no improvement has taken place in the country. The Chiefs and others 
should take into their consideration what hardship they endured in 
former times from the arbitrary proceedings of the Dukhnees although 
chout was paid to them. The Durbar, in order to secure peace ahd 
tranquillity, pays tribute to the British Government from the revenue of ate^u^pre- 
his khalsa possessions; still the Chiefs are wanting in loyalty and EctSr manage* 
obedience. This state of things being injurious to the peace and happi- tho 
ness of both parties, I would propose that the Chiefs should pay 5 annas 
in the rupee on the wdiole amount of their revenues,* attend at the 
dusserah, pay the usual amount on account of marriages, riuzzuranas, 
tulwar bmidhai and the offerings to the temples,* His Highness to dis¬ 
pense with the service of three months performed by the Chiefs with 
their quotas of troops. In case of emergency at the requisition of the 
Durbar, each Chief to furnish troops to the extent of his means; then- 
pay to be discharged by His Highness according to the annual rates from 
the amount of the tunka or chatound. 


That a. new quolnamah he made to provide for the prompt payment 
of chutound, and the performance of service on the part of the Chiefs, 
and for the better management of the country. If the. Chiefs fail to act 
; in submission to the wishes of their Sovereign, or be remiss in the perform¬ 
ance of their duties, they will render themselves liable to the dis¬ 
pleasure of His Highness; that they will make good all losses sustained by 
ryots and beoparees, and fines levied on the delinquents.

To obtain, however, the commutation of thanna service, the 
ami of com most irksome to them of any, as it takes them or others of their tribe 
thamiu°st)rvice. for a time to a distance from their homes, the Chiefs themselves, as 
Colonel Tod has already observed, would be most glad of this compro¬ 
mise, and relinquish to the Rana's khalsa one-tenth of their villages in 
proportion and value to the quantity of service commuted.

“ 11. The recent conduct of the Chief of ISTeemrie, already brought 
your notice, is one among other present instances.

“ 1£. A worse instance than this is the present behaviour ot the 
Chief of Saloomber, the head of the Choondawut branch, and already taken 
notice of by Colonel Tod in his report, and who still persists in not 
sending his sunnud to the Durbar for renewal, although the propriety 
and necessity of his doing so lias been urged both by Colonel Tod aiid 
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tt^self; and Lis is an example which, while it may he manifested with 
impunity, must tend to excite a similar feelings of disobedient indifference 
among the Chiefs of this State to its head. A sequestration of a portion 
of the llao of Saloomber's estate by the liana may awaken a respect to 
his authority, where the sense of duty is wanting. 


In reply to this Sir David Ochterlony directed the sequestration, and it was 
accordingly made.

No. 704, dated 1st February 1818. * 

I omitted to mention in my report of the Oodeypore negociation, Application for 
that after the conclusion of the treaty, the Envoy presented an a.ppli- &S p Kddum 
cation for the support of His Excellency the Governor General to Jtawiit ®“f hofSaloom ' 
Puddum Singh of -Saloomber, the brother or near relative of the Envoy, 
who is said to be the Chief Minister of the State. I did not give any 
promise on this subject beyond the usual assurance that the good 
conduct of the Minister would ensure his Lordship's approbation, but 
as Puddum Singh's name was mentioned in that manner, T think it 
proper to bring it to notice. 


Extracts of a letter from Captain Waugh, Officiating Political Agent, to Major General 
Sir David Oohterlont, —dated 27 th February 1823. 

u 2. The measure of the tenth has ever been thwarted and retarded Opposition 
by the Thakoors of this class, whose estates it affected,—by Saloomber and Sg^reofihe 
Bhudesur in particular, and the accession of others of this branch by the bcr^^Bhude^* 
return of the Koowar Jeewan Singh, has emboldened them to the overthrow Bur. 
of the minister under whose administration it originated and failed to he 
carried into effect. The other Chiefs of the Nattore and Suktawul 
houses have all and individually subscribed ; by them little repugnance and 
no opposition to the measure has been either evinced or attempted. 

“ 3. The Chief of Bhudesur may be considered the principal in this Apprehensions 
mischief, as he is well and prominently seen to be, and the Eao of cnterta ‘ ncd * 
Saloomber secretly instrumental. I am not withoui apprehension that 
unless a decided disapprobation of this violent proceeding be manifested 
from the superior authority, where the party appar-witly expect, it will 
be passed over with impunity, that some act of atrocity will be perpetrat¬ 
ed at the capital by the leaders in the proceeding. 

« 6. The measure may be regarded as, 1 fear it will prove in its re¬ 
sults in the future, most injurious to the Rana's best interests, by the re¬ 
establishment of the ever-destruetive influence of a turbulent, seltish, and 
dangerous faction. The arrival of the Chiefs of Saloomber and Shahpore, 
the latter of whom is capable of any cruelty, may, I apprehend, be marked 
by some further scene of violence peculiar to his character, and in which 
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the feudatories of this State have been but too much habituated by the 
scenes of revolution and cruelty which preceded our alliance with it. 
The very Chiefs, instrumental in this proceeding*, are men whose hands 
have been stained with former atrocities, and will scruple little if they 
perceive a prospect of impunity of indulging their full measure of 
revenge on any individual in the situation of a minister, whose acts of 
administration in any wise affect their long-indulged privileges, and the 
abuses which mark them. 

“ 11. Tire measure of the tenth, as assessing the estates of the 
Choondawut Chiefs, by whom it has throughout been openly or covertly 
retarded and opposed, may be considered as the probable if not augment¬ 
ing cause of this thus-expressed, enmity of this body to the minister; 
the arrangement, which had nearly been carried through with a few excep¬ 
tions, will now, I apprehend, be directly opposed or resisted. It appears 
to me to have been an ill-judged indulgence at the commencement of our 
relation, exempting the feudal nobility of this State from the full opera¬ 
tion of the tribute in the same manner as on the khalsa as defined by 
the treaty on the actual territory of Oodeypore (or Meywar entire), It 
would, without any infringement of prescriptive institutions in the 
relation of vassal to the immediate head of their State, have given the 
superior power an influence and direct control over the elements of this 
feudal community, most essential to every better interest connected 
with it, and to i±s future harmony and regulation, which its own Sover¬ 
eign is, and has ever been, incompetent to maintain. 

" 1£. This concession of the tenth will, unless supported by the 
superior power, fall to the ground. It will at any rate prove partial and 
insufficient, even if they concede it to the hana^s authority, and the 
payment by the Chiefs of their several assignments to his treasury will 
be evaded, favorites commuted, and whatever may reach him w T ill be per¬ 
verted to ill and extravagant purposes. 

u 13. The numbers, influence and gro wing wealth of this feudal 
body cannot too early engage the serious attention of the protecting 
power, which, when competent to direct find govern it, is and wall ever be 
found wholly wanting in the head of this State, which ought, in. my 
apprehension, to have such deficiency supplied by that direct influence 
and control which the right of tribute defined would establish. 

“ 14. Their services arc useless to any purpose of benefit internally 
^’uSiindJpcn. or externally to their Sovereign or the State. The Rana has not, nor has 
Scut bod?. * p his apparent successor, the capacity or firmness to guide and control 
this discordant, highly privileged and independent body. The right 
which the treaty vested of rendering it tributary would have given 
iho paramount power a controlling* and salutary influence necessary 
to future tranquillity. The restoration of an institution unsuited to the 
circumstances of the times wo Shall find to prove but a continuance 
of ancient defects and abuses, consequently the remedy of which will 
afford future trouble.

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^lip^uish it. Competent I do not believe this Government will ever be 
to enforce or maintain it, unsupported by the superior power, and it would 
perhaps be well in the event of either an indisposition or inability 
to maintain it to let it take its natural course. But as this feudal body, 
if existing or refusing it, will have entirely forfeited the obligation on 
which the conditional concession and exemption from tribute was made 
a necessary condition, it may be for the consideration, on its justice and 
expediency, of tlie paramount protecting power to establish the right of 
tribute over these estates in the same manner as on the lands of the 
khalsa, commuting entirely their services, which is one of disorder, and 
tending only to perpetuate and strengthen powerful factions. Where most 
dangerous in the councils of their Prince, the commutation of their per¬ 
sonal services would render them what, for the future peace of the com¬ 
munity to which they belong, they ought to be, resident proprietors unin¬ 
vested with any such strong political influence in the Government as the 
ancient institutions and its revival tends to throw into their hands. 
Their service might only be required according to the term of tenure on 
such urgent or extraordinary occasions as the superior government might 
consider necessary. 

u 16. Their restoration, with such privileges and indulgences as from 
the fame of their constitution they possess under a Government feeble 
and incompetent to the control of such a numerous feudatory body, will, 
I apprehend, prove the revival of a system unsuited to the times, and 
a source of future trouble to those on whom this ultimate rectification 
will devolve.”

Extract of a despatch from Colonel Cobbe, to Sie D. Ocixtebionv, — dated 21st 

September 1823. 

“ Colonel Tod’s reports are not sufficiently circumstantial to enable opSofth^ 
me to account clearly for the utter failure of his expectations; ^^ of 0 t r h f hia 
they were, in my opinion, always unsupported by the prospect before xfrvcmmmu* 
him. Much of the poverty of this Government is, I think, attributable 
to defect in the original settlement of claims advanced by the Chiefs 
to portions of the khalsa usurped by them, during the disturbances 
which agitated M'eywar previous to its connection with the British 
Government. The Chiefs were conciliated at the expense of the Ran a, and. 
the chout, which they were in the habit of cheerfully paying, was at once 
unconditionally remitted. So that whilst they enjoy all the advantages 
afforded by the protection of the British Government, the whole weight 
of the tribute which it purchases falls on the Rana. The justice of calling- 
on every man to contribute to the support of Government in proportion 
to his property is so manifest that had any proposal of the kind been 
advanced as a substitute for the chout (previous to remitting it) the 
Chiefs would have considered it a liberal and indulgent arrangement, 
and a vast addition would without harshness have been made to the biffionH.v of 
revenue. Under the present circumstances it is with difficulty and much 
discontent that the tenths can be obtained.” v * 
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Translation oj a khureela from Captain GattpU, dated Meywar Cantonment , 1st Octo¬ 
ber 1826, or Uditee Ausonj budee m omits Sum but 1883, to the address of Raj Sree 
IUwijt Puddum Singhjee of Saloomber. 

Captain Gauph begs to send bis compliments to the Rawutjee 
Sahib ; news of this place are well, and the same of the Raj or him 
always are well wished, and hopes that the usual favors will be kept 
towards him. 

A levy of one-sixth or “ chutound’ , for all the Sirdars on the collec¬ 
tion of revenue has been agreed to by the Durbar, but the same has been 
remitted for him, or “ Rawutjee,” on the increase or decrease of revenue 
of his villages of jagheer the Durbar has no claim to interfere, he and 
other Sirdars are to serve the Rana Sahib as usual; cultivation of 
fields on the tank banks will remain uninterfered as usual, and villages 
of Gheeborah, Deolee, Burar, and Paurhla will also remain iminter- 
fered as his or Rawutjee's own property, and in his villages any 
demand from the Thanah of G eh war must not be made, and he or 
Rawutjee keep himself satisfied from the part of him or the Captain, 
and he or Rawutjee will always write to the Captain on business. 


Memorandum of being brothers of the stock descended from the same ancestors of the 
Durbar and Male Rawut Sahib “ Races” of Saloomber. 

Maharana Khajee had two sons; his elder son was named Chaimda 
Jee and younger Mankul Jee, the former on account of the pleasure of 
his father and his own willingness granted the heirship to the latter, his

I had the honor of reporting in my letter of the 8th instant, that 
I had been urged through Colonel llobinson, and otherwise by the Maha- 
rana of Oodeypore, to see His Highness at Pokhur or at A j mere before 
his departure from Rajpootana on his pilgrimage to Gy a, and that I left 
Joudhpore on the 7th instant for that purpose. 

2. I had two private conferences with His Highness, who spoke Repeated com. 
of the estrangement of his Chiefs, and of their unfriendly and nndutiful &\gSncsH 
conduct generally towards him, as circumstances which he very much 
lamented, but which he had done nothing to deserve or to produce. He 

said that his predecessor, the Maharana Jeewan Singh, was a good easy 
man, who had looked but little into his own affairs, and thereby involved 
the State in great pecuniary difficulties; but that he himself having- 
been accustomed to the management of his jkgheer, and for many years 
of his life to the direction of small affairs, had carried into those of the 
State the same frugal habits which he had formerly exercised, and that 
this was distasteful to many of the Chiefs who were accustomed to the 
greater splendour of the court of his predecessor. He said that, on 
enquiry, I would find that he had most religiously respected the rights 
and privileges of all parties as defined through the engagement entered 
into with them in the time of Maharana Bheem Singh, when Colonel 
Tod was Agent in Meywar, and in that of Maharana Jeewan Singh when 
Colonel Cobbe was Agent there; that all lie required of them was the per¬ 
formance of the obligations and duties for which they had then stipu¬ 
lated ; that in this they had failed by not furnishing their quota^ of. tjjbop&j' 
when he was required to supply a thousand horse and a thousand infantry 
to be held at our disposal during last rains; that they had failed to assist 
him in reducing the Bheels who had rebelled against his authority, and 
that fourteen out of sixteen principal Chiefs of the State had now 
withdrawn, when he was proceeding on a pilgrimage on which it was 
their duty to attend him. 

3. The Maharana attributed this conduct principally to the The Maharana 
instigation of the Bhyjee Sahiba, the widow of an elder brother of the eoSuEt'or tho 
late Rana Jeewan Singh. He said that this lady was supported by SJu^the 1 '’ 
Rawut Dhole Singh and others, and that their object extended to the msiXamuf 
setting up of his second brother's son, and the supplanting of himself in sahiba. yjeC 
his sovereignty, whilst in right, should he die without'issue, his brother 

and not his brother's son was his heir presumptive. He said that then- 
scheme of setting up this youth was contemplated at the time of the 
death of the late Rana, and relinquished, from the belief that it would 
not be countenanced by the British Government; but thai it bad 
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revived lately, and although Colonel Robinson in bis late visit to Oodey- 
pore had done every thing to reconcile their differences, and the Chiefs 
had promised fairly, yet that no sooner was that officer's back turned 
than they had relapsed into their old habits, and, supported by the 
Bhyjee Sahiba, failed to perform what they had promised. 

4. Maharana- Surdar Singh spoke of these things without the least 
bitterness, and if, as I believe, he be of too weak and easy a character to 
rule successfully over these turbulent Rajpoot Chiefs, he is evidently not 
a wicked one.

6. Out of this condition * of things His Highness apprehends a 
very troubled reign, unless he receives the direct support of the British 
Government in discouraging such pretensions, aud in enforcing on all 
parties the fulfilment of their obligations. But he did not apprehend 
that if so discouraged there was much chance that any person would 
enter on any overt acts of rebellion against his authority, even during his 
absence of almost a year's duration from his dominions. He said that 
the organization of the Bheel corps, which he hoped would be entered on 
in the manner already proposed, would have the effect of keeping things 
quiet in that quarter,* and, if it were further necessary to strengthen his 
own hands and overawe the Chiefs, that he was prepared to place at our 
disposal funds for the payment of a regiment of infantry to cost Rs. 80,000 
per annum to be stationed at his capital, which was the utmost limit of 
expense in addition to the r Bheel corps that the* finances of the State 
could bear; that even this could not be undertaken except on the dismissal 
of some (. f the mercenary troops now at Oodeypore, on whose service and 
fidelity he could not altogether depend. The Maharana further said that 
this corps might be strengthened by a small party of horse already in 
his service, and that these with the Bheel corps and the " Bheem Pul¬ 
tun," a regiment on whose services he could depend, would be sufficient to 
check the refractory Sirdars, and to enable him to dispense with a great 
part of the useless troops now in the pay of the State. 

6. The Minister had before made the same proposal to Colonel 
Robinson ^ aud suggested that a wing of our corps from Neemuch might 
be sent to Oodeypore to enable them immediately to enter on the 
reform. Colonel Robinson did not bring forward this proposal officially, 
but wrote to me privately on the subject, believing that I would see 
the Maharana, and that it would then come unclcr discussion. He 
also sent me in the same form a letter which he had received from 
the Rana complaining of the conduct of his Chiefs in quitting him 
when in progress towards Pokliur, requesting that this should be 
communicated to Government, and stating that, during his absence, he 
entrusted his affairs to our management. Colonel Robinson's letters to 
me on this subject have left the impression on my mind that the Pur- 
dhan or Minister is more anxious for our support than His Highness is, 
and that, we should take a prominent part in Oodeypore affairs. 

7/ frT the return visit which the Maharana paid me at my 
tents, and in which he was attended by all the Chiefs who had 
accompanied him to Pokhur, he requested me to address the assem¬ 
bly in the terms in which I had spoken, observing that what 
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Xjsaid would very soon be communicated to those at a distance, 
and that it conkl not fail to have great effect in keeping fill parties quiet 
and in the performance of tlieir duty. 

* ' i. 

8. I accordingly informed the Chiefs that His Highness had told 
me, and that I had otherwise heard, of the undutiful conduct of certain 
of their brethren; of their resistance of the lawful authority of their 
Sovereign, and of the belief so generally prevalent in ltajpootana of an 
intention on their part to disturb the succession as decreed by themselves 
on the death of the late Jeewan Singh and recognized by the British 
Government. I observed that, whilst there was no complaint any where 
of any infringement of their rights and privileges, such rebellious con¬ 
duct could not fail to be reprobated; that it would not be tolerated by 
the British Government, which would he found prepared to support the 
Maharana in all his legitimate pretensions. I recommended the Chiefs 
to retire, as required by His Highness, to their several homes to give 
their attention to the preservation of peace and order within their res¬ 
pective ranges, and to the performance of such other duty as was usual 
and might be required of them during His Highness^ absence. I dwelt 
at some length on what we consider the relative duty of Sovereign 
and subject, and the assembly broke up, those Chiefs who were present 
professing entire allegiance to Maharana Surdar Singh.

Rana of Oodeypore. But I believe that this arises in a great degree under 1 the 
from his treatment of the late Minister, and of those who were his 
porters, and perhaps in no small degree from the conduct of the present 
Minister. I do not apprehend any immediate disturbance as likely to 
arise from this condition of things, unless through some unwise or 
unpopular measures on the part of the Meywar Government. But 
I consider it unfortunate that the fulfilment of this vow should have 
obliged the Maharana to enter on so distant a pilgrimage at this 
particular time. I have seen the Chief of Budnore and others connected 
With Meywar since my interview with the Maharana, and he and they 
assure me that there is nothing in the present state of affairs at Oodey¬ 
pore to call for immediate interference on our part. Rawut Dhole Singh, 
the head of the opposition, has proposed to visit me at Ajmere, and I 
have delayed reporting on these matters in the hope of seeing him, but 
he has not come. 

10. It does not appear to me that the proposition for placing in 
our hands a portion of the military resources of Meywar is sufficiently 
important as it at present stands, to render it desirable that we should 
enter on the task of reforming a portion of the troops of that State, and 
take on ourselves the other obligations which this measure would neces¬ 
sarily involve. I. am aware that much more detailed information is 
required, but I think it proper to report on the subject to Government, 
and I shall have the honor of transmitting a copy of this letter to Colonel 
Robinson from whose local position and experience all necessary informa¬ 
tion may be confidently expected. 
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From 3. Sutherland, Esq., Agent, Governor General, llajjpooiana , to the Secretary to 
the Government of India, — No. 1484-,, dated 31 st October 1841. 

I have the honor to submit a copy of a letter which I addressed on 
the 28th of April to Lieutenant Colonel Robinson in transmitting a 
copy of your letter of the 5th idem to that officer, also a copy of the 
reply which I have received, dated the 19th instant, and of its enclo¬ 
sures, relating to our claim to tribute on the lands of Oodeypore, the 
Maharana's claims on his Chiefs, and the cause of the dissensions sub¬ 
sisting between the parties. 

2. I understood your letter of the 5th of April to announce that 
for our claim to six annas in the rupee, since commuted into a fixed 
payment of three lakhs of Oodeypore rupees per annum, all the Crown 
lands of the period when our treaty was negociated with the State, 
must be considered liable, and that no assignments could be afterwards 
made by the Sovereign of the State which could invalidate our claim 
on the assigned lands. Although, of course, so long as our tribute was 
paid it would neither be our object nor intention to limit the assign¬ 
ments of, or to question the right of assigning, lands by the Sovereign 
for the time being or the confirmation of such assignments by succes¬ 
sors, that it was the desire of the Governor General that the propor¬ 
tion of our tribute to be levied from lands assigned by the late 
Maharana should be settled by the present Maharana and the Chiefs 
concerned, aided by the influence of our Political Officers. 

3. What is called by Colonel Tod the charter of 1818, stipulated 
that all lauds seized upon by the Chiefs from the Crown or from one 
another should be restored. The sixteen principal Chiefs and their 
follow|gs were formed into four divisions, and one division was always 
to attend at Court, or each for three months in the year, all attending 
with their followers at the dusserah, also on urgent occasions, or whenever 
their services were required. All the Chiefs agreed to be bound by the 
treaty executed by the Rana with the British Government. This 
arrangement was framed under the mediation of the Political Agent; 
but as in some respects it differs from the original relations in which 
the parties stood to one another particularly, I believe, in the stipula¬ 
tion which required the attendance of one-fourth of the Chiefs at 
Court, it ceased to have any operation after the withdrawal of our 
direct interposition, and the position which we were assuming rendered 
the presence of the Chiefs for the purposes of defence unnecessary, 
whilst for any other purpose it was likely to be attended with more 
harm than good to the contracting parties. 

4. Out of this stipulation, however, seems to have arisen the 3rd 
article of the additional stipulation of 1824, executed, as I understand, 
through the mediation of Colonel Oobbe, during the reign of the same 
Sovereign, in which it is stated that as the Sovereign paid three-eighths of 
the proceeds of the Crown lands to the British Government for its pro¬ 
tection, so was it but equitable that the Chiefs should, from their lands, 
have paid in the same proportion ; but that this was dispensed with in 
cousequence of the heavy expenses the Chiefs were subject to, and as a 
mark of their Sovereigns favor. He had further been pleased to 
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dispense with the attendance of one-half of the followers of the Chiefs, 
and to commute this into a money payment to be termed chutound, 
and applied for the support of a body of troop3 raised for the service of 
the State; this payment to be remitted whenthe followers of any Chief 
were sent on service beyond the Meywar Frontier. This instrument 
did not receive the signature of the parties to it during the reign of 
either of the two first Ranas. But two years ago it was signed by the 
Chiefs in Colonel Robinson’s presence, who also countersigned it, 
without, however, guaranteeing the fulfilment of the stipulations, 

5. The reason for which seems to have been the anxiety of the 
Chiefs to escape from any fresh demands on the commencement of the 
reign of a Sovereign well known to have a keen eye to his own interests, 
which his predecessor had not. I question whether further enquiry 
will not show either that no lands at all, or only those of trifling value, 
were assigned by the late Mabarana to favored Chiefs, and it is of 
course only on these that our claim of six-sixteenths would rest; for, on 
assignments to»fchem of the Oodeypore right of chutound, we can have 
no claim. I suspect too that assignments of this right are of trifling 
value. It remains of course for the Mabarana to show the extent of 
assignments of either kind; this he has not done and Colonel Robinson’s 
report is necessarily wanting in these particulars. 

6. But it will be seen that the principal question between the The question at 
Mabarana and his Chiefs is, whether the whole grounds of their uHSSi 
estates should be liable to the chutound payment. He contends that aml 

they are, whilst they contend, and apparently with better reason, that 
only one-half of the proceeds is liable to this charge, since only 
one-half of their military establishments was exempted from service, and 
the other continued. 

7. From my experience at Joudpore, I am not the least surprised 
at the difficulty which Colonel Robinson has met with in his endeavours 
to reconcile the conflicting interests of the parties; our experience of 
the last twenty-three years with the Chiefs of Ajmere may satisfy us that 
the Mabarana either through his own power, or with our assistance, can 
never succeed in ascertaining the value of the estates belonging to 
the Chiefs of Meywar; and although this chutound appears to be 
a new assessment on those Chiefs imposed through our mediation, it 
could never have been supposed by either of the contracting parties that 
it was intended to levy it upon the basis of minute ascertainment, as 
advocated by the Mabarana in Ills conference with Colonel Robinson and 
me in March last. 

8. We are involved, however, in this difficulty through the pari position of the 
which we have taken in Oodeypore affairs. The position of the Sovereign th^cPSi^of i 
and the Chiefs towards one another is of an unsatisfactory kind, although n'isatiBfactcry 
not likely, so far as can he seen at present, to produce any further in- natlMC ' 
jurious results, and it is^ perhaps our duty, and should certainly be our 

object, to get them out of this dilemma. 

9. In this I should not apprehend any great difficulty, both parties An assembly of 
being fully apprised of our object and intentions, The Mabarana 
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should call an assembly of his Chiefs at Oodeypore, and we should hot, 
in all probability, now experience much difficulty in mediating 1 a better 
arrangement than either of those entered into in 1818 or 1824, through 
which the engagements of the Chiefs to serve for three months ot each 
year at the capital should he abrogated, and their engagement to pay a 
ohutound on either the full or half proceeds of tlieir estates he commuted 
into a fixed yearly payment. Both of these measures, it will be seen, are 
advocated by Colonel Hob in son.

Q oull( qj m ight not be indisposed to make a further attempt to procure a 
final settlement of those relations, as is proposed in the 8th and 9th para¬ 
graphs of your despatch; but he would anticipate much greater difficulty 
in the accomplishment and continued maintenance of such, a scheme than 
has apparently been apprehended by you, and under any circumstances he 
would enjoin much caution and deliberation before you should proceed to 
give effect to it. At present the Maharana of Oodeypore has placed 

himself in a position towards our authorities in Raj poo tana by his pro¬ 

ceedings in regard to the adoption of a successor which certainly does 
not entitle him to claim from us any special exertion of our good offices 
in the arrangement of the affairs of his Government. 


Extract of a letter from F. CtTBElE, Esq., Secretary to Government, to Officiating Agent 
to Governor General,—dated 23 rd December 1843. 

The Governor " The Governor General cannot but feel that the maintenance 

of the Maharana of Oodc}porc in the station of dignity to which he is 
iviahnrr ill entitled as the first'Sovereign in India is an object of some public con- 
* ** nrana ’ comment, and his Lordship is favorably disposed to any reasonable 
proposition which may tend to effect that object; hut it is of Course 
impossible to contemplate the re-annexation to Oodeypore of the territory 
which belonged to that State before our connection with it commenced. 
That the Maharana and his Thakoors should be on such bad terms 
is a circumstance much to be regretted. 

" 3. The Governor General inclines to the opinion that by the terms 
of the engagement between them the pecuniary payment to he made by 
them is to be in lieu of the half of the force with which they ought 
to serve, and which the Maharana consented no longer to require them 
to produce, and that the Thakoors being still bound to produce one-half, 
the commutation in money could only be justly levied on one-half of 
the value of their lands.”

subject, and making such calculation as my information admits, that if 
the commutation cess, which exempts only half the number of troops 
from service, were to be applied to the whole of the lands, the bargain 
would have been extremely disadvantageous to the interests of the 
feudal Chiefs.”

You have added some words, 
which, in my opinion, should not properly he introduced in it. The words 
are wajbee qudeem dustoor,” or right ancient custom.

This is the third time objections have been 
made to the construction of the agreement, and as you Raye not worded 
the same according to the draft I sent, I will forward a ci^y of your 
agreement with the purport in English to the Governor General's 
for Rajpootana for such instructions as he may deem necessary to issue 
on the subject which will be communicated to you on receipt.

Purport of an ikrarnamah (agreement) from the Chiefs of Meg tear. 

In these days all the undersigned Chiefs and Mookhtars (Agents) 
as well as those on the part of the Sree Durbar have come to Colonel 
Lawrence, Political Agent in Meywar. The dispute between us and 
IIis Highness is now pending before the Agent. We therefore give 
this agreement that in the assembly of us, Chiefs and Mookhtars, superin¬ 
tended by the Agent, whatever may be decided upon with the advice 
of the latter, and which may be right and proper according to the 
ancient custom, we the undersigned Chiefs will agree to and shall not 
swerve therefrom. Should any party after the settlement takes place 
make any excuse or act contrary to the decision, he will be held answer¬ 
able for the same by the British Government.

Requests his 2. I would request your attention to the words which they have 

woraa^a<?c 0 >ni.° added to the agreement *1 sent them to sign, viz., “ wajbee dustoor 
dent'ciibtom?'’ 1 ' kudeem ka mafiq,” which may he interpreted “ according to right ancient 
custom.” This interpolation, if allowed to remain, will materially compli¬ 
cate, if not altogether prevent, our coming to any satisfactory settlement, 
for, from what has already passed in conversation with them, they evi¬ 
dently wish to go back even beyond Colonel Tod's quolnamah or agree¬ 
ment; for instance, they then renounced import duties, and now lay claim 
to them as also to lands and villages which they then gave up. 

3. With advertence to para. 5 of my letter of the 22nd instant, 
I have thought it better not to suspend enquiries pending the receipt of 
your orders, but to receive the Chiefs and their Agents as heretofore, in 
hopes that by frequent communion with them and attentively listening 
to their grievances, we may come in time to a better understanding. At 
present they evidently think that all their demands are at once to be 
granted, and no consideration whatever paid to the Maharana's; as a 
specimen of this, I annex an English version of the Korawar Thakoor's 
statement of grievances, 33 in number.

Purcha dated 27 th June 1854. 

I regret to have heard that the Meywar Chiefs have not yet signed chiefs’ reiusai 
the agreement to abide by the Political Agent's arbitration sent to agreement, 
them several days ago by Colonel Lawrence; this is surprising, because 
if the Chiefs do not trust the Government Officers, why have they so 
long and so importunately begged an interference. The Government 
has" not desired to meddle in Meywar affairs, but on the repeated 
request to Colonel Low, to myself, and to the Political Agent, Govern¬ 
ment has permitted mb to arbitrate. 

It is not our intention now to do so by force or in an arbitrary 
manner; but after having beard each party, the Political Agent will 
give his opinion and make it known to the parties. 

If all are agreed, the matter will then only need to be reported to 
Government for confirmation. But if either party object to the settle¬ 
ment, his objections will be heard, and will either be acted on, or will 
be reported, in his own words, with the opinion of the Political Agent. 

I will then send on the whole to Government with rny opinion for 
orders. 

When the latter are received, they must be acted on without 
further excuse, otherwise the result will be unpleasant to the recusant. 

If, after this explanation, any party refuse to sign the agreement, 
the Political Agent will allow him to depart, leaving his Agent. Any 
loss that may occur by his obstinacy will be at his own door. 

There has already been much trouble and delay in this matter, 
more cannot be permitted, nor will Government permit the public peace 
to be disturbed with impunity by any one.

From Sir H. M. Lawrexce, k. c. b., Agent, Governor General , States of Fajpootana, to 
the Political Agent in Meywar ,— No. 488, dated 30 th June 1854. 

I have the honor to enclose vernacular proceedings of this date Minor com¬ 
as notice of yours enclosed in your letter No. 231 of 24th instant.

2. You may tell the Thakoors that on the main points, that is, the ward8, 
chiitound, service, &c., &e., being definitely settled, you will make 
general enquiry into minor complaints, such as those pat forth by the

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Ranawcit of Khorawar. If true they are discreditable to the Raj and afford 
sufficient reason for the dissatisfaction of the Thakoors, especially 
Nos. 2, 4, 26 and 27 of his list of complaints. 

KftWnJon's You can add what I have hinted in my vernacular proceeding, riz., 

r&e?noB^ tobe that Tod's and Robinson’s agreements are to he the bases of the present 
priSMtio^ settlement, and therefore that any villages since confiscated will be 
xront. restored. This should satisfy the Khoravvar Chief, who can also be told 


that his aud other boundaries will be settled if requisite, and that 
no further interference by the Durbar will be sanctioned. This was the 
custom during Colonel Tod's time. 


Purport of a Tchureeta from Maharana Suroop Singhs of Oodeypore, to the Political 
Agent in Meg war,—dated Assar sood 7 th Sumbut 1910, or 2nd July 1851*. 

After compliments .—The Chiefs of Meywar have made known 
their complaints to you; their disloyalty, perverseness, and ingratitude, you 
must have already observed, and the more you deal with them, the more 
you will see. They have been guilty qf misdeeds, separate lists of which 
can be prepared should you wish me to do so. I however desire that 
the dispute be settled, and an arrangement made on a firm basis for the 
future. The Chiefs speak of their fidelity to the raj; if they were loyal 
they would not have girded their loins to act in so discreditable a manner, 
and to debase themselves they have preferred complaints of the last 
four generations. 

In Maharana Jugut Singh's time the Chiefs with their troops 
went to Jeypore to place on the guddee Madho Singh, nephew of the 
Maharana. Before the battle commenced they fled and took shelter in 
their estates. 

On a third occasion Sowaee Mulhar was sent for, who placed 
Madho Singh on the guddee; the title of Rawut was then given to low- 
tribes of Khants, and a dancing girl named Umurtee performed the 
ceremony of tulwar bundhai. In Maharana Ursee Singh's time the 
Chiefs joined the standard of revolt and ruined the country, in conse¬ 
quence of which the Maharana proceeded with troops against them 
and confiscated the puttas of several of them, when they intrigued with 
the Boondee Rajah and had their Sovereign assassinated. The Chiefs 
ought to have made known this instance of violence also on their part. 
Hurneer Singh succeeded to the guddee, who was also deprived of life, 
having been poisoned; they put the infant Bheem Singh on the guddee 
who was kept as a prisoner. Subsequently Rawut Bheem Singh of 
Saloomber having taken the management of Chittore affairs requested 
Maharaj Bheem Singh of Bagore to ascend the guddee, which he de¬ 
clined to do on which he was poisoned, and Chittore and other districts 
were taken possession of by the Rawut, who now commenced performing 
the ceremony of investiture and other functions of the Sovereign, 
carried on depredations, invited foreign troops from time to time and 
laid waste the country. The Chooudawuts had Bala Raojee seized, on 
which Raj Zalim Singh sent a message to the Durbar begging the release 
of Bala Rao; the Chiefs, however, would not allow the Durbar to listen to 
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2 overtures of Zallm Singh, and thus caused a disagreement between 
Zalim Singh and Bheem Singh. The former entered Oodeypore at the 
head of his troops, put all the Chiefs to flight and rescued Bala Rao, 
such is the attachment and fidelity of the Chiefs, instances of which are 
recorded in the Todnamali. When British authority was established in 
this quarter, measures were adopted for the prosperity and improvement 
of the State and country; this was unpalatable to the Chiefs, who still 
tried to foment quarrel and disturbance, and would have succeeded in 
their evil designs, had not this raj been taken under the fostering care 
of the British Government. I have every reliance on you and hope you 
will do that which will strengthen my authority. 1 am willing to 
follow your advice. The Chiefs have given in complaints in the name 
of Charuns, Bhats, Paswans, and my dependants, of their having been 
deprived of villages and lands and punishment inflicted on them. What 
authority have they to interfere in matters which concern me? When 
people behave to my satisfaction, they meet with rewards and indul¬ 
gence, when they act otherwise they merit my displeasure. My raoatmids 
write to me that you have called for a detailed list of all villages and 
lands and houses confiscated since my accession to the guddee, as also 
fines levied, property taken possession of, and violence done to people; 
the Chiefs ought to have confined their complaints to their own case. 
Why have they complained on the part of others ? What business have 
they to meddle in matters which concerned the-raj? I administer justice 
according to the custom of Rajwara. 



The Most Noble the Governor General of India has given me full 
authority over my country, chiefs, kamdars, ryots and others, and 
I am authorized to act as I think most advisable. It is for the settlement 
of the dispute with the Chiefs only that I have solicited the interference 
of the British authorities. If you have, however, observed any acts of 
violence or oppression on my part, you can point out the same to my 
moatmids, or write to me on the subject, and I am willing to follow your 
advice; but to listen to the artful and interested representations of the 
Chiefs, and at their request to call for a list, is not proper. I have for¬ 
warded a list of villages which I had good cause to confiscate, as also a 
separate list of villages which I have bestowed on Chiefs whose conduct 
merited the indulgence. If any of my dependants, servants, and others 
have preferred complaints against me, I request you will let me know 
and I will answer the same. What business have the Chiefs to meddle 
with my dependants and complain on their part? The Chiefs have shown 
copies of their old sunnuds of Choondajee's time, transcripts of which 
have also been received by me ; they should be called upon to produce the 
original,sunnuds to prove whether they are genuine or otherwise. The 
Chiefs have expressed to you their desire of conforming to the rules fixed 
in Colonels Tod and Cobbe’s time, this is merely a subterfuge, which I 
hope you will consider well. What was customary since the time of 
Colonel Tod, Colonel Cobbe, Colonel Spiers and Colonel Robinson con¬ 
tinued in force up to Sumbut 1901 or A. D. 1845, when the last quol- 
namah was concluded. If any thing contrary to its terms has been 
observed, let it be pointed out. If I have made any unusual demand I 
will discontinue it. The Chiefs having set aside my authority, artfully 
mix up matters of their rights and privileges with the question of 
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eliutomid. and service, which is not right. According to rajwara rules, 
putta and jagheer depend on the pleasure of the Sovereign. If one 
performs good service and affords satisfaction his jagheer is increased. To 
the contrary if one is remiss and inattentive to his duties, and gives no 
satisfaction, he loses a portion of what he possesses. I have sometimes 
taken full service from the Chiefs and sometimes less according to 
pleasure. 

What I wish to convey to you is, that the Chiefs formerly made 
a durkhast for a quolnamah to Colonel Cob be, which that gentleman 
submitted to Government; it was sanctioned but not guaranteed, and 
the matter remained in abeyance. In Colonel Robinson's time the 
Chiefs renewed their solicitation for a quolnamah, as proposed by Colonel 
Cobbe, which was carried out. 

The Chiefs having subsequently failed in some instances to observe 
the stipulations, fresh articles were added to the quolnamah in Sumbut 
1901 at Nahur Mugra to ensure the due fulfilment of the original 
agreement. After two years the whole of the Chiefs, with their °cvvn 
consent, gave in writing the actual produce of their respective puttas, 
with the exception of two, viz., Saloomber and Deogurh. Colonel 
Robinson, after taking into consideration the conduct of these Chiefs, 
recommended the confiscation of their villages to the extent of the 
demand for chutonnd at the rate of 51 annas in the rupee, which 
was done ; some time after the two Chiefs forcibly turned out my 
khalsa. I beg you will take into consideration how the represent¬ 
ative of the British Government could have signed the agreement 
without the consent of both parties, and obtained the sanction of 
his Sircar. The quolnamah is in existence, but the Chiefs object to act 
up to it. Unless the Sircar calls on them to adhere to their agreement 
they will not do so. The Sircar, at the joint request of both parties, has 
now come forward to mediate the mutual differences. Whatever the Chiefs 
have agreed to in the quolnamah, and the Agent reported to Government, 
they should be made to abide by the same. You have often said that 
whatever the representatives of Government do, it is never altered; the 
quolnamah in question has been concluded with the approval of Govern¬ 
ment. How can it be changed now ? If you are inclined to be lenient 
towards the Chiefs and recommend a reduction this will be in breach of 
the former agreement and orders of Government, and will render doubt¬ 
ful the stability of any quolnamah that may now be concluded. It would, 
therefore, be advisable to let the former agreement stand and add any 
other clauses which may appear to you right and proper for the obser¬ 
vance 6f both parties, and neither of them be allowed to deviate from 
the same in future. The affairs of this principality are under your care 
and superintendence. I therefore trust you will do that which may tend 
to establish and strengthen the authority of this State.

The reply to the Chiefs contained in your letter* of 29th June colonel^ 

() was proper. You should fully explain to them in aXer 'requests. 

writing, and by word of mouth, that while you , ^ 

are ready to redress real grievances and to advocate the restoration 
of villages, &c., seized without fault of theirs since Colonel Tod's 
settlement, you cannot listen to claims disposed of at that time. You 
may add that cases, such as that of Lawah, must be considered and 
disposed of on their own merits, separate from all others. That when 
a Chief opposes his Sovereign he must take the consequences of defeat. 

Though we may pity such, a person, it will always be most difficult 
to help him. That at this moment the Buttana Chief in Serohee has 
been sentenced by the Court of Vakeels, under superintendence of 
Captain Brooke, to six years" imprisonment, and his brothers and relations 
to shorter terms, for going out in outlawry (harhwuttee) against the raj 
and making disturbances. Further, that I expect Government will forbid 
the Chief being restored to his estate, and may possibly order it to be 
altogether confiscated.

It is proper that what you have to say you 
mo for should commit to writing for record. I have not as yet received from 
any of the Chiefs the information called for by me. What they have 
given is a list of grievances and complaints against the Makarana, and 
a paper from the Saloomber Chief is about his usages, rank, and dignity, 
and another of 10 articles. I know not whether it is from him, or 
meant to be from the Chiefs ; this should be distinctly mentioned.

On the receipt of your letter No. 427 of the 27th ultimo, with its 
enclosed purcha and translation, having that day a meeting of the 
disaffected Chiefs and Agents, I read and explained your opinion and 
instructions, and gave them a copy to take with them, and the next day 
sent them another copy and the original agreement with the addition 
suggested by you. 
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It is with regret I have the honor to send you their reply and 
my rejoinder, from which you will see that they still decline affixing their agreement, 
signatures to the agreement, as it does not contaiu the words they wish, 
and this notwithstanding I have told them verbally more than once and 
written to them that it is not our intention to abrogate their privileges 
or ancient customs. 

3. I likewise send copy of my letter and their reply on the subject nnd decim^to 
of giving me statements of their jagheers, what they yield, what portion m «mts of their 
they pay to the Maharana, and what troops they are bound, to furnish; - iagltei8 * 
this too you will observe they are unwilling to do, fearing, I fancy, 
that my object is to support the Rana in his attempts to increase their 
ehuiound (tribute) as fixed by Colonels Tod and Cobbe. I trouble you 
with these papers to shew you the difficulty I have in getting these very 
unreasonable men to meet me in any proposition I make, nevertheless 
I hope yet, by patience and perseverance, to overcome their fears and 
carry out the object of Government.

Purport of a letter from the Chiefs of Meyvoar , to the address of the Political Agent,— 
dated Assar sood 14 th, Sumbut 1910, or 9th July 1854. 

We have received your khureeta dated 10th Assar sood, or 5th July, 
and have understood its contents. On the 3rd July, when all of us were 
present, as also the moatmids on the part of the Durbar, you caused 
the roobokaree from the Governor General's Agent to be read to us, 
as also forwarded to us a copy of the second roobokaree dated 30th June 
with your letter of Assar sood 12th. We have addressed the accom¬ 
panying khureeta on the subject of these proceedings to the Governor 
General's Agent for Rajpootana, which we request you will forward to 
him with your letter. You say in your letter that if we still object to sign 
the agreement, that each of us should put this down in writing and affix 
our signatures to our former letter, which we have accordingly done. 


Letter from the Chiefs of Meyvoar to the Political Agent in Meyiva/r,—dated Assar sood 
Poo rum, Sumbut 1910, or 10/4. July 1854. 

We have received your letter dated Assar sood 10th or 5th July, 
wherein you request to know whether we mean to furnish or not the 
list you require of our puttas, produce, rate of chutound, service, &c., 
since Colonel Tod's lime. This is right. We will show you the sunnud 
of our possessions. In Colonel Tod's time an average was made of the 
produce of our puttas for five years and the chutoimd fixed, what was then 







fettled we agree to abide by. The Durbar wished us to show th$ actual 
produce of our puttas, which we declined to do. It is now our request 
that you will cause a stop to .be put to our being called upon to do so 
by the Durbar. 

You wish to know whether the paper containing 10 articles is meant 
to be from the Saloomber Rao or from the other Chiefs,—it is meant 
to be from ail the Chiefs. We hope you will see justice done to us.

S?». brino’ forward other people’s grievances, they should have confined 

themselves to their own, and that it is for the settlement of the 
disputes with the Chiefs only that you have solicited the mtetference of 
the British authorities, and that you have administered justice according- 
to the custom of Rajwara. You forget that Colonel Low, Sir Henry 
Lawrence, and I repeatedly recommended you to settle among yourselves 
these differences j that the British Government had no desire to interfere, 
but that if it did interfere, we must make a full enuqiry, and that both 
parties would be sorry that they had called upon us to mediate. Your • 
reply was that whatever the result might be you would he satisfied, and 
that, you had no power, no control over your people. Upon this I have 
been ordered to mediate between you; how can I do so without enquiring 
into all complaints; if you are afraid of snch enquiry, 1 advise you to 
redress all grievances, by doing so you will save me much trouble and 
Cain credit to yourself.

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter, Nos. 255 opposed to 
and 257, both of 11th instant, and approve of what you have done; but SSJt^t 
as the Chiefs appear to object to give lists, &c., of their holdings, they their bolding*, 
should not be pressed. You can, however, point out the inconsistency of 
their complaining of boundary disputes, of seizures of villages and lands, 
while they refuse to give you the means of investigating those very 
cases. You should repeat to their agents that Government does not 
desire to interfere one iota beyond the necessity of present complaints, 
but that now is the time, if complainants let it slip, they must neither 
expect help nor mediation in future. 


Purport in English of a Jchureeta from Lietjt. Colonel G. St. P. Lawrence, Political 
Agent in Meywar, to the Makar ana of Oodeypore,—dated 12 th September 1854. 

After compliments ,—Previous to this I have on several occasions 
explained to your agents here, the advisability of settling all complaints 
of oppression on the part of your Highness, but*they have given me no 
distinct answer up to this day. They have presented papers in some cases, 
but not with the view of meeting my wishes, although they possess 
authority to settle all cases. I therefore trouble your Highness on the 
subject, and request that all grievances of late years be removed, and that 
ail villages, bhooms, lands, houses, tarnba putter, &c., which may have 
beeuiesumed, since your accession to the guddee, excepting those for 
serious crimes, be restored; that all new demands for bhoom and customs 
should cease; all new khera or hamlets established on lands forcibly and 
unjusly taken from your subjects be restored. That the practice of 
falsely accusing men and women of criminal intercourse, merely with 
the view of extorting money, dispossessing them of their property and 
forming them out of the country, be put a stop to in future. It is 
advisable that your Highness should see even-handed justice clone to 
your subjects, ascl that you adopt this measure before I meet your 
‘ highness. If you d'efcy so doing, I shall be obliged to attend to all 
Complaints which may be preferred-and arrange matters according to 
the orders of Government, which will -fend to interfere with and lower 
your authority. . -V'"- 

I have written this as a friend to gi /e you notice, and trust you 
will act up to my advice and cause the grievances of the poor who have 
suffered from tb.e oppressive acts of your Llighness to be redressed.

Maharaja’s I have deputed my agents with full authority to adjust all points. 

fgjMoi* When I have myself declared my readiness to meet your wishes, how 

can my subordinates act otherwise ? I have written plainly to Mehta Jec 
and Shamnath that if they wish to keep me pleased, they must do as 
you bid them. You write to me that all new demands for bhoom and 
customs should cease, all new kheras or hamlets established on lands 
unjustly taken from my subjects be restored. Mehta Jee has a list which 
he will submit for your inspection, such portion of lands as you may 
think have been unjustly taken shall be given up and the rest retained, 
Eor many years, the sayer or customs remained in contract, and no 
attention was paid to its details; since the contract ha^ been done away 
with and the customs have come under the kh&Vsa management, new 
arrangements have been made; should anything he deemed objectionable, 
it will be put a stop to. You state tuat the practice of falsely accusing 
men and women of criminal, intercourse, merely with the view of extort¬ 
ing money aud turning them out of the country, should cease. This 
has been done agreeably to tlhe custom prevalent in rajwara, but as such 
proceedings are now disapproved of by you, the same will be discon ¬ 
tinued. You further advise me jo see even-handed justice done to my 
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and that I should adopt this measure before you meet me; that 
if I fail to do so, you will be obliged to attend to all complaints which 
may be preferred and arrange matters according to the orders of Govern¬ 
ment, which will tend to interfere with and lower my authority. This 
is right. I have prepared and sent a list to my agents; such cases as you 
may wish I will dispose of in my own mode, and with respect to others 1 
you can do as you think best I am willing to abide by your decision. ] 

Formerly my subordinates put my authority at defiance; through billon. Ag ~ at ’ a 
the favor of the British Government it was re-established. They have 
caused differences on the present occasion, which, *it is hoped, will be 
removed by you. I have agreed to abide by your decision, fully relying 
on your wisdom. I am persuaded that nothing will happen to interfere 
with of lower my authority. 

The Chiefs are in the habit of allowing many irregularities to take 
place in their puttas, which I hope you will order to he discontinued. 

Hitherto I have acted according to the rajwara custom, and hence¬ 
forward will be guided by your advice. 

Since the time I have given my consent to abide by your decision 
I am willing to do as you bid me. However, I think it proper to state 
that the villages given since my accession to the guddee of my own 
free will and pleasure, I am at liberty to resume in cases where the 
conduct of the parties to whom they were given have merited my 
displeasure.

ferences of the Maharajah Suroop Singh.

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In the reign of Maharana Bheem Singh in Sumbut 1872, 
Thakoor Ajeei, Singh of Meywar, with the sanction of Durbar and advice 
of the whole Sirdars of that place, made a treaty with the British Gov¬ 
ernment at Delhi, and after some time Colonel Tod had arrived at 
Meywar, and according to the dignity of Sree Durbar and Sirdars, 
agreeable to the manners of Rajpootana, has made the arrangement of 
the Meywar territory, and an agreement between the Durbar and Sir¬ 
dars had been effected. After that Captain Gatiph had arrived in the 
said Meywar, and certain services of Sirdars on one-sixth on the revenue 
collection with mutual willingness had been agreed to, and this rule 
from the time of Maharanas Bheem Singb, Jaool Singh, and Sirdar Singh 
Bahadoors had remained in force, and if any disagreeable circum¬ 
stances by some accident had occurred, the Agent there in accord¬ 
ance of the rajwarrah rules by his own advice liushgd up, and therefore 
any quarrelling, which would have been a kind of trouble to Government, 
has not occurred. At present the Maharana Suroop Singh, having 
been misguided by some low people interfering in the arrangements 
which since three descendants has been in force, has made a full disturb¬ 
ance in it and has made it all topsy turvy; and when the Sirdars gave 
him their good advice, he behaved to them most unfavorably, and 
then they at last being compelled for the protection of former rules pro¬ 
posed by the above Agents, which are the means of correctness of the 
dominion aud its government and prosperity of population, represented 
the case to the British Authorities, who with its kindness listened to it, 
and whatever questions were made petitioners gave their answers in 
detail, and had been in hopes that now an enquiry of the due and undue 
terms will be made, and they will receive their justice, and the old 
rules will remain in force, but the Agent has proposed a new rule 
which is quite against the manner of the rajwarrah affairs; if peti¬ 
tioners would comply with it, it would dig up all their rights, and if 
they disagree with it, they fear from the displeasure of the Agent 
that he may not report against the fact, which would bring them under 
wretchedness. Consequently they had appealed their case to tho Kesi- 
deut, and humbly hope that the Resident could give them justice, 
although they fear from the sharp opinion of the Agent that he 
perhaps may not report his new proposals, and would obtain sanction 
previously, which on account of their ruining petitioners are not to be 
agreed to, and when the sanction is come, its effect is necessary, 

and on its issue perhaps some dispute may 
arise, and then from destruction of poor 
and being killed of population they respect¬ 
fully beg to say no good name for the 
Government is expected, therefore they most 
respectfully beg to enclose the papers 
noted in the margin with which the violence 
of the Durbar towards them will be observed 
to your Lordship.

passed in the matter, and humbly beg to be informed of it. 

Petitioners as in duty bound will ever pray. 
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' of the Rule}, between tlto Sirdars and Durbar theming (he violence of the 
latte)' towards the former, 

—Agreeably to tho agreement proposed by Colonel Tod and 
Captain Gauph the petitioners (Sirdars) give “chutound” or one-sixth 
on the collections, and the Durbar wants to double it; in this case all 
the Sirdars will be ruined, and he (Durbar) would not think that from a 
period of thirty years this rule is in force, now how it could be altered. 

2 nd. —Old rule is this, that any person who has a village of 
Ks. 1,000 in his jagheer, he serves the raj with one horse and two foot¬ 
men ; now the Durbar wishes to be served with two horses and four 
footmen. 

3rd. —It is mentioned in the agreement that within a year three 
months' services will be taken; now the Durbar wants services for 
eight months. 

4 th. —Management of the Meywar territory conformable to the 
agreement is to be made from the part of the raj, and therefore the 
levy of one-sixth is made from the Sirdars; now for the settlement of 
Mey war he wants Rs. 12 per cent, from the collections of jagheers of 
the Sirdars, and it is against the old rules. 

5th .—It is an old rule that a person who for ever gives an 
amount on account of having a sword (or " tulwar bundhai") he must 
give it, and who is free from the former period would not give; 
now he forcibly demands from both persons. 

6th. —The Sirdars, according to the old practice, give presents or 
nuzzurana to whom it is due and never fail in this respect, hut the 
Durbar often demands undue and irregular nuzzuranas from them. 

7th. —It is an old rule that no undue interference to be made to 
the temple, and now the Durbar has unduly interfered with them. 

8 th. —It is an old rule within the rajwarahs that villages granted 
to any individual and their puttas have been engraved on a sheet 
of copper, it is considered free for ever, and cannot be resumed ; now 
many such villages and lands have been taken back. 

9 th .—It is mentioned in the agreement that no village of any 
one will be resumed without fault, and now several villages without 
fault have been resumed. 

10th. —It is an old rule that no undue levy and forfeiture of 
the houses of populations will be effected ; now the Durbar has newly 
taxed them, and forfeitures of their houses have been made. 

11th .—It is an old rule that no servant would be killed and 
plundered without fault; now such men in many instances have been 
killed, and their houses plundered, and turned out from the country. 

12th .—Itisan old rule that from the perusal of puttas and perwannalis 
on copper sheets, any land which has been resumed would be restored 
to the owner; now tho Durbar against the above rule sent for the copper 
puttas, &c., of the free land, with a plea of its seeing, retained them, 
and any one whose puttas are not to be easily had, he would not 
respect them for the purpose. 
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13 th .—Certain usual manners of conversing and corresponding 
with the petitioners from the part of Durbar, details of which lengthen 
the representation, by several ways have been interrupted for the favorable 
consideration of your Lordship, a brief account bas been mentioned here, 
all details of them have been given in the Agency Office, and hoped 
that on observing .the tyranny and irregularities which the country 
suffers will be removed, instead of which a new rule which perhaps will 
be disagreed to the Durbar has been proposed by the Agent.

Any one who comes into 
it under the anger of the Raj, the Raj generally forgives him ; now the 
Maharana Sahib forcibly wauts from the petitioners a written agree¬ 
ment for its discontinuance. 

2nd .—Captain Gauph had written that from Saloomber no claim 
of one-sixth be made, and the Maharana Sahib, contrary to the agree¬ 
ment, has resumed certain villages of it in “ khalsa.” 

3rd .—Bhanjgurh that is under proprietary rights of the peti¬ 
tioners, and the Maharana Sahib wants from petitioners to disclaim 
from it. f ' 

kih .—It is an old rule that on the ceremony of having a sword 
(or tulwar bundhai) Maharana Sahib always gave them honor for 
calling in Saloomber, and now contrary to it he wants them to attend 
on him for the purpose at Oodeypore, and lie would not come. 

—It is an old rule that on perwannahs and puttas Maharana 
signs himself and a mark of lance is fixed from the part of petitioners ; 
now contrary to it this appointment has been granted to others and 
instead of that mark some other bas been proposed, in such case 
petitioners feel disrespect for them. 

—l n many other cases, contrary to the old rules, be has made 
certain disagreeable changes, and some of them has been discontinued, 
and such things in their rajwarrah is reprehensible. 


Extract of a Despatch from the Hon’lie the Court of Directors,—Ho. 57., dated 29th 

December 1854 

Affairs of ood<>y- ‘&7. Captain Brooke's report on the disputes between the Malm-, 
pore. ' ' rana 0 f Oodeypore and the Thakoors of Saloomber and Deogurh is an 
able paper, "it throws much light on the causes of the dissensions 
which, almost from the time of our first connexion with this State, have 
subsisted between the Ranas and the Thakoors, and gives reason to fear 
that several of our Political Agents, and among others the late Lieu¬ 
tenant Colonel Robinson, have taken a view of. those disputes more 
favorable to the Maharana and more unfavorable to the Chiefs than is 
consistent with the facts of the case. 
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Both the Maharana and the Thakoors are now desirous that 
their disputes should be adjusted by the arbitration of the British Gov¬ 
ernment. Sir If. Lawrence, in his judicious letter of the 17th of Octo¬ 
ber 1858, recommends compliance with their request, and you have given 
him the desired authority. From the success which has attended a 
similar arbitration in Joudhpore, and from the excellent spirit shown by 
the Chiefs of this very State at the time of Colonel Tod s settlement, 
we have little doubt that the visit which Sir H. Lawrence was about 
to pay to Oodeypore will have enabled him, in conjunction with Lieute¬ 
nant Colonel George Lawrence and Captain Brooke, to make such an 
adjustment of the matters in dispute as will deserve to be, and will 
prove, permanent. Both parties, however, should be informed that if you 
pass a decision that decision must be abided by.

I have received and laid before the Most Noble the Governor Gen¬ 
eral in Council your despatch dated the 11th November last. No. 813, 
with its enclosures, on the subject of the disputes between the Maharana 
of Oodeypore and his Thakoors. 

2. After giving the subject his very best consideration. His Lord- inviting him 
ship in Council has resolved to invest you with discretionary power to mMiA P te'S^cn 
mediate between His Highness and his Chiefs on the principles indicated 

in your letter under acknowledgment. 

3. Since our mediation has been sought unanimously by all parties 
in Meywar, and since it is the plain duty of the British Government to 
preserve the general peace of India, His Lordship in Council concurs 
with you in thinking that the resolution of the British Government to 
enforce observance of these agreements should be declared. And in 
support of the attitude we are about to assume, His Lordship in Council 
authorizes your moviug up a body of troops as proposed. 

4. An urzee purporting to come from Kesree Singh in behalf of 
himself and other Chiefs, relating to their disputes with the Maharana, 
is herewith enclosed.

purport in English of a letter from the Meywar Chiefs to Colonel Or. St. P. Lawrence, 
—dated Fagoon Sood 11th, or 27th February 1855. 

The grievances we had to complain of we made known to you in 
writing. An enquiry was made, and both parties were heard, from which 
we were in hopes that justice would he done, our old rights preserved, and 
new custom discontinued. In this, however, we have been disappointed. 
New rules are made according to the wishes of the Durbar authorities, 
and instead of our grievances being redressed, we arc subjected to further 
hardship. Since the establishment of British authority we have paid 
2£ annas in the rupee in lieu of half service. According to the new 
quolnamah this has been fixed at an enhanced rate, and so every thing 
else, which is very injurious to us'. "We look upon you as our Chief, our 
Sirdar, and our Governor General, and beg you to consider that, on your 
decision rests the bread of thousands of men who would pray for your 
welfare and prosperity. We therefore hope you will see justice done to us. 
If this be denied, we shall be miserable. Rulers are created to admin¬ 
ister justice, they ought to fear God in discharging the duties entrusted 
to them* What more can we write ?

From Cattain John C. Brooke, Assistant Political Agent in Meywar , to the Political

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 48 
of 28th February 1855, calling for my opinion on the fairness of the 
several points mentioned in the quolnamah, viz .:— 
ls£.—Chutound.

3rd .—Tulwar bundhai. 

4 th .—Nu zzura n a. 

5 tk .—General spirit of the whole. 

» 2. I would have preferred not hampering the question by an 

expression of an opinion on the subject of the matters in dispute between 
the Rana and his Chiefs, especially if I differ from you on one or two 
points, but as you have invited me to do so, I would premise that what 
I offer below is only my own individual opiuion. 

8. In my report I suggested that I did not conceive the chutound 
should he altered, but it haviug been determined to do so after your 
having again heard the merits of the case, I consider the compromise 
fixed in the present quolnamah for both chutound and service as fair. 
It could not have been less without reducing the increase to a farce, 
and a heavier chutound might have been in many instances difficult to 
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rnoefc. A small increase on what the Chiefs have paid for upwards of 
thirty years having been yielded to the Ra.ua, in this instance they are 
entitled, I think, to a favorable decision in cases in which it can be 
granted without prejudice to the Rana. 

4. 'fhe spirit, of the article on tulwar bundhai I consider perfectly ti« demand.on 
fair, and also the demand of 12 annas in the rupee on account of it. thought jaet. 

5. The nnzzurapa article may hereafter press on the Chiefs, 
and now will do so when it bears a retrospective effect. The nuzzurana 

on pilgrimage would he paid as a free-will ottering to very likely & tuo sanctity of 
larger amount than that laid down, but taking it as a legal demand from 
the Chiefs destroys the sanctity of the gift. The nuzzuranas on 
marriages of the liana's daughters and sisters are, in my opinion, heavy, oi^bc^Ban^ 
especially in cases of more than one marriage at a time, and might, unless aUterS coubI- 
very cautiously collected, be exceedingly difficult for the Chiefs to meet, dered heavy. 
The chutound was, according to Colonel Cobbe, first levied as a 
nuzzurana collection on occasion of the marriage of Maharana Bheem 
Singh's daughters. At the time no less than three daughters were 
married at ouce, but a sum equal to only one year's chutound was 
taken. By the article in the new quolnamah the Rana could have 
demanded a sum equal to three years' chutound, which, with the 
chutound demand for the current year, would have been two-thirds of the 
revenue for the year. If any extra expenses were incurred by the 
liana on occasion of a marriage, so large a tax might be necessary, but 
unlike other Rajpoot princes, the Rana receives money for each female 
married, out of his family. The objection stated 1 had already mentioned, 
but I considered it had been overruled.

Purport in English of a letter from the Chiefs of Met/war to the Political Agent in 
Mei/war,—dated Fagoon soodPoanum, Sumlut 1911, or 3 rd March 1855. 

In the copy of the ishtihar with which we have been furnished, it 
is written that ancient usages will not be abolished ; that what has been the terms of tfto 
customary since the time of Maharanas Rheem Singh and Jeewan Singh uew q,lolwwcpa ^ 
shall not be discontinued. This is what we have been urging for, but

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in the uow quoin amah we do not observe that ancient usages, prevalent 
in the time of former Maharanas, have been preserved; we are therefore 
helpless and cannot agree to it, the new rules being injurious to us. 
It is also written that all former quoin amahs have been cancelled. 
It was not our request to do away with old quoin amahs and to frame 
a new one. "W hat we required was, that all sunnuds, agreements, rights, 
privileges, and possessions (gubza), in existence since Colonel Tod's 
time should be continued; that the oppression and violence on the 
part of the Durbar should cease, in place of which new articles have 
been made with the approbation of the Durbar authorities. If these 
are earned out authoritatively we are helpless, but we will not give 
our consent. 

In the khureeta it is written that we have twice been guilty of 
disobedience. You are great, and the ruler of the country. When you 
find fault with us what can we say. You sent an order for us to attend 
on the Durbar. In reply we addressed a khureeta, because we had no 
desire to be confronted with the Sovereign. Some of the Chiefs have 
reasons for not attending. If, on this account, the term disobedience 
is applied, we are helpless. Whenever you required our presence, 
whether in the hot weather, rainy season, or cold weather, we attended ; 
and whatever you asked we replied to in hopes of justice being done 
to us. We are willing to agree to what is set forth in our ikrarnamah 
(alluding to “ wajbee dustoor kudeem mafiq" or right old custom). The 
articles of the'new quolnamah are at variance with those of the old ones. 


No answer scut to this, it being in the name of nil the Chiefs, but the Agents of 
Beogurh were sent for and told why it was unanswered; that the Agent (Political) was to 
listen to every individual’s petition, but not to any collectively made. 


From Lteut.-Colonel G. St. P. Lawrence, Political Agent, in Meg war, to the Governor 

General’s Agent for the State of Rajpootana,, — No. 57, dated 10 th March 1855. 

I have the honor to report that, at my interview on the 4 th instant, 
to take leave of the Mabarana of Oodeypore, the following subjects 
were discussed. I repaired to the palace accompanied by Major Anderson, 
Superintendent of Sirohee, Lieutenant Black and Mr. Lewes, the portrait 
painter, and remained there four hours. 

After compliments I asked His Highness to make the meeting 
private, which was accordingly done, all retiring but the European 
gentlemen; one of them, Major Anderson, alone kept liis seat near me, the 
others moved out of hearing. 

3. You are aware that I went prepared with a paper of memo¬ 
randa, which I laid before His Highness much in the following order:— 
Adoption. 4 . I remarked that you and myself were uncertain whether we 

clearly understood the confidential verbal communication His High¬ 
ness had made us on our last interview. We understood that he had 
given a sealed piper to his Chief Ranee, containing the name of the 
successor lie desired, with letters to the same effect to his Chiefs not 
to be opened till liis demise, and that be wished to know if he, previous 
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to that event, should adopt the same or another person, would such be 
recognised. His Highness replied that such had been his communication, 
and "added that we might rely upon his nomination being the next of 
kin, so long as he was unobjectionable. I asked him to name the person; 
this after considerable reluctance he did, on my pointing out that my 
knowing it might prevent future troubles, and my promising not to 
mention it to any one but you. 

5. I then spoke on the subject of suttee, stating that Meywar now suttee, 
stood alone in continuing this barbarous rite, and that if it was not soon 
abolished, Government might feel disposed to withdraw its representative 
from His Highness's Court. He replied that I had already written to him 

to that effect-; that he was quite willing it should be abolished, but that 
until he and his Chiefs were agreed, his issuing orders would be but a 
mere form, but that Government might depend upon his meeting its 
wishes as soon as he came to an understanding with his Chiefs, on the 
first occasion of their being at Court. 

6. I expressed my own and your regret and disappointment at His jcUazpow. 
Highness not having concurred with us regarding Jcliazpore, which, for 

so many years, had been a source of cost and trouble to himself and the 
neighbouring States. He admitted this, and that he was well aware, if its 
condition were not improved, he would most probably lose it altogether, 
but he pressed so urgently to he allowed to retain its entire manage¬ 
ment for one year longer, that I consented that the question should be 
left for the decision of Government. His principal argument was the 
advantage his disaffected Chiefs would take of him, if our first act after 
his signing the quolnamah was to deprive him of one of his chief 
districts. 

7. I called His Highness' attention to his promise that if I admit- Quolnamah. 
ted certain obnoxious articles in the quolnamah, he would give me a 
written promise to restore all unjust acquisitions, viz., villages, lands, 
grants, &e., so as to leave his Chiefs and subjects no cause of grievance j rtsmU c ’ 
also to prohibit the seizure of persons on pretext of criminal intercourse, 
sorcery, witchcraft, &c. He replied that it should be done, and on the 
recall* of the minister, desired him to draw up a list of such resumptions 

as were considered to have unjustly been made for me to decide thereon. 

His Highness also said that he had ceased from trading and making 
deductions from the pay of his troops. 

8. His Highness declared he would be most considerate in respect- Right* ana 

ing the rights of Chiefs to their full extent; he asked if the Govern- A 

ment and we would approve of his making remission in the chutound, 
nnzzurana, &e., to which I answered that any remission would please all 
parties. 

9. I requested that as time would be required to form Courts and courts of 
prepare a code, until such could be done, he and his Officers would con- Ju * tice - 
tinue to hear and adjust petitions and not send them away unheard, for 

in such ease the suppliants would come to me and I must attend to 
them. 


10. Tliis His Highness faithfully promised to adhere to, only 
asking that 1 would not condemn them unheard.

I urged him to .send for the Gogoonda Chief and invest him, 
leaving- the amount of fine to be adjusted afterwards by me j to this he 
agreed. We had much conversation regarding the fine to be paid by the 
.Bunera Rajah, which was ultimately fixed at the very moderate sum of 
Rs. 21,000. His Highness promised to send the investiture to Bunera 
without delay, according to the usage, and that I should settle the 
instalments to be paid. 

12. 1 pointed out the bad policy of In’s receiving and giving salaries 
to refugees, that as long as he continued doing so, if bis own Chiefs fled 
the country and were harboured by neighbouring States, he must not 
expect we would interfere to cause their surrender, and recommended his 
dismissing them with presents, viz,, Munna Loll of Jeypore, the Chief 
of Bagur of Marwar and the reputed grandson of Ameeroollah Shah, 
Logurec of Cabool. He replied that this had been an ancient custom, 
but that he would consider my advice and act accordingly. 

13. I advised His Highness to pension old military retainers, 
such as Jemadar Balgobind, who were worn out, and to supply their 
place by young effective men. He replied that he would do so, and when 
they had sons fit for the service, he would give them the preference. 

14. On my recommending these, he urged that the State was 
poor, and its expenditure exceeded its receipts; that he had spent large 
sums in repairing the walls of his capital, in building, &c., but that 
he would consider my proposition. 

15. After the above conversation His Highness called in his 
Minister, and with him went over all the subjects discussed, except those 
of adoption and suttee, which were studiously avoided. After some 
general conversation we took our leave.

K The humble petition of Rawtjt Kesbee Sivgh 
of Salooraber, and Rawut Runjeet Sixgji 
of Deogurli, and other Chiefs, “ fihaee Betas” 
of the Meywar territory. 

Most Humbly Sheweth, —That previous to this they had submitted 
an English petition by post while your Lordship* were at Calcutta, in 
which they had stated in detail the pains they have been suffering, 
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destruction, and being extracted out of the' 

;o be approaching, therefore petitioners respect* 
their circumstances of affliction. 

A period of few years elapsed His Highness the Maharana of 
Oodeypore has been using oppression and injury of different sorts 
towards the petitioners and effacing of their old rules, and wished their 
entire ruination, the above circumstances had duly been reported to 
Colonel J. Low, your Lordship’s Agent at Ajmere, who had completely 
enquired in the matter, after which the Colonel had been removed to 
the Hydrabad Residency and Colonel George Lawrence, Agent of 
Meywar., temporarily took charge of his Office at Ajmere for a short 
period, and ordered to Captain Brook, Agent of Meywar, to report on 
certain points of the above enquiry to complete the case, who had 
reported that injustice is originated from the part of the Maharana, 
and there seems no fault of “ Sirdars” who would not agree to subdue 
themselves under his oppression, and in the similar manner Colonel 
J. Low had prepared the misl of the case. Although the present Agent 
of Meywar has been showing his kindness by verbal communications 
from outwards for their consolation but petitioners were not satisfied with 
it, thinking that he or the Agent has been angry from his heart with 
them, and secretly is tended to take part of the Maharana. The Agent 
often directed the petitioners to sign the agreement, saying that all 
their old rules will remain in force, and he will decide the case favor¬ 
ably towards the petitioners, but petitioners, with the fear of his inward 
tendency towards the Maharana and displeasure towards them, thought 
that if they had signed the agreement,* then they would have lost every 
opportunity of their claims, petitioners had been stating that their old 
rules should not be annulled, they are all ready to obey, your orders, thus 
petitioners remained in subterfuge for some time, after which the 
Agent sent intimation to petitioners that be or the Ageut, together with 
the Resident of Rajpootana, is to reach Oodeypore, petitioners with 
aU Chiefs should attend there. They accordingly went to Oodeypore then, 
he or the Agent with the counsel or advice of the Maharana, prepared 
a new r agreement and sent it to them for signatures with such orders, 
that if in a period of three months its points have not been affected, 
English arrangements with regard to the petitioners will be made, and 
undue forces, and injustice which petitioners were suffering from the 
part of the Maharana, insidely more added to the new proposed 
agreement. As no one likes to cut his throat with his own bands, 
and when the ruler or the higher authority may wish to kill him, it is 
a matter of which there is no remedy, petitioners have not signed it. 

The principal object of petitioners is that, that the file or misi 
of their case, by which the enquiries of Colonel J. Low and Captain 
Brooke had been prepared, will be called in original, and agreements 
affirmed by Messrs. Tod and Cocks will be perused, after which 
whatever your Lordship by justice may please to order them they 
will obey, and shall make no further excuse about it. 

It is a matter of much regret that petitioners applied British aid 
for the non-illegal interference to the points of the former agreement 
which from first up to this time are in force, and the Maharana may 
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not mfcke*any oppression and undue force towards them ; now contrary 
to their lawful request the Agent of Oodeypore and the Resident of 
Ajmere had mentioned in the proposed new agreement, that the former 
agreement has been entirely annulled with which petitioners mil totally 
be ruined. 

Petitioners will send their own vakeel to attend in person on your 
Lordship for the purpose, meanwhile they most respectfully beg leave 
to solicit your Lordship’s kind patronage in directing the Resident of 
Ajmere that until the original misl of the case may not be perused 
and decided by your Lordship, no orders may be issued on the subject, 
and the points of the new agreement of former authorities which by 
the council of the Maharana, and without the consent of the petitioners 
has been proposed may not be issued, and the file in original of the case 
in question may be submitted together with former authorities with 
which the truth of petitioners' statement will be proved, and petitioners 
may obtain their justice. 

Your Lordship arc most powerful ruler of India, petitioners seek 
justice. ^Petitioners as in duty bound will ever pray. 


From Bhopat, Singh and Goohan Singh, Kamdars of the Raja of Shahpoora, to the 
Political Agent in Met/war,—dated 9th Cheyt sood Sumbut 1911. 

The shahpoorp. You directed that we should place our signatures to the quolnamah. 

I wrbte this to the Shahpoora Raja, and I received a reply from him 

HiouMbe' saying, that he desired that no difference should ever occur, and that no 

SqinoinawiaS. custom should be made, and whatever profit or loss the Maharana 

might have occasioned him; that the dispute should not be increased 
by reporting it to you. Since the death of Raja Madhoo Singh, the 
present Maharana has in many matters exercised interference, but even 
then he did not increase disputes; and there were disputes with the 
other Chiefs, and you therefore made out this new quolnamah, and the 
Maharana ordered that it be signed, but he never signed the former quol¬ 
namah ; you also wrote in the quolnamah that old customs would be 
respected. The Maharaja writes to ask why he should sign this quol- 
liamah when he never signed a previous one, and that you have directed 
him to obey the order and all will go well. The Shahpoora Raja's 
first desire is to obey your order, but it is first well to tell you that you 
made the quolnamah for the whole country, and the paragraphs 
regarding the country should be published in the country, and my 
applications for redress should be arranged, and then the provisions of 
the quolnamah would he obeyed. As the Shahpoora Raja did not 
previously sign the quolnamah he should not now be called upon to 
do so, but if it is your pleasure that he should do so, then to satisfy 
you a separate paper agreeing to the quolnamah can be written, but 
at first we should ask you for a letter assuring us that the former 
representations have been well understood, and that, according to the 
list furnished, you will make an agreement to get our previous com- 
plaints redressed, and you need have no fear of deceit. Besides this 
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w&tfeTer grants, bonds, &e., granted by the Maharana are in the posses¬ 
sion of the Shahpoora Raja, by looking at them an arrangement can be 
effected and in the old customs of the raj of Shahpoora no difference 
should be allowed; you ought to give us a letter to that effect, 
because our country is held from the badshahs, and it is the territory of 
the badshahs. In Meywar our possessions are very small. With regard 
tqthe paragraphs, if we follow them we shall incur great expense; you 
should arrange that our expenses are not more than our income, and 
if you do not approve of this, the paragraphs objected to can be left 
out, and a paper approving of those not in dispute can be written, 
because it is proper to keep you satisfied. 

We have heard that the Rao of Gogoonda has come to Oodeyporc, 
and the Cliiefs and the Maharana have met, and it is stated that old 
customs are to be adhered to, therefore we beg to know wliat we are to 
write to satisfy you. You can make another .arrangement for the 
country, and the Maharana and the Chiefs will again agree. You should 
<il.so arrange to prevent the Maharana in his anger from compelling us 
to obey him. 

Whatever concession the Maharana may make to the other Chiefs 
lie ought to make the same* if not more, to its. If there is any thing to 
be done we hope you will command ns. 



Purport in English of a letter from Limit. Colonel G. St. P. Lawrence, Political 

Agent in Meywar, to Raj Loll Singh of Gogoonda ,— dated 24th March 1855. 

I have received a khureeta from tiie Durbar, informing me that His colonel Lav.- 
Highness, in pursuance of my advice, had caused his wishes to be ex- r f‘g ewef t0 
plained to you in the matter of the investiture, to which you made " ° 

objections, saying, that “ kakl” is not levied on you, and as for nuzzurana 
you would not pay, as you have not agreed to the -terms of the new 
quolnamah. I have learnt this with astonishment, and write to you once 
more to attend to the wishes of the Durbar, that the ceremony may 
be performed, otherwise it will not be good for you, and the investiture 
you wish for, to preserve your rank and dignity, may never take place. 


From the Shahpoora Baja, to Colonel G. St. P. Lawrence, Political Agent in Meg<var,-~ 
dated 1st Bysack sood Sum hut 1911. 

Your letter to the address of my uncle has been received. I write The shahuoom 
to you on this account that you may be able to see for yourself. I have ^aackit^ 
told the Maharana that I will follow and obey all old customs; but the ">agos,' 
Maharana, ever since Mahdoo Singh died, does not consider what I ask 
favorably. It is my desirethat my master should remain pleased with 
me, and I expressed this to you when you were at Shahpoora. My uncle 
Gopal Singh has been in attendance on the Maharana since the month 
of Kartiek. The Maharana agreed to continue to me all my ancient 
customs, and sent for me, and I went to him, but he did not do this, and 
I remained there a month and a half and asked for permission to leave, 
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and received permission to go. When leaving, the Maharana gave me 
your letter. I then thought I had nothing to explain away ; hut the Maha¬ 
rana wrote to you without having informed me of the same, and the 
letter was delivered to me after great delay had occurred. I went to 
Goorla and remained there some days, and left my uncle Bhopal Singh 
in attendance on the Maharana, and whatever had to he explained 
he explained, but I did not get any clear answer. I then went to Shah- 
poo ra and directed Bhopal Singh to wait on you, and my holdings or 
estates were given to me by the badshah, and therefore my case is quite 
different from that of the other Chiefs. You are wise and desire the 
good of all, and I am yet a child, and I am in debt. The Maharana is 
dissatisfied with me. If you consider my case favourably I shall be- 
supported in my right place. I went to Oodeypore although the Maharana 
did not accord me my full rights; and you told me that I had acted 
properly in going, and that I would profit by so doing, Any thing 
else there is to be told, my uncle Gopal Singh will explain.

Translation of a Memorandum and list of cases in detail, and the grants of the Maharana 

of Oodeypore, to the Shahpoora Rajas,—dated 5 th Bysach-bud, Snmdmt 1911. 

1. The chutound that was paid formerly wiil be continued. If you 
(the Political Agont), in accordance with the wishes of the Maharana, 
desire that I should pay the same as the others, this is my reply 

The village of Munsoobah, which is in my putta, and for which the 
Maharana allows me Rs. 800 yearly, and which he has given to the 
Cluivuns, I desire that this village may be returned to me, as I do not 
require the money. The mouey can be given to the Charuns in lieu of the 
village. In the time of Colonel Tod and Colonel Cobbe, eighteen of my 
villages were taken from me, these should also be returned in the same 
manner as the villages of the other Chiefs have been returned. That which 
is written in the quolnamab, regarding chutound and chakree is quite 
proper; but Maharana Bheem Singh gave a rooqqa to Raja Uraeer Singh, 
and in this document it is stated that when the eighteen villages arc 
returned, the chakree and chutound will be again exacted. 

2. No expenses have hitherto been paid for the ceremony of 
“ tulwar bundliai.” The Mabarana says that I am to produce a sunnud 
exempting me from payment. Whoever is exempted from payment 
will have a sunnud to that effect, but I have never paid for “ tulwar 
bundhai” at all. You have given consideration to the ease of the 
Chief of Saloomberis brother, and exempted him from payment, and you 
should consider that I am a king, and the brother of the Maharana; 
why should I pay ? It is a pretence of the Maharana saying that I 
ought to produce a paper exempting me from payment for “ tulwar 
bnndhai. ,> I now petition that my name he written amongst the 
names of those who are exempted from payfnent of “ tulwar bundiiai 
by the paragraph of exemption in the quolnamab. 

Maharaja Oomeyd Singh did not pay for “tulwar bundhaL” 
live per cent, was taken from him as Jckurch’’ this the Maharana 

consider- as <( tulwarbuudkai.” I have also not paid “tulwar bundhai, ’ 
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. Maharaja Run Singh, on mounting the (t guddee,” had the-sword 
scut to him to Shahpoora, and Maharaja Urjoou Singh brought the wSriSTwoM. 
investiture, and said that the Maharana had sent it in consideration of !^JdWomhim~ 
Oomeyd Singh having been killed at Qojein, and having saved the 
empire, and that lie was to gird it on himself. Maharaja Run Singh 
excused himself, and told Maharaja Urjoon Singh that it was not his 
right to have his sword tied on at Shahpoora. Maharaja Urjoon Singh 
remained with the ceremonials of investiture, and wrote to the Maharana > 
to say that Maharaja Run Singh had declined to be invested, and had 
said that he was a Raja of the bad shah, and that he did not require a 
sword, only the favour of the Maharana. The Maharana replied that 
Oomeyd Singh had been slain in his service, and pressed the acceptance 
of the sword, saying, that the Serohee, Doongurpore, Deolee and Pertab- 
gurh Chiefs and other 'Rajas and Chiefs and relations received the 
sword, and that as he was a child of the house, he ought to receive it 
also. On this the Raja Run Singh agreed to take the sword. The 
Maharana now says that nothing was taken on that occasion because 
Oomeyd Singh had been slain. 


Maharana Bheem Singh sent the “ tulwar bundhai ” investiture 
to Shahpoora, in the same manner as had been done in the case of Run 
Singh, and no payment was exacted. The Maharana now says that as 
there were disturbances in the country at the time, therefore no pay¬ 
ment was taken. 


The Maharana, in the time of Raja Umer Singh, told him to come 
and be invested at Oodeypore, and promised concessions in regard to hire,' mvea1 
Jehazporc, when he took his departure. In this hope Umer Singh 
went to Oodeypore, and was invested there ; lie did not pay “ tulwar 
bundhai.” For seventeen or eighteen years Umer Singh did not go 
to Oodeypore. Afterwards, on the occasion of the marriage of a 
daughter of the Maharana, Umer Singh and his wives went to 
Oodeypore when sent for, and he was treated properly in every way. He 
petitioned regarding his former villages, and the Maharana promised to 
confirm him in possession of them, and as he remained there for a long 
time, gave him some money to cover his expenses. Zoorawur Singh 
Chajeeo, one of his servants, came to Oodeypore, and killed in a quarrel a 
“kheir” zemindar, and Rs. 5 per cent, was taken for this crime, 
and the Maharana considers that this money was taken for “ tulwar 
bundhai.” 


jjaja Madlioo Singh did not pay for “tulwar bundhai,” and the 
Maharana pretends he did, and the money that was taken by stopping tare, 
the revenues of a village on account of a theft in which Khajoo Rux 
jemadar was concerned, cannot be - considered as “ tulwar bundhai/’ 

In the time of Raja Madhoo Singh an opium store was plundered in my 
territory, and on this account some money was taken in Colonel Cobbe’s 
time, and this is considered as tulwar bundhai . In this manner it can¬ 
not be proved that tulwar bundhai was ever paid, and if there is any¬ 
thing else besides, my bond should be produced to prove payment, and I 
will enquire into it at my house, and report to you the result, 


Iv'vj** Juggat Singh, iu the year 1905, iu accordance with the orders 
Mubaraott. of the Maharana in the year 1905, was ashed for a rooqqa by the Maba- 
rana, who stated that he wanted to establish a new custom in the 
country, and desired him to give a rooqqa, promising that if any thing 
was taken from the Saioomber Kao, it would also be taken from Baja 
Juggut Singh. After this the Saioomber Chief died, and it was not 
taken from him, and after this I did not pay ct ckutound ” It is also the 
order of the British Government that if the Maharana takes any thing 
unjustly, then on representation he must return it. Bhopal Singh my 
uncle was sent to Oodeypore about the “ tulwar bundhai,” and told the 
Maharana that previously nothing had been paid for “ tulwar bundhai,” 
and that this fact ought to be noticed in the quolnamah, and he asked 
fora “ rooqqa - ” on the subject. The Maharana replied “you will be 
named in the paragraph of exemption. Tell the Shah poor a Raja to 
come on the 12th of Falgoon-sood, as that will be an auspicious day for 
him to be invested.” The Shahpoora Baja then went and located himself 
in the Chumpa bagh, and the Agent sahib went to the palace and sent 
for me. I then represented that without being invested with the sword 
• ( t could not attend, and that the names of the Bunera Chief and others 

had been entered in the paragraph of exemption, and mine had nob been 
entered. Then the Maharana wrote me a rooqqa, desiring me to come to 
the palace, saying that my customs were well understood. Afterwards, 
on the day of investiture, the Maharana sent the ceremonials of investiture; 
and informed me he had a particular object in view, and therefore 
wanted me to write a rooqqa for a certain amount, stating that what was 
taken from the^jpeople exempted, would also be taken from me, and the 
[ rooqqa would be returned, but I did not do this; then the ceremonials of 

investiture were re-called. Until the middle of the day I continued to 
petition the Maharana not to alter what he had promised, but the Malm- 
rana would not listen to this. 1 intended going to you, but the Maha¬ 
rana stopped me, saying he would invest me the next day, and that I 
was not to go to the sahib. In the morning I was invested, and as long 
as you remained there no interference was offered, but afterwards I was 
interfered with in several ways. I afterwards petitioned the Maharana, 
but seeing no chance of a settlement, I took my leave, and the 

Maharana being satisfied, let me go. After giving inc my leave, he 
gave me your letter, then I came here. 

Demands tiu> 3. It was not the custom for the Shahpoora Rajas to go to Oodey- 

SSwobrf thc P 01 ‘° every year, and they never used to go. And by the quolnamah I 

ato4<iy- am directed to go. And you direct that the quolnamah is to be first 
signed and afterwards petitions will be listened to. You would then 
say,/' why don’t you go to Oodeyporeand if I do go, more expanses 
will be incurred, and I have only about twelve or fifteen thousand 
rupees in possession, therefore I beg you will make arrangements 
in such a manner that in doings the service of the Maharana I may 
have no difficulty, and I may not be put to more expense than necessary. 
The Maharana. will possibly tell you that I, of myself, will come 
to the dusserab, and bring my people with me, in accordance with 
the provisions of the quolnamah; but by the fact of my going, I 
divest myself of my own sovereignty, and heretofore my ancestors have 
never gone, therefore I petition in order that my rights as a sovereign 
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'jf^y' wot l>e' interfered with. And the service of the Maharana at the 
dusserab or at other times can he performed by my deputy. 

In the betrothal of members of the Maharana's family, or on their 
marriage, and on ascending the throne, the customary presents that 
have previously been given will be given, again, and if it be found that 
nothing has been given previously, nothing will he given now. 

Permission to ascend the throne, or to adopt, has as yet never been 
ashed from the Maliarana, and my powers on these points must not be 
interfered with. 

My ancestors have always had power to fine kamdars and servants, 
and jagheerdars and servants of all the pergunnnhs, and to dismiss or 
appoint them, and my powers on this point are not to be interfered with 
by the Maharana. 

The “ koree” taken by Chand Khan from the Bhoomceahs is in 
the same manner to be taken by me, and when an officer arrives, then 
the lands of the Bhoomeeahs will be defined, and their possessions 
will be continued to them according to their grants, and whatever 
more they may have possessed themselves of will he taken back. 

The Jehazpore and Mandegurh Hakims are not to be permitted to 
issue “ dustuks” upon me; if there is any particular bubinevss to be done, 
the Maharana. is to write, and the proper arrangements will be made. 

All the Sirdars have walled towns and palaces and places in their 
illakas, and there are no walled towns in my district to protect my 
subjects. As it is my intention to build them, 1 therefore petition 
against that. 

Maharaja Juggut Singh of Shahpoora went to Oodeypore to be Be^ that the 
invested with the sword, and his mother Kungarodjee went with him. ^t^niay 1 ^ 
At that time the Maharana, with a view of creating a dispute, estimated at 

the produce of my country at a higher rate than he ought to have done. cuanUKhan. 

I therefore beg it may be estimated at the rate it was estimated at in 
the time of Chand Khan, and that the Political Agent make an arrange¬ 
ment to this effect. 

In this manner, from memory, I have written my ease and applied 
for redress. If there are any grants of the Maharana I will go to 
Shahpoora, and look for them in the duffer, and if I have any documents 
signed by the Maharana I will bring them forward, and you on hearing 
can decide according to their contents.

On account of Mehta Barn Singh money as security was given to 
the Maharana. Ram Singh gave his son Go vine! Singh to me as security 
in mortgage for this money. The Maharana, before I had been repaid, 
released Go vine! Singh by force, and the money was taken from me. 
I petitioned against this and a rooqqa was written authorizing me to 
collect his outstanding balances. It is stated that some of the balances 
wero collected and made over to the Maharana, and his lands, houses, 
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&c. 2 Wfere taken possession of by the Ran a, and Govine! Singh was 
turned out of the country. Why should this money be taken from 
me? I got the money from merchants and paid it to the Maharana. 
I have no w to pay interest for it. I therefore request that my money 
may be returned to me from whatever place you may please.

For thirty-four years a disagreement has been existing between the 
Maharana and his Chiefs, the former always representing to Government 
the contumacy and disobedience of the Chiefs, and the latter complaining 
of acts of oppression and violence on the part of His Highness. 

With no other view but to preserve the peace of the country, and 
to secure the happiness of the subjects, the British Government from 
time to time permitted the Agents to arbitrate between the parties. 
Several quolnamahs were made with their concurrence, witnessed, and 
signed by them, but they have been broken and departed from by both 
parties. 

In letter No. 559 of 7th February 1855, on the unanimous appli¬ 
cation of both parties, the Most Noble the Governor General of India 
in Council has directed Colonel Sir H. M. Lawrence, k. c b., the Agent, 
.Governor General, for the States of Raj poo tan a, to mediate with discre¬ 
tionary power between His Highness and his Chiefs, and has declared the 
intention of the British Government to enforce obedience to the quol- 
namah which inay be prepared. 

Therefore, that it may be well understood by all the subjects of 
Meywar, that so long as the Maharana acts with moderation ana justice, 
and follows the good advice of the Agent, the British Government will 
uphold His Highness's authority, it directs that it he made known to all 
the Chiefs and people of Meywar, that the following quolnamah, founded 
on the former ones, which are hereby abrogated, must in future be 
adhered to, and that those who act contrary to it, will be considered as 
offenders against the British Government and punished accordingly. 

1. Chutound or one-sixth of actual produce of estates of the Chief* 
to be paid to the Maharana's treasury through a banker or vakeel on 
Mugsir soodh poonum (December), and Jeyt sood poonum (June), of 
each year. 

The assessment of estates for tho* calculation of chutound to be 
taken at an average between the old assumed value of estates and then- 
present actual value, which will be a mean between the present eonflict- 
gtftteaioat ing claims. For this calculation the Chiefs must give in a statement 
tScSeftonhe of the present actual produce of their estates, or they will be arbitra- 
?So tf'their rily assessed. No increase beyond: what may be at present fixed as the 
estate*. chutound, will be hereafter demanded. Any failing to pay will be 

charged interest after one month at 13 per cent, per annum, and after 
twelve months such portion of his estate to be sequestrated to cover the 
defalcation, as may be decided by the Political Agent. Service shall be 
performed for three months in the year, at homo or abroad, at the rate 
of one horseman and two footmen per Rs. 1,000 of the value of estates as 
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calculated for chutound. Any extra service required, the Maharamv will 
pay for at the rate of Rs, 16 per month for a horseman, and Rs. 6 
per month for one foot soldier, and at this rate the Rami will receive 
compensation for failure of service. All Chiefs to attend at Oodeypore 
with their quotas of troops ten days before, and five days after, the duase- 
rah, when the Maharana will allot their duty and posts for three months, 
and dismiss those not required for duty. On urgent occasions, the 
Chiefs with their quotas must attend on receipt of the (khas rooqqa) 
sign manual, of the Maharana. Those who hold separate jaghecrs to 
pay chutound and perform service separately. 

Saieomher does not pay chutound, hut perforins service at Oodey¬ 
pore twelve months in the year with his troops; failing sending them, he 
will have to pay accordingly. 

2. Kaid, or fees payable on tulwar bundhai, or investiture, to be 
18 annas in the rupee on actual produce. Payment of this to exempt 
from one year’s chutound. The Chiefs of Amah, Gogoonda, Kanore, 
Bunera, and the Kishnawuts and any others who have not been accus¬ 
tomed to pay are exempt, but are to pay nuzzurana as heretofore at the 
rate of 8 per cent, per annum on actual produce. 

3. Chiefs will pay the Durbar on account of robberies or losses 
of travellers proved to have taken place within their fiefs, and for which 
tfe' Durbar has paid, or may pay, with interest at 6 per cent, for the 
past; and 12 per cent, for the future. 

4. Thieves, dacoits, thorees, baorees, mogyaeas, and barhwutths 
are not to be harboured by Chiefs. Those Chiefs who harbour thieves or 
share in their stolen goods will be punished with Agent's approval. 
The Chiefs to be held responsible for all losses sustained from robbery 
by merchants, traders, kafilas, bunjaras, and travellers passing through 
their estates, and who may have given notice and taken the precaution 
of adequately protecting their goods. The Chiefs to apprehend 
plunderers and send them in to the Durbar. Should it be out of their 
power to do so, to report the same to the Durbar and to the Agent. 
Claims for thefts traced into Meywar to be settled by the Political 
Agent, Villages to be made answerable where the “klioj” or track 
ceased. 

5. Ail sums borrowed by the Chiefs from the Durbar, or on His 
Highness' guarantee, to be liquidated; on the former interest at the rate 
of 6 percent, will be charged, on the latter 9 per cent, per annum, or 
whatever may have been fixed at the time of guarantee. The amount 
to he liquidated by instalments as may be determined by the Political 
Agent. 

6. All nuzzuranas abolished except the following:—On accession 
to the throne; first marriage of the Ran a or heir-apparent from sixteen 
Chiefs and two Rajahs of the first rank. Rupees (500) five hundred, and 
one or two horses as may be customary. Lesser Chiefs 2 per cent, on their 
actual annual produce. * Marriage of the Rana's own daughters or sisters, 
2*} annas in the rupee of actual produce, and horses as in the time of 
Maharana Bheem Singh. On the Maharana's proceeding on a pil¬ 
grimage U anna in the rupee on the annual produce. 
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Fines imposed

7; Arrears due by Chiefs on the marriage of the present Maha- 
rana's sisters to be paid at 21 annas in tho rupee on actual produce, 
with one or two horses as customary. 

8. The Chiefs are not to levy from their ryots more than what 
they actually pay to the Durbar on account of investiture or nuzzur- 
ana. This will not prevent their levying their own rights at similar 
rates from their ryots. 

9. Of late several Chiefs have been guilty of contumacy and 
disobedience, rendering themselves subject to be fined. The Maharana 
has, however, with the advice of the Agent, forgiven then faults; with 
the exception of Sak&nbev and Deogurh, who forcibly resumed their 
confiscated villages, expelling the State troops; for so doing they are to 
be fined each Rs. 25,000. All past offences arc forgiven by His 
Highness except those of murder. 

10. BhoOm lands (allodial allotments), houses, jagheer . villages, 
pieces of mortgaged ground, tamba putter (deeds), sunnud, charity lands, 
&c., to continue in the possession of the present holders. The sunuuds 
of Maharana Bheem Singh, and written assurances of Colonels Tod 
and Cobbe, shall not be set aside without cause. The validity of such 
documents to be enquired into by the Political Agent, and if he deems 
proper, in conjunction with five or six intelligent and loyal Chiefs. 
Bhoomias, who. hold lands from the Durbar, to be responsible for.the 
protection of the village and for losses as customary. The spirit of this 
Article is extended to the “ puttas” of the Chiefs. 

11. Dan, biswa, (transit duty), lagut on khur laldiur (taxes on 
wood *«nd forage), Rewarree camels and house tax, belong to the Durbar, 
Those who have collected such since the time of Colonels Tod and Cobbe 
and have sunnuds, the same to continue. 

12. “ Lagut”or demands for a d&n” (customs), burar (taxes), fines, 
&c., in force since Colonels Tod and Cobbe’s time to continue. All new 
demands levied of late years to be abolished. “ Summers” or “ kubza/' 
that is, possession of individuals granted by former and tho present 
Maharana on these taxes, to be observed. 

13. The arrangements regarding jails, witches, “bhopas” (witch 
informers) tyag, bhat charun, fixed by the Governor General's Agent, 
Rajpootana, and approved of by the Durbar, to he obeyed by all in Hey¬ 
ward Clothing and subsistence to be allowed to prisoners according to 
the states of parties, from one to eight annas per day, for each individual; 
none are to be subjected to torture or ill-treatment. 

14. The Durbar, the Political Agent, and the Chiefs each to 
prcpmtfot?or a appoint two intelligent and respectable men, and these six^-o appoint a 
•u?mntof l dt S e N seventh to assist them in the preparation of a code in accordance with 
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rajwara law for the settlement of deewanee and foujdaree cases, and 
offenders to be punished according to the rules, which may be prescribed 
with the approval of the Maharana and Political Agents.

Chiefs must understand that they will not escape by themselves setting 
aside, and instigating poor ignorant men to create disturbance. The 
instigator will be treated as equally guilty with the direct offenders. 
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These plain and nnmistakeable orders are given that men's eyes 
may be opened, and that they may understand they are no longer at 
liberty to break the law and create disturbance with impunity.. It 
is here repeated that every kindness and consideration will be shown to 
the loyal and the well behaved, but that disturbers of the peace and 
oppressors will be punished. 


Abstract of a letter from Suhroop Singh, Maharana of Oodcypore, to Gopax SINGH 
and Gooman Singh, Kamdars of Shahpoora,—dated 6th of Bysack bud 1911. 

Demanding their Your reply to the Political Agent has been received, and it is a very 
qSnaS!° the l°ng- 01i °* You have asked for support and consideration, and this you 
have hitherto received ; but you have now consorted with the Deogurh 
man and the other rebellious Chiefs, and have altered your behaviour, 
but even after that you have been still treated with consideration. The 
service and ehutound that you ought to have rendered, and have not 
rendered, I have for the present abstained from exacting. It is again 
, ordered that you put your signatures to the quolnamah, and follow its 

laws, and make the usual nuzzur for “ tulwar bundhai,” because you 
have no sunnud freeing you from it, and the quolnamah does not 
free you from it and the balances of the ehutound due; you are now 
to pay and not' to follow improper courses, and you are not again to 
raise boundary disputes. A saliib will come and settle them according 
to law, and you must not be guilty of any disrespect before he does so. 
If you intend to obey the orders of the Political Agent, why don't you 
sign the quolnamah ? Obey his orders, aud don't talk further on the 
subject.

List of money paid to the Mahcirana on account of Mehta Bam Singh . 

On account of Mehta Ram Singh, money as security was given 
to the Maharana. Ratn Singh gave his son Govind Singh as security 
to me in mortgage for the money. The Maharana before I had been, 
repaid by force released Govind Singh and took the money from me. 
I petitioned against this, and a rooqqa was written, authorising me to 
collect his outstanding balances, and some of these outstanding balances 
were collected, and it is stated made over to the Maharana, and his lands, 
houses, &c., were taken possession of by the Rana, and Govind Singh 
was turned out of the country. Why should this money be taken from 
me ? I got the money from merchants and paid it to the Maharana, 
and I have to pay interest for it. I therefore request that my money 
may be returned to me from whatever place you may please.

Reply from the Chief of Gogoonda,—dated 19 th April 1655. 

I have received your letter and have understood its contents. You 
write to me that the Durbar, according to your advice, caused his wishes 
to bo explained to mo in the matter of investiture, and express your 
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. .&sfbm&hment at my having* objected k> attend to them. This is right, 
ion are great and the ruler of the country; my request has been from the 
beginning that new rules introduced by the Durbar should cease, in place 
of which " tulwar bumlhai/’ which my ancestors never paid, and for 
which I hold simnuds, is now demanded. Dhotis has also been sent, which 
is unusual, and to which I have submitted only to obey your orders, as I 
am in hopes of obtaining redress. The Durbar ordered me to write a 
petition to the effect that I would agree to pay such sum for tulwar 
bundhai as maj' be fixed by the Political Agent. How can I give a 
writing to this effect, when I have not consented to the new rules? You 
write to me that I should at once yield to the Durbar’s wishes, be invest¬ 
ed with the sword, and make no objections, otherwise it will not be good 
for me; this is light. I represented my grievances to you in hopes of 
obtaining redress, in place of which you require me yourself to conform 
to new rules, and write to me that if I do not agree to the same, the con¬ 
sequences will not be good for me. I am helpless, I have committed no 
fault that I may dread evil consequences. I only wish for a continuance 
of old usages, and trust justice will be done. You say that the investi¬ 
ture which is indispensable to preserve my rank and dignity may not take 
place. My object in representing my grievances has been only to secure 
my rights and privileges. 

What lias been customary of old should be observed. 


Letter from the Baidla Row, to the Political Agent in Megwar,—dated II th BysacTc 

hud 1911. 

Gopal Singh, Kamdar of Shahpoora, petitioned the Maharana Petition ©f 
through me, that, as he held a jagheer of Rs. 34,160, it was lawful KaSSwof h| 
that he should render, according to the terms of the quolnamah, service shahi>oora. 
to the extent of sixty-eight footmen and thirty-four sowars ; but that 
the nuzziir on account of the “ tulwar bundhai” should only be at the 
rate of 8 per cent. I made this known to the Maharana, and he ordered 
that if he behaved properly he would only have to pay at the rate of 
8 per cent., but if he did not, the full amount claimable by the State for 
the “ tulwar bundhai” would have to be paid. Gopal Singh agreed in 
the first instance to this, but afterwards refused to do so, and this 
happened in my presence.

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2, T was pretty certain what bis answer would be, but as you 
wished it, I wrote to him; tbits'.is another proof, if we required one, of 
continued contumacy, and that no thine: less will satisfy these Chiefs than, 
out conceding to them the whole of their demands. 

3. You saw at Oodeypore the investiture exemption warrant 
(sunnud) which the Chief adverts to, and what a clear case of fraud it is, 
which we pointed out to him, notwithstanding' which, you will observe ho 
still claims to be exempted from paying an investiture upon so worth¬ 
less a document.

Highness and the rooqqa given to the Chiefs ; that if the latter did not 
agree I would not give them the Durbar's rooqqa, adding that in ease His 
Highness entertained any suspicion of ray shewing the looqqa to the 
sahib in order to get the articles of the quolnamah altered, I would 
swear by Sree Admatajee that 1 will not do so. This was my agreement 
with the Durbar, and lastly, that I would do my utmost to accomplish 
the object I had undertaken, and if I failed I would return the rooqqa 
to His Highness, and the Durbar to do the same with the petition from 
the Chiefs. 


Purport in English of a letter from Mehta” Shere Singh, Minister of Oodeypore, to Politic 
cal Agent in Meywar,—dated 11th Jeyt bud, Sumbut 1911, or A. D. Vlth May 1855. 

Although the former conduct of Maharaja Shore Singh was not free 
from fault, yet the Sree Durbar overlooked his failings and he remained 
here in attendance; the kindness shown by His Highness to the Maharaj 
is well known to you. Recently he asked for permission to go on a 
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pilgrimage to Chutterbhooj, which was granted. After performing Ills 
devotions at that shrine, he went away to Bagore, and notwithstanding 
His Highness having twice sent people to persuade him to return, 
he would not do so, and wrote an urzee, a copy of which is herewith 
sent for your information:— 

“ I have received your Highness" rooqqa and have placed it on my copy of an tfaee 
[lead. I applied to you for the settlement of the boundary dispute ^er 0 ^^ ja 
existing between some of my villages and those of the khalsa; five years 
have elapsed and nothing has been done. The kamdar of Nahurmugra 
collects ,the rent of the lands cultivated by the brahmins of Goduryrawas, 
which belongs to Kberee in my putta, and which has been realized 
by my people up to Sumbut 1908, or A. D. 1852. The village of 
Rawulyea, which you granted me, I have not obtained possession of. 

With your permission I visited Chutferbhooj. On my return from 
thence, I told your Highness' kamdar, Zorejee, that I intended going 
to Bagore ; at first he objected to my doing so, but afterwards said, I may 
go, but that I should not meet the Amait man. At the instigation 
of Zorejee, the sepoys of the guard attempted to stop my family from 
going to Bagore. When they reached the village of Cheelotba they were 
deprived by Zorejee's order of their ruth, palankeen, and other convey¬ 
ance lent by your Highness. Such conduct on the part of your 
servant grieved me much and induced me to proceed to Bagore/" 


From Maharaja Shkre Singh, to Political Agent,—dated 11 th Jeyt hid or 12 Ih 

May 1855. 

I obtained the Durbar's permission to visit Chutterbhooj. The conduct that jhi* 

of the moatmid of His Highness, by name, Zorejee, who accompanied ^ v f,^a be U 

me, was violent on the road, which induced me to think that all was Worm!, 
not right. Afterwards Sheo Singh and Dowlut Singh brought me a 
rooqqa from the Durbar, inviting me to return to Oodeypore. I was 
.afraid to do so, thinking that something worse than what befel 
* His soil Sadool* Singh might happen to me. Since 

the time His Highness offered to give me 
Bheelwara and entrust me with the management of State affairs, while 
my grievances remained unredressed, I suspected that all was not right, 
as I performed no service to merit such reward from His Highness. 

I do not long for Bhanjgur or councillorship; what I wish for is that 
my old rights and privileges be preserved. I have endured hardship, and 
now I am sitting quietly in my house. Having no inclination to go 
to Oodeypore I wrote an urzee to the Durbar, and desired the moatmids 
to return to His Highness.

Thombarana ’3 Your letter, together with its enclosure, from the Rao of Baidla, 
written by order of the Maharana,, has been duly received. We are aware 
etmeorted witfc of your circumstances. The Maharana has written that since we have 
8uio?Xfand consorted with the Raos of Saloomber and Deogurh there has been a 
neosuih. difference in our behaviour. I petitioned the Maharana myself, and 
also through the means of the Rao of Baidla, petitioned the Maharana 
regarding our old customs, saying that hitherto 1 had never paid for the 
investiture of the sword. The Maharana is the master, and he can 
write as he pleases; and regarding that which has been written about 
our consorting with the Raos of Saloomber and Deogurh, we were sent 
with Hurnathjee to these Chiefs, and talked with them in accordance 
with the desire of the Maharana. After you arrived at Oodeypore, the 
Maharana ordered me and the Rao of Aseen, and the Rao of Boyar, 
The K.amd ar ’« and the Thakoor of Peeplee to go and arrange matters with tile .other 
explanation of QJdefs, and stated at the same time that as friendship had previously 
tiwflutter, ex : ste(l between the Shahpoora Raja, Madhoo Singh and Rawufc Nahar 
Singh of Deogurh, something might be arranged, and I went to them hy 
order; and the Maharana for this service has complained against me, 
and has directed us to place our signatures to the quoinamah, and as we 
had never signed previously, we petitioned against the necessity of sign¬ 
ing now. Regarding the investiture of the sword, the Maharana many 
times said that he would take payment at the rate of 8 per cent., and 
that we would be included in the paragraph of exemption, and this 
fact will be partially evident, by a reference to the Baidla Chiefs 
letter. The Maharana told me to send for the Raja of Shahpoora 
quickly. I then replied that the Maharana's views were at present 
unfavorable, and that a delay would occur in the same manner as a 
delay occurred at the investiture of Raja Juggut Singh, and this 
affects my dignity, and destroys my peace, besides which it increases the 
expenses. I therefore begged that distinct orders might be accorded, 
and I would call the Shahpoora Raja, The Maharana said in answer, 
that our old laws and customs were well understood, and that they would 
not he interfered with, and that tlio 12th of Falgoon sood would be an 
auspicious day, and on that day after the sun had risen two hours that 
The suaiipoora the investiture would be celebrated; then the Shahpoora Raja went to

Then by means of the Baulk Rao, a reply was seat to me by the Maha- 
rana, directing me to put what was required in writing, and a rooqqa 
would be written in reply. This was my petition, and the Maharana s 
reply, When the Shahpoora Raja went to Oodeypore it was hot the 
pleasure of the Maharana to give a rooqqa. Afterwards I was told to 
write another petition on a different subject. I replied that I would 
petition regarding what had previously occurred, but I could not write 
about the losses of the Shahpoora Raja. 

The Baidla Rao can write what he pleases to you, and what he 
writes accords with the Makarana's views; and the Itaojee states that 
I agreed to every"thing. If I did agree, how has this dispute arisen, and 
the Maharana writes the Raja of Shahpoora was called into the Purree- 
khana in the presence of the Agent, and that he did not come, and 
therefore he was not invested until the following day ? but the real truth 
is this, that thb day the Maharana ordered Raja Dul Singh to go

After this the Maharana told me to write a “rooqqa” or bond Mabnm.** 
for 12 annas in the rupee, as he had something in view that 
he wished to accomplish, and when the Agent left, the rooqqa would 
be returned, and I was not to have a&y doubt about it. I then in 
a gentle manner refused to give A rooqqa, and asked what kind of 
an ” order is this ? The Maharana got annoyed at ray reply, and 
re-called the ceremonials of investiture, and directed Raja Dul Singh 
not to go. In this delay the auspicious time of investiture passed 
away, and my dignity has suffered mu»-h by this in the eyes of all the * 

Meywar Chiefs and my own relations. I then petitioned the Maharana 
telling him that I had suffered mu ch^ncl that- it was a deeply-to-be- 
regretted circumstance that he ordered cue thing and did another, and 
if be in this manner altered his intentions how are we to support our- 
selves ? I continued to petition the Mahatana regarding my rights, and 
I intended to come to you, but the Maharana forbad me to do so, 

'Mid promised that when you left Oodeypore h? would invest the Rnja, 
or eke he would do so the next day. Then I rejlied “ very well, as this 
is jro'ur pleasure, and it is now night, how can t*o investiture be done, 
it will be attended b.v misfortune, and you havo an\?wed the favorable 
time to pass, but as I am help less it can de clone to-morrow* I don't wish 
to increase difficulties.” This is the true state of the d&se. Now the 
Maharana writes this, and that, unnecessarily, with a view of pointing 
out that I had done something unlawful, and in order to complain to you.

In this maimer and in several ways interference has been exercised 
by the Maharana, so much so, that I cannot write all the circumstances; 
if he does this to the Shahpoora Eaja what will he not do to-me? and 
the paragraphs Which have been already written to you by the Shahpoora 
Baja have in like manner been also despatched to the Maharana, but 
no* arrangement has been effected. Becoming helpless, after waiting a 
month and a half, I took my leave, and the Maharana, being satisfied, 
eamC to our dwelling and gave u? our leave. And after giving us our 
leave lie gave me your letter. Then the Eaja of Shahpoora halted for 
four days at Goorla and left his ambassador at Oodeypore, and he begged 
that no alteration might be made hi our old customs, but this was 
not listened to then. Being helpless I came to you, in the hope that 
you would be able to make a lawful arrangement. You are the master 
of the country, and besides this it is a matter of great regret, that as 
I merely applied to the Maharana for my rights, he should in return 
write and request that my territory should be confiscated, but you are 
wise and will consider that this application of the Maharana is made 
through enmity, and the Maharana writes that my putta that is 
here should be attached in such a manner that it cannot be again 
released ; to .write this is contrary to law and custom. You made the 
.quoinamah and saved the rights of all of us, and did no harm to any 
one, and you even pardoned those who had done wrongly and were juo Parana 
disobedient, and we have for generations behaved faithfully, and have 
petitioned about our rights; and no great loss has been occasioned to 
the Maharana through us, that the Maharana should improperly apply Ajuica% a *‘ 
to have our estates in Meywar and Ajmere which were given to us 
by the ‘‘ badshah” attached ; this application of the Maharana is most 
unjust, but you are the master and do not desire to oppress any one. 

You should consider that I petitioned the Maharana according to 
taw, and I was not listened to, and besides this if he intends to keep 
enmity with me, how shall I be able to support or clear myself. 

Tire replies regarding the clnitoimd, &c., and regarding signing 
the quoin amah have already been given to you, written in a detailed 
list, and it will be known to you, and whatever money may be proved 
to be due by us, will; according to your order, be re-paid by instalments. 

The Maharana writes to say that'his dignity and honor is in this 
case in your keeping. If he were to write that in regard to ar* equal 
it would be well, but the Eaja of Shahpoora is his child and relation, 
and he should view him with favour. 

If there is anything you require mention it, and know your orders 
will always be obeyed.

From Lieut.-Colonel Gr. St. P. Lawrence, Political Agent in Megwar, to the Governor 

General's Agent for the States of Rajpoot ana, — No. 185, dated 14th June 1855. 

In continuation of my letter No. 144, of the 18th ultimo, I have 
the honor to forward the purport in English of the Maharana of 
Oodeypore’s reply to my letter of the 17th, and copies of the documents 
therein called for. 

2. In these documents you will sec that the Maharana declares 
his willingness to restore the town of Lawa (though not the dis¬ 
trict) to its late Chief, and to take chutound at the old rates, 
provided the Chiefs returned to their allegiance. He also admits the 
rights of the Saloomber Chief to be installed at Saloomber by the 
heir apparent or Ban a, and promises that the custom shall be preserved 
by his successors, and states that in consequence of his own ill-health, 
he had been unable to do so, and should therefore be excused. 

8. The Moonshee Lnchmee Loll, the bearer of the Maharana’s 
letter to me, states that the Gogoonda Chief, Raj Loll Singh, took the 
several documents to the Saloomber Chief in the hope of inducing 
him to accept the Ranu's proposals; but the former returned them, to 
His Highness, saying that Kesree Singh was not satisfied, and required 
further important concessions. 

4. This reply confirms me in the opinion I have often expressed, 
that the Rao of Saloomber will not be satisfied till he has reduced his 
Sovereign to a cypher, making himself virtually the ruler of Meywar, 
and that it is, therefore, useless to make any further concessions, for, the 
more that is conceded, the more do the Chiefs demand, and moreover, 
notwithstanding our having so fully explained to them at Oodeypore that 
all future uniting must cease and would be considered criminal towards 
us, it is clear that they have paid as little attention to this intimation, 
as they have done to our other orders, nothing being done by them 
without first consulting the Saloomber Chief.

8. Meenahs, bheels, mhairs, dacoits, and foreign outlaws commit 
depredations in ,ihe khalsa, the Sirdars are called upon to make good 
the los; How can .they submit to this, as they pay chutound for pro¬ 
bation and to be exehqnt from such responsibilities. The chowkees on 
the high roads belong to thl\Durbar, and His Highness' officers collect 
transit duties. Under these ^civeurnstances why should the Chiefs be 
held responsible and made to pay *for losses sustained from robbery ? 
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&. New usages have been introduced in the religious establishment 
of Meywar, which should be discontinued. Many people have been 
deprived of their bread, their houses plundered, those that have lost 
their lives, provision should he made for the support of their heirs. 

10, Brahmins and holders of charity lands in the puttas of Chiefs 
are put to many sorts of .annoyance, which should cease, their complaints 
to be made to the Chiefs as usual and enquired into by them. 

11. Villages mortgaged by the owners to the Durbar in the puttas 
of the Chiefs are not given hack to them, although they are willing to 
redeem them. Villages held in ishtimrar should not be resumed, and 
those that have been taken away should be restored..

After Compliments .—I have received your khureeta dated Assar 
sood 12th, wherein you mention that Raj Loll Singh of Gogoonda and 
Rawut Essiee Singh of Ivorawar have come and submitted to your 
Highness a durkhast (proposition) of 11 Articles, as also draft of 
letters from Saloomber, &c., and intimating that the Chiefs declare they 
will not agree to the quolnamah. Although the Chiefs have in no 
way been wanting in disloyalty and obedience, I would recommend your 
Highness once more to send for the above-named two Chiefs to your 
presence and direct them to sign the quolnamah; if they refuse to do so, 
they should be allowed to go home. I sent your Highness copies of 
letters addressed by mo on the 23rd June 1855 to the Chiefs of Saloom¬ 
ber, Deogurh, Gogoonda, and Ehender, on the subject, of your sending a 
koorkee (or confiscation) on their estates, which must be carried into 
execution. Please make this known to the two Chiefs 2nd others. Let 
it he distinctly understood by all parties that no deviation will be per¬ 
mitted from the quolnamah.

I then waited on the Durbar, and now hope . 'that,you would be favor¬ 
able and do what may he beneficial to m<& Should your pleasure be 
otherwise, I will he ruined. You are 'Me ruler of the country; lam 
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Mpless. My embarrassed circumstances will not admit of my meeting' 
the demand. Through your favoi and assistance only my estate will 
prosper. You are wise. I will send a respectable person on my part in 
ten or fifteen days who will verbally state all particulars. 



.Purport of a letter from Maharaja Sheee Singh of Bag ore, to the Political Agent f 
Meg tear,—dated A.ssar sood 13th, Sumbui 1911, or 28 th June , 1855. 

I have received your letter dated Assar sood 4th, corresponding* with Hi»«p^nntioa 
the 18th June, and have perused its contents. You write to me that you Jrek-red ag/uu&t 
have been informed by the Maharana of my having removed to Bagore. 

The state of the case is this:—With His Highness* permission I left 
Oodeypore. On the road Zorejee Sorana, the I)urbar*s servant, behaved 
disrespectfully; he ordered the Sepoys of the guard with lighted matches 
to surround the zenana sowarree; I said nothing at the time, but I 
suspected that all was not right. After my arrival here, the Durbar 
sent people to take me back to Oodeypore ; when my fears are removed 
I will go. I addressed a petition to the Durbar, but received no reply. 

With respect to strengthening the fort, about which you write, I have 
to state that it is not at all habitable. Even State prisoners, male and 
female, bave separate rooms assigned them, there being no place for my 
dwelling excepting the bastions. I have put tiles on two of them, and 
repaired another for the accommodation of my family. Even animals 
seek for shelter in this inclement season. The Durbar authorities, who 
may have informed you of my strengthening the fort, should be asked 
what buildings there are in the fort, and by what number of people 
it Is garrisoned. I have only my family and domestic servants here. 

As you have never been at Bagore, you have not seen the fort. It is 
quite insignificant* and not equal in size even to those belonging to the 
inferior Chiefs of Meywar. 

Your chuprassee Gopal, who was the bearer of your kkureeta, jjjgj* 

has seen the place, and will give you a description of it. You write hatred 

to me that I have joined the Saloomber and other Chiefs. The state of him ’ 
of the ease is this, that as 1 returned to this place after a consider¬ 
able time the bJmlla admees of the Chiefs came to greet me, they 
are my relations and kindred, how can I part with the nails on my 
fingers ? I received no reply to my petitions from His Highness, 
whose aversion to me is getting stronger and stronger every day. 

He is my Sovereign, I am his subordinate; even if he does not answer 
my petitions, it is my duty to write to him. My servants whom I 
left at Oodeypore have been turned out from the city for no fault that 
I am aware of. You are the ruler of the country, and should act after 
hearing both sides of the question. If J

Asku for the ne- Ajter Salutations .—I sent Rutna on some household affairs to 

aScntf^tom. Maharaja Hurry Singh. You sent for him and advised him regarding 
my affairs, and Rutlia has reported what you said to me. You are never 
to think such things of me. I am standing before you and looking 
at you. The head quarters (sudder) and the Company in London 
all consider you the master, and when you came to Deogurh I told 
you at that time that you were my real master, and in Oodeypore I 
also told you that my rights and customs, to which I am entitled 
from my own Government, are all done away with by these paragraphs 
(of the quolnamah), and I have certainly this petition to make to you 
because you are a wise judge, and if I lose my rights at the hands of a 
“ MoonsifF” it will be a sad thing. The customs that have been in 
operation for twenty generations, and were approved of by the sahib logue , 
these are all being done away with, therefore I petition you. What 
power have I to disobey you. There are two or three matters that you 
should enquire into with judgment. What power have I further than 
to petition. The Judge has authority to give justice, and you are able 
either to ruin or support me. Your orders are obeyed here. If you 
require anything done let me know. Rutna will communicate with 
you verbally. * _

Abstract of a petition from Stmuoor Sinqh, Maharanee of Oodeypore , to Colonel 
Ct. Lawrence, Political Agent in Meywar. 

Complains that the Shahpoora Chief is a child, and that his 
karadars are deceitful; that the Shahpoora Chief has hitherto always 
remained obedient, and this has previously been reported. The Salcom- 
ber and Deogurh Chiefs have, however, led him (the Shahpoorn Chief) 
away, and now when he has been told to sign the quolnamah, and 
have his “ tulwar bundhai” performed, he has refused to do so; but as 
the Political Agent advised that he should first have his sword put on, 
and then be called upon to sign the quolnamah, he was sent for; he 
did not come the first day, but came the next, and the ceremony of 
“ tulwar bundhai” was performed. Gopal Singh has been guilty of great 
disrespect in having, in the presence of the Shahpoora Raja, carried an 
umbrella on horseback. Until these persons are punished by the con¬ 
fiscation of their jagheers in Meywar and Ajmere the quolnamah will 
not be signed, &c.

After Compliments .—I have received your khureeta dated 7th 
Assarsood, (corresponding with the 21st June) and have understood its 
contents. You write to me that the order I applied for to send a 
koorkee or confiscation on the estates of the Chiefs will certainly 
be given. 

The sums due by the Chiefs on account of ebutound and service 
up to Poos sood Poontun Sumbut 1911, or end of December 1854, should 
be calculated, and after allowing a portion of the jumma for the support 
of the Chiefs, the produce of their puttas to be confiscated till the Disapprove*of 
demands against them, including interest, are liquidated; that they should grac^anted'to 
sign the quolnamah, pay this year's chutound and give security for the the cllI( * 8 - 
regular payment of the same annually; and that the full complement of 
good horse and foot be furnished as specified in the quolnamah—the 
confiscation should then be removed. When you were here you men¬ 
tioned that after three months koorkee would be sent on the estates of 
the Chiefs, and now you have given them further time till the 20th 
July, which is of no consequence. In the circular you have issued to 
the Chiefs you say that a public servant of the British Government 
will accompany the koorkee, which I hope will soon be done. You write 
to me that both the Agent, Governor General and yourself advised me, 
when at Oodeypore, that I should go to Saloomber to perform the cere¬ 
mony of investiture, in order that the Chief of that place may have no 
room to complain. I spoke to you on this subject, as well as submitted 
for your inspection a buhee (or ledger) showing that it was usual for 
the heir apparent to go to Saloomber; that this was acknowledged by 
Rawut Puddum Singh, and was also contained in the paper presented 
by Rawut Kesre§ Singh to Captain JJrooke, on which you said that as I MaharanaV 
had no Koonwur, T should go myself, that If this was not done, the 
Saloomber Chief will not come to Oodeypore. I replied that I was well saloomber. 
acquainted with his ways and manners; that his coming to Oodeypore 
would only he productive of evil. You then said that I should do as I 
pleased. You now wish me to go to Saloomber; the fact is, on Cobmci 
Low's telling me that all disputes would cease if I went to Saloombec; 

I said I had no objection to do so, but that I was apprehensive the \ 

Saloomber Chief on coming here might wish to act as a bhanjguma 

(or councillor), and disobey my orders, on which I was assured that 

this would never be the case, i then spoke to you that if the Saloom- 

bei^ man gave a hand-writing to the effect that he would not meddle 

in State affairs, I would proceed at once to Saloomber. The Sahib tried 

Ins best to persuade Kesree Singh to give a writing, but he would not 

listen, and returned to his estate. Lender these circumstances my going 

to Saloomber was dropped. On Kesree Singh's return to Saloomber, he 

misled other Chiefs and formed a combination, and after saying that he 

would abide by your decision, changed his mind. The quolnamah was 

made after full enquiry. The Chiefs are willing to agree to those articles 

that are favorable to them, but repudiate what relates to chutound, Tv,subordination 

service and the good administration of the country, and have not affixed bLcuief 00 ^ 
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their signatures to it. The Saloomber Chief is trying to lead astray 
even those loyal Chiefs who, at your request and mine, signed with me 
the quo In am ah. The Chiefs, contrary to your prohibition of uniting' 
themselves, have clone so, and complained against me and the saliib to 
Government; this is a matter to be taken into consideration. The Chiefs 
have not yet given their consent to the quolnamah. That I should be 
asked to go to Saloomber before they have done so, is a matter of serious 
reflection to me. It is proper that the Saloomber man should give a

■tKekhSS?^ 011 boundaries, I have attended to your advice. The Chiefs in some 
ifttuis. instances have encroached on the khalsa lands. I have taken no notice 

of the circumstance as yet, but have merely desired my vakeel to give 
in a statement to you on the subject. They have at several places 
broken down boundary pillars. Those who have done so, should be 
made to feel the consequences of disobedience of orders. It rests 
with you to uphold the authority of this Government. You write to 
me that you are at present unable to visit Oodevpore owing to the rains 
and your time being occupied with other public duties. I trust you 
will come sopu on the opening of the season.

A .—A wall in the centre of the 
fort was in course of construction, the 
thickness of which is about eighteen 
inches, to form two compartments, 
one for men, and the other for 
women. Another wall is erected 
outside the gate of the fort; there 
was a hollow near it, which has been 
filled up with stones. Opposite to the 
gate is a mound, raised four cubits 
higli. This has been recently put 
in repair. A kutcha stable is also 
built outside the fort. 

A .—It is an old one, but recently 
repaired. 

A .—When I delivered the khu- 
reeta to the Maharaj, he desired me 
to go and see the bastion, which was 
getting repaired. I said I had no 
orders to do so, and asked for a reply 
to the khureeta, which the Maha¬ 
raj told me he would give. I then 
went outside the fort and put up at 
the temple of H unnoman, where I met 
two bunneas, from whom I enquired 
the state of affairs at Bagore. 

A .—The day I took the khureeta, 
I was admitted in the court-yard in 
the fort. I was again sent for into 
the interior, when I received an an¬ 
swer. I have seen the bastions with 
my own eyes. In place of the men 
that the liana sent with, the Maharaj 
he has entertained twenty or thirty 
Sebundees as guards.

Agent in Meywar,—dated 2nd Assar sood dooj , Sumhut 1912, or 1 <\th My 1855. 

I have received your khureeta dated Assar sood 8th, or 21st June, implores him; to 
and have understood its contents. You say that in these days a 
ideation has been received from the Agent, Governor General^ Eajpootana, their advantage, 
forwarding copy of a despatch from the Government of India, purport 
of which you have sent, and write to me that on the 26th February last, 
when at Oodeypore, three months' time was given to the Chiefs to sign the 
quolnamah; that twenty-three days had elapsed beyond the term, and yon 
had heard nothing from me on the subject. The state of the case is this, 
that when you gave me a copy of the quolnamah at Oodeypore, you told 
me that if I had any objections, to explain the same. Whatever alterations 
the Durbar wished for in the quolnamah were made, but my representa¬ 
tions in regard to the several points in it, which are injurious to me, were 
not attended to by the Agent, Governor General, or yourself. If this is 
now done, I am willing to sign the quolnamah. You write to me that 
you have out of favor given me a further grace of twenty days, that if I do 
not sign the quolnamah within that time, you will request the Maharana 
to confiscate my estate to the extent of His Highness' demands this year 
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for chutound and service, and that a public servant of the British Gov¬ 
ernment will accompany the party which may be sent by the Durbar, 
This is right. You are the ruler of the country, I would therefore beg 
you. to be favorable, and not to send the koorkee. Whatever Articles are 
injurious kindly alter them, and 1 will agree to the quolnanmh. When I 
do so, what necessity will there exist to send a koorkee? lour orders are 
obeyed by Kings and- Soobahs, how dare I disregard them ? God has 
made you great. I trust you will do good for all, and thousands of 
people will pray for you. I am sure you have no wish to see any one 
deprived of liis rights. You say that the measure of sending the 
koorkee has been adopted with the sanction of the British Government, 
and warn me not to imagine that I will be allowed to turn out the 
Durbar Troops, as I and the Deogurh Chief did on a former occasion, 
that if I act in opposition 1 will suffer for it. This is right. If you will 
refer to my former letters, and those from the Deogurh Chief you will 
observe that it was to save ourselves from starvation that we took 
possession of our grain, and did not without cause turn out the khalsa 
troops. By your granting the request contained in this letter all 
disputes will cease, and you will gain a good name.

X have the honor to transmit, for your information, purport in Eng¬ 
lish of a letter addressed by me to the Maharaua of Oodeypore, in reply 
to His Highness* khureeta, a translated copy of which accompanied 
my letter No. 206 to your address of the 25th ultimo. 


Purport in English of a Roohoharee of the Meyvcar Agency,—dated 20/A July 1855. 

For a considerable time past differences have existed between the 
Mabarana and his Chiefs. To settle these, both parties applied for the 
mediation of the representative of the British Government. The Agent, 
Governor General, having obtained the sanction of the Most Noble the 
Governor General in Council, after full enquiry, made a quolnamah at 
Oodeypore, which was signed by the Mabarana and his loyal Chiefs. 
The Saloomber, Deogurh, Bhender, Gogoonda and other Chiefs have 
not paid attention to it, and persisting in their obstinacy and dis¬ 
obedience, have forwarded complaints against it to Government. The 
answer received to these complaints from the Hon*ble the President in 
Council has been made knowu to them, viz., “ that discretionary power 
to adjust the disputes between the Mabarana and the Chiefs has 
been given by the Government of India to the Agent, Governor General, 
and that they must abide by his decision.** Three months* grace was 
given to the Chiefs to sign the quolnamah; nearly a month elapsed 
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bey&M this term, but the Chiefs showed no signs of obedience. On the 
contrary* they have gone on banding together and misleading other 
Chiefs, in opposition to the quolnamah. On 1st Assar sood 8th, Sumbut 
1912, corresponding with the 23rd June* the Chiefs of Saloomber, 
Deogurh* Bhender and Gogoonda were written to, that as a favor the 
Agent had given them twenty days' further grace till 2nd Assar sood 6th, 
§umhut 1912* or 20th July 1855. This term has also expired* and the 
Chiefs have not paid attention to the Agent's orders. The Maharana. from 
kindness offered to make concessions* which, however* did not satisfy the 
Chiefs. Be it now therefore known to. those Chiefs who have disobeyed 
the orders of the Maharana, that they are considered criminals to the 
British Government* and will be treated accordingly. That “ koorkee" 
or confiscation will now be sent on the villages belonging to the estates 
of Saloomber, JDeogurh* Bhender, and Gogoonda to the extent of the 
demands of the State for chutound and service, and the terms of the 
quolnamah will be enforced. Let it be distinctly understood by all 
Chiefs that they will not he allowed to act in opposition to the quol¬ 
namah. Those who do so, will suffer for it. All are recommended to 
sign and obey the quolnamah. The right of the Saloomber Chief to be 
installed at Saloomber is admitted by the Maharana, but as the Rawnfc 
hay in no way been wanting in disloyalty and disobedience, it is necessary 
that he should first sign the quolnamah, and obey it* having done which* 
His Highness will be requested to go to Saloomber. 

Raja Govind Singh, whose succession to the Bun era guddeo w\is 
confirmed by the Maharana and the Agent* Governor General* aud who 
was treated with favor and consideration* it is reported, is about to join 
the disaffected Chiefs. If this act of imprudence on the part of the 
Raja is proved* the consequences will be injurious to him. 

Ordered— 

That a copy of this roobokaree be forwarded to the Maharana, as 
also transcripts to all the Chiefs of Meywar, and purport in English for 
the information of the Agent, Governor General, for Rajpootana.

The time has now arrived for adopting final measures regarding 
the differences between yourselves and the Maharana, which have, for 
so great a length of time, caused injury to the State of Meywar, and 
trouble and vexation to the British Government. I have therefore this 
clay issued a proclamation to the Chiefs of Meywar, and send you a 
copy. You appeal to General Low. He is in the Council at Calcutta, 
whence your vakeels have been ordered back, and told that I have full 
authority to arbitrate. I have done so to the best of my ability. 
You write and talk as if you have not been heard, but with so 
many witnesses amongst yourselves, the Political Agent and myself 
having fully heard you and your vakeels by letter and by word of 
mouth in your own* houses and at Oodeypore, Neemuch, and Aboo, 
you ought tq/i>e ashamed of making such statements. 

This is not child's play. You and your friends have many examples 
before you of the ruin that has fallen on noble families from obstinacy 
and opposition. I wish the Meywar Chiefs to avoid such ruin, and 
therefore, in the wav of kindness, give this last warning.

Reply from Rawlt Kessree Singh of Saloomler , to the Proclamation issued by the 
Agent y Governor General, Rajpootana,—dated 21 st July 1855. 

You state that, as promised, I have not only been allowed three 
months' grace, but it has been twice extended to twenty days; but to this 
day the orders of Government and of the Maharana have in all points been 
disobeyed ; that I have not only refused to pay chutound and perform 
service, but have persisted in banding together, and have even endeavoured 
to mislead others. My answer is, that when powerful Bajas and 
Nawabs cannot presume to disobey the orders of Government, how dare 
I disregard them ? We only complained to your Government of the 
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find oppression we were suffering, In regard to the non-pay¬ 
ment of chutound and performance of service, and my persisting in 
banding together, I have to say, let the chutound be taken as usual, 
and nevf rules which the Durbar has made be abolished. The banding 
together is only for the purpose of jointly representing our grievances, 
that the same may be heard, and not for committing aggressions or 
disturbing the public peace, which none of the Chiefs up to this day 
have been guilty of. The oppression on the part of His Highness has 
undone me; I am bom in his family, where else can I go to seek for 
bread? It is mentioned in the proclamation that, according to the 
authority vested in you by the Most Noble the Governor General in. 

Council, you have desired the Political Agent to attach villages in the 
puttas of five or six of the leading Chiefs. Tki$ is right.; the koorkce or augment, 
confiscation being sent by your order, I have submitted to. The fact 
is, that the Chiefs offer the payment of chutound, but it is not received 
by the Durbar; they send their quotas of troops every year, but His 
Highness sends them back; notwithstanding these circumstances koorkce 
has been sent, which is attributable to nothing else but our misfortune. 

Ilowevor, I am in hopes that through your favor all will be well. The 
koorkee will bear hard upon the small Chiefs; this I consider proper to 
mention to you. 

You add that if, within one month of the proclamation, the Chiefs 
do not make satisfactory arrangements for obeying the terms of the W hiohhc* S' c 
quolnamah, the Political Agent has been desired to send koorkee in the 
puttas of all the Chiefs, and that he (Colonel Lawrence) has already 
issued a proclamation to this effect, and that you now write to convince 
me that there is no difference of opinion between you both. In reply 
I have to say that it was not my request that a new quolnamah should 
be made. Now you order that, if the Chiefs disobey its terms, their 
estates will be confiscated. This is hard. In my letter to the address 
of the Political Agent, of Assar sood 2nd, Sumbut 1912, (or 16th July 
1855) I mentioned the terms on which I would agree to the quolnamah, 
and now beg you to remove the hardship I am at present labouring 
under. 

You say let all understand that you have written to Calcutta, recoin- Asks for justice, 
mending that the villages which may be attached be confiscated within 
three months, if the Chiefs do not submit to the orders given. This is 
right ; you are the ruler of the country. We complained of the oppres¬ 
sion and violence we were suffering, in hopes that the British Govern¬ 
ment would see justice done. Why then haa koorkee or confiscation 
been sent? 


Purport in English of a Mured a from Mahabana Suboop Singh of Oodeypore , to 
the Political Agent in Meywar,—dated '2i\d Assar sood terms, Sumluf 1911, or 2*7ih 
July 1855. 

After compliments ,—I have received your khureeta dated Assar bud The chtelfe : 

7 th or 6th July, wherein you say that although the Chiefs of Meywar th^jkoinamah. 
have in no respect been wanting in disloyalty and disobedience, 1 should 
'' presence the Chiefs ol’ Gogoonda and Korawar 
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a ad direct them to sign the quolnamah; that if they refuse to do so, they 
should be allowed to go home, adding that no deviation shall be per¬ 
mitted from the quolnamah. I have every reliance on you, as you take 
nix interest in the prosperity and good of this Government. In pursuance 
of your wishes I explained matters to the Chiefs, as also had the contents 
of your kktireeta read to them; they said that if the Articles injurious to 
them were expunged, they would sign the quolnamah. I told them that 
not a letter in it would be altered, on which they left this place. Their 
vakeels have go tie to Bhender, from whence it is reported they intend 
going to you. If they by any artful means try to get the quolnamah 
altered, I hope this will not be allowed, and that you will bear this in 
mind. I have made known to every one that no deviation will be 
permitted from the quolnamah, and trust your answer will be to the same 
effect to the Chiefs.

From Lieut. Colonel G. St. P. Lawrence, Political Agent in Meywar, to the Officiating 
Assistant Agent, Governor General, Rajpootana, — No. 265, dated 8th August 1855. 

Under instructions from the Agent, Governor General, Rajpootana, 
I have the honor to request you will proceed with all convenient expe¬ 
dition to Jekazpore, with whose history since 1818 you are well acquaint¬ 
ed as well as with our views for its reform. You will there find forty-six 
Sowars and half a Company of the Kotah contingent left by Lieutenant 
and Adjutant Beynon; tbe llissaldar in command will be directed to 
place himself and"men at your disposal. After looking about you, should 
you consider an increase of this force necessary, you will report the same. 
T am told by the Oodeypore Minister that at Jekazpore and Etouuda 
you will find of the Durbar Forces 3 guns, 70 cavalrv and 600 
' which is promised to be increased to 100 horse f 'V"J . 1 
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early" opportunity of inspecting and reporting on tnese Troops 
without alarming them, or leading them to suppose the}, are to be dis¬ 
charged or brought under our rules of dress or discipline. 

2. The minister's second son, Jalim Singh, is %. Governor of 
Jehazpore, and is held to be well disposed to us, and will give you all the 
assistance in his power. I feel assured that on your part you will co-operate j cl , a5jpor( ». 
cordially with him and support his and the Durbar s just authority as long 
as you consistently can. Wo do not desire to interfere with or disturb the 
State Officials as long as they do justice to the people, still you will have 
full authority over the Collectors and Thauadars ; and although the 
revenue will not pass through your hands, copies of their accounts 
will he furnished to you, and without your advice and consent no new 
impositions will he levied. Rules will be framed showing the precise 
demands to be made on each village, the punishment for oftenees, and 
the mode by which disputes in civil suits are to be adjusted, these 
rules will be made public, and it will be your duty to see that they are 
strictly enforced. No larger tract of country will cotne under 1 these 
arrangements than is actually required to secure the peace of the Meenan 
tracts, reclaim the people and turn them from marauders into cultivators 
soldiers, artizans, or merchants. 


8. You will gain all the information-'you can in regard to^tlie^gro^^ 
Meenahsof the Mriar tribe; tbe more you ride about among them 
the better it will enable you to ascertain their .condition and means, and 
how each man obtains his living; take notes of all who have no osten¬ 
sible means of livelihood, and get security from suspicious characters. In 
making your enquiries be careful not to alarm the Meenahs, nor unneces¬ 
sarily vex the Durbar servants, though, while courteous and civil to 
them, you must not let them oppress the people. You will be tarnished 
with the statistical papers lately prepared by Lieutenant Beynou, verify 
them, and add any further information procurable especially as regards 
infanticide. 

4. You are aware that while it is our object to prove to the Mecnahs now 
that they are no longer to plunder with impunity, and must give up c, * n wl 
this calling, we should shew them that we will, as far as possible, protect 
and look after their interests. Any attempts made to raise them 
against the Government you will look to, and, if opposed, put clown all 
opposition with a strong hand. You will shew the people that, you are 
sent for their good, that is the good of all who will reform and live 
peaceably, and you will shew the Mabarana that m so doing, we do not 
desire to interfere unnecessarily. You will ascertain that the tanks, 
which the Durbar promised the Agent of the Governor General to build 
or repair, are built or repaired, and also look out for places for other tanks, 
and urge on the Durbar to give up all the cultivable land of Burra 
Loharee to its inhabitants. Should a dacoity or highway robbery occur, 
be prompt in seizing the offenders, even if your doing so involves a fight,

You say that 
you have issued- a proclamation to the Chiefs of Meywar, and send me 
a copy of the same; that I appealed to General Low in the Council 
at Calcutta, and that my vakeel was ordered back and told that you 
have full authority to arbitrate. This has afforded me much pleasure, as 
I am now in hopes that yon will see justice done, and no one will be 
deprived of his rights. You add that I am wrong in saying that my 
case has not been heard, as there are many witnesses amongst the Chiefs 
who can say that the Political Agent and yourself fully heard myself 
and my vakeel by letter and by word of mouth in your own house at 
Oodeypore, Neemuch, and Aboo. This may be correct; but you are aware 
that neither myself nor my vakeel ever went to you at Aboo. You 
say that I and my friends have many examples before of the ruin that 
has befallen noble families from obstinacy and opposition, and that 
you wish the Meywar Chiefs to avoid such ruin, and therefore in the 
way of kindness give this last warning. This is light. I appreciate your 
kindness, but beg to say that the examples of noble families having 
brought ruin on themselves from obstinacy and opposition, cannot be 
applied to me. I merely ask for bread and a continuance of my rights 
and privileges, which should be granted; neither myself nor my friends 
have disturbed the public peace. The acts of oppression and violence 
on the part of the Durbar I was unable to endure. You are the ruler 
of the country and I trust you will do good for all.

I have the honor to report that, in anticipation of the orders of 
Government, contained in Mr. Secretary Edraonstone’s letter No. 559 
of 7th February, I directed the recusant Chiefs of Meywar to be 
present at Oodeypore on the 10th of that month, and myself, with the 
Political Agent, arrived there on the 14th. 

2. Intermediately, after leaving Jehazpore, we had visited 
seats of several of the most troublesome Chiefs, taking with m, as wibcdby tLo 
permitted by Government, three battering guns, a held battery, about 
1,300 infantry, and 800 cavalry. At Bunera, a strong hill fort with 
a triple enclosure, and with a scarcely less walled town below it, we 
found a recently elected Raja, unrecognised by the Mabarana, who 
had desired to name as successor to the Chief recently deceased, one 
or other of several persons, all nearer of kin to the deceased, than the 
one now seated. The Durbar acknowledged its inability to coerce the 
usurper, and did not deny that he was supported by all^but one

On the following day, though he kept me waiting to receive him at 
his visit to my tent three and a half hours, his tone was submissive. 
He gave up the murderers, whom it appeared he had in his keeping 
for a- year and a half, excused his own conduct on several matters, 
and made many accusations against the Maharana. Finally he agreed 
to come to the capital. During our three days' stay we had visited 
all parts of his fortified town and all the detached redoubts, also his 
artillery, which consists, of nine guns, two of them heavy 10 or 
12 pounders. We perceived no preparation for defence, though 
he hardly denied he had summoned the Saloomber Chief to his aid ; 
but it is quite possible he only wanted his countenance and support in 
the expected war of words. However, his friend, if summoned,.was 
not so unwise as to come. 

4. I may add.that while, a second time, visiting seven prisoners, 
confined at the artillery shed, we discovered three men, one of them 
a petty thief, .confined in a half under-ground hole, six or eight feet 
long, four broad, and as many high; the only opening to which was 
about two foot square. I cannot conceive a human being living in such 
a place for twenty-four hours with the door closed. The excuse was 
that the men were only there during the day, and that the door was 
never closed. 

5. After leaving Deogurh we fell in with other malcontents 
of less note, and visited all the forts within a reasonable distance of 
our line of inarch, and eventually, on the ISth February, were

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' K/ On one occasion that lie appeared somewhat more reasonable, I 
asked Major Anderson to accompany him as he withdrew and assure 
him of our hearty desire to do justice. He rudely replied “ mh-zoolm , ” 
it is all tyranny.” He is married to the sister of the heir of Sirohee, 
on which account I had a month previously told the latter to write and 
warn him from me of the mischief he was risking. The reply was 
sent me, Its purport was that no one would listen to* him. At that 
time, I bad not seen him, but had received and answered at least half a 
dozen letters, even though improperly addressed to me direct . I had 
now invited Major Anderson, as a well known and impartial Officer, 
and as an intimate friend of his wife’s family, to come to Oodeypore 
to aid and advise him and others, and to assist generally in the arbitra¬ 
tion. The Major was not prevented by the rebuff from giving whole¬ 
some admonition on two or three occasions. Like myself, he had 
never witnessed such contumacy. 

9. Point by point Colonel Lawrence and myself went several 
times over the proposed quolnamah by ourselves, and then twice with 
the Maharana, also repeatedly with several of the Vakeels and Chiefs, 
and, at the desire of one or other individual, modified or altered several 
clauses. Four times 1 went to the palace, but after the second inter¬ 
view, so little was the Maharana, satisfied with the document, which the 
Chiefs now assert is all in his favor, that he almost ceased communica¬ 
tion with us for four days, during which time he strained every nerve to 
effect an accommodation with the malcontents. To our regret he failed. 

10. As Colonel Lawrence had already done I reasoned with the 
more moderate Chiefs and Vakeels. I also assured them that all 
Captain Brooke’s and my predecessor’s reports and opinions had been 
submitted to Government, and that there was no need for their sending 
vakeels with ill-translated petitions to Calcutta, as I would be happy 
to submit any statement they would write. Nevertheless, in their 
petitions of 17th March and 23rd May, sent to me with your letter 
No. 1977 of 1st June, they insinuate that Captain Brooke’s reports 
and other papers were not submitted, and they repeat the cuckoo 
cry, “ we cannot get a hearing.” They say, as they had often before 
said, we are ready to abide by the orders of Government, “ only first 
hear us.” In the petition of 25th May they ask for a new Commis¬ 
sioner, “as Colonel Lawrence has already made up his mind in 
favor of' the Rana.” It is not clear whether the Political Agent c\r 
myself is thus noticed. They evidently, however, desire that Captain 
Brooke should be the arbitrator, because they consider that he has made 
up his mind in their favor. Such also is the Maharana s opinion, and 
shell having been the general impression, I discussed the quolnamah 
with that Officer several times, and also invited him to go over it 
article by article with me. Eventually Colonel Lawrence called on 
him to record his official opinion on the several clauses. His reply is 
given in the enclosure marked A, to the effect that “ the compromise 
for both chutound and service is fair.” Tulwar bundhai, or investiture, 
perfectly fair, nuzsurana he considers heavy, especially when made to 
bear retrospectively. He would also make the nuzzur on pilgrimage 
voluntary. The authoritative forbicldal of banjgurria or hereditary 
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eouncillorship. he considers objectionable, and opposed to Colonel 
Tod's quoinamah. He concludes, however, with the opinion that the 
general spirit of the quoin am ah “ appears perfectly fair. 

11» The quoinamah was prepared last year by Colonel Lawrence 
in communication with the vakeels of all parties, and after repeated 
references during several months to their principals and to me . A portion 
of the correspondence that passed during that period is submitted in 
proof of the patience with which the Political Agent met the captious 
conduct of the Chiefs and their Vakeels* When the quoinamah 
* Marked B., Nos. l, 2,3, 4,5, 6,7, came to me I took counsel with Sir 
up to 16. R. Shakespear, Major Anderson, Major 

Kirly, and Captain Brooke, regarding it, as did the Political Agent 
consult Major (Colonel) Malcolm. I have already shewn that I repeat¬ 
edly invited discussions on it at Oodeypore, but I may add that I 
had previously heard, by letter or by word of mouth, all the excuses 
of all the Chiefs. Indeed, up to the present time I have scarcely 
received less than a dozen letters from the Saloomber Rao himself on 
the subject. 

a 12. I do not consider Captain Brooke's objections valid. The 
nuzzuranas to be demanded are in several instances less, and none, to 
the best of my belief, greater than the Chiefs have been in the habit 
of paying. Tbeir being fixed is in itself a boon, as preventing extor¬ 
tionate demands. Three daughters are unlikely ever again to be mar¬ 
ried in the same year, but it is open for Government to order nuz- 
zurana for only one marriage to be taken during one year, and I recom¬ 
mend that this be done. The objection to a fixed rate for pilgrimages 
i# fanciful, and that proposed is decidedly in favor of the Chiefs. 
Voluntary presents to despots are seldom moderate. 

13. The objection to abrogation of “banjgurria” is still less 
tenable. The Chiefs themselves have long since broken Colonel Tod's 
quoinamah. Indeed, no quoinamah has been maintained. Moreover, 
Colonel Tod, not the Saloomber Rao, was virtual banjgur for several 
years after our first connection with Meywar. Colonel Cobbe succeeded. * 
The title only has remained with Saloomber, and he has used it to 
intrigue and raise combinations as his ancestors did when the title was 
accompanied by some real authority, Were banjguma in itself not 
absurd, the conduct of the Saloomber Chief has afforded ample grounds 
i'or its abrogation. Captain Brooke says that the onus of this act 
should have been taken by the Maliarana, But why of these portions 
of the arrangement, more than of any other, especially when it is the 
denial of the hereditary eouncillorship to this his bitterest enemy, 
that has been the main cause of present troubles ? Were the Maha- 
rana to acknowledge the office, ajl else would be settled in a month, 
besides, by continued contumacy, the Saloomber Chief is now an 
offender against the British Government. I repeat that on this point 
I entirely differ from Captain Brooke. 

In a detailed Memorandum on the quoinamah previously given 
to me at ray request, he remarks “to say that any particular one 
^Chief) was not to be consulted on important affairs is opposed to our 
invariable practice /’ Quite true, but it is as equally opposed to our 
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variable practice to allow that any particular Chief, and that Chief 
.;xE enemy, mUM be consulted. Obtain Brooke says: “I do not think 
any interference is required on this point, or that either party should 
be allowed to bring it forward.*' Not to have done so would have been 
blinking the main question at issue. It was the one point at which my 
predecessor, very properly, chiefly directed his attention. General 
. Low desired the Saloomber Chief to resign his hereditary councillor- 
ship ; I equally desired an amicable arrangement. The time has now 
passed’ for either persuasion or for shirring over. There is, however, 
nothing in tire quolnamah to prevent the Maharana consulting the 
Saloomber Chief whenever he is so disposed. But to insist on full 
abstract feudal rights, at a period when Sovereign and Chiefs only 
exist by the force of foreign pressure, is unreasonable. 

14. In considering the terms of the quolnamah, I beg that it be on the sublet 
remembered that it has been prepared at the earnest entreaty of both 0 ^™ rmUlf " 
parties ; that my predecessor, myself, and the Political Agent repeatedly 
warned all concerned that they would repent our direct interference, 

and that they had much better come to an amicable settlement among 
themselves. The Chiefs only objected when they found that they were 
not to have it ail their own way, and that if we must interfere, it would 
be for the weak as well as for the strong. They desire to be protected 
from the Maharana, but at the same time to neglect their duties to him, 
and to tyrannize, at will, over their own ryots v The Maharana equally 
objects to interference in favor of his servants, cultivators, &c., but 
desires full support for himself. We pointed out that we were the judges ; 
that we could not protect *those best able to take care of themselves 
and abandon the really helpless. While, however, providing for our 
right of interference, we declared our desire to use our power as little 
as possible. 

15. The Saloomber Chiefs grievance is wholly one of'etiquette. Review of the 
Not so those of others. In my report of last year, I fully explained 

the chutound question, and therefore need here only repeat that after 
the most anxious consideration, I have taken, what I originally suggest¬ 
ed, a medium between the Maharanas and the Chiefs' aemands. As I 
there remarked, abstract justice is in favor of the Rana’s claim for 
chutound (one-sixth) on present produce of estates, but practice y in 
that of the Chiefs, This is the one real point of contention, and it only 
materially afiects the Deogurh Chief and a few others,, who originally 
concealed the value of their estates. While, however, money payments 
have thus been in creased, the service to be performed has been more 
than proportionately decreased, so that in reality the arrangement is a 
composition for service, seldom or ever efficiently performed, and now 
from the temper of both parties, and the altered circumstances of the 
times, necessary. The rates now fixed amounting in cash and service,

in reality Hills much less than four jjtmas on present value of many 
estates. The arrangement therefore seems to me a fair compromise, 
and as the sums now fixed are to be permanent, and not to increase 
with the value of property, the Chiefs ought, on that score alone, to be 
well satisfied. Many vvouid be so, were they not misled. 

16. But to continue : after having allowed the term of three days 
given to the parties to settle among themselves to swell into twelve, 
on the 26tb February I summoned all to sign the quolnamah and 
issued the proclamation marked H of enclosures and annexed to the 
quolnamah. The document, in decided but conciliatory terms, points 
out the advantages as well as penalties of the quolnamah ; and declares 
that its terms will be binding as orders to all who refuse to accept it as 
an agreement, 

fh?SJue?? of . ^ A- C0 Py sent to the liana and one to each Chief, and 

Kijj«. uue a with it a copy of another }>aper regarding the Bunera Raja, pointing 
out. that he had broken faith; that no terms would now be kept with 
him ; and that any who joined him would be treated as rebels. It was 
only on receipt of this latter document that the Bunera man, after 
twelve days’ contumacy and disrespect to his Sovereign, made his 
salam and asked for pardon. He had, on his arrival at the capital, 
notwithstanding his promise to keep aloof from the malcontents, joined 
their camp, and even now, cifter he had made his salam, it was only 
by keeping him in our own camp, and declaring that if he again set. 
foot among the disaffected, we should discard him, that we got him off 
to his own fort. (Bunera) before we ourselves marched from Oodeypore. 

18. Intermediately, Colonel G. Lawrence made out the Bunera 
accounts, and seeing his estate was somewhat in debt, arranged that 
the fine should only be twenty thousand rupees, whereas, had it been 
left to the Maharana, lie probably would not'have let him off with less 
than a iakh ; yet to this day, notwithstanding his solemn pledges, he 
has not even made an arrangement for payment, and, like the other 
Chiefs, talks and writes as if he were oppressed, and as if his case 
ought to be heard de novo. Part of the correspondence of June last 
« Marked J.-5. between him and the Political Agent is 

annexed.* I told Colonel Lawrence to take 
such measures as he thought best to enforce the payment of his fine, 
&c., even to attaching a portion of his estate. 

Co ultima ey of 19. This long episode regarding the Bunera Raja is necessary 

the Bunera F>vJa. to prove the animus and contumacy of the Chiefs. A few months pre¬ 
viously, this man had been a petty jagheerdarin the Jeypore territory, 
had ho claim by birth, and was. elected contrary to the will of his 
Sovereign, and therefore was an usurper. Yet pardon and favour were 
offered on the easiest terms. He twice consented, once at his own 
fort and again at Oodeypore, yet he is to this day recusant, without 
having even the excuse that some others have, as by the terms of his 
fief, he does not pay installation fees,.and the newly proposed rate of 
trbiute on an average between present and past produce affects him 
very slightly. He is simply taking up his predecessor’s quarrel with 
the Maharaua, and joining the Saloomber cabal against him. 
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—-■>-20. I proceed to report the general progress of events. Notwith- Nonitu/iJhrtf * 
itSMing t be general summons, not one of the malcontents •'> attended 
the M.aharana’s durbar to sign the quolnamah on the 26th February. 

His Highness was much disturbed, made many excuses for not signing, 
and even while the pen was in his hand, begged for forty-eight hours 1 
further delay, and expressed gratitude at its being granted, 

21. The next day we saw all the wheels, received a letter from Now flfirrM meut& 

+ Marked c ’ them objecting to the quolnamah, and beg- 

* 1 - ging for justice.f I replied that the time for notty the chiefs, 

discussion had passed, hut that they had yet twenty-four hours to 
arrange with the Maharana, and that if he excused tribute, and all else, 
we should be well pleased. The following morning I held a durbar 
of the recusant Chiefs, had the quolnamah read to them, and at their 
request gave them copies. They were told that in the afternoon we 
should proceed to the palace to sign, and that they ought to come and 
do so too. At my very doorway, while coming to me on this occasion, 
the Chiefs ostentatiously embraced each other, and appeared to be 
encouraging one another to continued resistance. Again not a man 
attended at the Maharana’s durbar. His Highness, however, our¬ 
selves, and the six of eight principal Chiefs, who aro on the Rana’s 
side, signed. 

22. At this durbar the young Raja, of Shahpoor, whose prin- Attendance of 

cipal estates lie. in Aj mere, but who for ot her lands, stands in the same t m 

position towards Meywar as does the Buuera ltajah, attended. His nurbnr. 
uncle and managehowever, declined signing the quolnamah, on the 

plea that the Raja had not yet been installed. The excuse was 
accepted, and we complimented the manager in having kept the minor 
from the company of the malcontents. He had been kept from the 
camp, but apparently not from evil influences, for, since he has bean 
installed, he too has, on one frivolous pretence 
*Tlie correspondence with, ; and or other, refused to sign,* a further proof of 
regarding him, is marked . ^ malign influence of the malcontents. 

23. After the durbar, and our and the Maharana's signatures Determination

having been affixed to the quolnamah, the Chiefs were informed that JitiiUow

its terms were nov) law ; that they might go home for three months; but 
within that period must abide by its conditions or suffer the penalties, 

They were again specially warned against further combination; not-' 111 
withstanding which not a step has since been taken, or letter written, 
except in concert; even the very letters received by me during the past 
month, in reply to a circular, informing each individual that the Hon’ble 
the Court of Directors had entirely approved of the orders of the 
Supreme Government; that the matter had been left to me ; and that 
the quolnamah must be obeyed, has been answered in the following 
strain, directed from Saloomber :—“You are great, we are ready to obey ; 
but first listen to us? and such I fear’will he their cry, until they get all 
they desire, or are more roughly taught than they have heretofore been, 
that they must abide by the arbitration they have so long implored. 

24. The two more days that I remained at Oodeypore, I saw the The Binder 
Bhender Chief and two others, supposed to be the most moderate of SSmerfir the erir 


the recusants, and warned them in friendly terms of the danger of 
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their .course. I mentioned to them that I was about to march by 
mvseif rduud by Korawar and Saloomber. I did so to give the Korawar 
and Saloomber Kao, who are kinsmen, the opportunity of knowing 
I was going their way without tolling them so myself. They were 
doubtless informed, and ought to have been ready to receive me. 
Indeed, the direction of my route left no doubt of my movements. At 
Korawar I was received with*civility, by the Kao’s uncle, and hearing 
from him and others many details of oppression suffered by the Kao, 
I gave the uncle a note to Colonel G. Lawrence, and told him to send it 
at once to his nephew, to himself deliver to Colonel Lawrence. He 
was late, as the Political Agent had just started for Neemuch, after 
having had another interview with the Rana as reported in enclosure I. 

25. However influenced by the interest I so evidently took in 
the Korawar Chief getting justice, not only he, but the Saloomber 
Kao passed me by a flank movement across country, and were ready 
to give me the customary meeting at Saloomber, coming out some miles, 
though they had just arrived, after being out all night. I received them 
politely, and accepted the Saloomber Kao’s invitation to visit him at 
his house, though I observed that, under present circumstances, the 
step might be questionable. During the day he paid me a visit, and 
in the evening I returned the compliment, and gave him much advice ; 
pointed out the impropriety and danger of bis conduct, and the oppor¬ 
tunity of yet withdrawing. 

26. 1 explained that he had really nothing to do with the griev¬ 
ances of the other Chiefs, and that it was nonsense in the present state 
of feeling between himself and the Mabarana his pretending to the 
premiership; that when they became real friends, then we should be 
glad of the closest connection, but that the time for forcible banjgurria 
(hereditary councillorsbip) had passed. I said we had advised the 
Rana to come to Saloomber to instal him as was the custom, but 
considering the violent feud between them and the bad health 
of His Highness, we did not wonder he should decline. I added 
that by this, he, the Kao, would rather be the gainer, as his right 
to be so installed should be maintained unless forfeited by continued 
misconduct, and until the Rana came to him, he need not attend 
the Rana, which he was bound to do during the whole year, and 
therefore that he had nothing to do but to abide by the terms of the 
quolnamah and furnish his contingent, in which case the Bana would 
have no power to injure or annoy him. 

27. He remarked that the terms of his grant did not really mean 
that be and his followers were to be on perpetual duty; that if he 
and they had been for years present at Oodeypore, they had also been 
years absent. Without dwelling on the fact that such occasional absence 
was often caused by such conductors he was now displaying, I remarked 
that every consideration should be given to him and all others on terms 
of obedience and good conduct , but that bis hereditary councillor- 
ship could not be allowed, and if he persisted in misleading others, he 
and they would be ruined. He seemed satisfied of my good intentions, 
and though he has since, several times, written ashing to be heard, he 
lias allowed that I was kind to him. 
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I at once wrote to the Political Agent that the servicp o* two- 
thirds, or even one-half of the full contingent might he sufficientat whia iho ( v 
me time, so as to allow liberal leave of absence and due consideration 1 

for the fast and loose system of Native Governments. As, therefore, 
the Saloomber Chief pays no tribute lie has no reasonable grounds 
of opposition. Indeed, the only points of the quolnamah to which 
he made serious objection during our last interview was the one 
regarding instalment fees, (with which personally he has no concern), 
remarking that certain Chiefs had no* been in the habit of paying 
them. I replied that it was laid dowh that, on prpo$ they 

had not, they would be excused. 

29. His obstinacy and pride, however, is such that I fear he bis 

will risk everything in the foolish hope of recovering bin Hereditary nfuSiiiip? 1>re " 
premiership, or at least of maintaining his leadership among the Chiefs. 

His fort, or rather fortified town with citadel within citadel, on the side 
of a steep hill, would require heavy guns, or, at least, Sappers to destroy 
it. I found, however, no symptom of preparation for defence, nor do I 
think that even now he is mad enough to intend hostilities. Combi¬ 
nations of the Chiefs in passive resistance seems to be his game. 

Captain Brooke and others think, if pressed, he would surrender, or 
Uy to the Bheel jungles, close around, in which he is said to have 
hereditary influence. He has not, however, a single Bheel subject, 
and the result of a recent long tour through .the Dosugurpore, Ban- 
swarra, and Meywar Bheel tracts, satisfied me that the Bheels are 
not so formidable as has been represented, and that, although British 
detachments have more than once been defeated in their country, 
those defeats were in no way owing to the prowess of the Bheels. 

30. Within the last two months the Maharana’s own (elder) ih0 

brother, Shore Singh, who was one of the few Chiefs who signed the eider brother, 
quolnamah, having left the capital by permission, bas refused to return 

and is in open communication with the malcontents, whose vakeels 
have been constantly passing and repassing between him and them. 

Ho is a weak opium-eater, but I am sorry to say has more real cause 
of offence, though not of present date, than any of the Chiefs. His 
elder son died a prisoner some years ago, and lie expresses alarm at a 
like fate. This I believe to be quite groundless, and I have reason to 
know that at the very time of his secession the Mali arena’s feelings 
towards his family were peculiarly friendly. The fact is he has been 
tampered with by the malcontents, who want his name in support of 
their own cause. 

31. So alarmed was the Maharana at his brother’s defection, that 
he' immediately came to terms with the Goorgoonda Chief, whose 
conduct had been worse than that of any others except Saloomber and 
Deogurh. The correspondence, marked J, between the Political Agent 
and the parties show how anxious the formerlias been to effect a recon¬ 
ciliation. But all efforts have been vain, and from first to last the 
impediment has been the Saloomber Kao. His last letter annexed to 
Colonel G. Lawrence’s No. 276 of 15th instant, J—10, repeats the old 
story, though in more civil terms, that lie has not been heard, or his 
representations been considered. In that letter, however, his ivhole tone 
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' m altered. For the first time, as far as I recollect, he says “fam 
. willing t& sign" 


Mahftrana’a 82. The enclosures (J) also show that the Maharana has again 

redreati gricv* pledged himself to do his part, and redress grievances. In fact he has 
left the matter in the Political Agent’s hands, who has insisted on the 
restitution of the first class estate of Lawah, though resumed, as far 
back as seven years, under the sanction of the Political Agent of that 
time. Tie concession is very distasteful to His Highness, hut he could 
not give a stronger proof of his anxiety for our interference than his 
consenting to it. That correspondence also shows the further warnings 
Threat offered to given by Colonel Lawrence to the Chiefs. I also have again addressed 
the Chiefs. them by a circular, explaining that the attachment of a portion of 
their estate^ will probably soon be followed confiscation of part or 
tiU, as Government may order, unless satisfactory arrangements are 
made for obeying the terms of the quolnamah. I have again pointed 
outThat, over and over again, they have been heard ; that their own 
emissaries had also gone to Calcutta, and had been ordered back and 
told that I have full powers to decide their quarrels; that they have 
therefore nothing to do but obey. Simultaneously I have addressed a 
private letter to some of the most influential to the same effect. 

Attfu&nieat of 33. After the breaking up of the conclave at Oodeypore in 
fouVchS. 01 March, three months were allowed to the Chiefs to carry out the orders. 

Twenty days’extension have since been twice granted, and then only 
on four estates, being those of the riugleaders, have attachments 
been ordered. These coercive measures have not been opposed, but 
neither were the similar ones taken by the Rana four } r ears ago. 
Opportunity was, however, afterwards taken and his Thannas then 
ejected. The Chiefs may possibly now follow the same plan. I do not 
expect they will, as long as they see we are determined to support 
the Maharana’s legitimate authority, but simple defensive measures are 
hardly suffcient, and it seems to me that, having gone 60 far, we must 
Furtbor coercive proceed further. Within a month I hope to see both the Political Agent 
SSdior 60001 ’ and the Maharana, and, if present measures prove ineffectual, we 
Ohicf^to mson. shall then probably attach a portion of the estate of every disaffected 
Chief, and I recommend that, if that step do not bring them to reason, 
a force be marched to Saloomber, and another simultaneously to 
Deogurli or Bunera, in the beginning of December, with orders to 
dismantle their forts, and take such other measures as Government 
may think necessary. When examples have been made of two or three, 
the others will quickly submit. At present the Chiefs do not understand 
reason. Any individual firing a shot against our troops should, at least 
and for ever, be deprived of his fort and guns, and reduced to the 
cou4^i° n of an ordinary mafeedar on reduced income. There must be 
hundreds of guns in the forts of Meywar. 

34. Under a judicious Officer two or at most three Regiments 
of Native Infantry, with five or six Companies of Europeans, a Regi¬ 
ment of Cavalry and six guns with as many mortars, in addition to the 
British Irregulars and Rajpoot contingents that I can bring to bear, 
will be sufficient to do all that is necessary. The success of operations 
will, however, chiefly depend on the Officer in command. A small force 
under a man of judgment will be more efficient than a larger under a 
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bapliAZard commander. It would bo difficult to supply a large force of 
Regulars in Mevwar, but the numbers necessary to form the investment 
at any town we may besiege, can be made up by selected contingents 
from the Rajpoot States. I have no fears of obtaining such service 
as I should require from those I would select. Mauy Officers would, 
however, consider them dangerous. This point requires consideration! 
I decidedly would employ them, a few only, perhaps, at the point of 
attack, but a larger number in watching points of the place invested, and 
still larger in preserving peace in other quarters. In March last wo 
understood that the game of the disaffected Chiefs was to incite disturb¬ 
ances among the Moenahs at Jehazpore and in the Bheel tracts. It 
was to meet such possible occurrences that I have since traversed the 
whole tract, and shall now, shortly, repeat my visit to portions. I desire 
that the Chiefs should understand that, while we have treated them 
with the utmost moderation and consideration, we are quite prepared to 
meet them at any point.

35. t reqiiest attention to the 4th paragraph of Colonel G. Lawrence’s 
letter No. 5/ of 10th March (marked I). I will demi-officially report ±Xu Kai 
the Maharana’s wishes regarding adoption, but it may suffice here to ’ 
say that he has changed his views since March, and now wishes to name 
a different individual. At the private interview in February, referred to 
in No. 57, the Political Agent and myself told His Highness that 
Government would guarantee nothing; that if be desired he could leave 
the documents he proposed, and that we would be witnesses to his 
having expressed his wishes and intentions, &c. We reminded him that 
the constitution of Meywar required the consent of the Chic's and 
Councillors. The question involves serious consequences. The veryaMcsm*. 
tact oi Ins adopting any individual, even the nearest of kin, wonld 9 uen T e8 
probably be sufficient reason for Saloomber and some others to oppose m tu “a a «^- 
but if he can be pevsuaded to act with justice, I am decided!/ of 
opinion that it would be most politic for him at once to declare 
his intentions, especially if the Most Noble the Governor General 
in Council, permit me to say that the adoption has the consent of 
Government. Tho Maharana’s health is bad ; he has long been a cripple 
and recently he has been worse than usual. His age Is under forty • 
ho may last long or die tomorrow. Were he to die now, and Government 
not assume the management of the country until the succession be 
decided, there would, almost certainly, be a struggle. The disaffected 
Chiefs would put up a puppet and make their own terms with him. 


Sti. In conclusion, I beg to point out that if Meywar affairs are 
in an unsatisfactory state, they have equally been so any time the last 
twenty years, and that it is the contempt with which the Chiefs were 
permitted to treat former quolnamahs’and orders of Government, as well 
as of the Durbar, that has emboldened them to present resistance. It 
is a farce to talk of the independence of Meywar, or of the preserva¬ 
tion of feudality within the province. The feudal svstein has worn 
itself out, and Meywar has known no real independence, not only since 
our connexion, but for half a century previously. Since the year 18L3 
every step taken by the Rana has been, more or less, by consent or 
order, of the Political Agent.

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„ One of the Rana’s very worst acts, and one that has most 
embittered the Chiefs, was his siege and capture* of the fort of Lawah, 
wersi ict'of'the ref$r^d to in paragraph 32, and yet he had Colonel Robinson's written 
MaHarana. consent to it. As soon as the question came before me, I declared it 
unjustifiable ; but that I had no power to interfere as it had occurred 
years before my time. When, however, I was invested with full 
authority to arbitrate, I told the Ran a he must restore the estate either 
to the man he took it from, or to his rival, whose family, not many 
years ago, had been rejected My tone and that of the Political Agent 
to the first of the two Chiefs was that he had doubtless been 
treated harshly at the outset, but that as he had chosen to 
resist his Sovereign and stand a siege, he must not be surprised at 
obtaining only the terms of the vanquished. We added that we had 
advised the Rana to give him respectable maintenance, but that all 
else depended on His Highness, whom we advised him to conciliate, 
instead of doing so he has for many months been with the disaffected 
Chiefs. As long as he hoped for an arbitrary order in his own favor, 
his demeanour was servile to a degree. He was ready to kiss my feet, 
but from the day he perceived I would not grant all he asked, he 
ceased to visit or address me. His conduct and that of the Chiefs of 
Saloornber, Deogurh, Bunera, and Shabpoor are fair specimens of all. 

38, By abandoning the Rana, and thus forcing him to submit to 
the terms of the Chiefs, matters might, for the present, be hushed up. 
But such concessions would be only attributed to fear, and would only 
entail future and more serious disturbance. In a recent letter to the 
Political Agent, the Rana has observed that not a “ bai” (hair) of the 
quolnamah is to be altered, and implies that we so promised. What 
we did promise at the time he was affixing his signature, was, that in 
afterwards presenting it to the disaffected Chiefs for their signatures, 
we would not, at that last moment, make concessions to them . Through¬ 
out, however, I informed all parties that the details were subject to 
the confirmation of the Governor General in Council. It is on that 
account that I recommend at paragraph 12, that mizzuraua for more 
than one marriage during the same year should be forbidden by Gov¬ 
ernment. In all other matters, sufficient authority seems to me given 
by the quolnamah, to the Political Agent to smooth down and soften 
difficulties and hardships. We are, in short, uow the recognized arbitra¬ 
tors, with legal right to enforce our decisions. Hitherto we had no 
such recognized right, though, from the beginning, we occasionally acted 
as if we had full authority.

Purport in English of a letter from Rawut Pirtiot Stnoh of Await, to the Political 
Agent in Meywar, — dated Sawun sood Sxmbut 1912 , or 21 st August 1855 . 

I have received your roobokaree dated 19th July, and have under- Prays for a 
stood its contents. You say that for a considerable time past differences gnevtucM. 
have existed between the Maharana and his Chiefs; to settle these both 
parties applied for the mediation of the representative of the British 
Government, That the Agent, Governor General, having obtained the 
sanction of the Most Noble the Governor General in Council, after 
hill enquiry, made a quolnamah :\t Oodeypore, which was signed by the 
Maharana and his loyal Chiefs, but that the Saloombcr, Deogurh and 
other Chiefs paid no attention to tlie orders of the Durbar and the 
British Government, and have persisted in their obstinacy and dis¬ 
obedience. This is right. If the articles, injurious to us, Ure expunged 
from the quolnamah we are willing to agree to it. You add that dis¬ 
cretionary power to adjust the dispute has been given by the Govern¬ 
ment of India to the Agent, Governor General. This is proper; you a*e 
great and wise. It is to be hoped that no one will be deprived of liis 
rights. You say that koorkee or confiscation will be sent on the villages 
belonging to the estates of Saloomber, Deogurh, Bhender, and 
Gegoonda to the extent of the demands of the State for ehutouud 
and service, and the terms of the quolnamah will be enforced, and that 
it be distinctly understood by all the Chiefs that they will not be allows 
ed to act in opposition to the quolnamah; that those who do so and 
not sign it, will suffer for it. This is right. I have neither been re¬ 
fractory nor disloyal. I represented my grievances, which I still labor 
under; until these arc redressed, how can I cease troubling you? Where 
am I to gO and represent them, if you will not hear what I have to 
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compknn. of? If the ruler is inclined to use force I am helpless. You 
say that "the right of the Saloomber Chief to be installed at his capital 
is correct, hut as he has in no way been wanting iu disloyalty and dis* 
obedience it is necessary that he should first sign the quoin amah and obey 
it ; having done which, the Makarana will be requested to go to Saloom¬ 
ber. The Saloomber Chief has not been disobedient. If the Articles 
injurious to him and the whole of the Chiefs are altered* and the Maha- 
rana proceeds to Saloomber, the Rawufc will sign the quolnamah. We 
complained to you of acts of oppression and violence on the part of the 
Durbar. We are now experiencing the same from your Government. 
This is owing to our misfortune. You are great and wise, and we trust 
you will do good for all.

In continuation of my letter No. 265, of the 8th instant, I have the 
honor to request your attention to the following matters in your super¬ 
vision of Jehazpore. 

2 . You should he particularly careful not to interfere too much 
with the accounts of the hakim or manager, as if any arbitrary exactions 
have been taken from the villagers, they will either not be inserted, 
or if entered, - put down as arrears of revenue, or under some other 
fallacious head, and if not discovered, the kamdars will go forth declaring 
they have your sanction for the imposition. You are not to investigate 
old cases, say, not previous to this year, but you may register them for 
the last five years and send the register to me. 

3. It is very necessary that the Loharee lands should be all given 
up to the village, and it is such a trifle for the Rana, now that we are 
helping him so much, that you can explain to the manager we shall take 
it greatly amiss if he does not agree to it at once. 

4 . You are aware that the Meenas have hitherto been much en¬ 
couraged in their plundering habits by the ready sale they have found for 
their booty from the Jehazpore and other village soucars and buaneas 
purchasing it ;.JOU must keep a sharp look out on these classes and 
punish severely by fine and imprisonment all found guilty of pur¬ 
chasing stolen property, or aiding and abetting plundering Meenas in 
auy way. 

5. It is known to you that formerly the villages of the two Loharees 
and Munohurgurh, See., derived a fair livelihood by working the iron 
mines in their neighbourhood, and carrying charcoal and iron, and that 
even as late as 1848 there were frofn twelve to twenty smelting furnaces 
at Etonda. It is said that this trade was lost to them by the excessive 
exactions of the Maharana's authorities. It will be your duty to have the 
trade and furnaces re-established, and to point out the expediency of not 
taxing them for two or three years, appointing ^ respectable soucar or 
bunnea who will make advances to the blacksmiths on reasonable terms. 
Tbifr: subject will require your attention and the care and liberality of 
the Durbar authorities.

every three years; second, that adoption he made by the Baja, and after¬ 
wards notice given of the same to the Durbar; third, that 3 per cent, 
be taken as nuzzurana for tulwar bundhai. This you should have clone 
.after writing and ascertaining my wishes; however, I suppose you 
intend asking me before finally settling the matter. The other points 
are right, but first, it has not been shown that the Baja's visits should 
only be every three years ; secondly, the 8 per cent, nuzzurana of tulwar

. List not received. Ly Ra j a 0 omeyd Singh who was killed iu 

action on the river Sufra, on which account nuzzurana was not taken 
from his son Bam Singh. The latter had two sons—Bheera Singh and 
Umur Singh. The account of the nuzzurana taken from ITinur Singh 
is lost. When Raja Umur Singh died, his widow lived in the palace 
at Oodeypore, on which account nuzzurana was not taken from his son 
Madbo Singh; but no document exists exempting the Shahpoora Raja 
from the payment of nuzzurana. Madho Singh's son, Juggut Singh, paid 
•imzzurana. If the Shahpoora people can produce only sunnud of exemp¬ 
tion. the payments of 8 per cent, for kaid or nuzzurana is right, 
if not, the full amount must bo paid according to the terms of the 
quoin amah.

D'om Colohei, Sia H. M. Lawrekob, k. c. b., Governor General's Agent for Ike Stales 
of JSajpootana, to the Secr etary to the Government of India, Foreign JDept., — JS r o. 471 
dated 9th Octoler 1865. 

In my report of the 21st August on Meywar affairs, I mentioned 
my intention again to visit Jehazpore and Oodeypore. I now have the 
honor to report that I have fulfilled both intentions. At Jehazpore I 
remained three days, and in company of Lieutenant Forbes visited several 
of the Meenah villages, all of which I found perfectly quiet, and the 
inhabitants apparently settled down. The Durbar had nearly completed 
the renovation of one large tank which will irrigate a considerable 
tract y but they hafl done little else towards improving the condition 
of the people. A son of the Minister—a heavy inefficient person— 
is in charge of the district. He and the Durbar people, as well as the 
Meenahs, appear to be in suspense, awaiting the decision of Govern¬ 
ment as to, an Officer remaining in authority in the neighbourhood. 
At present the impression is that one will not remain, and that Lieute¬ 
nant Forbes' stay is only temporary. Accordingly, the Meenahs do 
not go to him much. Since my visit, however, their calls on him have 
been more frequent, and he daily goes to some village or villages. 

2 . I found the inhabitants, especially the women, of Boodh 
Loharee very grateful to me for having restored them to their village, 
and permitted its being re-built. Many of the women threw themselves 
on their faces, in silence to the ground, at my feet. The jungle on 
and around the fighting ground on the Meywar side has been cleared 
away as directed, but not so. on that of Boondee. It shall now bo 
done. The Meenahs neither fear nor respect the Durbar officials, and 
the latter are lost in wonder that we can ride through the Meenah 
jungles and villages almost wholly unattended. All the prisoners con¬ 
victed last February were from the two villages of Barm and Boodh 
Loharee, both of which I now visited. If the Meenahs can be restrained 
from plundering expeditions during the next three or four years, and 
their energies turned to agriculture and honest sendee, a lasting reform 
may be calculated on, as long as they are fairly treated. But, I con¬ 
tinue to think, that no permanent # improvement is to be expected from 
unrestricted Durbar officials, and I ani well aware that it will be very 
up-hill work managing the country through them at all. 

3. From Jehazpore I went to Neemueli, where I passed six days, 
and then passed on with Colonel Geo. Lawrence to Oodeypore, where 
I halted two days, and he three. We had two interviews with the 
Maharana, each of several hours. His Highness informed us he had 
been very ill ,* that the pains in his legs had extended to his chest ;

that for several days ho had been quite helpless, but was now better. 

He looked and spoke much as usual; expressed anxiety for some recog¬ 
nition by Government of his intentions regarding a successor; said 
that he had! recorded his own wishes in favor of the nearest of kin, and 
that the document should hold good, unless the misconduct of the 
friends of the individual induced him to alter his views. 

4. He informed us he was in communication with several of the 
malcontent Chiefs, and had hopes of bringing all, or some, to reason. 

He mentioned his expectation that the Chiefs would attend at the 
dusserah, and hinted the possibility of their then attempting violence 
against himself. I do not think he really expects any thing of the kind, 
but some nervousness is not unnatural to a person in his state of physical 
weakness. He asked to have the Bheel Corps at his capital during the 
dusserah, to which we assented, * 

5. I urged on him to acquiesce in the proposed arrangement for 
Jehazpore, and repeated my former expressions of opinion that his own 
people could not, or would not, manage the country, and that the result 
would be its entire loss. He spoke chiefly of the expense of the pro¬ 
posed scheme; asked for an exchange of Jehazpore for Neemuch, but, 
on the whole, seemed less stiff in his opposition, and appealed fully to 
expect that he must eventually give way to the pressure, though it was 
better not to hastily yield. 

6 . During the last fortnight I have .seen the Bhender and Likelihood of 
Gqgoonda Chiefs, two of the four principal recusants, and among those 

part of whose estates have been attached. The tone of both was much 
subdued, and the latter promised me to go into Oodcypore and make 
his submission to the Mabaraua, The vakeels of four of the other 
malcontents have also waited on me. Three of them promise equally 
fairly. One of them, the Bunera Eaja, has signed a bond to pay the 
Jme levied on him, and the Shabpoora Raja has agi'ecd to sign the 
quolnamah. The third, the Deogurh Chief, promises Colonel Geo, 

Lawrence to come in, and bring others with him, with or without con¬ 
sent of the Saloomber Rao, after they have endeavoured to persuade 
the latter to reason. 

7. On the whole, and though a trifle may again turn these foolish 
Chiefs from their present proposed path, we have hopes of a peaceable, 
if not an amicable, termination to this long vexed question. But if 
it be so settled, fear only will be the motive, and any indecision on our 
part will be only met by redoubled recusancy. The almost unanimous 
strictures of the press (worked, I doubt not, by vakeels of the Chiefs) 
on what is called the madness of entering on coercive measures at a 
time when troops can be ill spared in other quarters, are likely to do 
mischief. Such remarks easily persuade ignorant Chiefs, many of whom 
have never been beyond the bounds of *Mevwar, either that Government 
is unable to coerce them, or that they have friends in Calcutta, who will 
at the last moment protect them. The common remark, indeed, of the 
vakeels is, and has been, (( Oh, you will not hurt us. We will place our 
heads at your feet* J Colonel Lawrence and I have very frequently had 
to tell both Chiefs and vakeels that the day of grace will have passed 
when onoe coercion is entered on. 
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S. Another difficulty m pur way is tbo Maharoaa's dislike to hi*? 
Minister,, who, though as venal as most ministers of Native States, has 
worked zealously and honestly in tlie late discussions. At our recent 
interviews, as well as during those of last February, the Maharaini dwelt 
much on his iniquities, and seemed desirous of dismissing him. We 
told him by all means to do so if be no longer trusted him, but that 
in such case the Minister must not be treated with undue harsbfcess, 
and that if an investigation of his accounts is required it must be made 
at Neemuch. His Highness has no efficient man to put in his place, 
though rhany of the Durbar sycophants aspire to it*

harsh treatment After Compliments^ The Agent, Governor General, and myself, with 
thAciSr^u by the view to settle your differences with the Chiefs, have repeatedly 
urged on your Highness' attention to do your utmost, through conciliatory 
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Iftiimis, to persuade them, to sign the quoin amah. This has not ye f been 
doncy with the exception of four or five petty Chiefs. Oil the contrary, 
rumours have reached me that your Highness does not wish that these 
contentions should cease, and that you continue to be as harsh and 
severe a3 before. Your treatment of them is such as to give them no 
encouragement or hope of pleasing you. This I gather from what has 
taken place recently in the following instances:—When the Bhender 
Koinvur attended at the dusserah, your Highness found fault with the 
shape of his turban, and expressed much displeasure; and when he 
obtained leave to depart, your Highness did not give the beera (pawn) 
as customary. That your Highness objected to the Bunera Raja using 
the chowars as customary, though in pursuance of my wishes he went to 
Oodeypore. That a sepoy in your Highness' service, who made a 
salam to the Deogurh Chief, was dismissed. Even if the parties had 
been in fault your Highness should have purposely overlooked it on the 
occasions in question. I now write to say that it does not look well 
that your Highness, in the present state of affairs, should raise objections 
in very trifling matters. It would be well if you would kindly, having 
regard to your high dignity, position, and the prosperity of the State, 
conciliate the Chiefs and get them to sign the quoinainah in your 
presence. If your Highness fails to persuade the Chiefs to sign the 
quoin amah, it will be done authoritatively by Government; but in this ti 
case it will not bo good for either party. 

Whatever the expenses of troops for coercing two Chiefs will 
amount to, will, in the first instance, be made good by your Higlmess, 
and the same he afterwards recovered from the Chiefs according to their 
respective shares. Your Highness need not entertain any hones of 
benefiting by the confiscation of the Chiefs' estates, who may be expelled 
the country, as the same will be bestowed on their relations and 
kindred who may be deserving and obedient. The British Government 
has no desire to take possession of such estates, nor is it proper that 
your Higlmess should do so.

In continuation of my reports of the 21st August and 9th October

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translation of a khareeta, dated 12-th instant, addressed by the Political 
Agent in Meywar to tire Mabarana, whose conduct is, in many respects, 
unsatisfactory. 

2. The Bunera Baja lias signed the quolnamah, and the Deogurii 
Chief is allowed, even by the Durbar people, to be anxious for an 
amicable settlement, any want of courtesy therefore to them was in 
very bad taste. The Bhencler Kour brought the reproof on himself 
hy attending Durbar in an improper turban, I therefore have not noticed 
the discourtesy to him. These petty bickerings are specimens of Meywar 
annoyances, past, present, and future. We were not ignorant that the 
quoin a mab. would increase such references, but as long as we are 
mediators they may be prevented from disturbing the tranquillity of 
the country 

3 . The Saloomber Kao has written to the 'Political Agent that he 
will sign the quolnamah. Colonel Lawrence is now on his way to 
Oodeypore, where most of the Chiefs are assembled. I shall meet him 
there early in the month, and have considerable hope of not being obliged 
to use military coercion in the matter, as, notwithstanding all their 
foolish impertinences, the Chiefs look to us rather than to the Maharana. 

4 . All is quite quiet throughout Meywar. Copy of further instruc¬ 
tions by Colonel Lawrence to Lieutenant Forbes, for his guidance at 
Jahazpore, arc annexed.

I therefore inform you that 
I shall proceed towards Oodeypore to-day, and herely invite all who are 
loyal and obedient to accompany me and sign the quolnamah, assuring 
them that having signed they shall receive the khatree, and it shall be 
my earnest endeavour to obtain justice for them, and to do away after 
due investigation with grievances which may have obtained of 
late years. 


5. To such as foolishly and wickedly reject this the last opportunity Unconditional 
that will be offered to them of saving themselves and their adherents from ucSary. u 
ruin,—on their own heads be the ills which will attend their contumacy 
and the evils which befall their country. They may proceed to their 
homes, their villages will be attached (koorkYl) and other measures 
regarding them adopted at the pleasure of the British Government; 
no terms (or khutree) will be hereafter given them, but unconditional 
submission will be required.

The Agent to the Governor General in Raj poo tana submitted 
in August last his further views respecting the dispute between the 
* Maharana of Oodeypore and his Thakoors. I received the despatch in the 
Neilgkerries. Immediately afterwards a private note was received by 
the Secretary, requesting, on the part of Sir H. Lawrence, that the reply 
of the Government to his report on the quoluamah and Jebazpore 
might not be sent until he wrote further. 

Another despatch was received from Sir H. Lawrence only on the 
day before I embarked at Madras. There was, therefore, no possibility 
of recording anything on the subject until my return to the Presidency.

By the treaty of 1818 the Maharana of Oodeypore is hound to sub¬ 
mit all his disputes to our arbitration and award. He is now disputing 
with his Chief, on whom he entirely depends for the revenue, out of 
which his large tribute to us is paid. The Maharana and his Chief also 
applied unanimously to our arbitration. We could not decline giving it. 

I could see no reason to doubt the fairness of the award; nor did 
the Government. The Maharana and some of the Chiefs accepted it; 
some refused. 


vfsSmbcr 0n All, it appears, have now accepted it, except Saloomber. He can¬ 
not safely be allowed to refuse submission to the award of the Govern¬ 
ment to which he appealed, and to defy our power to enforce it. Sooner 
or later he must be coerced. 

7. Under these circumstances I think that a despatch should be 
addressed to the Agent, Governor General, acknowledging his former 
despatches and stating the reason for not replying to them. 

The reluctance of the Government to engage in any hostilities at 
present should be expressed in the terms employed in para. 4. 

The hope of the Government should he stated, that the signature of 
the Deogurk Chief and others, and the apparent isolation of the Saloom¬ 
ber Chief, may lead the latter to submit to the award without further 
dispute.

Reply from (he Chiefs of Meywar, in camp 3 at Kheroda , to the Proclamation issued by 
Lieut, Colonel G. St. P. Lawrence, Political Agent in Meywar,—dated 5 th Mmg 
sir $ood, Sumbut 1912, or 13 Ih December 1855. 
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You gave us a proclamation dated 12th December. We have under* Reiterated 
stood its contents. You write that under promises given by ns and our 
Agents at Oodeyporc to Captain Brooke and by the latter last month 

* j*mUeges. 
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M Ncomiieh to you, that we wore willing to sign the quoin amah on 
being assuredly you of favor and consideration: that at our own sugges¬ 
tion you .summoned us for this purpose to meet you at Kheroda; you 
had previously at Neemueh given us the draft of a khatree expressive 
of your readiness to hear our grievances. This is right, but the draft of 
the khatree you gave was not in accordance with our wishes. On this 
account at Kheroda we had much conversation with you, but you 
refused to alter the khatree. We then begged you to hear us go over the 
articles of the quolnamah, and to expunge the articles injurious to us. 
This you also declined to do, we were consequently helpless. For the 
last, five or seven years this has been our petition that our bread and pri¬ 
vileges should continue as of old, the Durbar authorities having abridged 
them, instead of which a new quolnamah was made which we did not want. 
You write that our Agents said we were well satisfied with your 
assurances and reception of us, but that we required one of the three 
khatree drafts which we had proposed to you at Neemueh, and which 
you rejected, to be substituted for the one given by you, and which, on 
its reaching Oodeypore, had been cordially received by us; that notwith¬ 
standing further marks of favor we expressed no intention of signing 
the quolnamah but kept aloof from you, thus showing that we place 
no trust or confidence in you, in the Agent, Governor General, or Captain 
Brooke, if such is the case what trust can be between us. This is right. 
The draft of the khatree we proposed to you to write you rejected, and the 
one you substituted you say was cordially received by us. Had we approved 
of it we would have told you so by letter; we were in ho]>es that if it 
was your intention to favor us on meeting you, we would receive such 
khatree or assurances as would fully satisfy us. You write that we 
place no confidence in you; why do you write so? We had confidence 
in you, hence our bringing our case to your Government, aud atteuded 
on you for the last five years in hopes of obtaining justice. You write 
that we have long since been told that the quolnamah must be obeyed, 
and the penalties attached to continued contumac}^ enforced. This is 
right. Here no one is contumacious ; we only represent our grievances; 
and suppliants require favor and consideration, not penalties. We hope for 
protection. You write that you have Ion ) lelayed enforcing* the penalties ; 
that we should understand our own goou and spare our poor dependants. 
This is right ; we are obedient, and we have often told you that ourselves 
and estates are at your disposal. Our petition is for justice, and, we will 
petition for it. We hope as you are the ruler of the country you will do 
that which will secure our rights and privileges. You write that you 
can no longer delay, but must uphold the authority of the British 
Government and of our Sovereign. This is right. The orders of the 
Sree Durbar and the British Government are on our heads; we hope 
that our Sovereign’s authority mby be increased, and our petition for 
privileges and bread may be secured by, your asking the Durimr. You 
write that you will proceed towards Oodeypore and invite all who are 
loyal and obedient to accompany you and sign the quolnamah. This is 
right. On Wednesdav, Mung sir sood 4th or 12th December, you called us 
to take leave. On that occasion wo asked you to give us the khatree 
we had proposed, and that the Durbar according to custom should proceed 
to Saloomber; that if this was done, we would accompany you. The 
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klx^iroe was refused us, and we are helpless. You write that those who 
foolishly and wickedly reject this last opportunity that will be offered 
to them of saving themselves and their adherents from ruin, on their 
own heads be the ills which wall attend their country. This is right. 
"We do our best to follow the proper course, your thus writing is a matter 
of great grief to us. You write that those who disobey these vour orders 
let them proceed to tlieiv homes, their villages wilt be attached agree¬ 
ably to the last orders and other measures regarding them adopted at 
the pleasure of the British Government. That after this no terms will 
be given them, but unconditional submission will be required. This is 
right; you write that confiscation or other measures will be adopted. It 
is two years since dlious have been sent on our estates, and eight months 
since our villages have been confiscated, and ehittees and dustucks of 
kinds have prevailed, from which we are ruined. Your ordering and 
writing this is what we can't credit, and so we write that you will 
favor and assist us and redress our grievances, for in previous 
proclamation or roobokaree it is written that on our heads will be 
the responsibility; should any one perhaps create disturbances from 
starvation or loss of honor or other grievances we on this account write 
to you. You are the ruler and great, you should favour small and great; 
thousands of eyes are upon you, and here your orders are obeyed.

The Governor General in Council has had under his consideration 

your three despatches marginally 
Letter dated 2lst August 1855, No. 39. noted, to the address of the Officiat¬ 
ing Secretary to the Government of 
India, submitting your further views 
relative to the disputes between the Maharana of Oodeypore and his 
feudal Chiefs. These despatches, I am directed to state, were referred 
to the Governor General at Ootacamund for His Lordship s consider¬ 
ation and orders, but the reason why they were not answered at the 
time of their receipt is, because the two first were accompanied by a 
private note containing a request on your part that the reply of Govern¬ 
ment might be deferred until you wrote further, and the third reached 
His Lordship only the day before his embarkation from Madras. 


2 . In acknowledging them now, I am desired to express the 
satisfaction of His Lordship in Council at the intelligence that the 
Deogurk Chief has signed the quoluamah along with others, and his 
hope that this circumstance may lead the Saloomber Chief, who now 
seems to stand alone, to submit to the award without further dispute. 
His Lordship in Council is reluctant to engage in any hostile operations 
at the present moment. If, however, the Saloomber Chief should not 
submit, and if the military means within your reach in Itajpootamt and at 
Deesa would suffice to bring him to submission, you are authorized to 
make a requisition for those troops. If more than this be required 
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you are requested, for the reasons stated, to postpone all operations 
against Saloomber, even at great present inconvenience, until a more 
convenient season.

I am directed by the Governor General in Council to request that 
the Itight Hon'ble the Governor in Council of Bombay will be good 
enough to comply with any requisition that may be made by the Agent, 
Governor General for the States of Rajpootana, for troops from Deesa to 
move into the Oodeypore territory. 


Purport in English of a Jchuree ta from Maharana Sukoop Sixoh, to the Political Agent 
in Meywar,— dated Fagoon bud 2nd, Sumbnt 1912, or 22nd February 1856. 

After Compliments .—1 have received your khureeta dated Magh 
sood loth, corresponding with the 15 th February, and have understood its 
•contents. You write that I am not really inclined to come to an amicable 
settlement with the Chiefs. How do you think so ? If 1 was not 
inclined, I would not have attended to your advice and tried several 
times to persuade them, restored lands and villages to the amount^ of 
30,000 and 40,000 rupees, and, putting you to the inconvenience of lea ving 
this, asked for one month's time. To meet your wishes I consented to 
vield four points to Deogurh, although they were injurious to me. It has 
always been my desire to act up to your good advice, knowing you would 
support my authority. Consider in good faith what more could I have 
done, and is not all J have done according to your wishes. 

You recommend me to re-peruse your khureeta of the 19th 
.November. 1 have done so and have weighed and considered it well. 
There is one thing which involves me in deep reflection, and which 
is this,—when you made the quolnamah, I was asked to sign it, 
and the Agent, Governor General, and you affixed your signatures. 
I was assured that not an iota in it would he altered ; that I should 
sign it with pleasure, and those who would disobey should be treated 
as enemies to the Sircar and the quolnamah be enforced. These 
assurances were subsequently communicated to me in writing* as you 
are well aware of, then why should the quolnamah be now altered ? 
The Agent, Governor General, writes that the quolnamah has been 
carefully prepared after both sides of the question in dispute have 
been most patiently heard; that ho deviation will be permitted. Then 
why do you wish to make alterations in it? What I urge is this, 
that the quolnamah which has been made after hearing both sides 
of the question, and which I have signed should be carried out and uo 
alterations be allowed. You write that unless I at once fulfil my promise 
and perform my engagements as laid down in the quolnamah, you will 
take your departure and recommend to Government that the quolnamah 
be set aside altogether. I am at a loss to understand this, and what is 
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JoiiT object, in so writing. I am anxious that this quolnamah sjiqpld 
earned out without any alterations being made in it. Under this cfircum- 
stanee why do you write and think otherwise ? For the last four gener¬ 
ations friendship and amity has subsisted between this State and the 
British Government, and its various representatives from time to time 
paid every attention to the interests of this State aud supported its 
authority. During the reign of four successive rulers of Meywar no 
misunderstanding has occurred between the Durbar and the Agent. On 
account of my disputes with the Chiefs I asked for your mediation. 

Those Chiefs who have signed the quolnamah should act up to its terms 
and return to their allegiance. Those who refuse to sign should be 
forced to do so and made to perform its engagements as has been written. 

When I was asked to sign the quolnamah, I said that my first signing 
it was of no consequence as I had already given you full authority, but 
as the Chiefs had not done so they should first sign. To meet your 
wishes, however, 1 first signed; since then nothing has been done to those 
who disobeyed your orders, while you write and censure me. Why 
should this be so ? Whatever I had done before was according to the 
custom of rajwarra; you said yourself that from what had come under 
your own observation, you were of opinion that I had not done more 
than my predecessors. I followed your advice, and according to the 10th 
Article of the quolnamah restored lands and villages to the amount of 
3.0,000 and 35,000 rupees, aud still you say I do nothing to meet your 
wishes. Instead of finding fault with those who do not sigu the quolna- 
mah, you blame me, although I am willing to conform to it, if my 
authority is upheld. Your having given khatree to the Chiefs at Kheroda 
made them fearless and the quolnamah slack. You first listened to the 
ex parte statements of the Shahpoora people and wrote on their behalf. On 
my fully explaining the matter to you in person, you said that what was 
done could not be helped, but in future you would not act without first - 
asking and taking my advice. The Shahpoora man* subsequently failed 
to sign the quolnamah ; you then wrote to him that on account of this 
proceeding, he had forfeited the promises made to him. After this, if the 
points are conceded to Shahpoora how can I depend on what is told me ? 

You gave khatree to the Deogurh Chief at Kheroda, and when you 
met me, you said that as you had heard of my being willing to concede 
four points to Deogurh, you had done so yourself. I replied that 1 had 
given no written promise. Besides Deogurh, there came three other 
Chiefs; no khatree to alter the quolnamah ought to have been given them 
as I bad made no promises to them. 

At Noburmugra and Goverdlmn bilas I told the Deogiirli man that 
1 was prepared to give him a writing conceding the four points I had 
promised. On this be gave in a list of fourteen, which I rejected; be then 
said he would get the Sahib to obtain what lie wanted. Should such be 
done the altering the quolnamah will not be my doing. 

In regard to your proposal to make rules for the administration of imusc* assent 
justice, 1 agree that a code be prepared according to the custom of in the SSSE* 08 
rajwarra aud the dhurum shashtur. With respect to the restoration numah ' 
of lands and villages as required by the 10th Article, I have above stated 
what has been done. When the quolnamah is enforced how can I with 
justice refuse performing the engagements as therein laid down? What 




DegfeOt you is to adhere to the quoin a mail. Had I known that addi¬ 
tions and alterations would bo made, I ■ would not have put you to the 
trouble of making it. What you have made is right. Several articles which 
were in force have been done away with Ly the present quoin am ah ; still 
a do not object to it. You are wise and feel for the interests of this 
State, how can I agree to any alterat ions in the quoin amah. 


Purport in ’English of a Uureeta from Colonel G. St. P. Lawrence, Political Agent In 
Meg war, to Mahabana Suroop Singh of Oodeypore, dated Fagoon hud 2nd, Sumhut 
1012, or 23 rd February, 1856. 

Maharana’* After Compliments .—Your Highness promised that if I gave you 

(UKinciinaiuw one month's time you would adjust matters; that if you failed to do so 
anlcabte setno- within that, time, you would at once act up to my advice. Accordingly 
cwef«T itb the I left Oodeypore on the 18th January and returned on the 16tli Febj uary. 

A day previous to my arrival I addressed you a khureeta since which 
nine ’ days have elapsed. It is a matter of'grief, notwithstanding your 
Highness* agreement and having obtained one month's time, and my 
having written to you, matters remain stiil unadjusted. Since my 
return, my first visit was that of ceremony, the second time you sent 
for me to transact business, but nothing passed to lead me to believe that 
you were inclined to settle matters. You always write that you are willing 
to act according .to the quolnamah, but you have done nothing to shevr 
that you have performed your engagements as therein laid down. On 
the contrary, you act against it and my repeated advice. Whatever I 
object to and recommend you not to do, that you do, such as the robbery 
in these days of Oodajee. Your Highness, without investigation and 
without my advice or knowledge, extorted money from the villagers and 
’, * your own sepoys*, 

proof* of this In consequence, of the advanced state of the season, I several times 

asked you tc sanction the Kotah Contingent to be cantoned within the 
limits of Umerwassee and Koonchulwara or at Oodeypore. In reply 
you pointed out Bhender for their cantonment, and said nothing 
about the places I had named. This shews that your desire is to 
increase the disturbances, and not to be guided by my advice. In this 
manner you agreed to concede several points to Doogurh, but have not 
put them in writing. 

In addition to this on the 8th May, 14th November 1854, 4th 
January, 14th February, 22nd May 1855, I wrote to you to pay the 
arrears due on account of your contribution to the Meywar Bheel Corps, 
p On the 1st March 1855, 7th January 1856 about the arrangements for 

Jehazpoor. On the L6th January 1856 about the tulwar bundhai of 
r Dhammrmow. On the 8th January about restoring the villages of 

Gourjee Kishenjee, the rattore of Kudmallee Charm Ayedan, Rutnaisur, 
Khurtana and other villages. On the 7tli January to settle Khaujee 
Bohara's case. The letter of the Governor General's Agent of 7th Jauuary 
and my letter of 21st November and 15th February, and all these commu¬ 
nications are still unanswered. All these will be noticed in my report to 
Government. From such procedure of your Highness it is clear that 
M you are not inclined to act by my advice or perform your engagements 
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Sing to the quolnamah, I intended therefore, as I informed you in 
my letter of the 15th February, to leave - Oodeypore on the &5th, and 
will make known to Government what you havf3 done of oppression, and 
contrary to the quolnamah, I now write that on my departure I request 
you will in no way trouble or act unjustly towards lliose who have come 
in on my guarantee. Since writing the above I have received your 
Highness' khureeta in reply to mine of the 15th February, and your non- 
approval of the proposed cantonment at Umerwassee and Koonchulwara, 
Your letter shall be answered hereafter. 



Reply from MaUaraju Stnzoor Snmn, to the Political Agent in Meywctr,—dated Fagoon 
bud 4th, Stmlut 19X2, or 24 th February 1856. 

After Compliments .—I have received your khureeta dated Fagoon bud 
2 nd, or 3rd February, and have understood its contents. You write that I 
had promised if you gave me one month's time that I would adjust matters; 
that if I failed, I would act up to your advice. As you recommended, 

T have not been wanting in my endeavours to reconcile the Salooinber 
Chief. To the Peogurh man I conceded four points and three to other 
Chiefs; the former presented a list of fourteen, saying that he had been, 
promised the same by the sahib. I told him that I never gave my consent, 
nor did the sahib agree, to yield so many points; that if this was the case 
what would there remain in the quolnamah; that I was willing to give 
a writing about the four points asked for by the sahib and conceded 
by me. The Deogurh man, however, would not agree. Then to whom 
is the delay in the adjustment of this matter attributable ? I have 
written fully on this subject in my former communication. 

In regard to what you say about my acting contrary to your advice Denies having* 
this is not the case, as I am willing to follow your good advice. "Concerning to ht aiwee? 
Ootlajee's robbery, in whicli case you say 1 extorted money from sepoys and 
villagers, I have to observe that although I have as yet taken no money, 
but it is usual to hold villagers responsible for all robberies committed 
within their limits, and this is according to the terms of the quolnamah, 
and what has been long in practice. In regard to fixing a place for the 
cantonment of the Kotah Contingent, is it not right that I should make 
known to you what is beneficial or injurious to the State ? It would 
be proper that the contingent be cantoned on the joint limits of the 
three States. 

With respect to the arrears on account of the Meywar Bheel Corps, I Explains the 
have never denied the justice of this demand. In these days four lakhs of 
rupees are due from my Chiefs who will not pay. You recommended that 
I should not press them for payment as you would yourself see the xtucei Corps!' 
demands of the State settled. On this a account the liquidation of the 
arrears of the Bheel Corps has been delayed. I will do my best to pay the 
amount as speedily as possible. 

In regard to Jebazporc, I often spoke to you in person that I could not 
afford to defray the expenses of a Corps, but that I would, according to 
your advice, increase the strength of the party at Jehazpore by 500 foot 
and 50 horse, which would effectually guard the passes and keep the 
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Meemhs in order; that if this measure was not attended with success, I 
would take such steps as you may deem proper. 

In regard to the tulwar bnndhai of D Langur mow I intended 
settling this matter when the present dispute with the Chiefs has been 
adjusted* 

Concerning Gouijee Kishenjee, rattore of Kudmalee, Ayedan Charm, 
Rutnaisur, the restoration of Khurtana and other villages, I have on 
former occasions made known to you that the parties in question were 
offenders. Should they prove their innocence I am ready to see justice 
done to them. 

With respect to Khanjee Bolira the state of the case is this, that 
beoparees from Delhi came to complain against him. I ordered a 
punehayat to be assembled for the investigation and settlement of theii 
claims. The punehayat decided in favor of the Dehli beoparees. and 
Kbaujee was made to pay the amount of the award. ^ Should, you 
not consider this fair, the mookhtar of the Delhi beoparees is still here, 
and you can enquire into the merits of this case. 

You say that I have not replied to your and the Agent, Governor 
GeneraPs khureetas. I made known my answer when both the sahibs 
were present; my reply to your khureeta of the 15th February has 
already reached you. 

You write that I do not attend to your wishes nor act up to the terms 
of the quolnamali. I am willing to do so if my authority is upheld. This 
I have often repeated to you, then why do you blame me ? I am anxious 
that you should not leave this, but see my authority established according* 
to the terms of the quolnamah. It was for this purpose that I gave you 
full authority . I find that my authority is now more weakened than what 
it was before. The Deogurh man who separated himself from other 
Chiefs recived your khureeta and towards him you are favorably inclined, 
whereas I who gave you authority, signed the quolnamah and willing 
to perform the engagements therein laid down, am required to submit 
to alterations in that document. This I cannot agree to. You write 
that you will report to Government all acts of oppression on my part. 
What I did before was according to the custom of raj warm, but I am 
not aware that I have done any thing wrong since I have signed the 
quolnamah. You should first carry out the quolnamah and then see that 
it is strictly observed. If any self-interested individuals have misre¬ 
presented matters to you, I hope you will not attend to them. 

You desire me not to act unfairly towards those Chiefs who have 
come in on your pledges. They will be dealt with as they deserve. 


Extract from a Despatch from the Non'He the Court of Directors, No. 11 of 1850, in the 
Political Department, under date the hlh March 1856. 

Approves of Bara. 56.— Lieut.-Colonel Lawrence, the Political ^ Agent in 

t’oion^ Meywar, has been engaged, under the orders of Sir Henry 

ti *n tetww Jjfiwrencc, in attempting to mediate between the JVIahitrana and the 

Thakoors. Both parties have had much ground of complaint against 
one another, but the Maharana, on the present occasion, has the most 
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reason to complain, having accepted the terms of settlement drawn 
up by Lieutenant Colonel Lawrence, while the Thakoors reject them/ 
and object 4 to any arrangement at variance with what they represent to 
be old custom. The greater tract-ability of the Maharana may, however, 
be imputable to the fact that the arrangement proposed by Lieutenant 
Colonel Lawrence on one of the chief subjects of difference, the chutound, 
is very favourable to the Maharana and unfavourable to the Chiefs, 
since it requires them to pay the chutound on the ascertained value of 
their estates (instead of paying it on the former low valuation) without 
providing for any diminution of the percentage. Sir H. Lawrence 
states that this arrangement would “nearly double the payments of some 
Chiefs, and increase that of almost all.” Captain Brooke dissents wholly, 
and Sir H. Lawrence partially, from Lieuenaut Colonel Lawrence's 
proposal, and Sir Henry Lawrence deems the case (as we have always 
done) a proper case for compromise. We accordingly approve your hav¬ 
ing invested him with discretionary power to negociate a settlement by 
compromise of the various matters iu dispute, declaring, at the same 
time, the resolution of the British Government to enforce observance 
of any settlement which may be made, for want of which enforcement, 
the very promising arrangement formerly negoeiated by Colonel Cobbe 
has been practically of no effect; but before consenting to enforce any 
particular terms of compromise, which may be tendered for your 
approval} you will fully satisfy yourselves that the conditions are fair to 
both sides, not with reference solely to what Sir H. Lawrence terms 
tc the theory and the abstract justice of the case,” but also with a fair 
consideration of “ the practice of the last thirty years.”

With advertence to my letter No. 26 
of the 16th February last, forwarding trans¬ 
lation of one from the Oodeypore minister, 
and my reply to the Maharana, I do myself 
the honor to submit further correspondence 
as per margin with His Highness. 


2 . I have delayed forwarding these letters, as I was aware that 
the delay was immaterial; that your time was fully occupied at Bhurt- 
pore, Calcutta, and Agra, and that I had kept you informed demi- 
official! y and privately of all that passed. 

3. You are aware of what took place between Captain Brooke, 
myself, and the recusant Chiefs in camp at Kheroda, between the 4th and 
12 th December, haw I succeeded in detaching from Saloomber, on 
guaranteeing redressal of their grievances, the Chiefs of Deogurh, 
Bhynesrora, Budnore, and Kanore, and how those of Saloomber, Kora- 
war, Kotharea, Bhender, and Amait left the camp, being dissatisfied with 
such guarantee, and requesting further concessions. 
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4. «,You .also know what little reason we have had to he pleased with 
the Maharana’s conduct since he signed the quolnamah, and during the 
time we were together at Oodeypore, from the 21st December to the 
9th January; that in hopes of bringing him to reason, on your departure 
I remained till the 18th, and that at my farewell visit His Highness 
promised that I would give him a month's law and leave Oodeypore to 
show that he was uncontrolled. On my return, should he have failed to 
bring in the Saloomber and other recusant Chiefs, lie would perform his 
part of the quoin amah and he entirely guided by our wishes ; that I agreed 
to this and marched on the 18th vid 'Nee much, to the other States under 
my agency, Pertabgurh, Banswarra, and Doongerpore, returning to 
Oodeypore on the 16th February. 

5. Before my arrival I had heard that His Highness had signally 
failed in his endeavours to come to an understanding with the Saloomber 
and other Chiefs, their demands being great, and their distrust of 
their Sovereign increased from finding that he had in no way fulfilled 
his promises to the Deogurh and other Chiefs, who had, on my guarantee 
of a redress of grievances, submitted to His Highness and signed the 
quolnamah. 

6 . At two interviews I had with His Highness I found that, so far 
the pVoTiaSons of from being prepared to fulfil bis promises, his main object was to use 
the quoiuamnii, our j )0Wer and influence for the attainment of his own ends, professing to 

be anxious to act on the quolnamah, while in no one point which we 
required would he yield, or carry out its provisions, when they touched 
his purse or his privileges, and that, if possible, he was more hostile 
towards Deogurh and the Chiefs I had brought in, than towards 
Saloomber and those still recusant; his letters, which are annexed, will 
fully show this. 

7. I also found that during my month's absence His Highness had 
accused his old and most confidential servant, Purohit Somnath, of 
disrespect to the Maharanee and confiscated his jagheer, and would have 
seized his person had he not fled to sanctuary. Yqu are aware that both 
of these acts are directly opposed to the quolnanmh which he professes to 
be so anxious to observe. 

8 . It was also patent to me that he was likewise only deterred from 
seizing the minister, Shere Singh, by the fear of not being- able to replace 
him, and that it was well known his chief object in wishing to ruin those 
two men (who have his own and our guaranteed protection) proceeds 
from his distaste to the quolnamah which they had prepared, and his 
desire to annul it, if he could only do so and make it appear the act of 
his Chiefs. 

9. Considering that my further stay at Oodeypore, under these 
circumstances, could bo attended -with no good and might be considered 
derogatory to Any Government, I communicated to His Highness my 
intention of leaving, without observing the usual formality of visiting 
him, and this I did on the 25th February.

towards Saloomber with the view of proceeding there to perform the 
ceremony of investiture. To the Agents whom the Rana sent on in. 
advance, the Chief is reported to have said that unless His Highness 
yielded all his demands and gave him a written document that ho would 
do so, acknowledging also that he had been in fault throughout, the 
Rawut would leave Saloomber on his approach, on hearing which the 
liana returned to his capital. 

11. Since my return to Neemuch I have had no communication 
with His Highness, though to prevent inconvenience to the public 
service, I have earned on the current business with his vakeel, and 
direct, when necessary, with the recusant Chiefs and others.

12. In conclusion, on a review of the whole subject of the quol- sweats t 
namah, the Maharana's manifest dislike to all the articles which affect his Sw ouMnta-- 
own power and interests, notwithstanding his assertions to the contrary their 

and the tenor of hie conduct since signing it, the open opposition of the 13pu 
Saloomber Chief's party, the difficulty experienced in the case of Deogurh 
and his friends, and the constant necessity which its enforcement would 
entail of active interference on our part, leads me to consider that, as 
neither the Maharana nor the Chiefs have fulfilled any one of its conditions, 
we are^perfectly at liberty to consider it null and void, and that it would 
be advisable for us to withdraw from further interference in their dis¬ 
putes, I would therefore suggest that this he intimated by Government to 
the Maharana and Chiefs, informing those who came in on our guarantee, 
that they will be protected, and warning all parties that any open hos¬ 
tilities would in alb probability be destructive to their independence. 

It would remain for the future consideration of Government what notice 
should be taken of the contumacious conduct and utter disregard of 
our wishes evinced by the Saloomber party. Were we to allow it to 
pass unnoticed it might be injurious to our influence in Raj istliau.

quolnamah, he should return to Saloomher, and the rest proceed with me 
to Oodeypore and there sign it in the presence of the Maharana. 

7. I piet the Ciiiefs and Captain Brooke at Kheroda on the 4 th 
December, where we remained till the 12th idem. It was very soon 
evident to me that the presence of the Saloomber Chief, of his priest, 
who had recently been to Calcutta as his vakeel, and of two or three 
other Chiefs who joined the conclave, was very prejudicial, and that the 
daily discussions only made some doubtful of our intentions, whilst it 
enabled the intriguing and disobedient to excite opposition to the orders 
of their Sovereign and the British Government, in the minds of several 
of those who at Oodeypore had, before Captain Brooke, agreed to the new 
arrangements. 

8 . After several meetings with the Chiefs, both, individually and 
collectively, finding that nothing further was to be gained, and anxious to 
save as many as possible of those misguided men and followers, I yielded 
so far as to adopt as much as I could their wording of the protection 
letter they were to receive; copy accompanies.* I then broke up the con-

Your letter addressed to the sree huzoor, dated Bysak sood 7th 
(11th May), arrived on Sood 9th (13th May), and its contents have 
been understood. You say that ehittees have been issued on the villages 
of Dhodyea and Shahpoora held in charity in the kbalsa district of 
Kuroda, and that the villagers have been maltreated, tried, and fined. 
This is right. The state of the case is this, that ehittees have been issued 
on those villages in the district in question where it has been customary 
of old to do so. It is not a new thing with respect to ill-treating 
villagers; why should this he done ? Those who are contumacious, refuse 
to pay the amount they have borrowed, and make use of insulting lan¬ 
guage, must have been punished as they deserved. Let the demands 
of the beoparees of this place be settled, and in future the villagers 
should be prevented front* having dealings with the Bbender's traders— 
in which case there will be occasion to issue ehittees, otherwise what 
has been customary shall be done. You say that ehittees on the brah¬ 
min and khalsa villages have been issued without consideration, which 
is not right.

1.—-The Agents ameen and Maharana’s kamdar have not been 
4 allowed to live in the usual dwelling house. 

£.—No attention has been paid to the Agent’s or vakeel’s orders 
in regard to the Palode Meenas seized by Bhender. 

3.—The boundary settlement pillars of the village of Nerdaree and 
Nuraboya of Jawud Neemucb, notwithstanding the repeated letters 
jfc of the Meywar vakeel, are still unbuilt. 

4*.—Chittees (dustucks) have been sent on the crown (khalsa) vil¬ 
lage of Kondhie, and debts of many years’ standing have been from 
the* villagers forcibly realized, the same has been done on the crown 
villages of Kuroda, and the village of Solera, which belongs to kaka 
(uncle) Dul Singh. 

5. —The Minister wrote to the Mabaraj on this procedure ; instead 
of answering his manager replied in an impertinent letter. 

6. —The Mabaraj of Bhender, in a late visit to Natbdwara, took 
the high priest’s manager on one side, and after scolding him on 
account of Bhatea Pursram, said, if I seized and carried you off by the 
mother of the high priest’s order, what could the boy high priest do, 
or what the Maliarana or sahib? I have not signed the quoin amah and 
what has the sahib done ? 


Purport in English of a Khureeta from Madarana Sttkoop Singh of Oodeypore, to the 
Political Agent in Meywar,—dated Jayl hud 5th, Sumibut 1912, or 24th May 1856. 

After Compliments ,-—From the time of Maharana Bheem Singh 
ttE^^SSng and Jeewan Singh up to this day, the Meywar Chiefs have been con- 
toaimicby bis tumacious and disobedient. The Agents at this court, from time to time, 
through admonition, punishment, and fines, kept them in the right 
course. In these days they went so far as forcibly to eject the Durbar 
troops sent to confiscate their villages by order of the Agent, and has 
been guilty of several acts of disobedience; and contrary to the written 
agreement have defied their Sovereign’s authority. When I had often 
brought this state of affairs to your notice you enquired into both 
sides of the question, and made a quolnamah on a firm basis. But the 
Chiefs of Saloomber, Bhender and others disobeyed my orders and those 
of the British Government, and did not sign the quolnamah, and every 
pay have become more and more contumacious. You issued proclamations 
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■ mit 'strict orders which were never carried out. You endeavoured to 
persuade them to listen to reason, and I did the same, but all in vain* 

I then considered that nothing short of coercion and the confiscation 
of villages would bring them to their senses; this, however, was not done. 

This grieved mo much, as I know that you meant to support my author¬ 
ity, and that with this view I had asked for your interference, instead 
of which ray authority decreased, and you thought wrong of me.* Pewannah* 
Lately a communication has been received from my vakeel saying* mSSniw 
that perwannahs have been issued recalling the ameens you sent Ameeu3 ’ 
with mine, confiscating the villages. I ordered the vakeel to make 
known to you that I was willing to act up to your advice, and 
to point out to you that by removing the ameens my authority 
would be weakened. On the vakeel representing this matter, you 
observed that “the Durbar never attends to your wishes"; why 
should you say so ? If I do not ask you to support my authority, 
to whom am I to apply ? I bring the circumstances to your notice that 
you might not afterwards say that I had not opened roy mind to you. 

The removal of the ameens would be injurious to the State. Regard 
should be had to the custom and support to the authority of this 
Government in any measure that you may adopt, and I beg you will 
entertain no doubts in your mind of my readiness to meet your 
wishes. I have on former occasions followed your advice, and you took 
every trouble to adjust my affairs. When you spoke to me about the 
Deogurh man, I agreed to concede the points you mentioned; then why 
should you think and say that I do not attend to your wish#? The 
Deogurh Ilao, and other Chiefs who have signed the quolnamab, will 
obtain the concessions that I have agreed to, but the other Chiefs who have 
been disobedient must abide by the terms of the quolnamab. You spoke 
to me, as also addressed a khureeta that this would be the case; what I 
ask you to do is, that no points be conceded to the Chiefs who have 
disobeyed orders and refused to sign the quolnamah. I beg you will 
devote your attention to this matter, and do that which may tend to 
the establishment of my authority. I have no wish to do injustice, but 
I think it would not be proper for me to trouble you in asking about 
the appointment and removal of my servants. If any one is aggrieved 
and complains to you, his grievance can be heard, and whatever you * 
advise me to do privately in the case I will do. As regards the Chiefs, 

I will in every case consult you and act according to your advice. My 
vakeel will verbally state all particulars.

* After Compliments ,—I have received your khureeta dated Jet bud 

5th, and have understood its contents. It, however, does not show that 
your Highness is inclined to meet wishes as contained in my several 
letters, dated 12th and 21st November 1855, and 15th and 28rd February 
1856. When your Highness' vakeel first made known your washes 
jhMfoms about the ameens and asked for delay, I gave ten days. It is now upwards 

°* a month, and I am told your kamdars do not keep them informed of the 
4ei*y’ 1 " amount they collect from the confiscated villages, nor pay any attention 

to their remonstrances to refrain from oppressing the ryots. I consider 
the further continuance of the ameeri* would only tend to encourage the 
kamdars to persevere in their improper proceedings, and bring discredit 
on me, I have therefore ordered the ameens to rejoin me at once.

His Highness Tn fbese days, since Jeyt hud 13th or 1st June, His Highness is 

unwell. suffering from pain in his hands and neck; the remedies prescribed by 

the hakeem have given no relief. His Highness has desired me to 
inform you that hitherto he was in hopes that the Chiefs would return 
to their allegiance ; that if they are punished or ruined, it would be 
discreditable to the Raj. They, however, have not listened to reason; that 
His Highness has now made up his mind to act up to the sahib's 
wishes, and with this view has addressed a khureeta on the subject. He 
intends deputing accredited agents on his part, who will act according 
to your directions. 
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6is Highness being unwell, I beg the vakeel may not be pressed 
in these days about cases that remain unsettled. The withdrawal of k* withdraws, 
the ameens will tend to weaken the authority of the State, and encourage 
the Chiefs to persist in their contumaeious proceedings. I beg this will 
not be done, as it rests with you to support the authority of this 
Government.

You must fully explain to the 
kamdars that they must inform the ameens of everything they do, and 
do nothing without consulting them, a failure in this or any recurrence 
of oppression on the people will necessitate the immediate recall of the 
ameens. 


Perwaniiah from Maharana Suroop Singh to Urjun Singh, Valceel,—dated 11th 

June 1856*. 

I have received the sahilfs khureeta dated 15th Jeyt sood, and have Declares ins 
understood its contents. The sahib says that my khureeta does not 
show that I am inclined to meet his wishes. Why should he think so ? 

The prosperity of this State is owing to the favour of the British Govern¬ 
ment, and ray authority has hitherto been supported by the Agents, and 
trust the same will be continued. I am prepared to follow the good 
advice of the sahib, and would have long ago deputed my people, but 
this has been delayed owing to indisposition. I am waiting for ah 
auspicious hour (rrmhoorut) when I will depute Mehta Sliere Singh and 
Mehta Gopal Doss to the sahib; they will make known all particulars to 
him. The sahib wrote to Mehta Sbere Singh in reply to a communica¬ 
tion from the latter, that he had ordered the return of the ameens to 
the sequestered villages.

From Colonel G, St. P. Lawrence, Political Agent in Meywar, to the Agent, Gov¬ 
ernor General for the States of JRajpootana, — No. 228, dated 1st July 1856. 

I have the honor to forward vernacular proceedings of this office, 
with translation, on the subject of a complaint made by the Tonk 
authorities of Neembhava against the Bhender Maharaj, of having 
plundered one of their villages and carried off several Mogeas, their 
subjects. 

2. The conduct of the Maharaj, in making the aggression on 
Neembhara, and his pertinacious disobedience of my orders to send 
his prisoners in to me, requires serious notice. You* are aware that he is, 
next to Saloomber, one of the principal Chiefs in opposition to the 
Maharana; to apply to His Highness, therefore, to punish him, would bo 
useless. He has not the power to do so. I would therefore request your 
instructions aas to what procedure I should adopt to bring him to a sense of 
his duty; nothing but very stringent measures will have any effect on him.

From Colonel Sir H. M. Lawrence, k. C. b., Governor General's Agent for the. Slates 
of JRajpootana, to the Political Agent in Meytvar, — No. 322, dated ?>th Jtdy 1856. 

In reply to your letter No. 228 of 1st instant, with misl, I have 
the honor to send you copy of my roobokaree of this date. You will, 
I am sure, bear in mind that Chiefs, such as Bhender, throughout 
Rajpootana, have been very much in the habit of redressing themselves, 
and will therefore be t disposed to give due consideration to the Maharaja. 
If the Tonk Mogeas really did rob on his lands, and really were fol¬ 
lowed up in hot blood—as I am disposed to think they were—the Tonk 
vakeel's statement indeed strikes me as false throughout. Daooities 
are not usually headed by kamdars, or committed in broad day-light, 
nor are Mogeas usually respectable men, as the vakeel asserts the 
live captured individuals to be. If they aie so, the Bhender people 
had no motive for carrying them off. 

2. The tone of the Bhender letters is bad, but I would not press 
that point if the Maharaj has a grievance; if he have not, and really 
committed an unprovoked attack on Palode of Tonk, I will be prepared 
to support your recommendation for severe measures against him. 
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If he object to., or evade, the surrender of the prisoners you 
can, after one week, give him a solemn warning of the consequences of 
his recusancy, and after a second week, you can attach a further portion 
of his estate, or take such other measures as your means at this season 
permits. The misl is returned.

Adverting to my letter No. 322 of 5th instant, forwarding my 
roobokaree of the same date, I will be glad if you can induce the 
El lender Maharaja to leave the matter to you. He will probably do 
so if the Mogeas did actually rob and wound his people, and if ho is 
satisfied that he will get redress. 


Purcha from Colonel G. St. P. Lawrence, Political Agent in Meywar, to the Oodeypore 
Vakeel,—dated 19 th July 1858. 

Rumours have reached me that in these days a Bheel, by name occurrence* 
Khoomjee, with a party from fifty to sixty freebooters, have taken to preda- 
tory courses. On the 24th June thirty travellers from Manvar were seized 
by Khoomjee and confined in the hill fastnesses; that two of them were 
released to fetch money for the ransom of their companions, which was 
demanded/at the rate of its. 10 for each; that these two men brought 
the required amount, when the travellers were set at liberty. I have also 
heard that Klioomjee attacked certain women while on their way to 
Gogoonda, wounded them with swords, and plundered them of jewels and 
property. Cattle belonging to several villages have been carried off; 
that Khoomjee became an outlaw in consequence of tbe Durbar having 
levied a fine beyond his means. It is also said that the kamdar of 
Grasya over-assessed the crop of the rubbee harvest, and did not allow 
the grain to be removed from the fields; that it was washed away in the 
rains, and now the kamdars call on the villagers to make good the 
loss, on which account they are going to desert the village; that asuitoeat 
suttee took place on the 30th June at the village of Lolling, and swords uohinff * 
were used at Oodeypore four times in a month, and two men killed. It 
is strange such disorders prevail in Meywar and no report is made to me. 

I therefore request you will give in a kyfeeut without delay detailing the 
particulars of these occurrences. 


Abstract of Proceedings in the case of a dasoiiy at Palode in JSfeembhara, on which 
occasion foe Mogeas of the latter place were seized and carried off prisoners ly the 
Kamdar of Bhender in Meywar,—dated 23 rd July 1856. 

On the 21st April 1856 a kyfeeut was given in by the Tonk 
vakeel, reporting that Eeemm and Bukhub Doss, kamdars of Bhender, at 
the bead of thirty horse and seventy foot, about 8 o’clock in the morning 
committed a dacoity on the villages of Palode in Neetnbhara and

carried property to the value of Ks 2,813-2.9, as also five 
Mogeas of the same village. A copy of the kyfeeut was given to the 
Meywar vakeel, directing him to cause the attendance of the Mogeas, 
and to call for an explanation from the Chief of Bhendeiv 

On the 14th May 1856 an answer was received from the vakeel, show¬ 
ing that from a communication received by him from the Bhender Chief 
it would appear that certain Mogeas of Palode had committed a vobbery 
in Bhender; that when they were attacked by sepoys they fled after 
wounding one or two of the sepoys ; they were pursued by the latter, 
who succeeded in seizing and bringing them back from Palode, hut 
that they did not touch the property of the villagers, adding that the 
vakeel had written to the Bhender Maharaj, informing him there was 
no order to seize subjects of a foreign jurisdiction without the know¬ 
ledge of the local authorities, and that lie should lose no time in pend¬ 
ing in the Mogea prisoners with his moatmid to Agent. To this an 
answer was received from the Maharaj, saying that if the sahib has 
prohibited the apprehension of subjects of a foreign jurisdiction, surely 
he has given no order that the authorities of one State should send their 
subjects to plunder in a foreign jurisdiction ; that he had no objection to 
send in his moatmid, but as for the Mogea prisoners they would be 
punished, there being no occasion to send them in to cantonments. The 
vakeel gave in a copy of this letter with his kyfeeut, when he was 
requested to produce the original. 

Tliis he did on the 16th May, when a khurefeta was addressed to the 
Maharaj of Bhender, expressive of Agent^ astonishment at the tone of 
his letter to the vakeel, and requesting to know how he came to assume 
such authority, and to refuse attending to the AgenVs requisition, adding 
that he should make no further delay in sending in the Mogea prisoners. 
Oil the 31st May, the peslikar of Neembhara applied for the release 
of the Mogeas of Palode held in durance by the Bhender Chief. On 
the 23rd June a letter was received by Agent from the Bbender 
Maharaj, saying that in these days he was favoured with no khureeta 
from the sahib; that on the receipt of a note from the Meywar vakeel 
calling on him to send the Mogeas, he had written to say that they had 
committed a robbery in Bhender, and wounded a ehowkeedar ; that 
if it was the wish of the sahib, notwithstanding the perpetration of these 
excesses, that the Mogeas should be sent in to him, they were in his 
custody and not at a distance. As the Bhender Chiel has, in this case, 
disregarded the repeated injunctions of the Agent, and persisted in keep- 
ing in his custody subjects of a foreign jurisdiction.

Purport in English of a kgfeeut from the Oodeypore Vakeel, given in to Lieut. Colonel 
(L St. P. Lawrence, Political Agent, Meywar, on the 27 tU Eulg I 80 O. 

I have received a letter from Mehtajee to the following affect 
Milts for the 'i'he Sagurdar at Gecngla reports that the Rao of Saloomher on 

Bysack soodl3tl>, or 17th May, sent his kamdar to collect the customs oi 

from Gecagla, J 
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Ikat place; that Salioo sepoy and Bora putwaree were sentry the Bao 
to the Khurkn ehowkee with a message to tl\e Sagurdar to give an 
account of the customs collections from the date the Itao's people com¬ 
menced taking from Geengla. 

The customs of Geengla were made over to the khalsa by Colonel 
Cobhe in Sumbut 1883, A. D. 1827, since which time it has been 
regularly collected by the State, and no objections ever made by the Rao. 
As he has now forcibly taken possession of the Dan ehowkee, make 
known the circumstance to the sahib., and ask him to send a chuprassee 
to cause the removal of the Rao's kamdar from Geengla. 


Letter from Pcncholees Mowbee Ram and Sunkes Doss, Kamdars at LoJuny, to Mehta 
Shebe SmQH ,—dated Sawun biul 1 1th, Sumbut 1913, or 27th My 1856. 

Your hurkara has delivered me your letter saying that two suttees Account of two 
are reported to have taken place at Lohing, of which no particulars 8ttUeba * 
have reached you. The news hurkaras here have already communicated 
the intelligence. It occurred before our arrival. The following account 
has been given to us by the villagers. 

A poojaree, by name Bkeema Josliee, of Lolling has a son named Bhana, 
of about thirty years of age; the latter fell sick, his wife put on white 
clothes and attended her sick husband. She' refrained from eating or 
drinking unless something was first given to her husband. Her father 
and mother-in-law told her not to distress herself, but she would not listen 
to them saying, “when my husband recovers, I will feed five Brahmins 
and then change my clothes, otherwise I am prepared to follow him/' 

On Assar bud Umawus (or £nd July) in the morning Bhana died; his 
widow announced her intention of becoming suttee, her relations and 
friends tried in vain to dissuade her from the attempt. She followed the 
corpse of her husband to the place where dead bodies are burnt. The 
villagers asked her before she sacrificed herself whether the season 
would be favorable. She replied that this year will prove like the past, 
but the next would be a more favorable one. Joshce Luklima of the 
village of Bhoota was present on the occasion and has confirmed the 
above statement. 


Letter from the Brahmins of Saima, to Mehta Shebe S inchi,— dated Sawun bud 12 Ih 
Sumbut 1913, or 28 th duly 1856. 

Brij Lai, aged 60 years, of our village, died on Saturday Assar sood 
3rd (or 21st June), his widow immediately made up her mind to become 
suttee. We asked her why she was going to take this step. She had 
sons and daughters to look after, tKat if she needed anything we were 
ready and willing to supply her with and would not let her be in want. 
She replied “ I require nothing, I am going to follow my husband. 
Let no one prevent me from so doing for I will not remain here,” saying 
thus she left the house, and after having worshipped at the temple of 
Chutterbhooj Natbjee bathed, and after going round the funeral pile, 
turned towards us and asked who would build a chutree over her, We 
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said, a& y c#ie that she may name will carry out her wishes, she answers 


•* Let Imdatajee (meaning the Maharana) build the ckutree.” She 
then sat oiy the funeral pile and burnt herself. The kamdars were 
afterwards* informed of this occurrence. They found fault with us for not 
preventing x the suttee, but we were not aware of the orders prohibiting 
suttee. In "future we shall prevent similar occurrences, and gi ve timely 
notice to the raj authorities.

Colonel G. St. P. Lawrence, Political 
Agent in Meywar, to IUwut Kesree Singui of Saloomber,—dated Saioun bud terns 
or. 29th July 1856. 

Advising him to It would appear from a kyfeeut given in this day by the Meywar 
h^beencuBt a om-vakeel, that the dan chowkey of Geengla, which has been under the 
ar ?* khalsa of the Durbar for the last thirty years, has been removed by your 

men from Bysak soodterus (or 17th May), and that you have commenced 
collecting the customs, as also that from the village of Khurka, from 
the same date. From a reference to the office records I observe that 
the customs of Geengla were transferred to the khalsa since the time 
of Colonel Cobbe, in lieu of which the Saloomber Chief was exempted 
from the payment of chutound. This practice has continued up to the 
present time, and no objection lias ever been made on your part. I am 
surprised that you should interfere and act contrary to the existing 
arrangement, and disregard your master's orders. Such conduct on your 
part is not good, and you will feel the consequences of it. I advise you 
to act up to what has been customary and keep your Sovereign pleased. 
I send you a copy of Colonel Cob he's khureeta, on the subject of the 
dan of Geengla, and request you will lose no time in sending me an 
answer. 
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Palpurt in English of ahyfeeat given in by the Oodeypore Vakee'l t to the Political Agent 
in Meg war, on tile 7 th August 1856. 


I have received a perwannah from the Sree Durbar, which I here 
transcribe for your information: 

i( Your letter to M’ehtajee has been read to me; you say that the Declares im 
sahib spoke to you that in the month of Assar (June) swords were used tC^ur- 
at the capital three or four times, and asked why you had not reported re:uccs - 
the circumstance. The state of the case is this, that no such thing* 
occurred here. Formerly people had a dread of the punishment attaching 
to the offence of criminal intercourse, but since I have ceased to punish 
this crime with severity, according to the advice of the Agent, it has 
made them fearless, and they quarrel and fight among themselves. Lately 
a person calling himself Navvab Burkut Oolla Khan was wounded in one 
of these affrays. How is it that such news so quickly reach the sahib, 
while the unruly conduct of the Chiefs and khalsa ryots are never made 
known to him? I directed you to report a few cases. Let me know 
if you have done so, and what steps the sahib proposes taking, regarding 
them. I now write to you again, and wish you would make known the 
same to the Agent. 

Concerning the case of the Grasya villagers I know nothing; they 
never came to complain to me. Let the matter be thoroughly sifted 
when the truth will be discovered from falsehood; such misrepresentations 
create suspicion in the mind of the sahib. Here I am following his Notifies the 
good advice and haying signed the quolnamah, I refrain from every onX'parfc 
act of injustice, still the sahib thinks otherwise, and takes no notice of ^wardsttwir 
the contumacy and acts of oppression on the part of the Chiefs towards ryota. 
their ryots; this is a matter of astonishment. 

1. Salum Singh the Chief of Jharole is oppressing his pntaels and 
brahmins, 

2. The Maharaj of Bhender, on the occasion of his late visit to 
Nathdwara, threatened the kamdar there, saying, that at the instigation 
of the Durbar and the Agent he had disobeyed the orders of the Majee 
and turned out the Bhatea; that if the Maharaj was to make him a 
prisoner could the Durbar and the Agent now come to assist him ? That 
notwithstanding the orders of the Agent he did not sign the quol¬ 
namah, and after all nothing was done to him. 

8. Rathore Dheerut Singh of Kylwamakee over-demands for bhog 
or land revenue from, his ryots. 

4. Rawufc Kesvee Singh of Saloomher has commenced levying 

new laguts from bis villages, and has taken forcible possession of the 
Geengla chowkey which belonged to the khalsa since Captain Cobbers 
time. * 

5. Maharaj Shere Singh of Bagove has resumed and cultivated 
the maafee lands, and broken the ploughs of the Bhoomia proprietors. 

0. A sepoy from Bagore went to the khalsa village of Koor and 
killed a villager, a bufialoe was carried off, and the son of Bukhta, 
brahmin, of Bhagulyea, was seized and put in confinement. 
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Z. .The Chiefs harbor theives, Mogeas and Baorees, and make them 
commit dacoities; they do not keep their pattas in order, nor do they 
attend to the injunctions contained in the proclamation. 

8, The Maharaj of Bhender issues orders on the khalsa villages 
and maltreats the ryots. Mehta Shere Singh wrote to the Maharaj 
remonstrating against such proceedings. In reply the Maharaj has 
made use of improper expressions. 

9, In the case of Neemara Bhoomeas a note was written and sent, 
with a hurkara to let the produce of the disputed land remain in deposit. 
Chiitter Singh of Deoghur raised his stick to beat the hurkara, made 
use of abusive language, and carried off the grain which was directed 
to be held in deposit. 

10. The Kotharyea people destroyed the cultivation of eighteen 
assamees of the Lawah putta. 

11. Khanjee Bohra of Oodeypore preferred a complaint about 
purchases made by him in Delhi; his claim on enquiry proved to be 
unfounded. He appealed to the sahib, and is instigating others to do 
the same. The son of Khanjee lately quarrelled with a female of his 
caste, got upon her breast and beat her much. 

The above statement will shew how the Chiefs and ryots are 
acting. [ hitherto refrained from bringing these circumstances to the 
notice of the Agent, lest he might think I complain from feelings of 
enmity. If parties fight among themselves in criminal cases, and are 
wounded and killed in such affrays, let me know what are the wishes of 
the sahib in such matters, that I may act accordingly. 


Note from Mogk Citcni), Kamdar of Saloom7)er, to Gunaish Doss, Ltjkiimee Doss,— dated 
Sawim sood dth, JSumbut 1913 , or 10 th Augsut 1850 . 

I have received your note with a khureeta from the Political Agent, 
and requesting payment of Its, 9 formerly paid for the hire of eossid, 
and Ks. 4-8-0 on the present occasion. This is right. It has not 
hitherto been usual to pay for cossids. When our vakeel was allowed 
to remain at Neernuch, all. letters were sent through him, but since 
no regard is paid to what has been customary, the Agent should send 
his letters by a hurkara or chuprassee. You say that you have paid 
the hire to the cossids by order of the Political Agent, and expect 
re-payment from me. The Agent is powerful. We sought redress, and 
he has confiscated our jagheersyielding from Es. 10,000 to 12,000. "Why 
does he make you ask for the payment of a few rupees (5 or 10) ? 

JS\ B, —The Agent did not ask for payment of the eossid hire; it was done hy the 
treasurer of his own accord.

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letters 
Nos. 264 and 274 of 29th July and 8th instant. 

2. Regarding Geengla, if the case is as represented by the Durbar, 

which I much doubt, it does not seem to me matter for our interference, case aot neces- 
If we do interfere in it, we may have similar calls daily. If the Malm- 8ary ’ 
rana cannot protect his own chowkees, I see no reason why he should 
expect us to do so. He will do nothing we ask. He will not satisfy bis 
Chiefs or even the more loyal classes. He oppresses his very servants, 
who, like Gooroo Somnath, are working for him. He will not restore 
confiscations. He will not listen to our proposals for Jehazpore. And 
yet he expects us to do the police duty of his territory. 

3. In his answer to your letter of June, enclosed in your letter 
No. 274, as also in his reply to my letter on suttee, he asserts what he 
knows to be incorrect,—that the quolnamah has been sanctioned ; and 
while in the latter he states much that is contrary to fact, he does not 
even attempt to meet my remarks on the suttee that recently took place 
under hh owneyes on a woman entirely within his poiver. I hear that 
another suttee lias occurred. 

4. I request that you will translate this letter to the Minister, and ®ron^itn>pxo. 
express my very strong' disapprobation of the conduct of the Durbar, and ^,Viu-t of'tne 
my entire approval of your remarks reported in No. 274 of 8th August, Surbar. e 
You may tell the Minister that the Maharana must be disabused of the 
impression that he is to get Government support in carrying out his 

own views, without, at the same time, satisfying Government that he will 
act justly. This is a perfect delusion, which you and I have repeatedly 
endeavoured to dispel. The sooner it is dispelled the better for the Dur¬ 
bar and for Meywar. I do not write a khureCta, as I am averse to 
weaken the Maharana’s authority by repeated vernacular letters of 
dissatisfaction.

Referring to your letter No. 320 of 6th instant, the Rao of 
Saloomber’s letter to your address is not satisfactory, but is loss truculent bustoTn^CoL- 
than might have been expected. His kyfeeut is contradictory, and I loSa**' Kgla 
doubt not is false, but it will be well to test his statements. I therefore 
request that you will send for the Durbar’s late Customs’ Collector at 
Geengla with his accounts for the last year, and by personal examination 
prove whether he has collected customs duties or not. Let the exami¬ 
nation be in the presence of all the vakeels at Neemueh. Whether he 
did or not, the act of the Rao was insolent and even treasonable, to eject 
the Maharan&’s custodians or even to post his own, where the former 
had been for years, without first obtaining permission. It may, however, 
he useful to prove to his confederates that his excuses are false.

I do myself the honor to submit for your information copies, with 
translations, of correspondence which has lately passed between me and 
the Meywar vakeel, on reports which I have received regarding occur¬ 
rences near Oocteypore. Notwithstanding the Maharana's disclaimer, X 
believe them to be substantially correct. 


From Lieut. Colonel G. St. P. Lawrence, Political Agent in Meywar y to the Meywar 
Fa!reel,—dated 14 th August 1856. 

Your kyfeeut of the 7£h August is in no way a reply to my com¬ 
munication of the 19th July, while it overlooks the points to which I 
called attention, and on which I require report. It chiefly contains 
complaints of the Maharana against his Chiefs and subjects, all of 
which His Highness could, if he chose, adjust himself. Again I require 
to know whether the reports of Khooinjee BlieeFs depredations are 
true, what steps have been taken to put an end to them, and to punish 
him, and whether his becoming an outlaw arose from the liana’s unduly 
fining him. 

The Maharana says he knows nothing of the Grasya villages; 
they never came to complain to him; has he ever made enquiries in 
regard to them? Their case, I believe, can he proved ; let it he inves¬ 
tigated and the proceedings sent to me. 

The suttee of the 30th June at Lohing is altogether passed over, 
notwithstanding that His Highness knows so well the stress that the 
British Government lays, on the necessity of suppressing this cruel and 
abhorrent rite.

Perhaps the latter have circulated false reports regarding the depreda¬ 
tions of Khoomjee. He has never been fined, nor is it known whether 
he has actually become an outlaw. The Rao of Joora pays an annual V 

fixed sum of Rs. 500 to the Durbar, besides this no money payment 
is made by any of the Joora people; that on receiving further informa¬ 
tion respecting Khoomjee the same will be communicated to yon. 

The karadar at Grasya and the villagers were sent for. On en- 
quiry the latter declared that the kamdar had in no way oppressed 
them; that according to custom their crop was assessed; that they made 
over the Government share and retained their own; that if any act of 
injustice had been done on the part of the kamdar, they would surely 
have complained against him; adds that their share of grain, got wet in 
the rains. 

The widow of Bhana Brahmin became suttee at Lolling; another puttee nt 
took place at Seema. The raj people tried their best to dissuade the ° 
females from burning themselves, but to no purpose; particulars of these 
occurrences are stated in the, accompanying papers. 

The following are instances in which swords have been lately used - 

at Oodoypore:— 

1. An intimacy subsisted between Imam Ali, Sepoy of the Raj 
Pultun, and the wife of Noor Khan, in the- service of Maharaj Shore 
Singh. Subsequently Emam Ali Khan got married, and all intercourse 
ceased between him and Noor Khan's wife; the latter then formed an 
intimacy with one Taj Khan Mewatee, and persuaded her paramour 
to taunt and abuse Emam Ali Khan. On one occasion the parties came 
to blows, and Emam Ali Khan was wounded by the Mewattee, who was 
seized and put in confinement. 

2. Qoodrutt Oolla Khan, son of one Hajee,*and Noor Mahomed 
Khan, sowar, had connexion with a dancing girl named Ramooree; they 
quarrelled among themselves. Qoodrutt Oolla bade Noor Mahomed to 
discontinue his visits to Ramooree, while Noor Mahomed told his rival to 
have nothing to do with her. The consequence was that Noor Mahomed 
killed Qoodrutt Oolla with his sword and made his escape. 

3. A sepoy of the Eheeru Pultun, accompanied by one Mahomed 
Hyat Khan, went to ask payment of his demands from a sepoy; a person 
calling himself Nawab Burkut Oolla Khan, interfered, abused and beat 
the creditor with shoes, on which Hyat Khan wounded the Nawab with 
a sword. He w r as seized and put to confinement.

Mafcarana’ssiow- Your reply of the 14th August, according to the translation enclosed 
dSm t n(i?!!i ? tho e in your despaieluNo. 283 of same date, is very much to the purpose; 
meut? h G °^ eni ’ y ou can add, from 7tte } that it is quite clear His Highness does not 
exert himself to do what is obviously in his power, viz., to- protect the 
poor, preserve tranquillity, and meet the wishes of the British Govern¬ 
ment. Further, that if he is as powerless as he represents, it would be 
utterly useless in Government attempting to aid him. No foreign 
pressure can permanently avail a native ruler reduced to the straits 
which the Maharana describes. If he cannot, or will not, help himself 
no one else can. Be good enough to give the minister a translation of 
the above remarks, with a solemn admonition to himself and to the 
Maharana, to bear in mind what you and I have so repeatedly written 
and said. The time for forbearance may pass away, 

2, This morning I read the kyfeeut of 7th August, and said much 

as above to the Meywar vakeel in presence of several other vakeels, 
because I desire there should be witnesses to our exertions to help the 
raj, as well as to the manner in which it is met, by virtual refusals of 
replies to questions, and by "jeering remarks on the anarchy and misrule 
of the country. ^ ,, ^ ■ 

3. You Avere not only correct as to one suttee having occurred, 
but the vakeel with me allows that another has since been perpetrated 
in the same neighbourhood, Komulmere. In both cases they wore in 
brahmin families enjoying rent free lauds , and therefore peculiarly hi the 
power of the Muhararta, " You can remark on this fact to the minister.

®,"" jn your letter No. 286, of 18th instant, show that both suttees might 
easily have been orevented had there been orders to prevent such atro¬ 
cities. It is so fir satisfactory that the Brahmins say “ in future we 
shall prevent similar occurrences'” the kamdars' statements in both 
cases, that they tried to prevent the'sottecs, are evidently false. Had they 
tried, how could the Brahmins have'been ignorant? But the Durbar 
does not even pretend that orders were issued, and yet the kamdars say 
they tried to pi-event the occurrences. The suttee of Fauna saying “ Let 
TJndatiijee (meaning the Maharana) build the chutrec,” shows her 
impression of the Maharana’s views on such questions. If she had 
known that no chutree would be built, she might be now alive. ^ . 
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2. The Durbar authorities even now seem to think they., have 
nothing to, do in the case of the robber " Khooxnjee” Bheel, and of 
course in similar eases, than to enquire ; why don’t they act ? Why do not 
they try and hunt the man down, if he is plundering the country ? 
They should either buy him off or run him down ; such acts as his soon 
spread. 


Purport in English of a Kyfeeul from the Oodeypore Vakeel, given into Political 
Agent in Meywar,—dated 2Qlh August 1356. 

Mehta Gopal Doss has received a communication from the brahmins Compinitrt? of 
of Meenar, complaining that the Maharaj of Bhender, contrary to Me'pS^Swt 
custom, sends orders to seize the klialsa (crown) subjects, and to levy 
ehouthan (fines) upon them; the subjoined statement will show the 
sums taken from the inhabitants of the khalsa village of Meenar. The 
brahmins beg that their case be made known to you * that measures may 
bo adopted to put a stop to the irregular proceedings of the Bhender 
Chief. 

Mehta Haima and Loll Singh had a dispute about a piece of ground 
with Paima Joshee (all of Meenar); they complained to the kamdar 
of Kurooda. A. punchdyat was assembled, who decided that the ease 
should stand over till the month of Assar, on which Haima went to 
complain at Bhender, and from thence the Maharaj sent a dustuk and 
levied a ehouthan of Rs. 35 from Meenar. 

2. Golah Chand Koturyea of Bhender had a claim against Teeka., 
brahmin qf Meenar. The latter went to Bhendur to have his ease 
settled. He returned after a few days. People came from Bhender, seized 
Teeka’s son and having bound him, took liim to Bhender. Teeka was 
made to pay Golab Chand's demands, and was fined besides from Rs. 50 
to 100.

On the 29th July I wrote to you and called upon you to reply to 
a kyfeeufc which I sent from the Meywar vakeel., reporting that you had 
forcibly seized the Manahma's customs chowkey of Geengla. I desired you 
to lose uo time in sending an answer ; this you have not done, put have 
allowed your kamdar, Mogh Chund, to give a receipt for my letter, in, 
which receipt he has indulged in gratuitous impertinence. 

Since writing to yon, I have heard from other quarters that the 
vakeel's report is quite true. 

With the full knowledge that your father, through Colonel Cobbe, the 
Political Agent in Meywar, thirty years back, gave up this customs post to 
the Maharana, with whom it has ever since remained, you have ejected 
His Highness's servants and forcibly seized .possession; this you have 
done, well knowing that such act is in violent opposition to, and violence 
against, the British Government. I now order you, on the receipt of 
this, to withdraw your people, refund to the Rana's servants such amount 
as you may have taken in customs, and pay in addition a fine of 
Rs. 1,000 as punishment for your offence. If you neglect or refuse to 
obey this order, you must take the consequences, which may be very 
ruinous. You must not expect always to act with impunity.

The Bhender Maharaj having issued chittees (or orders) on

I have the honor to forward purport in English of three kyfecuts 
from the Meywar vakeel, complaining of the very improper proceedings 
of the Bhender Maharaj; remarks on such conduct by me would be 
superfluous. 
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.JFttfport of a letter from Rawt Keskeb Swan of Saloomber, to the Political Agent in 
Meyioar, — dated Bhadwa bud 14 th, Surnlvt 1913, or 22 Ih August 1850, received on the 
ith September 1850. 

1 Lave received your khureeta dated Sawun bud 13th or 29 th July, 
and have understood its contents. You say that the dau chowky of 
Geengla, which lias been under the khalsa of the Durbar for the last 
thirty years., has been removed by roy men from Bysaksood 13 th (or 17th 
May); and that I have commenced collecting the"customs, as also from 
the village of Khurka. This is right. My reply is contained in the 
accompanying kyfeeut, You write that from a reference to the records 
you observe that the customs of Geengla was transferred to the khalsa 
since the time of Colonel Cobbe in lieu of which Saloomber was 
exempted from the payment of ehutound; that this practice has con¬ 
tinued up to the present time., and no objection has ever been made on 
my part. This is right. I have derived great pleasure at your having 
written so. In the new quoin amah which you have made, usages which 
have prevailed for the last thirty-six years have been done "away with. When 
I objected to the new articles at Oodoypore, proclamations were read to me 
that the measure would be enforced; on that occasion you asked me 
whether I had understood what was told me. This you are aware of. 
We have no objection .to do what has been customary since the last thirty- 
six years in regard to service, &e.; as for ehutound, people are tendering it, 
and no one, receives the money. We are oppressed with dhous and 
dustuks; that you should write about old custom is very gratifying, but 
from what 1 have seen of your proceedings, where is there any hope of 
the continuance of old usages? You say that you are surprised that I 
should interfere and act contrary to the existing arrangement and 
disregard my master's orders; that such conduct on my part was not 
good, and that I will feel the consequences of it. This is right. I would 
request you to refer again to the records of Colonel Cobbe's time, arid 
you will see it is written that after having made over the Geengla 
chowky to the Durbar, Saloomber villages w r ere not liable to be con¬ 
fiscated and made over to any one, in place of which Sreejee for no¬ 
thing has taken from 50,000 to one lakh of rupees from my rjutta. In 
order to obtain justice aud get the amount refunded, 1 complained 
to you, and remained with you incurring expenses of several thousand 
rupees, which is no secret to you. Still you sent “ koorkee” on my 
villages. Such a procedure is contrary to what you write in the khureeta 
and the old records. I am helpless. I have no power over you. From 
Ils. 20,000 to 25,000 has been collected from my village of Lawah. I 
therefore sought for redress. I consider Sreejee as a father, and I am his 
Offspring. He gives me bread and should overlook my faults. Lawah, 
Bhadora, and other villages yield a considerable sum, which are confiscated, 
Chutound and service are tendered according to custom-. You say that 
1 will feel the consequences of my violent conduct. This is right. You 
often told me by letter and by Word of mouth that I would bo a gainer 
if [ remained patient. What I have gained is no secret to you, or I would 
have written. You advise me to' act up to what has been customary and 
keep my Sovereign pleased. This is right. This is my desire, As> you 
wish that old custom be observed, let new ones be done away. vitk. I

You write of customs, what customs do you moan ? 

The case is this : That the Durbar's chowkeedars at Geengla took 
money from travellers as balawal (or protection). When Bheels shewed 
themselves they ran away, and the travellers were plundered. This 
occurred often, you also know this, and it was rumoured that you 
intended to make Government arrangements, which I also heard, but 
you do* not keep my vakeel ; perhaps you may remember that I sent 
one or two letters on this subject and of sepoys being murdered which 
will be forthcoming. Sepoys from Kotah were murdered and plundered 
by Bheels of the Crown Pals; with the Bheels I had an affray and killed 
two of them. By the blessing of God the sepoys recovered, the plundered 
property was never restored, on this account I had the a dray. Consider 
that while the chobedars don't do their duty, the lands being mine, I am 
made answerable or my land confiscated, on the plea of being careless, 
which lowers me. 1 sent word to the chobedars to do their duty and 

S rfc such robberies; that for all such they would be answerable, 
pleaded inability. My sepoys on this said “ we are also the servants 
Durbar, we will keep the road and take care of the travellers," 
On their doing this and receiving the money, the chowkey people ran 
away. The money was lodged with a banker, and after one month sent 
to the Durbar, on which it was said that an answer would be sent. On 
the second month's collections, the minister wrote to pay , them to the cus¬ 
toms' officer; when offered the chowkey people refused to receive it, they 
will now be paid to the Durbar, not to the chowkey. This is all, look ; 
twenty men do duty, send the proceeds to the Sirkar, and take care of 
the road. What crime is in this. Irit is your pleasure that plundering 
is proper, give me a receipt that I am not answerable. After this do as 
you please. I have answered the kyfeeut, but justice is in God's bands; 
before this you have lots of my writing. 

In regard to the post of Khurka it is not of old date, the Durbar

Purport of a letter from Maharaja Romeer Singh of Bhender, to tJte Political Agent 
in Meywar,—dated Bhadon sood 6th, Sumbut 1913, or 5th September 1856. 

Your khureeta dated Bhadoon bud 12th, or 27th August, reached 
me on but Uinawus, or 31st August, and I have perused its contents. SgSnSw». u,i . 
You say that you had written to me to send . in the five Mogeas I had 
seized belonging to Palode in Neembhara; that you waited for nearly 
two and a half months for an answer, as well as for the arrival of the Mogeas 
and my moatmid, but that I paid no attention to your requisitions. This 
Is right. On the receipt of your khureeta, dated Bysak sood loth, or 16th 
May, I returned an answer, which you will find among the records of 
your office. By it you will see whether I attended to your wishes or not. 

You say that the Mey war vakeel received a letter from my kamdar 
dated Bysak sood 4<th, or 8th May, in which he uses improper and dis¬ 
respectful expressions. This is right. The letter from my kamdar to the 
vakeel was written in the customary style. I am not aware of Ills 
having used any improper and disrespectful expressions. If you think 
otherwise, you are the ruler. What power have I over you ? You desire 
me to send in the Mogeas to you. This is right. Five Mogeas were seized. 

I levied a fine of Rs. 75 on them, three of them went to bring the 
money, leaving two at this place. In the mean time your khureeta 
reached me; the two Mogeas have accordingly been sent, in to yon. 

You add that 1 have been lined Rs. 1,000, and request me to send you 
the amount; neither myself nor the money is far from you; but I should 
wish to know why you demand a fine from me ? In my first letter 1 
mentioned that if you wished 1 would send in the Mogeas to yon, 
to which I received no reply from you. How do you say that I am 
disrespectful? You add that I should not imagine that I can always 
act as I please, or in so acting that I will always escape, or that 1 can act 
towards the British Government in the same violent manner as I do 
towards my own master. God Almighty is my master, and the British 
Government the ruler. I am not aware of haying committed any 
violence. 1 repeatedly made known my grievances to the Dnrbar; 
obtaining no redress I complained to your Govern men t and hope justice

panied it No. 2, and the Meywar vakeePs. reply No. 8. 

2. You will see that the Rao's letter is in reply to mine of the 
29th July, and that he took nearly a month to answer it ; I need hardly 
observe upon .its tone or the little truth it contains, both arc too apparent. 
The delay in sending it I have no doubt arose from his having to consult 
the other recusant Chiefs. It remains to be seen how far he will obey 
tbe orders contained in my letter of the 26th ultimo, which must have 
reached him a few days after its despatch. 


Kyfeeut of ihe Meywar Vakeels TJbJUK Si^OH and Mtttmu BASS, to the Political Agent 
in Meywar,—dated Bhadwa sood satim, 6th September 1856. 

Tlie kyfeeut of the Rao of Saloomber, in answer to ours about 
Geengla customs, post has arrived. 

It has been read to the Minister, who says in reply that the Rao 
denies his agent having ordered the Durbar’s official at Khttrka to 
rive an account of the collections from the beginning, if he did so he 
will be punished. This is no answer to the question, which was that the 
Saloomber agent demanded the accounts from the customs’ officer from 
that date, not from the beginning. The Rao asks of the Geengla 
customs post, what customs are they ” ? Copies of the papers of the 
Durbar and Colonel Cobbe to Rao Tuddum Singh' about the post are in 
your office, and you know that these customs, “dan” and “bisvva,” were 
given to the Durbar in lieu of -dmfound. 

It is very extraordinary that for years these customs coming to the 
Durbar should be unknown to the Rao, and that he should ask such a 
question. The customs’ officer at Geengla levies customs not “ balawal,” or 
ehowkeedar’s fees. With them what has he to do? These rest with the 
iagheerdar and puttydar, the safety of the road belongs to them, and so 
it is written in the quolnamah, and they are answerable for losses.

• Frotn the time of Tod Sailib the “dan” and “biswa” (customs, have 
been with the Durbar. The Rao writes that as the servants of the 
Durbar refused to protect the roads, his sepoys did so. With the pro¬ 
tection of the roads the Durbar people have nothing to do ; tino belongs 
to the Rao. He writes that he sent two months’ duties to the Durbar, 
aiid was told an answer would be sent, on which he offered it to the cus¬ 
toms’officer, who also refused it. The Rao turned out the officer and 
took the money, why did he do so ? When he levies the duties why 
should the Durbar’^ servant receive them from him ; it would discredit 
His Highness. Consider this. The Rao writes he has given a kyfeeut, 
but justice is with God. With the English Company all receive justice, 
to this day no injustice has ever been ; the Rao’s thus writing about 
the rulers of the country is highly improper. He says the Khurka post 
is new; it dates from the same day as that of Gcengla.

pay a fine of Rs 1,000 as a punishment for his inattention to my orders 
and his improper letter. 

2. I have the honor to report that, after detaining my messenger 

seven days, he dismissed him with the letter, translation of which is jDno tt»e two 
annexed, and with him sent his agent and the two Mogeas whom he ’ 
had retained in confinement, having set three free, with a view to their 
producing the Rs. 75 which he had fined them. What authority has he to 
fine subjects of a neighbouring State ? 

3. You will observe that he affects to consider he has done nothing 
wrong ; that he wishes to know why I demand a fine from him, insolently 
adding that neither himself nor the money is far from me, or, in other 
words, if you want the money, come and take it, or me. 

4. My view of the case is, that further correspondence with this 

Chief would only inflate him the more, as he has disobeyed my positive g^Mfor^ 
order to send in the amount of fine. We should cause the Maharana to oZVm?* CU J ‘ 
confiscate for a time one of his villages, the most convenient to Oodey- 
pore, say to the amount of Rs. 800 or 900 annual revenue. I wait 
your orders.

I have the honor to report the return of the Agency ehuprassee 
with the answer from the Saioomber Kao to my letter of the 26ih 
August, a translation of which is annexed. 

%, The chuprassee reports that on the 30th ultimo the Maharana’s Maiimna’fi 
collector was re-installed at the custom post. of Geengla and the Kawut’s 
with his sepoys withdrawn; he also says that though the Kao’s collector ^^||r to£ 
received) from the time of the seizure of the post, the customs, yet the 
Kana’s Agent remained and kept an account cf the receipts which were 
twice sent to Oodeypore, but not received by tlie Mali a ran a. He thinks 
that the Saioomber Chief had no intention of keeping the money, and 
that his object in placing his sepoys there was what lie said, viz,, the 
better protection of the road. 

3. The Saioomber town wall is being repaired, but the ehupprassee 
saw no guns on it; there were some small ones, however, on the upper 
forts; about 250 Mekranee sepoys are in the Kao’s service, but from 
what he heard and saw he does not think the Chief has any intention 
of opposing British Troops, although he would oppose the Maharan&’fc. 

4. The ehupprassee was detained eighteen days at Saioomber, lived 
in the bazaar at large, was fed two days by the authorities, and on dismissal 
received a pugree. The Maharana’s guard which accompanied him were 
at first refused admission into the town, but on his representation, were 
permitted to live in the bazar, but received no food from the Chief. 

5. Although the Kao’s letter is not a pleasant one to receive, and 
the latter part may.be read as threatening, " I can no longer starve, a 
hungry son will seek for bread in his father’s house,” on the whole I am 
disposed to think more leniently of his proceedings than I was. This too 
although he has summarily repudiated the fine of its. 1,000. I attribute 
the tone of his late letters being so different, from what they were 
in 1851-5:2 to our having let him have his own way so long that he fully 
considers we have no intention of coercing him, and that, so long as he 
does not break the peace, we will not make him submit to his Sovereign.

Aften? Compliments .—Rawut Bukht Singh, Mehta Shore Singh, 
Mehta Gopal Doss and Urjuu Singh, tell me that they have been, desired 
by you to say that the quolnamah is cancelled, and if I give my written 
consent to three articles you would do every thing to uphold the authority 
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of tlie State, This is right. There were certain articles objectionable 
in the quoin a mah you made, and on this account I put, off signing it for 
two or three days, but finding that my not doing so would be injurious 
to the State I was obliged to sign it. However, previous to my so doing, 

I expressed a wish that the Chiefs should first be made to sign the 
document, as I had already given you authority ondny .pa^/^inking 
that as the Chiefs objected to the ffuolnamah it might be revised, in withou dM# 
which case all would be right. As you were determined to compel the 1101 0 R e cr * 
Chiefs to sign the quolnamah, I told you that I was willing to affix my 
signature to it, provided you did not alter a single letter in it, otherwise 
the Chiefs would think very lightly of myself and you, which has turned 
out to be the case. You then told me that* not an iota in the quolnamah H^consont^ 
would be altered, which induced me to sign it. You now wish me to JI&' 0 
give my written consent to three points. I therefore write to say that if 
the quolnamah is to hold good, not a letter in it should be altered, and 
that you should guarantee the same. If the quolnamah is to be cancelled, 
you should state this in writing, and I will write a khureeta giving my 
consent to the three articles you require. I am willing to accede to 
your wishes in the both respects, whichever you may deem advisable. On 
your intimating your wishes, I will write a khureeta agreeing to the 
three points. 1 am anxious that whatever arrangements may be made 
should be guaranteed to prevent any misunderstanding hereafter,. The 
prosperity of this State is v owing to the friendship of the British Govern¬ 
ment and the , exertions of its representatives.

My letter No. Ill of the 22nd April last, with enclosures, informs® 
you of my having left Odeypore on the 25th February, without paying 
the Maharana the ugpd complimentary departing visit, consequent on 
his not meeting our wishes (according to his promise) in regard to the 
commutation of 1 chutound, restoring unjust fines and resumptions, and 
forming a Court of Justice. 

2. Up to the 24th May I had no communication with His High- His Hi^ess* 
ness. Translation of his letter of that date and my reply I forwarded H ,y,,p to tho 
to you on the 3rd June, and on the 0th the Ministers letter of' the 4th, in Agent ’* 
which he says: “ His Highness has now made up his mind to act up to 

the sahib'. He intends deputing accredited agents on his part 

who will act according to your wishes/* On the 27th June, I sent 
translation of a perwannah from the Maharana to the vakeel in attendance 
at the Agency in which he repeats : “ I am prepared to follow the good 
advice of the sahib, and would have long ago deputed my people, but this 
has been delayed owing to indisposition, I am waiting for an auspicious 
hour.'* 

3 On the 3rd August, the deputation arrived at Necmuch; it h 1b desire that, 
consisted of the Minister Mehta Shere Singh, and Mehta Gopaul Doss, XSdSwmwf - 

oq $a the quo!* 
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who was in attendance on you last year and named to us by the Maha- 
rana as the Minister to be. Translation of the kbureeta they brought, 
and a brief account of proceedings, you will find in my letter of the 8th 
August. Between this date and the 27th September I had several confer¬ 
ences with the deputation, the little result of which I communicated in 
my letter of that date, together with, a translation of a kyfeeut from the 
vakeel, and a statement shewing the alterations the Maharana wished to 
be made in the qu&lnamah, and the points which he is desirous should be 
guaranteed by the Political Agent. 

Colonel Law- 4. On the 9th October, pursuant to a summons, the deputation, 

accompanied by Uijun Singh Vakeel, left Neemuch for Oodeypore 
by dak, previously informing me that the Maharana required their 
attendance to explain their proceedings and my intentions, which, he said, 
he did not understand from their reports. I explained to them that it 
would he of little avail their returning unless they , brought with them 
a letter from His Highness agreeing to the 20 per cent, commutation 
of ehutoimd, the restoration of all unjust fines and land resumptions, 
and doing justice to all ranks.

5. The deputation returned on the 6th instant, but brought no 
letter; at least none was produced, though I was afterwards privately 
informed that they had the letter of consent, but it was not to be deli¬ 
vered until I had agreed to sign a paper which, was read to me, “ guaran¬ 
teeing our punishing the recusant Chiefs,,not to advocate Purohit 
Somnatl/s case/' and several other points unnecessary to ment ion, 
beyond that they were much the same as the statement I sent you on 
the 27 th September. I at once declined, and told the deputation they 
might rejoin their master and inform him that, on my passing through 
Oodeypore en route to Kherwara and Doongerpore, I would not receive his 
usual istukbal, or visit him, I however so far yielded that I received 
His Highness' istukbal. 

6. On the 14th instant I reached Oodeypore; the Maharana met 
me as ususal. After giving utter, pawn, &c., I proposed we should 
sepavate from the crowd and confer apart, he pleaded indisposition and 
the heat of the sun. I asked him to send one of his most confidential 
men, named Oodey Bam, alone to me at 12 o'clock, which he did, though 
he came attended by the vakeel Urjun Singh. 

m* detcrmiua- 7. To these men I repeated much that X had said to the deputa¬ 

tion of //'vuii. -j-| on a t Neemuch, with my determination of not visiting the Maharana 
unless he sent me a letter unconditionally agreeing to our terms, or three 
M^reostoour (t kutlums," as he styles them, instead of doing which the deputation 
brought me, on the 17 th, a letter,—translation marked fa) accompanies this 
despatch. You will observe that. His Highness says, “on my part I have 
“ agreed to them, but. that if the^quolnamah is cancelled what is the use 
“ of these three articles ?—20 per cent, chutound, and restoration of lands 
“ and villages taken without cause. If the quoin am ah is abrogated how 
“can these articles stand?" As I required a merely simple agreement, 
I dismissed the deputation, saying there was no necessity for an answer 
KpL. to the letter.

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],%. On fclie 18th I marched from Oodeyporc, and in the evening 1 the 


deputation waited upon me to take leave, saying th&tanotherkhureeta deputation u 
had been prepared and would be sent to mo. It was brought yesterday 
(19th) by the vakeels Urjun Singh and Muttra Doss,—a. translation ,;all00lllid - 
marked (6) is annexed. On it I would observe that His Highness is mis¬ 
taken in saying that I told the deputation to say that the quolnamah 
is cancelled ; nay words were that I had recommended its being cancelled, 
but that without the orders of my Government I could not say that 
it would either be confirmed or cancelled. He also repeats that lie was 
obliged to sign the quolnamah, though he wished it to be^*c vised, and that 
he did so thinking J would not alter a single letter in it, and that 1 
told him as much ; this he asserts notwithstanding my repeated letters to 
him, of wJdeh you have copies, pointing out that no quolnamah could he 
Valid until approved by Government. Notwithstanding all he has said and 
Written, my impression is that though he wishes us to do away with the 
Quolnamah, he knows that unless wo substitute another or issue definite 
brclers to be observed by both parties his government cannot stand. In 
like maimer the Chiefs will trust nothing the Rana promises without our 
guarantee. I would therefore ""again beg to suggest that either we 
decline all further interference, or that we draw out rules, adherence to 
which we must enforce. We have already lost credit by not enforcing the 
present quolnamah, especially as regards the Chiefs of Saloomber and 
/B bender.

"From Sib It. M\ Lawbencu, it. c. b., Agent , Governor General for the States of ttoj- 
pootana, to the MahaiunA of Meywar>—dated 29/A December 1856. 

I have received your letter and understood its contents. 

You offer to accept the quolnamah without alteration of a letter’ or 
to accept the three articles, but you forget that although you have al- 
ready accepted the former, you have not acted up to a single one of the 
articles binding on yourself. Nor do you now give security (that 
is any reasonable grounds of belief) for the future. You expect every 
thing from the British Government and will give nothing in return, 
although all that is required is for your own credit and for the good of 
your raj and people. Moreover, you tell me that you have not authority 
over the owner of a single beegab. Now, I must repeat what 1 have 
already told your Highness that it never was the intention oi the British 
Government to force a ruler on Meywar. Permission was givoJi to 
arbitrate and to enforce the arbitration, but that was in the belief that 
you lvad authority, and that you were willing implicitly to abide by the 
arbitration. On both points the Agent and myself have been dis¬ 
appointed. Your Highness! conduct also towards those officials who 
have helped in preparing the quolnamahj and to those Chiefs who, 
through the Political Agent, have become obedient to you; your neglect 
also of the Agent's and my own advice oil several matters, prove 
that there is little use in further interference in your behalf. I have 
come to this opinion reluctantly and after much reflection. 1 sincerely 
desired your welfare and good name, I accordingly have laboured hard for 
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you, but you have not responded, I shall now report to Govevra 
the failure of your endeavours, and recommend the cancelment of the 
quolnamah and the reversion to the state of affairs previous to its signa¬ 
ture. It is therefore open to you, as indeed it has always been, to make 
vour own arrangements. If you become reconciled to your Cliieis and will 
do justice to your people after your own fashion, I shall be heartily 
glad and shall continue to be your well wisher. One point must be 
understood by your Highness, by the Chiefs, and by. all concerned. 4H 
are individually and collectively responsible for the peace of the country 
and the safety *of the roads and of the border. It will not do to say 
that this or that happened in such a koteree or locality. Your Highness 
as Sovcreigu is in the first place responsible, the local authorities in the 
second. Lookers on who might prevent mischief will betrented 
as mischief-makers. I gave this warning* plainly,- ariu as a friend, 
bv ignorance harm might come to yourself and raj or to any. of tlw’ 
.Chiefs and their puttas, The British Government has taken mud# 
trouble and gone out of its way to help Meywar, it will not be trifle^ 
with beyond a certain point. Your Highness, your Chiefs, &e v must alsc 
clearly understand, what you all have repeatedly been told, that if ar: 
army'enter Meywar the result will be very unpleasant to yourself and 
to them. Again I say consider me as your well wisher.'

restricted, that it is of little use. This, with the great reluctance you have 
shown to agree even to so little, makes it plain that you are at heart 
still indisposed to meet our wishes, therefore a report will be made to 
Government of all that has taken place, and its orders awaited before 
further interference is made between you and your Chiefs. In the 
meantime, I once more as a friend advise you to adjust your differences 
among yourselves. "While about to sign this letter your vakeel Urjun 
Singh's kyfeeut of the 19th instant arrived, in which your Highness 
refuses to expend Hs. 5,000 or 0,000 on the Beechore road, although 
the Governor General's Agent and myself have urged it, and shown 
how useful, it would'be to your territory and people. Even this trifle 
you will not do, when you are wanting us to give you aid of every kind, 
while other rulers %t a sign from the Government officials are ready 
to spend lakhs of Rupees in improving their roads and territory.

My own 
dire of correspondence with the Durbar and Saloomber Ilao is also 
submitted, as a perusal of the whole will better shew the Right Honor¬ 
able the Governor General in Council the steps that have been taken 
to aid all parties, high and low, and to obviate the necessity of military 
measures, which I have observed, it was the object of Government, if 
possible, to avoid. 

Tho disputes 2. Since the date of my last despatch No. 573, dated 23rd Novem- 

Mahamna'aud ^ er 1855, I have but little to report of a satisfactory character respecting 
tus chiefs stui on the differences between the Mabarana and his feudal Chiefs. At Kheronda, 
footing' 19tRdOTy where the Political Agent and Captain Brooke remained from the 4th 
to the 12tli December 1855, their efforts to induce the refractory Chiefs 
to sigh the quolnamah, on a guarantee of the redressal of their griev¬ 
ances, were but partially successful. The Chiefs of Deogurh, Bhynesrora, 
Budnore, and the Agent of Kanore signed the agreement, but the 
Saloomber party, including the Chiefs of Gogoonda, Korawar, Kotliarea, 
Bhender and Amait remained deaf to all remonstrance and advice, 
desiring further and impossible concessions. Although all these five 
Chiefs are among the sixteen first class Nobles, only two of them, 
viz., Saloomber aud Bhender, are of any real consequence; while Kotharea 
and Korawar are especially petty. Saloomber is among the first in rank 
of the Nobles, and holds a strong walled town commanded by hill forts 
in a strong* country; but Bhender is a weaker Chiefship and in the 
open country. The town, however, is surrounded by tolerably strong 
stone walls with a ditch excavated from the rock. 

UncoTiontatory 3. I request attention to No. 127, dated 80th April 1856, 
Slaiia! the (marked A.) from the Political Agent, Mey war, to my address, marginally 
annexed, which, with its enclosures, will place Government in possession 
of the proceedings of Colonel George Lawrence and Captain Brooke at 
Kheronda. Nor, I regret, to add, did the line of conduct adopted by the 
Maharana ah this period at all strengthen the hands of the Political 
Agent, or hold out any encouragement to the recusant Chiefs to follow 
the example of Deogurh. The Maharana had, in October, asked for, and 
promptly obtained, British troops to protect his person (paras. 1 and 
2 of A.) , yet when the very Chiefs whom he most feared were gained 
over to him by our endeavours, he almost ostentatiously neglected our 
advice to conciliate them. His conduct to the Deogurh Chief, whose 
defection from the cause of the recusants, in his own words, “ broke the' 
leg of Saloomber f is a notable instance of His Highness 1 waywardness. 
The Deogurh Chieftain is equally powerful with the Rao of Saloomber, 
and, as shewn in my letter No. 39 of 21st August 1855, paras. 3 and <1, 
had hitherto been second only to himln recusancy, but he now brought 
in with him all the chief recusants, except the five above-mentioned. 
Instead, however, of being received with open arms by the Maharana, 
this powerful Chief was treated with special coldness and distrust, from 
the date of his signing the quolnamah. Indeed, Colonel Lawrence 
thinks (para. 6 of B.J that the Maharana was more hostile towards 
“ Deogurh and the Chiefs he had brought in, than towards Saloomber, 
and those still recusantJealousy at his own repeated failures, and at 
the Political Agent's success, were among the motives for this suicidal 
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coxifldci I fear that a desire to prevent others from signing, and thereby 
to induce Government to coerce them, was what inost influenced him. 

4. During seventeen clays* halt at Oodeypore in January 1856, I Pm^m^made 
used every effort,, in concert with the Political Agent, to induce the Maha- Mji* e imt not 
rana to conciliate these Chiefs. Indeed, I to$k the very course shortly fuimied - 
afterwards enjoined by the Court of Directors, that is, 1 endeavoured to 
reconcile justice with policy. The Maharana listened patiently enough, 

and even acknowledged the truth of our arguments, but would do 
nothing that was not clearly and immediately for his own advantage. He 
acknowledged that it was better to collect 15 annas in the rupee with 
peace and contentment, than 16 annas with discontent, and perhaps 
bloodshed; hut he would not apply the rule to the 'chutound' question. 

In the matter of unjust resumptions too, although he promised me (and 
wrote a note in our presence to that effect) to restore three villages 
resumed from Korawar, yet when the order was to be issued, ho only 
offered two, and has ever since steadily resisted the surrender of any 
of them. Consequents the Korawar Chief, whose town and fort are 
only a march from Saloomber, is still a close adherent of the latter 
Chief. He is also his blood relation. While the Maharana was aeting 

thus insanely, he was consulting the Political Agent and myself on 

. his most secret affairs; refusing to allow even Captain Brooke to be 
present at the conversations regarding his brother, the succession, his 
ministers, &c. We did not think it right to refuse our advice in these 

matters, though it all amounted to little more than that he should 

conciliate his Chiefs, do justice to his ryots, and fix the succession 
according to the laws and practice of the country, adding that he 
was perfect master to retain or discard his minister and servants, but 
that it was both impolitic and unjust to use them confidentially one 
hour and maltreat them the next. 

5. It is unnecessary for me to relate the proceedings of the Mnharuna’s 
Political Agent on my departure from Oodeypore, or his further iaitWc88U0 ^‘ 
endeavours to induce the Rana to adopt a more conciliatory policy 
towards his Chiefs, as these points t are fully detailed in his letter 

No. Ill to my address, dated 28th April, and to which I request special 
attention. I would, however, add that on re-visiting Oodeypore in 
February, after a month's absence. Colonel Lawrence found that the 
liana's conduct towards the Deogurh Chief had increased the suspicious 
of his good faith, and still further widened the breach between him 
and his recusant Tbakoors. I confine myself to a solitary instance 
of the ill-faith with which His Highness treated our endeavours, and 
which will shew the impossibility of any compromise—where one 
party will yield nothing of his dignity, and the other is determined 
on contumacy and disrespect. The Maharana admitted to Colonel 
George Lawrence that he had taken a solemn oath never to go to 
Saloomber , though he had gone through the fared of moving some miles 
towards that place, under pretence of performing the ceremony of investi¬ 
ture. The -Saloomber Chief, on the other hand, announced to the Agents 
whom His Highness had sent in advance, his intention of quitting Saloom- 
bev on his approach, unless a written document were sent him by tbe 
Rana acknowledging that he had been in fault throughout, and proiois- 
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ing to yield all iho demands at present in dispute.” Suoh duplicity on 
one side'and. arrogance on the other, render all comment unnecessary. 

6. For the sake of brevity, I merely allude to the letters from the 
Political Agent, Meywar, to my address, numbered respectively 184, 193, 
223, 350, with their enclosures, marginally noted, as showing in the 
Agent's opinions a continued disinclination on the part of the Maharana 
to carry out the provisions of the quolnamah he had. signed; or to 
adopt a more conciliatory policy "towards his Chiefs. In this conviction 
I entirely coincide. 

7. I may here add that whil^ the Political Agent was thus endea¬ 
vouring to reconcile, I was not idle. During the previous year I had 
visited Saloomber, Korawar, &c ; ; I now, on leaving Oodeypore, pro¬ 
ceeded direct to Bhender, arriving there on the 13th January. I was 
met with all due form by the Bbender Maharaj some miles from his 
town. I received him coldly, reminding him that he had broken his 
agreement personally made to me in September. After dismissing him, 
1. rode deliberately round the glacis of his walled town, and then through 
it; in the evening the Maharaj came with five or six of his principal 
peox>le, and we discussed affairs for some hours. He was quite unable 
to prove a single real grievance. 1 proved that he gained in reduced 
service much more than the Maharana proposed to take in increased 
cluitound. I added that he knew 1 wished to reduce the extra demand, 
and said he might trust me if he would only sign the quolnamah. He 
refused unless on preposterous terms. On taking leave, he asked at 
what hour I would return his visit; I replied that when lie signed, I 
would visit him; not till then. Next day I visited another Chief 
(Kn/nore) some miles off, whose Agent had signed; and returned, 
passed the day at Bhender, and left the following day without further 
communication with the Maharaj. 

, 8. This refusal of the Bhender Chief to my personal request, 

made after much and patient conversation, brings me to the recital of 
a gross breach of international law by him last July, as well as of 
much disrespect and disloyalty to his. Sovereign. On the plea of an 
attempted robbery by residents of a Tonk village, he sent a large armed 
band in open day to invade the Tonk territory, and seized five men with 
their property, and for a long* time treated with contempt the Political 
Agent's remonstrances and orders to give them up. The correspondence 
marginally noted and numbered respectively, *228, 302, 816, and <324, 
with my replies also annexed, will place Government in possession of 
all the facts of the case, and will prove both the Bhender Maharaj's 
arrogance and his Sovereign's weakness. Adverting to the fact that 
the Bhender Chief is next to Saloomber, the most important of the 
recusant Thakoors, I would beg* to call especial attention to the con¬ 
tumacious style of his letters, not only to bis own Sovereign, the Maha- 
raua, but also to the Agent of the British Government. The expres¬ 
sions “ I have not signed the quolnamah, and what has the Sahib done ? 9 
and again in reference to the fine which he had been desired to pay, 
<c neither myself, nor the money is far from you/’ require no comment 
on my part They are almost a defiance of the Maharana and the 
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BMiisK Government. I directed him to be fined Rs. 1,000; and a 
village to be attached until it was paid ? as punishment for his insolence; 
leaving it to be hereafter decided by Government, what punishment 
should be inflicted for the inroad on Took, 

9. A nearly parallel instance of encroachment and contumacy Encroachment 
was shortly afterwards exhibited by the Saloomber Chief, as will be ^u^saSom&v' 
seen by a reference to the letters marginally noted, from the Political chief. k 
Agent to my address and numbered respectively, 264, 800, and 320. 

The Ilao ot Saloomber, without a shadow of pretext, beyond that 
afforded by the weakness of his Sovereign, and the forbearance of the 
British Government, forcibly seized the customs* post of Geengla, 
which had been given up in 1827 by his father to the Maharana at 
Colonel Cobbers desire. His delay in replying to the Political Agent's 
khureeta, and the unsatisfactory and insolent tone of his explanations, 
will be appreciated by a reference to the enclosures of the letters noted 
above. On the Political Agent’s sharp remonstrances the Chief shortly Fine suggested 
afterwards surrendered the post, as shown in letters Nos. 365 and 370 
of 8th and 24fch October. We suggested to the Maharana a fine of 
Rs. 1,000 in this case also. 

10. If it be asked why we propose to fine and deal directly with Mahmud 

feudatory Chiefs of Meywar, I reply that we do so because the Maha- curb 

rana declares his own inability to carry out the' simplest police measure; 

passes on to us each act and word of recusancy of his Chiefs, tells us 
that “the owner of a single beegah” will not obey him, and taunts us 
with not carrying out the coercive measures which he knows have, to 
a certain extent, been sanctioned by Government and by the Home 
authorities. 

11. Passing from the disrespectful and contumacious conduct of Maha-ana** non. 
the Chiefs of Saloomber and Bhender, the leaders of tho recusant 
Thakoors, I beg briefly to call the attention of Government to the tone the ‘luoin&mah. 
of the Maharena's correspondence at this period, as evinced in the 
enclosures to the letters from the Political Agent, Meywar, to my 

address, numbered respectively 283 and 286, copies of which, with my 
replies Nos. 448 ph 455, are marginally noted. When urged by the 
Political AgW to adopt stringent measures for the pursuit and appre¬ 
hension of noted marauders, for the suppression of suttee, and generally 
ior the maintenance of tranquillity within his dominions, but one reply 
was invariably forthcoming;—that he had signed the quolnamah, but 
that we had not coerced the Chiefs, His Highness finding it conve¬ 
nient to forget that though he had signed the quolnamah, he had not 
carried out any of its provisions , agd, in particular, had slighted the 
Dcogurh Chief. Despite the most earnest remonstrances he has also 
rejected our proposals for compromising the chutoimd question, which 
is the only article in the quolnamah on the propriety of which I have 
had doubts. He has not restored his unjust confiscations, or adopted 
any measures for the improvement of the administration of justice. 

My separate report of this date shows that he still permits tho barbar¬ 
ous rite of suttee, and that four instances have recently occurred, two 
of them almost within sight of his own palace. In short-, because he 
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has ' signed the quolnamah/ he thinks he is entitled to our uncondi¬ 
tional support; even though he has throughout, slighted many of the 
Chiefs wlio have also signed it, and has ill-treated those of his servants 
who had any share in inducing him to sign, particularly the Purohit 
Somnath, an old and confidential official, whom he has driven into exile. 
He has since removed the minister. Both these men hold his letters 
guaranteeing protection, and. the minister had a similar document from 
the late Political Agent, Colonel Robinson. Their present disgrace is 
mainly attributable to the part they took in the quoin amah. 

JProposCb 12. In conclusion, on a review of all the circumstances connected 

a^'eSnentand 10 with the quolnamah, the Maharana's ill-concealed aversion to it and 
Frooiui^iSor to ^hpporters, and the systematic duplicity with which he has broken 
that effect,! 01 ' all of its provisions; considering also the equal aversion to its clauses 
entertained by the powerful party of recusant Chiefs headed by Salooru¬ 
ber and Bilender; recollecting too, that the enforcement oi it would 
entail on us the necessity of constant interference, and a largely increased 
establishment to the Agency; and also that this document has never 
been formally sanctioned by Government, I now recommend that it be 
totally abrogated, and that authority be given to the Agent to the 
Governor General to issue a Proclamation to that effect-, addressed to 
the Maharana and his feudatory Chiefs, announcing that, while we assure 
the Chiefs of Peogurh, Bhynesrora, &c., who signed the quolnamah, under 
our guarantee, as also those who signed it of their own accord, of our 
continued protection against either party, so long as they observe a 
strict neutrality, pay the old rate of chutound, and perform the old 
amount of service, (the former through us, and with a money contribution, 
of our fixing, if necessary, in lieu of the latter), we solemnly warn 
the Maharana and all the Chiefs against any disturbance of the public 
tranquillity, under such penalty as Government may be pleased to 
determine. 

a1bo 1hc 13. One preliminary step seems, however, necessary for the mainte- 

^ ie n^nce of our dignity, and for that I solicit the sanction of the Right 
Saloomber Ilon’ble the Governor General in Council. As a punishment for past 
contumacy, and as a warning to the recusant Chiefs, that combination 
against their Sovereign does not necessarily command success, and that 
there is a limit to the forbearance of the paramount power, 1 recom¬ 
mend that the Rao of Saloombev and the Maharaj of !>header be 
formally displaced from their Chiefships, and that their next of kin res¬ 
pectively be raised to the positions forfeited by their continued 
recusancy; that the fortifications of Saloomber and Bhender be razed 
to the ground; and that this arrangement be carried out by troops 
marching simultaneously from Deesa, Neemucb, and Nusseerabacl, in 
accordance with the permission formally granted me in your letter 
No*. 4655, dated 31st December 1855, and subsequently ratified by the 
extract from the Hon'blc Court's letter contained in your despatch 
No. 3288 of 30th May 1856. The displacement and deposition of the 
two Chiefs might he set forth in the Proclamation. The Maharana 
ought not to gain a rupee by the arrangement. After paying the 
expenses of the movement of troops, the estates of Saloomber and 
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Rhender to be made over to the next heirs, and present Chiefs to be 

removed from Rajpootana. 

14 Were a force of from two to three thousand men of all arms. Adoption of Mill- 
with sk battering 1 guns and mortars and a held battery employed in 

each quarter (the Salbomber detachment to include a wing of a 

European Regiment), I am of opinion that no active opposition would 
he attempted by either of the Chiefs. But under any circumstances, 
detachments of the strength I have noted would carry all before them. 

If a general sanction be accorded, the details might be left to the Agent, 

Governor General, 

15. I have been most anxious to avoid the adoption of 'military Tiwproposa*- 
measures; but there is a limit beyond which forbearance in the para- recommcad0(1, 
mount power is construed as weakness. The step 1 recommend would 
exercise an influence through Rajpootana, more likely to promote mutual 
concessions between conflicting parties, and the settlement of their differ¬ 
ences without our interference, than the enforcement the quolnamah, 
to which the Prince and the Chiefs alike object ; and the provisions of 
which, in favor of the ryots, both are equally anxious to evade, la 
this belief, strongly coincided in by the Political Agent in Meywar (vide 
his letter No. Ill, para. 1% of the 22nd April 1856), I submit this 
proposal for the consideration and decision of the Right Kon'ble the 
Governor General in Council. 

1G. I beg to repeat what I urged in my report No. 39 of 21st 
August 1855, that these discussions and this recusancy are not matters 
of to-day , but that they are tho fruit of the contention of years and even 
of centuries, as is fully shewn in the correspondence of Colonel Robinson, 
and indeed of every Political Agent in Meywar. That while the Maha- 
rana is the weakest of weak feudal Sovereigns, he has all the pride and 
obstinacy of a powerful autocrat; that on the other hand, the pettiest 
Thakoor acknowledges no master, but looks simply on the Maharana 
as the * head of the family/ whom he is to obey only so long as their 
tempers agree. To this, and to the extreme forbearance shown during 
the last forty years, may perhaps he attributed the present state of 
affairs, A severe lesson to the Saloomber and Bhender Chiefs, with 
pardon to the rest, and with permission to the electing Nobles to choose 
another Sovereign should the present Rana not come to his senses, will 
at “ least quiet the country for a time. I doubt if any scheme that 
maintains feudal rights will do more. All the expenses of the troops 
will, of course, be charged to the Meywar State. They should be in the 
field by the 15th December. 

17. I am warned that the Saloomber Chief Would be likely to tiw MomU* 
take to c the hills/ and to plunder the open country. I should hope that 
he would • not be able to hold out in such a course for any length opposition not 
of time. His power of plundering would be very small. His resources da»gm«a. 
are trifling, and he is in debt. He has but few, if any, RkeeTs 
within his estate; and it is very little to the credit of our local 
officers if their influence in his neighbourhood do not exceed his. 

My own opinion is very decided that his influence has been greatly 
exaggerated, and that it is but the Maliaratia's misconduct that has given 
him importance. He would, or ought to be, starved f out of the hills' by 
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a single Irregular Corps in a few weeks, The Bhender Chief is poorer, 
more uvv jived in debt, and occupies a far more open and accessible posi¬ 
tion. His walled 4 town is within four easy marches of Neemuch, and 
even, if defended, might be breached and earned in forty-eight hours by 
two regiments of Native Infantry. With such views on oar part I have 
sketched, I should not anticipate opeu aid being given to either Chief. 
At the utmost, a few hundred loose characters fond of fighting, or 
wanting bread, might join their ranks; but I repeat that I do not expect 
any opposition against a respectable force at either point. 

18. With a few verbal alterations, the first sixteen paragraphs of this 
letter were written several months ago, but their submission to Govern¬ 
ment was suspended, pending another visit to the localities, as they have 
since been delayed on grounds that the Government will understand. 
Accompanied by the Political Agent of Meywar, I have again been to 
Bhender, and have passed close to both Oodeypore and Saloombev, but 
have refused to visit either the Maharana or any of his recusant Chiefs. 
All sent their Agents to me, and all were profuse in promises, at their 
many interviews with the Agent and myself. The Maharana has even 
offered to agree to any terms I might dictate, if I would only visit him, 
I replied that when he surrendered certain illegal confiscations, and 
. otherwise proved that he was in earnest, I would gladly wait on him, 

and as gladly renew my exertions to bring about an adjustment of 
affairs; but as he had done nothing, I would not go to Oodeypore. The 
Saloomber Chief was, I believe, disappointed at not being invited to visit 
my camp wheirten miles off his town. His pride prevented his coming 
uninvited. The Bhender Chief gave us the usual meeting as we 
approached his town, but no visits passed between us. We walked through 
and round the town, freely talking to his managers, pointing* out the 
absuvclity of their Chiefs conduct and its inevitable ill results to him¬ 
self, This Chief told Colonel Tod [vide vol. 8) when he was arbitrating 
nearly forty years ago, as we are now doing : “ Do not expect too much, 
for if Bhugwan (the Almighty) himself were to make the attempt, he 
would find it impossible to restore order in Meywar.” Under the pressure, 
however, of the vicinity of the army that had subdued the Maharattas, 
the same Chief at that time surrendered some thirty towns and villages 
which he had usurped from his Sovereign. Like means would soon bring 
No aC ri E STo a f' kis successor to his senses, and for a time at least would read a. salutary 
:ui°/di*tux * h 0 lesson to others. At present Meywar is quiet, and I see no immediate 
prospect of any disturbance; it is therefore quite open to Government, 
seeing that both parties are to blame, to declare the quolnamah cancelled, 
and to take no further measure for the present ; leaving the question of 
any ulterior proceedings an open one as circumstances may arise. 


Extract from a Despatch f rom the Hon’lfte the Court of Directors, 3¥o. 65 , dated 20 th 
. i May 1857 . 

Para. S4.—Sir Henry Lawrence seems to have exercised the 
S^Scmtntof power of arbitration with which he had been invested on the appli- 
au®BUcm 0 con d fl^ cation of both parties with justice, patience, and temper. The 
^ C promU air provisions formerly proposed by the Political Agent, Lieutenant 
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Colonel Lawrence, have been modified in some respects, and espe¬ 
cially in the point which appeared to ns to give the Chiefs some 
ground of. complaint, that relating to the future amount ot ehutound. 

Captain Brooke, to whose opinion considerable weight is due, considers 
Sir H* Lawrence's present arrangement of the ehutound question as a 
fair compromise, and though that officer differs from Sir H. Lawrence 
on some minor points, we think that his objections have been satis¬ 
factorily answered. * 

35. The terms of arrangement have been embodied in a quolnamah Modmaion ana 
which was agreed to and signed by the Maharana and the Tnakoors Q 0veruor 
of his party. As those of the opposite party refused their signature and 
persisted in inadmissible demands, you informed them by proclamation chiefs, 
that the British Government having undertaken the arbitration at the 
request of both parties, its decision was binding and would be enforced, 
if necessary, by the sequestration of villages to the extent of the demands 
of the State for ehutound and service. NctwithstancFing the greatest 
moderation and forbearance on the part of the Governor General's 


Agent, it became necessary to execute this threat in the case of four 
of the recusant Chiefs, and to warn them that the consequence of 
further disobedience might be the confiscation of the attached posses¬ 
sions. All are stated to have since signed the quolnamah except the 
Saloomber Chief, the leader of the malcontents, and as ho had expressed 
his willingness to sign, we hope that the dispute is at an end. 

36, We observe it is stated that several “ obnoxious articles*' in 
the original draft of the quolnamah were omitted at the request of the 
Maharana. We wish that these had been specified, as it is imperative 
on us to require, as well the Maharana as the Chiefs to act with, justice 
on the matters in dispute. The local officers, however, have not been 
inattentive to this obligation ; they have obtained from the Maharana not 
only a written promise to redress grievances but the actual restoration 
of lands unjustly resumed, and having compelled the Chiefs to make 
their submission, we are bound to hold the Maharana to the letter and 
spirit of his promise. 

37. Besides deciding the principal points in dispute between the rcaw> ana proa- 
Maharana and the Chiefs, the quolnamah contains many provisions per y ope

I am directed by the Governor General in Council to forward, for 
your information, the annexed extract paras. 34 to 37 and 39 from a 
despatch from the Hon'ble the Court of Directors, No. 20, dated 
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20th May last, containing their sentiments on the further proceedings 
of Sir Henry Lawrence in the disputes between the Maharana of 
Oodeypore and his Thakoors.

'& The respectful petition of Moulvic Svoil Akbai* 

Ally, vakeel on the part of Itawut Jodh 
Singh Sakeb Babadoor, Ameer of Ktisba 
Kotharya, Rawttt Kessree Singh, Suheb 
Babadoor, Ameer of Oasba Snloomber, 
Mabaraj Oomeyd Singh, Saheb Babadoor, of 
Bhender, and Sirdars of Mullak Mey war. 

Respectfully shewetk. —That a petition was presented on the 
30tb of November 1856 by your peti tloner, on behalf of the above-named 
Sirdars, praying* that Sir Henry Lawrence might be ordered not to 
enter their territories with the troops of the Hon'ble the East India 
Company, to which petition youiv Lordship was graciously pleased to 
reply that the Sirdars were misinformed with regard to Sir Henry 
Lawrence's proceedings, as their case was pending for trial. Your 
Lordship's reply was forwarded by your petitioner to the Sirdars, who 
were* much gratified therewith, and expressed the hope that their case 
would soon be disposed of* 

The Sirdars thereupon submitted, through their Agents, a petition 
to the Maharana Suroop Singh, of Oodeypore, notifying your Lordship's 
reply to them, and stating their willingness to have the dispute amicably 
settled; but the Maharana, through bad advice, declined to come to any 
settlement with them, nevertheless the Sirdars have ever since borne the 
oppression of the Maharana without murmur, in the hope that their case 
would be settled soon by your Lordship according to the reply given 
to your petitioner* 

Your petitioner further sheweth that a letter was addressed to 
Jtawut Kessree Singh, Sahib Ameer, Cusba Saloomber, dated the 25th of 
April 1857, corresponding to the 1st of Bysack, from the Agents deputed 
by the Maharana of Oodeypore for the settlement of their affairs, in 
which it was stated by the said Agent that Captain Shore, Political 
Agent of Mcywar, having arrived at Oodeypore, on his way to the Aboo 
Hills, for the purpose of paying a visit to the Resident there, had an inter¬ 
view with them, and advised them that Sir Henry Lawrence had already 
represented the Sirdars' case to Government, but that before any final order 
issued from the authority, it would be better to settle the affair amicably, 
or else Meywar would suffer, on which the Agents of the Sirdars 
stated that they had been waiting on the Maharana for seven years to 
have the matter settled by not*enforcing a new agreement or quol- 
namah, but by allowing th§ former agreement to remain in force, as 
to impose it would ruin the Sirdars and their country, and that 
allowing the former agreement to remain in force would benefit both, 
but that the Maharana would not come to the terms which the Sirdars 
had ottered, in cousequence of which they had applied to Government 
to interfere and put a stop to the oppressions of the Maharana. Captain
